PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Brethren of the California Synod: 

In the kindly providence of God we are permitted to assemble and 
greet one another in the Thirty-first Annual Convention, after twelve 
months of labor and reward, of anxious sowing and joyous reaping. 

Twice before in the history of the Synod has it held its convention 
in Grace Church, San Jose, and now, after an interval of fifteen years, 
we are again heartily welcomed to the Garden City of the famous 
Santa Clara Valley. 

In accordance with the Constitutional requirements, a record of 
the Official Acts for the past year is herewith presented:

Paul’s Church, Sanger.

Aug. 1, 1921—Rev. M. H. Stine, D.D., to the Hollywood Church, 
Los Angeles.

Aug. 29, 192i—Rev. Henry J. Mathias was dismissed to the Pacific 
Synod. 

Installations 

Oct. 24, 1920—Rev. Fred C. Maurer was installed pastor of Grace 
Church, Phoenix, Ariz., by Rev. H. C. Funk. 

Noy. 19, 1920—Rev. Emil Meyer was installed pastor of the First 
English Lutheran Church of Sacramento, by Rev. E. A. Trabert, who 
delivered the charge to the pastor, and Rev. G. H. Hillerman, D. D., 
who addressed the Congregation. Revs. O. H. Gruver, D. D., and G. H. 
Trabert, D. D., also participated in the services. 


Jan. 23, 1921—Rev. William Brandes was installed pastor of St. 
Paul’s Church, Sanger, by the President of the Northern Conference, 
Rey. E. A. Trabert. 


Feb, 6, 1921—Rev. H. C. Funk was installed pastor of the First 
Church of Glendale, by the President of the Synod. 


Self-Support 


We are gratified at the growing tendency toward self-support on 
the part of our missions Three congregations the past year have 
become independent of the aid from the Home Mission Board. Long 
Beach, Oakland and Alameda are to be congratulated on their faith 
and courage in taking this forward step. 


New Congregations Organized 

Rev. H. Wiemken, upon his own initiative, canvassed East Oak- 
land, finding many German Lutherans without any pastoral care. The 
matter was taken up by the Synodical Board, and Pastor Wiemken 
authorized to go on with the work looking towards an organization 
Such organization was effected February 27, 1921, with 16 charter 
members, with a present enrollment of 28. Ladies’ Aid organized May 
5, with 26 members. A lot for a building site has been purchased. , 
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Hollywood, a section of the city of Los An eles, was’ canvassed 
by the Rev. M. H. Stine, D. D., which disclosed 2 fruitful field for the 
Lutheran Church. Services were held in the Iris Theatre regularly on 
Sunday mornings, and on May 29, 1921, the congregation was formerly 
organized by the President of Synod, with 49 members on the charter 
roll, a number of names being added later. Officers were elected, and 
a call extended to Rev. Stine to become the regular pastor, which call 
was subsequently accepted by Dr. Stine. 

Two new fields have been canvassed in the Southern Conference, 
namely, Alhambra and Huntington Park, and preaching services have 
. been held. It is hoped to organize both fields within a short time. 


Anniversaries 


The past year records many anniversaries. Heading the list is 
the 30th anniversary of the pastorate.of Rev. C. F. Oehler, D. D., at 
St. John’s Church, Sacramento, which event was appropriately cele- 
brated October 3d, 1920. St. John’s is the oldest Lutheran congrega- 
tion in the Synod outside of San Francisco. Brother Oehler and bride 
came to Sacramento in 1890, and, to their credit, have the longest pas- 
torate in the Synod. The splendid achievements of St. John’s under 
the able leadership of Dr. and Mrs. Oehler speak to their praise. Pas- 
tor Oehler and wife celebrated their 30th wedding anniversary on 
September 28th, 1920. 

Grace Church, San Jose, stepped into line next, celebrating the 
25th anniversary of its organization. Appropriate services were held, 
beginning November 28th, and culminating on December 5th, when 
Rev. W. S. Dysinger, D. D., delivered the sermon. The services of 
the preceding Sunday and Wednesday evening were participated in 
by Rev. Jacob Yutzy, D.D., Rev. E. A. Trabert, and Rey. O. H. Gruver. 
Rev. W. E. Crouser is the energetic and successful pastor of the con- 
gregation. 

Trinity Church, Long Beach, Rev. D. J. Snyder, pastor, was four- 
teen years old on April 3, 1921. Two days prior to this the congrega- , 
tion became self-supporting. Special services were held on April 3d 
in commemoration of these events, also making recognition of the 13th 
anniversary of the present pastorate. The President of the Synod 
participated in the services. The first pastor of this congregation was 
Rey. J. A. M. Ziegler, D. D., who organized it. .This mission had a 
steady and substantial growth from the start, and is now one of the 
most flourishing congregations in the Synod. 

The First English Church of Sacramento, Rev. Emil Meyer, pas- 
tor, celebrated its 30th birthday Thursday, November 18, 1921, with 
special services in the evening. Reports from the various organ- 
izations of the church were made, and addresses were given by Revs. 
O.'H. Gruver, G. H. Trabert and W. S. Hoskinson. Dr. Hoskinson was 
the organizer of the congregation and its successful pastor for many 


years. 
The First Church of Oakland, Rev. G. H. Hillerman, D. D., pastor, 
has had a banner year, and makes a record for anniversaries. On 
December 5, 1920, this congregation celebrated the 30th anniversary 
of its organization. On April 17, 1921, the 25th anniversary of the 
dedication of the church building was observed, and also making recog- 
nition of the fact that the congregation had just assumed self-support. 
July 10th, was observed as the fifth anniversary of the present pas- 
torate, and the cancellation of the last debt against the church. The 
anniversary year culminated on August 22d, when the pastor and wife 
celebrated their 25th wedding anniversary. The affair was held in the 
church and a very appropriate service rendered. The president and 
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officers of Synod participated. A number of the brethren from the 
Northern Conference were present, with a large gathering of the con- 
gregation and other friends of Dr. and Mrs. Hillerman. 


Licensure 


Mr. Wendell S. Dysinger, recently. graduated from the Hamma 
Divinity School of Springfield, Ohio, and called as assistant pastor of 
the First English Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, was granted an ad 
interim license on June 10, 1921, and qualified for ordination at this 
convention of Synod. 

Among the Churches 


It is highly gratifying to record that all our churches have regular 
pastoral care, with the one exception, that of Alpaugh, which is sup- 
plied by Revs. Chambers and Combs alternating the first Sunday of 
each month. 

The First Church of Los Angeles has paid its entire debt of 
$11,000 during the past year and has a balance of several thousand 
dollars as a nucleus for future work. This congregation has called 
an assistant pastor who is now actively engaged in the work of the 
Parish. 

The First Church of San Francisco has improved its property, 
both internally and externally. Through the efforts of the women 
chiefly and the Sunday School, the entire first story was renovated. 
By the use of a bequest electric lights were installed in the entire 
nave of the church, and considerable external improvements effected 
without entailing any sacrifice on the part of the membership. The 
congregation benefited by two bequests, by the will of Rasmus P. Jor- 
genson to the amount of $657.50, and by the will of Mrs. Jennie Bur- 
nett to the extent of $1790. These faithful servants have passed to 
their reward and their good works do follow them. 

The First Church of San Bernardino has made creditable progress 
the past year in the face of industrial depression which considerably 
affected the membership of the congregation. A debt of $585 was 
* cancelled, and the church building repainted at a cost of $250. 

The First English Church of Fresno is making commendable 
progress. During the year the congregation has purchased three lots, 
having on them a building formerly used for religious purposes. The 
cost was $3,000. The members and friends of the organization con- 
structed an annex for the use of the Sunday School. This gives good 
facilities for the present, and will tide the congregation over until 
it can erect a new building at a later date. 

The Redlands Congregation, under the pastoral care of Rev. 
C. F. W. Stoever, has made considerable gain in membership, having 
doubled its enrollment in the last eighteen months. 

St. Michael’s Church of Berkeley has made its presence felt in the 
community largely through the efforts of the pastor and an energetic 
Brotherhood. During Pastor Trabert’s ministry of a little over two 
years, 91 persons have been received into fellowship. 


St. Mark’s Church, Los Angeles, is especially noteworthy for its 
missionary spirit. Its pastor and people heartily cooperate in the 
efforts to establish new missions in the vicinity of Los Angeles, and 
have made large drafts upon the membership to furnish a nucleus 
in roe oeune new Genet Eytan The local conditions are quite 
prosperous. n addition to its equipment will b i 
within a short time. tec ea 

Grace Church, San Jose, has greatly improved its pro ithi 
: ISE, 3 , erty w 
the past year. The entire building, both inside nad buteiae “= 
repaired and beautified at a cost of $1500. 4 
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San Diego Church has been rapidly working off its indebtedness, 
and has but one more payment to make. The congregation is making 
steady progress and pastor and people are happy in their work. 

The First English Church of Sacramento erected a parsonage the 
past year and the pastor is now comfortably housed. May other con- 
gregations follow the example. 


Visit of the Survey Commission 
The Survey Commission of the United Lutheran Church, com- . 
posed of Revs. F. H. Knubel, D. D., LL.D., J. F. Seibert, D. D., and 
F. G. Gotwald, D: D., arrived in California June 9th, coming through 
the southern gateway, and proceeding north, made its exit into Oregon 
after eight days of strenuous travel, viewing the field and holding con- 
ferences. The first meeting was that of the Southern Conference in 
_ the First Church of Los Angeles, June 10th, when a splendid exhibit of 
the southern field was presented by Dr. Ball, and the educational inter- 
ests by Dr. W. 8S. Dysinger. The members of the Commission re- 
mained over Sunday and spoke in the different churches in the city and 
vicinity. Arriving in the north on the 14th a meeting was held in the 
First Church of San Francisco the same evening. Wednesday after- 
noon a special meeting of the Northern Conference was held in St. 
Michael’s Church of Berkeley, when Rev. E. A. Trabert gave a very 
comprehensive exhibit of the northern field and its possibilities, and 
Dr. Gruver presented the educational matters. Both in the north and in 
the south was the Commission cordially received and banqueted. We 
believe the visit was opportune, and that a better understanding be- 
tween the Church of the East and the Church of the West is the result. 
The stimulating influence of the visit is still evident in the Synod. 


Executive Committee Meetings 


The Executive Committee held four meetings during the year, the 
details of which will be given in the report of said committee. 


Recommendations 

1. In view of the projected campaign on the part of the National 
Lutheran Council to raise $1,250,000, and clothing for the suffering 
Lutherans in Europe, we recommend the endorsement of the plan. 

2. ‘The Board of Ministerial Relief asks the endorsement of our 
Synod on its plan to raise an Endowment Fund of at least $2,500,000, 
to enable the inadequate pensions to be increased. We recommend its 
endorsement. 

8. We recommend that in conformity with action of the U. L. C., 
with reference to the every member canvass, planned for Thanksgiving 
week, so far as practical, our local congregations conform thereto. 

4. We are asked to call attention to the fact that U. L. C., at its 
last convention, adopted the Luther League as the official Young Peo- 
ple’s organization, and we urge all local societies to loyally affiliate 
with that organization. 


Conclusion 

The work of the Synod the past year has been largely experi- 
mental under a new constitution, which instituted radical changes. In 
the main it has worked well without much friction. Weak spots how- 
ever have been discovered which will at the proper time be brought to 
your attention for correction. 

We wish to record our hearty appreciation of the co-operation of 
the officers of Synod, and of the Presidents of the Conferences in 
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rosecution of the work. The finest spirit of harmony has pre- 
oes and the ready willingness to help further the work of the 
Kingdom in our Synod, has greatly lightened the burdens of your 
presiding officer. : 
Mav the blessed Christ, the great Head of the Church, continue 
His favor upon us, and cause His work to prosper in our hands.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of the Synod of California held four 
meetings during the year, three of which were in Los Angeles, on the 
following dates: October 12, 1920; January 18, 1921 and April 6, 1921; 
and the fourth in San Jose on September 13, 1921. 

The following were the main items of business, (a full transcript 
of the proceedings can be seen in the protocol): 

250 copies of the State of Church blanks were ordered printed. 

On account of the expense of printing, only 200 copies of the 
Minutes were issued with the new Constitution therein, and 650 with- 
out it. 

The action of the Home Mission Board in vacating the office of 
Superintendent of Missions was approved, and the salary of the office 
continued at $1,900.00 per annum for the last three months of the 
same. | 

A declination was sent to the request of the California State 
Church Federation for delegated representation from this Synod to 
that body. 

There was appointed a special Finance Committee, consisting of 
the President and Secretary, and no bills were paid by the Treasurer 
of Synod during the year, save on the direct order of the Executive 
Committee, or on the signed orders of this Committee during the 
interim. 
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In view of the deficit in the Synodical Treasury, the Treasurer 
and Secretary of this Synod were commissioned to write letters and 
levy an assessment on the congregations to meet the deficit. 

A special Inner Mission Committee, consisting of Revsa) EH: 
Gehrcke, E. A. Trabert, J. A. M. Ziegler, and G. H. Hillerman, was 
appointed to meet and confer with Rev. Wm. Freas on his visit to the 
Coast. 
One Reception Committee from each Conference was appointed to 
arrange for the coming of the Survey Commission of the U. L. C. 

Protest was sent said Survey Commission against the short stay 
in California and urging a readjustment of plans. Instructions were 
issued to the Home Mission Committees of the Conferences to prepare 
statistics and data for the use of this Commission on its visit to our 
territory. 

Endorsement was given to the appointment of a Missionary Su- 
perintendent by the General Home Mission Board, whose field of 
service should be the mountain and coast territory. 

At the third meeting the Secretary was authorized hereafter to 
send copies of the Minutes of the Executive Committee meetings io 
each pastor of the Synod. 

At the meeting just prior to this Convention of Synod, instruc- 
tions were given the Secretary on the making up of the roll of the 
Synod; the Budget and Apportionment for 1921-1922 decided upon 
to be presented to this Synod for ratification and this report endorsed.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSION BOARD CX 
For the Fiscal Year 1921 4 


Mr. President and Brethren of the Synod of California: 


Your Board cf Home Missions herewith brings to your attention a 
brief summary of its activities during the year and begs to report as 
follows: 

In conformity with the action of Synod at San Diego in the 
adoption of the new Constitution, the office of Missionary Superin- 
tendent was automatically abolished, so that on January 1, 1921, we 
found ourselves without a Missionary Superintendent, and since that 
time the Board has had personal supervision, of all the work. 

The new Constitution further created a Northern and Southern 
Conference Committee, and under this new arrangement it was decided 
between the several committees that the Conference Committees meet 
every month and the Synodical Board, quarterly. Consequently the 
Board has held four regular meetings and two special meetings, in 
which the affairs of our Missions have been given the most careful 
consideration. 

Eighteen Congregations are now under the supervisal care of 
this Board, with two more to be added in the very near future. At 
present all of our Missions are supplied with pastors with the excep- 
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tion of Alpaugh. At Alpaugh your Board found after careful investi- 
gation that there were but three families remaining, and under those 
conditions seriously considered discontinuing the Mission. But since 
Alpaugh seems to be undergoing a change, with a new population 
coming in, and having a good property there, we deemed it advisable 
to make temporary arrangements and await the outcome of the 
future. Arrangements have therefore been made with Rev. Combs 
and Chambers to hold services on the first Sunday of each monta 
without any expense to the Board, thereby holding the present mem- 
bers together. Definite action is deferred to a little later time. 

Two very promising new Missions, Oakland, St. John’s in the 
north and L. A., Hollywood, in the south, have been organized during 
the year, both having their own pastors and both doing exceptionally 
good work; L. A., Hollywood, having organized with upwards of fifty 
members and adding to this number steadily. They have already taken 
action on purchasing a church property, and expect to begin the erec- 
tion of a church building at once. St. John’s, Oakland, organized with 
26 members and has already acquired a property and is also looking 
forward to the erection of a building at once. 

Bethel Congregation at San Jose, has also been reorganized dur- 
ing the year, and Rey. Fiebelkorn of Trinidad, Col., has been called. 
He has accepted the call, is on the ground and doing good work. 

The two new Missions to be added in the near future are Alham- 
pra and Huntington Park. Rev. Mottern has made a preliminary can- 
vass of Alhambra, resulting in the organization of a Sunday School 
and the holding of services regularly, beginning with last Sunday, at 
which time the charter roll was also started. 

Rev. Dentler has also made a preliminary canvass of Huntington 
Park and vicinity, and with about two-thirds of the territory covered 
reports 125 Lutherans, al! more or less interested in starting a work 
there. He organized a Sunday School a week ago last Sunday, is 
holding Sunday School and Church services regularly, and expects to 
organize a congregation shortly. 

Five new Missionaries, under sanction of the Board, have accepted 
calls to fields of labor in our Synod during the year. They are as 
follows: Rev. Brandes, to Sanger; Rev. Funk, to Glendale: Rev 
Wiemken, to St. John’s, Oakland; Dr. Stine to Hollywood, L A and

The records show that our Missions last year contributed $13,945 
for the support of their pastors, whereas the same Missions this year 
pledged $17,245, or an increase of $3,300. Add to this the net increase 
allowed by the Board, including aid for our new Missions started dur- 
ing the year, amounting to $2,750, and we have the magnificent grand 
total increase in salaries this year over last of $6,050. Surely a fine 
showing for one year, and for which we ought to be devoutly thankful. 

The Resolutions of Synod referred to this Board at San Diego 
were disposed of as follows: 

In regard to the resolution of Synod to strive to secure a change 
in the Home Mission year for California, from April 1st to October 
1st: After conferring with the Board in the Hast, it was found to be 
their intent and purpose to have a uniform Home Mission year 
throughout the entire United Lutheran Church, same to run from 
April 1st to April 1st. In view of this desire of the General Board, 
your Board deems it inadvisable to attempt a change in this Synod. 

In regard to the resolution on securing an increase of $200 in the 
appropriation for Phoenix: The increase was secured. 

In regard to the resolution that the First Church of Sacramento be 
recommended to the favorable consideration of the Board for aid for 
possibly two years: After careful investigation of the conditions at 
Sacramento, following resolution was adopted: 

Whereas, From present information at hand it appears that exist- 
ing conditions at Sacramento do not warrant any aid at this time; and 

Whereas, After careful investigation, this Board does not deem it 
advisable to grant any aid at this time; and 

Whereas, This Board is of the opinion that moving the church to 
a more favorable location would solve the whole problem; therefore 

Be It Resolved, That this Board recommend no aid be given at 
this time. 

This action of your Board was subsequently endorsed by Dr. Sei- 
bert, after a personal investigation, during his visit here with the 
Survey Commission. 

The recommendation referred back to this Board regarding the 
inauguration of a Church Extension Fund has been given due consider- 
ation, but as yet your Board is not ready to recommend any definite 
plan and would respectfully ask for additional time. A donation of 
a $1,200 annuity to such a fund has been made during the year by a 
friend interested in that kind of benevolence. 


Recommendations 


1. The visit of the Survey Committee of the U. L. C. led to a 
careful study of our problems, north and south, and to a better under- 
standing of our work, not only on the part of the Survey Committee, 
but on the part of members of the Synod itself. The conclusions 
arrived at contemplate a Western District Superintendent for the 
territory covered by the Rocky Mountain Synod, the Pacific Synod, 
and the California Synod, and the appointment of two Field Mission- 
aries for California Synod, one for the Northern Conference and one 
for the Southern Conference, one-half of the expense involved in 
maintaining these Field Missionaries to be borne by the Synod. We 
trust that the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension will 
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take early and favorable action, and provide for these appointments, 
and we would recommend to this Synod that it respectfully and earn- 
estly request the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension to 
adopt and put in force at the earliest moment possible the conclusions 
arrived at in the conferences held with the Survey Committee at Los 
Angeles and San Francisco, viz.: That a General Superintendent be 
appointed for the territory covered by the Rocky Mountain, Pacific 
und California Synods, with headquarters preferably on the Pacific 
Coast, and that a Field Missionary be provided for the Northern Con- 
ference and one for the Southern Conference of California Synod, one- 
half of the expense involved in these two appointments to be borne 
by the Synod. 

2. The resolution regarding salaries, adopted by the Synod at its 
last convention, (Minutes 1920, p. 33, No. 5), caused your Board no 
little embarrassment. It very soon became evident that the General 
Board would not be governed by the resolution, and your Board had 
no authority to discipline the General Board. Furthermore, it would 
have prevented reductions in appropriations which were voluntarily 
assumed by a number of Missions, in some instances with increase of 
salaries, not however reaching the $2,400 limit set by the Synod in this 
resolution. Moreover it would have operated to prevent any of the three 
congregations assuming self-support from doing so, wherefore your 
Board felt itself justified in ignoring said resolution for the time being, 
and at this time respectfully recommends: That the resolution of 
last Synod, instructing the Synodical M. Board, “To permit no reduc- 
tion in the appropriation toward the support of any Missionary until 
the Missionary’s salary is at least $2,400,” be rescinded.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL SUNDAY SCHOOL SECRETARY 


Perhaps during no preceding year in the history of the Svnod of 
California have the Sunday Schools shown such progress as during the 
year past. The advance is not only seen in the number enrolled in 
our schools, but in the interest manifested and in the real Lutheran 
consciousness developed. It is a source of regret to me that this 
report is incomplete. Although I delayed its preparation until two 
days ago, one school, that of the First Church, Los Angeles, has failed 
to respond. Three letters were sent to them, two to the pastor and 
one to the superintendent, but no report was forthcoming. 

The reasons for the advance are not difficult to find. One was the 
aggressive work of pastors, teachers and officers, another was the 
various institutes which were conducted under the direction of the 
Synodical Sunday School Secretary throughout the Synod.

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Only one school reported a loss and that of but two. I would have 
you note that the average attendance was increased by over fifty per 
cent. 
: Looking at the grades we find that the Primary Grades have 16 
Beginners’ Classes with enrollment of 227, Primary Classes number 
24, with enrollment of 318; Junior Classes number 28, with enrollment 
of 327. In the Intermediate Grades there are 22 classes of boys from 
12 to 14 years of age with 181 enrolled, and 21 classes of girls with 
191 enrolled, there are also 4 mixed classes with 57 enrolled; from 
15 to 17 years of age there are 9 boys’ classes with enrollment of 69, 
and 13 girls’ classes with 104 members, also 2 mixed classes with 20 
enrolled. In passing, I would state that there ought to be no mixed 
classes during these years. From 18 to 25 years of age there are 3 
young men’s classes with enrollment of 31 and 4 young women’s 
classes with enrollment of 39. In the Adult Division there is one men’s 
class with 14 members, 3 women’s classes, with enrollment of 41 and 
17 mixed classes with enrollment of 271. 

There are 11 organized boys’ classes with 41 members, 14 girls’ 
classes with 95 members and one mixed class of girls and boys with 10 
members. The one men’s elass is also organized as is one women’s 
class with 37 members and 5 mixed classes of men and women with 
©8 members. 

Four teacher training classes have been organized with 30 mem- 
bers, one school has instruction in methods of teaching monthly and 
two schools will organize such classes this Fall. 

The total offerings of the schools for Current Expenses were 
$4,293.58 and for Benevolences, $1,808.50. Special offerings are taken 
weekly for Missions by one school, monthly by two schools and 
ennually by three schools. Three schools took special offerings for 
China Relief, three for Kuropean Kelief, one for Near East Relief, four 
for Orphans and one for the Diamond Jubilee. 

One school, that of St. Paul’s Church, Los Angeles, conducted a 
most successful Daily Vacation Bible School. The enrollment was 56 
and the average attendance about 40. They report that it will be made 
a permanent department of their activities. Here is something for all 
of our Bible Schools to consider. 

As for the literature used: All of our schools now use the lesson 
materials provided by our own United Lutheran Church Publication 
House, with the exception of two who provided for their own lessons 
and use the Bible as their only text book. This is an advance worth 
noting. Lutheran Young Folks is circulated in 20 schools to the 
extent of 802 copies; Lutheran Boys and Girls is taken by 9 schools, 
with 199 copies; and 3 schools take 59 copies of Lutheran Little Ones.

school still uses the unworthy and cheap publications of that Chicago 
house. It is a shame for any Lutheran Sunday School to fail to use 
the publications of its own Board, and it does a positive injurv to the 
child to place in its hands literature which expresses views diametri- 
callv opposed to the Word of God as we receive and accept it. Jt is 
qelcarure to report that one school cast out a cheap, sentimental

During the year it was my privileye to hold i insti 
and conferences with our Sunday Shoal workers. "lil pace 
Tong Beach and a most successful evening meeting was held. Durin 
that same month I visited Fresno when the Sunday School workers of 
the First English Church, St. Paul’s Church and St. Paul’s Church of 
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Sanger united. In February I went to Sacramento for this same pur- 
rose and the Sunday School workers of St. John’s Church and the 
First English Church united in St. John’s Church. All of these con- 
ferences were only for one evening, but the interest was so keen in 
every case that only the extreme lateness of the hour forced them io 
conclude. 

The most pretentious effort in this line was made during the month 
of April within the bounds of the Southern Conference. Within less 
than two weeks, | traveled about 1,500 miles, held 12 meetings and 
spoke 15.times to about 2,000 Sunday School and Church workers. 
During this time I visited San Diego, Riverside, San Bernardino, Pas- 
adena, Glendale and Los Angeles. It was in the last named place that 
the series of conferences reached a climax in a Sunday School Institute 
which was a pronounced success. Under the leadership of Pastor 
Hoick, ably seconded by Dr. Ball and Dr. Dysinger, a series of :neet- 
ings was held in the three churches of which they are the pastors. The 
first covered an entire afternoon and evening in St. Paul’s Church, the 
second was held in St. Mark’s Church, and the third meeting which 
was held in the First Church, included a banquet as well as a confer- 
ence and address. From statements made by the pastors interested 
and by many who attended these meetings they were a marked suc- 
cess and gave a great stimulus to our Sunday School work. The 
money spent has brought returns wnich cannot be measured by dollars 
and cents. It would be well if another series of meetings of the same 
nature could be arranged for during the coming year. I was unable to 
errange for any co-operative effort in and about San Francisco Bay 
but hope that something of a similar nature may be conducted there 
this Fall under the direction of my successor to this office. 

It is a trite saying to state that the future of our work depends 
largely upon the Sunday School. It is here that we come into con- 
tact with the unchurched Lutheran as well as the man and woman 
indifferent to the appeal of religion. As a missionary Synod,—the 
work of which is of a nature different from any other Lutheran body 
in America, for it lies in the midst of an unLutheran and unchurched 
population,—the very foundation of our progress lies in the Sunday 
School. It is here that our pastors should center their efforts. It is 
here that the Christian desiring to serve his Lord and Master can 
produce the greatest and most marked results. Whatever we do to 
expand our Sunday School work along solid constructive Lutheran lines 
will count much for the progress of our Church in the future. A 
Church whose Sunday School is not growing is in a dying condition. 

Our Sunday Schools must be loyal to the Church which they repre- 
sent. We cannot develop the Kingdom of God according to the faith 
of the Church except we use only that which bears the stamp of the 
Church. In lesson book, in reading matter, in hymnal, nothing has any 
right in our Sunday Schools which is not of the Church, by the Church 
and for the Church. The sooner we all realize this the greater will be 
our progress. 

Jn view of the fact that there is a considerable balance on hand of 
the funds contributed for our Sunday School work, I do not believe 
that it is necessary to take up a special offering for this work during 
the coming year.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE 
OF THE CHURCH 


The State of the Church cannot be adequately estimated on a 
purely material or economic basis. Being divine in its origin, and 
depending for its perpetuity on a divine process, evidences of prosper- 
ity must be sought in the realm of the spiritual, from data that 
depends on the Holy Spirit of God. We are dealing with the opera- 
tion of Divine Grace in the hearts and lives of Redeemed Sinners. In 
this process, the Church fulfills its mission in a two-fold direction—in 
a cultivation of the Christ spirit in the hearts and lives of the mem- 
bers, and in extending the Redeemer’s Kingdom throughout the earth. 

The Church, moreover, is a Militant Church, operating in a mili- 
tant, material world. She deals, therefore, with material conditions, 
and must employ material means. We must, then, consider her 
material prosperity, also, in formulating a report on her spiritual state. 

From the reports submitted, we glean the following: 

There has been about a sixteen per cent addition of members. 
This may not much more than compensate for the losses. An average 
of 90 per cent communed at Easter time, and about 50 per cent at 
other seasons. The children are faithfully brought for baptism by a 
majority of our homes. A majority of the pastors report a church 
paper taken in more than 20 per cent of their homes, an encouraging 
increase over last year. But one candidate for the ministry is reported. 
Four are engaged in special missionary service. 

It is impossible to report the number of homes maintaining family 
altars. A majority of the reports are indefinite on this point. The 
inference is, that the atmosphere of many of our homes is not such as 
to warrant the pastors in making definite statements. There may be 
more home religion than is generally conceded, and we would not 
reflect on any home that is trying, even feebly, to cultivate spiritual 
ideals and customs, but we have the conviction that worship in the 
home, in too many instances, is a lost custom. This is to be deplored, 
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and we recommend that our pastors and church councils, officially 
and seriously, bring this situation to the attention of all the people. 

Women’s Missionary Societies and Aid Societies are reported in 
a majority of the congregations. Invariably, they are commended 
as efficient and helpful. Brotherhood organizations are few; tnose 
reporting are rated generally as fairly efficient. Young People’s 
Societies are maintained in the majority of the congregations. A few 
of them are accredited as being excellent. It is apparent that we 
need throughout the Synod a revival of interest in Christian work 
for and by the young people in the Church. The Sunday School 
work generally is encouraging. This will be reported on by the 
proper committee. : 

The financial exhibit is commendable. Nineteen congregations 
met. their apportionment. Nearly all report current expense and pas- 
tor’s salary fully met. Attendance at morning worship averages fully 
75 per cent of the communicant membership. The evening attendance, 
with few exceptions, falls far below this level. A small proportion 
of the congregations have mid-week prayer service. The majority hold 
week-night services during Lent, and several, through the Advent 
season. 

The reports witness to the faithfulness of the pastors, and to the 
efficiency and loyalty of a majority of the people. There is not a 
discordant note in any of the reports. Harmony seems to prevail 
everywhere. Our pastors are universally respected. For such cheering 
conditions, much is due to our Church Councils, and it becomes us as 
a Synod and as Congregations to express our appreciation of the 
ability and constancy with which they are managing the work 
entrusted to them. We bespeak for them, the intelligent and prayer- 
ful support of all the members of our churches. 

We have been passing through serious times. Economic and 
industrial conditions have been unsettled. It was to be expected that 
the atmosphere of the Church would be surcharged with forebodings 
of evil. Prophets were not lacking throughout the land, who pro- 
claimed the doom of the Church. We were warned that spiritual life 
was at a low ebb. 

The reports before us are a contradiction of much of this fore- 
boding. Piety, indeed, is not at a premium. Many defects are appar- 
ent. Our prayer life, and missionary zeal, and consecrated sacrificing 
liberality admit of large improvement. We are not giving our sons 
to the ministry, nor our daughters to the missionary and deaconess 
work. None of our congregations are perfect. 

And yet, these reports evidence commendable progress. Instead 
of drifting with the current—yielding to conditions that are distress- 
ing—the Church has demonstrated her vitality, and is gaining a 
decided victory. 

With the lifting of the clouds that enshrouded us—the promise 
of less stringent conditions to come—many persons are returning to a 
saner mind, thus measurably increasing the opportunity and the 
obligation of the Church, to address herself to the chaneine conditions 

The Lutheran Church has a great work before her in California. 
Many nominal Lutheran people seem indifferent to the claim of the 
Church. Problems of educational and missionary expansion chal- 
lenge our faith. Multitudes of people are unsaved. Conscious of our

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REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE SECOND BIENNIAL CON- 
VENTION OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH 
IN AMERICA 


The Second Biennial Convention of the United Lutheran Church in 
America was held in Luther Place Memorial Church, Washington, 
D. C., opening on Tuesday, October 19th, 1920, at 8 p.m. The sermon 
on the theme, “Catholicity of Lutheranism,” was preached by the Pres- 
ident, Rev. F. H. Knubel, D. D., LL. D., from the text, “Whose I Am 
and Whom I Serve,” Acts 23:27. 

On Wednesday morning, October 20th, at 8:45, the President calied 
the first business session to order and we were in convention 
assembled to consider the work of the United Lutheran Church in 
America for the biennium and to plan for its furtherance and develop- 
ment for the years to come. 

Your delegation consisted of the Rev. J. R. Braeuer, Ph. D., Rev. 
J. W. Ball, Ph. D., Rev. W. 8. Dysinger, D. D., Mr. N. N. Fritz, C. L. 
Trabert, Esq., and Mr. Clarence B. Runkle. Dr. Ball taking the place 
of the Rev. G. H. Hillerman, D. D., and Mr. Runkle taking the place 
of Mr. F. C. Noel, who could not attend. 

The first convention left much to be perfected in organization and 
administration. An Executive Board was elected to act during the 
biennium. ‘The outlining of principles, the determining of relations 
and the defining of duties of agencies was left in their hands. This 
Board did much in the proper unification of all the work of the United 
Church, and the proper distribution of duties and responsibilities 
among Boards, Committees, and individuals. Every phase of the work 
and every subject to be brought up for consideration and action had 
been carefully considered by the Executive Committee and they came 
with the record of their judgment and their recommendations. 

The program with these recommendations, together with the 
reports of Boards and Standing Committees had been prepared in 
bulletin form and sent to the delegates before they had left their homes 
for Washington, so that practically the whole business of the Conven- 
tion was laid before them before they reached the city. 

The President’s report covered two points,—a statement of his 
official acts and a brief summary of the situation of the Church. The 
second was a model report on the State of the Church. 

The report of the Executive Board was then laid before the Con- 
vention. 

The business was conducted with great decorum and dispatch until 
the adjournment on Wednesday evening, October 27, 1920. 

Several matters of particular importance to this Synod were acted 
upon. First, the re-election for the coming biennium of the officers 
who served so faithfully during the past. Rev. F. H. Knubel, D. D., 
LL.D., President; Rev. M. G. G. Scherer, D. D., Secretary; Clarence 
FE. Miller, Treasurer. Second, the distribution of the Boards to Luth- 
eran centers to make the work most effective, including the removal 
of the Home Mission and Church Extension Board to Chicago in 1922. 
Third, the attitude of the United Lutheran Church towards co-opera- 
tion with other religious bodies and movements. 

The following action was taken: That it is our earnest desire to 
co-operate with other Church bodies in all such works as can be 
regarded as works of serving love, through which the faith of Chris- 
tians finds expression; provided, that such co-operation does not 
involve the surrender of our interpretation of the Gospel, the denial 
of conviction, or the suppression of our testimony to what we hold to 


be the truth, 
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The memorial sent up from the California Synod for the estab- 
lishment of an educational institution within our bounds, was referred 
to the Committee on Constituent Synod of which Rev. Ellis Burgess, 
D. D., was chairman. The following is their report: Your committee 
would declare its convictions that such an institution is vitally import- 
ant and necessary, and that the Synod of California and its congre- 
gations should proceed in conference with the Board of Education to 
devise ways and means for the establishment of such college. It is, 
however, the judgment of this committee that Article VI, Section 4, 
of the Constitution does not authorize the United Lutheran Church to 
establish or control schools of learning or Theological Seminaries 
except in Foreign Fields, but makes this to be the function of the 
Synods constituting this body. For this reason it must be manifest 
that we cannot take the action requested in the memorial of the Synod 
of California. : 

Your delegation not being satisfied with this action, the following 
resolution was offered: Whereas, the missionary and educational work 
on the Pacific Coast needs a thorough survey, in the interest of devel- 
opment and efficiency, and whereas the Executive Board vitally con- 
cerned with all the agencies of the Church, the Board of Home Mis- 
sions and the Board of Education having a direct interest in the 
development of this work, are the agencies to consider this situation; 
therefore, we recommend that the President of the United Lutheran 
Church, representing the Executive Board, a representative of the 
Board of Education and a representative of the Board of Home Mis- 
sions and Church Extension, appointed by their respective bodies, be 
constituted a committee to make a complete survey of the Pacific 
Coast situation to recommend to the respective Boards the needs and 
to suggest ways and means of meeting these needs at the earliest 
possible moment. 

The resolution was referred to the Executive Board which acted 
favorably. The committee consisted of Drs. Knubel, Gotwald and 
Seibert, who visited us. The consideration of this matter will be 
before this Convention of Synod. 

Concerning the Pacific Seminary. After expressing a full sym- 
pathy and a desire for a seminary in the mighty West, and the recog- 
nition of the difficulties connected with it, the following resolution was 
adopted by the convention: Resolved, That the United Lutheran 
Church advise that representatives of the Pacific Theological Seminary, 
of the Synods of the Far West, and a representative of the Executive 
Board, meet with the Board of Education and confer with a view to 
such decision of all the questions involved as may result in the enlist- 
ment of the full and hearty co-operation of all the interests concerned 
and ae this body. ; 

our delegates endeavored to set forth properly the i 
of the Lutheran work in California and to cartes ior then 
tion the needs of the hour. We thank the Synod for the honor con- 
ferred in the election of the delegation.

REPORT OF DIRECTORS OF CALIFORNIA EDUCATIONAL 
INSTITUTION 


The Board of Directors of the California Educational Institution 
held several meetings during the year. The first meeting was held 
in Los Angeles, January 18th. Representatives from the Northern 
and Southern Conferences were present. At this meeting several 
committees were appointed with the view of founding, locating and 
financing a college. 

Another meeting was held in Long Beach during the meeting of 
the Southern Conference. Representatives of the Southern Conference 
only were present. Committees were appointed to secure statistics 
and data concerning educational institutions now in Southern Cali- 
fornia, also to secure data as to how many churches were on the fields 
of Wittenberg, Carthage and Midland Colleges at the time of their 
founding. These committees did their work and presented their data 
to the Survey Commission of the U. L. C. at the time of their visit in 
Los Angeles. 

A communication from the Redlands Chamber of Commerce, 
offering one hundred acres in the City of Redlands for an educational 
institution and also offering the co-operation of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of that city in establishing the institution, was received and is 
gratefully acknowledged. This offer along with several others will be 
given careful consideration. 

We recommend the adoption of the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That we gratefully acknowledge the response of the 
United Lutheran Church in its convention assembled in Washington, 
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D. C., in receiving our memorial concerning the establishing of a 
Lutheran college in California and in sending a Commission to inves- 
tigate our educational needs. er 

2. Resolved, That we hereby express our appreciation of the 
careful consideration of our field by said Commission, traveling many 
miles to see sites offered, conferring with Conferences until late hours, 
showing us the almost insurmountable difficulties in the way and 
assuring us of the good will of the Board of Education and its help in 
the realization of our desires. : 

3. Resolved, That, since the spiritual welfare of our sons and 
daughters and the future prosperity of our Beloved Church demands 
the establishing of a Lutheran College at the earliest possible time, 
the Board of Directors be authorized to make and execute plans for 
the securing of at least $25,000 for the beginning of such an insti- 
tution and submit to Synod at its next convention the best offer of a 


site for the same.

REPORT OF FRATERNAL DELEGATE TO THE PACIFIC SYNOD 


By the appointment of the President of the Synod it was my 
privilege to attend the sessions of the Pacific Synod of the United 
Lutheran Church at Spokane, Wash., from June 21 to 23, 1921. The 
journey to this Convention was made in the company of the members 
of the Survey Commission, and it was due to their request that an 
official visitor was appointed. 

Your representative was accorded a cordial welcome by our sister 
body on the Pacific Coast, and had the privilege of laying before that 
body the work of our California Synod. The attention of that body 
was called to the action of the Northern Conference of the California 
Synod at its special meeting in which it was declared that there should 
be but one Theological Seminary on the Pacific Coast and that such 
Seminary should be centrally located which would place it in the 
vicinity of San Francisco Bay. 

The Pacific Synod is more largely a missionary Synod than is our 
own. Its communicant membership is about one-half of that of this 
body. On account of the missionary character of its work there are 
three Field Missionaries on its field. The problems which it faces are 
similar te the problems which we must face here, their work, however 
is most largely amongst unchurched Lutherans or those who are 
becoming anglicized, while ours is amongst an unchurched population. 
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Your representative was especially interested in the work of the 
Pacific Seminary as presented to their body. This institution, which is 
the center of the interest of the Synod, during the past year had six 
students, three of whom came from the bounds of the California 
Synod. The more the work of this institution was considered the 
greater became our conviction that the Synod of California and the 
Pacific Synod should unite in conducting it. 

Owing to the fact that the work of the Pacific Synod and the work 
of this Synod are of a similar nature and cover the territory lying 
along the Pacific Ocean, there ought to be very close and cordial rela- 
tions between these bodies. I urged upon them to send a fraternal 
delegate to this convention. I would recommend that a delegate be 
sent to them at their convention to be held in 1922.

MODEL CONFERENCE CONSTITUTION

OF THE CALIFORNIA SYNOD 


ARTICLE I.—Name and Bounds. 


Section 1. The name of this Conference shall be, the...................... 
Conference of the Ev. Lutheran Synod of California. 

Sec. 2. The bounds of this Conference shall be as provided by the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Synod. 


ARTICLE II.—Membership. 


Section 1. Every pastor, ordained minister of the Synod not 
actively serving a pastorate, and congregation belonging to the Synod, 
and residing or being located within the bounds of this Conference, 
shall by that fact be a member of this Conference. 

Sec. 2. The President of the Synod shall at all times be entitled 
to a voice in the meetings of this Conference. 


ARTICLE II!.—Object. 


Section 1. It shall be the object of this Conference in general to 
care for the interests and development of the Church upon its terri- 
tory; to assist in carrying out the regulations and resolutions of the 
Synod; and to attend to such other business as may be delegated to it 
by the Synod, of which it is a part, and to whose review its actions 
shall be subject. 


ARTICLE IV.—Officers. 


Section 1. The officers of this Conference shall be a President, a 
Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. These officers shall be elected at the Fall meeting of the 
Conference and their terms shall begin immediately following the 
adjournment of the Synod meeting at the time of their election. They 
shall serve for one year, or until their successors have been elected. 


ARTICLE V.—Duties of Officers. 


Section 1. President—The President, who shall be a minister, 
shall preside at all meetings of the Conference. He shall appoint all 
standing committees. He shall at the Fall meeting of the Conference 
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make a written report of the year’s work. He shall also prepare, and 
transmit to the President of the Synod at least three weeks before the 
annual convention of Synod, a written report, including an abstract of 
the proceedings of the Conference, and such recommendations as the 
condition and needs of the Church upon the Conference territory may 
suggest. In case of a vacancy in the Presidency; the Secretary of the 
Conference shall perform the duties of that office until a successor may 
be elected, which may be done at any regular or called meeting of the 
Conference. 


Sec. 2. Secretary—The Secretary, who shall be a minister, shall 
keep an accurate record of the proceedings of the Conference, and shall 
transcribe the same in a book provided for that purpose. 


Sec. 3. Treasurer—The Treasurer shall take charge of all money 
belonging to the Conference, and keep it subject to its order, or ad 
interim to the order of the President. He shall at the Fall meeting of 
the Conference present a detailed report of all receipts and expendi- 
tures during the year. 


ARTICLE VI.—Meetings. 


Section 1—The Conference shall meet twice annually, in the Fall 
and Spring, at such date and place as it may elect. The Fall meeting 
may be limited to business, and may be held in conjunction with the 
Synodical Convention; in which case, lay delegates to the Synod shall 
also be accredited to the Conference. 


Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, or by 
the President of the Synod, and such shall be called if requested by at 
least three pastors. At least two weeks’ notice shall be given of all 
special meeting's. 


Sec. 38. One-third of the clerical members of the Conference, with 
the laymen present, shall constitute a quorum. 


Sec. 4—Along with the pastor, every congregation should send a 
lay delegate to each meeting of the Conference, and should provide 
for the necessary expenses connected with the attendance of its 
delegates. 


ARTICLE VII.—Standing Committees. 


Section 1. Mission Committee—The President of the Confer- 
ence, together with the Conference representatives on the Synodical 
Mission Board, shall compose the Conference Mission Committee, and 
the President shall be the chairman. This committee shall have 
charge of the mission work within the bounds of the Conference. Its 
meetings may be held monthly, and necessary expenses of the commit- 
tee shall be referred to the Synodical Mission Board for payment from 
its treasury. The committee shall, either through the President’s 


Report or as a Committee, make a report of its operations to each 
meeting of the Conference,

President’s Report 
Dear Co-Workers: 

_ In the passage of time this marks the Thirtieth Annual Conven- 
tion of Women’s Missionary Society of the California Synod. Another 
year has passed With its opportunities and blessings and our work has 
been done or left undone as we have put ourselves into the work. or 
have allowed opportunities to pass. : 

We have come together for a few days to become better acquainted 
to discuss best methods and to plan for the coming year. There is joy 
in our coming together as co-workers, I would that the key-note of this 
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Convention might be, “All together for joyful service.” Let us make 
the dominant thought throughout these sessions one of joy and glad- 
ness in our efforts to do greater things to spread the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. May we take as our Convention text, Col. 1:10, 11: “That ye 
might walk worthy of the Lord unio all pleasing, being fruitful in 
every good work and increasing in the knowledge of God; strengthened 
with all might, according to His glorious power, unto all patience and 
long-suffering with joyfulness.” 

Progress has been made in our work during the past year. But 
in our rejoicing over results achieved we must not forget the need for 
continued efforts in all departments, I speak for efficiency. Each one 
of our officers has a goal. The Treasurer wants even dollars. Our 
Statistical Secretary, prompt reports. The Historian, a historian in 
every Society. 

I would not anticipate any of the reports, but I surely think our 
Thank-offering deserves special mention. California Synodical ranked 
second per capita in Thank-offerings. The amount was $1,100, over 
$400 more than last year. I have appointed Mrs. D. J. Snyder to rep- 
resent our Synodical Society in a contribution to the Thank-offering 
literature, which is to be featured in our work next year. Each Syn- 
odical Society is to be represented. 

I am very glad to report two new organizations,—a Women’s Mis- 
sionary Society at the Hollywood Mission, Dr. Stine, pastor, also a 
Young Women’s Missionary Society has been organized in St. 
Michael’s Church, Berkeley, Rev. E. A. Trabert, pastor. 

Since our last Convention a good Lutheran and charter member 
has gone to the great beyond, Mrs. G. G. Burnett. A memorial service 
for her will be held before the close of this Convention. 

JT would make the following recommendations: 

That each congregational society pay all general dues, totaling 10 
cents per month for each member. 

That determined efforts be continued in organizing societies. 

That we spend more time in prayer. 

That greater interest be taken in our Junior and Young People’s 
work in and through our Missionary Society. 

That every member, wherever possible, subscribe for Lutheran 
Women’s Work. 

That the first week in Lent be observed by every Society as a 
— week of prayer and self-denial. 

That a membership campaign be carried on between October Ist 
and 15th by each Congregational Society. 

With sincere recognition of the co-operation of the officers and 
members of the Synodical Society this report is submitted.

In submitting the report of the Annuity Department I may repeat 
what I have said in former reports, namely that the progress of this 
Department is slow. ; 12 

It may encourage us somewhat to know that this same condition 
prevails in a large number of the societies of the United Lutheran 
Church. We have recently received the report from the General An- 
nuity Secretary of the Societies for the first year of the Biennium, and 
in it we find our place is above fourteen and with three other societies 
of the United Lutheran Church. 

We do not expect any to purchase Bonds who are able to give 
largely to the cause of missions; from them we look for outright gifts 
and we do not ask them to invest in Bonds that will return them 
interest. 

I am glad to report that the interest in this Department is 
increasing as it is becoming better known and better understood. In- 
quiries are being made that we have reason to hope will result in the 
purchase of Bonds later on. I am also glad to report one new 
annuitant this year. This annuitant is from the Society of the First 
Church in Los Angeles. The California Synodical Society has now 
four annuitants. 

Again the General Annuity Secretary calls attention to the 
Executive Board’s recommendation that each Congregational Society 
appoint an Annuity Chairman to give information and create interest 
in this department.

Report of Chicago Convention 


An extended report of the Chicago Convention of the Women’s 
Missionary Society of the United Lutheran Church, prepared by Mrs. 
D. J. Snyder, the delegate of the Synodical Society, was read by Mrs. 
E. C. Bentz. 

The Convention was held in Unity Church and at the opening 
service there were twenty-six Heralds of the Cross in heathen lands 
present. Among them were Miss Mabel Dysinger, Southern Califor- 
nia’s missionary in Africa, and Miss Louisa Miller, the Young Peo- 
ple’s missionary. Three missionaries were commissioned for the field 
in Africa. Dr. Wolf of the Foreign Board congratulated the women 
of the Church on the fact that they had given $172,000 in twenty-one 
months for foreign work. 


The next day was given over to the business of the Convention and 
group meetings were held by the Department Secretaries. Two pag- 
eants were given: the first, “The Dreamer,” which makes an appeal 
for subscribers to Woman’s Work, and the second, “The Striking of 
America’s Hour,” a home mission lesson. 

That evening three simultaneous meetings were held in different 
parts of the city. The speakers were the Rev. E. T. Horn of Japan, 
Mrs. C. E. Hay and Miss Markley, student secretary for women. 
Other speakers at the Convention were: Mrs. E. C. Cronk, Mrs. Maud

The following memorial was read by Mrs. J. R. Braeuer: 


Memorial for Mrs. Burnett 


Mrs. Jennie Sophia Burnett was born in Portland, Maine, July 26, 
1848. At the age of 12, Sacramento became her home. After her 
marriage to Dr. George Glasgow Burnett the permanent residence was 
established in San Francisco and the home blessed by three children, 
George and Jennie and a son who died in infancy. The latter sad 
occasion brought them into contact with the First English Lutheran 
Church, they espousing the faith of the Reformation, taking their 
part among the leaders of the congregation and the newly formed 
California Synod. Mrs. Burnett also enrolled as a charter member 
of our Woman’s Home and Foreign Mission Society. Besides serv- 
ing the Church loyally Dr. and Mrs. Burnett toured nearly all coun- 
tries of Europe in three voyages and lectured for the benefit of our 
California Lutheran Churches in nearly all of our States. 

Mrs. Burnett distinguished her churchmanship among us by an 
uncorrupted loyalty. She was to be found in her pew at least 50 Sun- 
days of the 52. On the last Sunday of her attendance her missionary 
zeal led her to bring with her a lady of Lutheran ancestry in the hope 
of evoking in her a new loyalty and will to join. Speaking the prayer at 
table in her pastor’s home very shortly before her demise she voiced 
her hope of immortality in Christ her Saviour and her yearning for 
reunion with her sainted husband. She passed into rest October 10, 
1920. 


By a wish expressed many years ago and now executed by her 
children, Mrs. Burnett consecrated her jewels to her Church. 


“She is not dead, this friend, not dead; 
But in the steps we mortals tread, 
Gone some few trifling steps ahead, 

And nearer to the end; 


So that we too once past the bend 
Shall meet again, as face to face, this friend 
We fancy dead.”

The new Constitution was read by Mrs. G. H. Hillerman. After 
discussion it was adopted as follows: 


CONSTITUTION OF THE SYNODICAL SOCIETY 
ARTICLE J.—Name. 
This organization shall be known as the Women’s Missionary So- 
ciety of the Synod of California, of the United Lutheran Church in 


America. . 
ARTICLE II.—Object. 


The object of this organization shall be to interest the churches of 
the Synod in missions, to organize the women of the churches into 
missionary societies, and to sustain in every way the objects sanc- 
tioned and supported by the Women’s Missionary Society of the 
United Lutheran Church. 


ARTICLE III.—Membership 


All women who are members of the Congregational Missionary 
Societies, for women, young people, and juniors, shall be members of 


this Synodical Society. 
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ARTICLE IV.—Meetings. 

Section 1.—This Society shall meet annually. _ 

Section 2—Delegates to the Synodical Convention shall be the 
officers of the Synodical Society, its Department Secretaries, Chair- 
men of Standing Committees, and one delegate for each twenty mem- 
bers in a congregational society. : 

Section al majority of delegates enrolled shall constitute a 
quorum. 

ARTICLE V. 

Section 1—The officers of this Society shall be a President, a 
Vice-President, a Recording Secretary, a Statistical Secretary, a 
Treasurer, and a Historian. 

Section 2—Officers shall be elected by ballot at the annual con- 
vention, a nominating committee being appointed by the President. 
The President, Vice-President and Recording Secretary may be eligible 
for two re-elections. 


ARTICLE VI.—Duties of Officers. 


Section 1.—The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Society and of the Executive Committee, appoint all committees, not 
otherwise provided for and supervise the work of the Society. 

Section 2.—The Vice-President, in the absence of the President, 
shall preside at all meetings and shall co-operate with the President in 
furthering the work of the Society. 

Section 3.—The Recording Secretary shall give notice of the Syn- 
odical Conventions and of the Executive Committee meetings and keep 
a record of the proceedings of both. Under the direction of the Pres- 
ident, she shall prepare the minutes of the conventions for publication. 

Section 4.—The Statistical Secretary shall collect all statistics of 
the Synodical Society and report the same semi-annually to the Sta- 
tistical Secretary of the General Society and annually to the Synodical 
Society. 

Section 5.—The Treasurer shall receive the funds forwarded by 
the Congregational Societies, or the Conference Treasurers, crediting 
the same to the respective societies, and remit quarterly to the Treas- 
urer of the General Society all funds designated for the work of the 
Women’s Missionary Society. She shall send contributions for mis- 
sionary objects, not supported by said Society, to the Treasurer of the 
Synod for disbursement to the designated objects. 

The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds contributed for the 
incidental expenses of the Society, paying out the same only on a 
written order by the President and the Secretary. 

Section 6.—The Historian shall keep a record of such events and 
statistics as may be of historical importance and present a written 
statement thereof at the convention of the Society. 

Section 7.—The Officers of the Synodical Society, Conference 
Presidents, Department Secretaries and Chairmen of Standing Com- 
mittees shall constitute an Executive Committee, whose duty it shall 
be to manage the affairs of the Society between conventions, meeting 
as frequently as the work may demand. 


ARTICLE VII.—Conferences. 
Where Conferences exist in a Synod, Conference Societies may be 
organized. 
ARTICLE VIII.—Department Secretaries. 


Department Secretaries shall be appointed to co-operate with the 


General Secretaries of Departments for the organization and develop- 
ment of the work, 
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ARTICLE IX.—Synodical Fee. 
re defray the expenses of the Synodical Society each Congrega- 
tional Society—Women’s and Young People’s—shall pay twenty cents 
per member, annually. 
ARTICLE X.—By-Laws. 

The Synodical Society shall adopt such By-Laws as may be neces- 
sary, provided they are not in conflict with this Constitution and the 
Constitution of the Women’s Missionary Society of the United Luth- 
eran Church. 

ARTICLE XI.—Amendments. 

This Constitution may be amended at any regular meeting of this 
Society by a two-thirds vote, provided notice of proposed amendments 
have been given at a previous meeting of the Society, or has been 
published in the official organ and the Church papers two months 
before the time of the Synodical Convention.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Brethren of the California Synod: 

Time in its swift flight has completed another Synodical cycle, and we 
are again in convention assembled, this time in the City of the Angels, 
in the historic First Lutheran Church, where the Synod was organized. 
in 1891. If time and space permitted, we would be tempted to dilate 
upon the subject of “what hath God wrought” in the years which have 
intervened since the Synod was organized 32 years ago, but we only 
call your attention to the fact and pass on to give a record of the 
official acts during the past year. 


Resignations 


Noy. 10, 1921—Rev. F. Felician Fritzler resigned as pastor of the 
Wartburg Church, Fresno. 
Aug. 13, 1922—Rev. E. P. Schueler, D.D., from the pastorate of the 
First Church, San Diego. 


Call Accepted 
Feb. 19, 1922—Rev. G. Wenning to the Wartburg Church, Fresno. 


Installations 


October 2, 1921—Rev. Wendell S. Dysinger, assistant pastor of the 
First Church, Los Angeles. The President of Synod delivered the 
address to the congregation in the morning, and Rev. E. P. Schueler, 
D.D., the charge to the pastor in the evening and held the installation 
service. 


October 2, 1922—Rev. A. Fieblekorn was installed pastor of Bethel 
Church, San Jose, by Rev. E. A. Trabert, President of the Northern 
Conference. 


April 3, 1922—Rev. G. Wenning was installed pastor of the Wart- 
burg Church, Fresno, by Rev. Carl Legler, pastor of St. Paul’s Church. 


Self-Support 


Two congregations the past year have assumed self-support, 
namely, Grace Church, San Jose, Rev. W. E. Crouser, D.D., pastor, and 
St. Michael’s, Berkeley, Rev. E. A. Trabert, pastor. Both of these con- 
gregations in assuming. self-support were obligated to large financial 
burdens, which shows faith and courage worthy of emulation. 


New Congregations Organized 


St. Luke’s congregation, Huntington Park, was vrganized October 
830, 1921, by the President of Synod, with 26 charter members. This 
field was canvassed by Rev. W. J. Dentler, who also gave the congre- 
gation pastoral care until June, 1922. 


After a thorough canvass of the field by Frederick Weisenborn, 
’ Grace Church, Richmond, was organized by the President of the 
Northern Conference, Rev. E. A. Trabert, August 2U, 1922. 

Both of these congregations will make application for reception 
into this Synod some time during this convention. 


Death of Prominent Laymen 


The Synod suffered serious loss the past year in the death of three 
of its prominent laymen—Mr. N. C. Christiansen, of Trinity Church, 
Long Beach; Mr. N. N. Fritz, of the First Church, San Francisco; 
and Mr. J. A. Bohn, of the First Church, Oakland. These men were 
not only loyal and efficient laymen in their respective local churches, 
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but were such in the larger work of the church in its Synodical activi- 
ties. Hach of these men has served in official and representative eapa- 
city, and they were esteemed for their good judgment and wise council. 
Mr. Fritz was a member of the Synodical Mission Board at the time of 
his death. They leave a record of splendid service, and the memory of 
them is precious. 
Appeals 

The World Service Campaign for funds, food and clothing is about 
to be inaugurated for 1922, and your attention is called to it, and your 
hearty co-operation sought. The matter will be moce fully explained 
by the proper official later in the convention. 

An earnest appeal is made to our Synod by Midland College, of 
Freemont, Neb. This institution is facing a financial crisis, and asks 
help from the congregations of our Synod. 


Among the Churches 


We are glad to state that our congregations have all been under 
regular pastoral care during the year, and very encouraging reports 
from the majority of them have been received. 

Our mission at Phoenix, Ariz., under the pastoral care of Rev. 
F. C .Maurer, deserves commendation for its progress the past year. 
The congregation has paid off a mortgage of $1000, thus freeing the 
church of all encumbrances on the property. There has been a sub- 
stantial increase in membership, and the enrollment in the Sunday 
school is such that an addition to the present building for its accom- 
modation must be considered in the near future. 

The First Church of San Diego paid the last $500 due on the debt 
left from the renovation of the church building, and the congregation 
is now free from financial encumbrances. The work in this parish is 
in a flourishing condition. 

Trinity Church, of Riverside, had additional expenses the past year 
in the way of providing new sidewalks and curbing, the total cost of 
which amounted to $360, which has all been paid. 

The First Church of Redlands continues its steady progress under 
the care of Pastor Stoever. The past year the church property has 
been greatly improved at a cost of $4386.50. This congregation received 
a bequest of $1000 by the will of Mrs. Sarah A. Fessler, a faithful 
member of the church, who passed away during the year. This amount 
will go toward the parsonage. 

The First Church of San Bernardino has been able to meet all its 

financial obligations the past year. Tie membership has been in- 
creased, the Sunday school enrollment enlarged with a splendid aver- 
age attendance. The mid-week service was a special feature the past 
year. 
Trinity Church, Pasadena, distinguished itself by substantially in- 
creasing the pastor’s salary. It has had creditable accessions in both 
congregation and Sunday school, and the need of larger and better 
accommodations for its work is imperative. 

Trinity Church, Long Beach, continues to grow and prosper under 
the care of Rev. D. J. Snyder. Their present equipment is inadequate 
to meet the requirements of the field, and a building fund has been 
started with a present nucleus of $1176. Also an organ fund has been 
started with $457 in hand at the present time. 

The First Church of Los Angeles has been making more than the 
usual progress the past year. One feature of this active congregation 
is the emphasis it has been putting upon its work for boys. 
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St. Mark’s congregation, of Los Angeles, installed a pipe organ, 
which adds much to the beauty and dignity of worship. Through the 
efforts of its pastor, Dr. Ball, $1000 was secured toward providing a 
portable chapel for mission work in the Southern Conference. 


St. Paul’s Church, Los Angeles, is steadily going ahead with splen- 
did interest on the part of its people. A vacation Bible school was 
successfully conducted by the pastor during the summer. , 

The Hollywood Ludden Memorial Church has purchased a lot on 
Van Ness Avenue, and plans for a commodious church edifice have 
been submitted to the Board of Church Extension for approval. It is 
of the greatest importance that this mission have a building of its 
own in which to conduct worship and carry on its work. 

St. Luke’s Church, of Huntington Park, is a mission not yet a 
year old, but progressing nicely with a fine outlook for the future. 
During the summer it has been under the care of Mr. D. E. Wright, 
a ministerial student from Mt. Airy Seminary. 

The First Church, of Glendale, is an example of steady growth 
along conservative Lutheran lines. The Luther League, the Young 
People’s Bible Class, and the Ladies’ Aid are live organizations which 
figure prominently in the success of the work there. This congrega- 
tion unanimously voted in favor of the pastor wearing the robe in the 
conducting of public worship. For a fine dignified Lutheran service 
the Glendale church is to be commended. This mission has sold its 
present church property to good advantage, and has purchased another 
site upon which a new church will be built in the near future. 

Santa Barbara Grace Church has had an encouruging year, which 
it richly deserves, for its persistent efforts against discouraging condi- 
tions for a long time. We commend pastor and people for their faith- 
ful efforts. 

The First English Church of Fresno reports that $400 of indebted- 
ness on church property has been paid; the auditorium completely 
refinished at a minimum expense due to volunteer labor on the part 
of the members and friends of the congregation. The Sunday school 
increased from 77 to 130, with an average attendance of 105. The 
school supports an India protege and the Luther League a Bible 
woman in Africa. 


St. Paul’s, Fresno, under the pastoral care of Rev. Legler, is faith- 
fully striving to hold up the banner of the cross and to minister to 
the spiritual needs of the German-Russians. 


The Wartburg Church, of Fresno, has passed through trying experi- 
ences, and has had a hard struggle the past year. The pastor was 
much handicapped by physical disability, which put him in the hospital 
for a time. We are hopeful that this congregation will yet succeed 
and become one of the strong self-supporting congregations. 


St. Paul’s Church, Sanger, is going along successfully under the 
leadership of Rev. Brandes, who deserves great credit for the way 
he has taken hold and guided the interests of that cungregation. 


The Church of Our Saviour, Salinas, is not least among the 
churches for loyalty and effort in the cause of Christ. The church 
property has been improved to the amount of $2000. With all the 
odds against it in this limited field, the congregation is nevertheless 


growing in influence, both morally and sociall , and pasto 
are to be congratulated. : , pass 


Grace Church, San Jose, has made an enviable record for itself 
the past year. It had the faith, courage and enterprise to become 
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self-supporting, thereby adding to its financial burden $560, which is 
the largest release to the Home Mission Board at any one time of 
which we have record. In addition, it increased the pastor’s salary, 
fitted up and opened educational and social rooms in the basement of 
the church. A daily vacation Bible school was conducted this year 
with excellent results. 


St. Michael’s Church, of Berkeley, is on the honor roll this year. 
On April 1st it assumed self-support, releasing the Board to the 
amount of $375, and increased the pastor’s salary $300, thereby making 
an addition to its budget of $675. In recognition of this forward 
movement, a special jubilee meeting was held in the church on the 
evening of May 9, at which time a historical sketch was presented by 
one of the laymen. Addresses were made by the first pastor of the 
church, Rev. Harvey M. Leech, and by the President of Synod. 


The First Church, Oakland, keeps itself in the “spotlight” from 
year to year by its splendid activities under the leadership of Dv. 
Hillerman. We note among other things an increase of salary of 
$300, the installation of a furnace at a cost of $500. Miss Louise 
Miller was tendered a farewell service en route to India October 14, 
1921, when she was presented with a purse of money and a steamer 
rug. Dr. Hillerman fittingly celebrated the 25th anniversary of his 
ordination on July 2, with appropriate services, in which Dr. W. S. 
Hoskinson participated. 


St. John’s, Oakland, Rev. H. Wimken pastor, is going ahead with 
their plans to build a church. The Board of Church Extension has 
granted them a loan of $2000, and will pay the interest on $3000 for 
a limited period. 


Bethel Church, San Jose, under the pastoral care of Rev. A. Fiebel- 
korn, is steadily making progress, and there is hope for a strong 
congregation being developed in that field. 


The report from the First Church of Sacramento is that pastor and 
people live and labor in the true spirit of harmony. A class of nine 
were confirmed, and a number of renewals mentioned. 


St. John’s, Sacramento, pursues the even tenor of its way, making 
progress in the capitol city. The organizations of the church function 
in splendid harmony and pastor and people are happy in their work. 
The Lutheran churches of the city combined their efforts in conducting 
a vacation Bible school for a period of five weeks during the summer 
with splendid success. 

St. Matthew’s Church, San Francisco, Rev. H. Gehrcke pastor, has 
improved its church property by making needed repairs. The con- 
gregation was fortunate in a legacy of $1000 from the will of the 
late Mrs. Schwamm, a member of the Ladies’ Society of the church. 
This amount is to be used toward a pipe organ, and was supplemented 
by $500 from the Luther Society. We congratulate St. Matthew’s. 


St. Andrew’s Church, San Francisco, maintains itself creditably in 
a difficult field, and the pastor, Rev. A. Jatho, and people deserve our 
praise and commendation for their faithful efforts. 

Temple Church, San Francisco, Rev. Arps pastor, has paid off its 
debt and improved the interior of the church auditorium. It is making 
plans now for the future, looking toward the building of parish house 
and a parsonage in connection with its present property. 

The First Church, San Francisco, has had a number of discourage- 
ments in the way of losses by death of some of its best members. In 
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this difficult field the congregation maintains itself creditably under 
the leadership of its faithful pastor. 

Christ Church, Alameda, moves along quietly doing its work and 
meeting all its financial obligations promptly, which is highly com- 
mendable. 

Conclusion 

During the past year all our congregations have been supplied with 
the means of grace, and our Synod has continued to make steady 
progress, for which we are devoutly thankful. We come now to the 
consideration of the various issues pertaining to the work of the 
church as represented by the Synod. Let us frankly and with 
brotheriy love and hearty co-operation approach the task, looking 
to the Great Head of the church for His guidance and blessing.

Report of Statistician

Your Statistician herewith presents the tabulation of the parochial 
reports for 1922. Included therein are the current statistics for all 
congregations except St. Mark’s, San Francisco, which had not been 


eee up to the time of the footing up of the columns on the 31st 
inst. 


Increases are to be noted in the following items:—233 baptized 
members, 125 confirmed members, 74 communicant members, 10 adults 
baptized, 25 received by certificate, 7 otherwise received, 298 more 
Synodical papers taken, 196 Sunday school papers, 9 other church 
papers, 2 additional Sunday schools, with 15 officers and teachers and 
21 scholars, 2 in the Home Department, 1 more week-day school, 
18 teachers, 166 pupils, 3 woman’s societies, 141 members, $6803 
current expenses, and $5485 for all benevolent objects. 


In general, the members of Synod use care and accuracy in making 
out the annual report, for which they are to be commended.

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The State of the Church 


The state of the Church is to be found in a series of questions and 
answers, recurring postulates and problems. 


The state of the Church is and ever will be flux and flow, ebb and 
flood, march and countermarch, progress and regress, a climbing and 
a falling, a winning and a losing until the Church Militant becomes 
the Church Triumphant. 


As we set before our minds the ideal Church, and mark how far 
short we fall in our efforts to reach this ideal, we find much over 
which to mourn and feel ashamed. But when we remember the frailty 
of human nature, the imperfection of human agency, the weakness 
and wickedness of those who make up the militant Church, and never- 
theless find evidences of progress as the years come and go—a fuller 
recognition of the truth, enlarged liberality in giving, and when we 
see our Zion lengthening her cords and strengthening her stakes, and 
proving herself a beneficent power for the spiritual comfort and sal- 
vation of men—then in gratitude we are constrained to cry, “The 
Lord hath done great things for us, whereof we are glad.” 


In reviewing the reports, your committee finds that no reports 
were received from St. Mark’s, San Francisco; St. John’s and First, 
Sacramento; St. John’s, Oakland; Wartburg, Fresno; St. Paul’s and 
First, Los Angeles. 

The congregations reporting show 555 accessions, 60 per cent being 
received by transfer and restoration; and of the remaining 40 per 
cent 180 were received by confirmation, 94 by confession of faith. 
The Word was preached to an average of 1850 souls every Sunday 
morning and 750 every Sunday night. The Holy Communion Seasons 
have been faithfully observed. Almost 95 per cent. communed at 
Easter, 60 per cent at other celebrations. 

Nine congregations hold mid-week prayer services, while all duly 
observed Lent or Holy Week, some making this a season of special 
evangelistic effort. 

Parents as a rule are faithful in presenting their children for 
baptism. The reports show that the people are not availing them- 
selves as they should of our Church Papers. Printers’ ink is more 
and more widely recognized as indispensable to progress. Modern 
‘Gsms” use it effectively. We lose much by our neglect. 

In one congregation 80 per cent of the homes maintain the family 
altar, but in the majority of instances the prayer life of the members 
seems to be an uncertain quantity. 

Four candidates are reported for the Gospel Ministry, while seven 
are in Missionary service. As a whole there seems to be a lack of 
effort in winning the unsaved. 

Philanthropic activity is reported; the Sunday School and Young 
People’s organizations are growing in interest and efficiency; while 
the Aid and Missionary Societies are universally and enthusiastically 
recognized for their loyal and encouraging support. There are but 
few Brotherhoods, yet one is rated as 99 99-100 per cent efficient. 

Of the 2500 Communicant members reported, more than 2000 are 
regular contributors to local and benevolent work. An average of 
$23 per member was given to local objects and $5.50 for benevolences. 
Seventeen congregations met their apportionment in full, and with

Report of the Executive Committee 


The Executive Committee held four meetings during the year, the 
minutes of which, excepting the last, were mailed to every clerical 
member of the Synod. The last meeting was held September 12, 1922, 
when the following action was taken: 

We recommend that the apportionment for the churches of the 
California Synod for the ensuing year be based on the following: 12% 
per cent of the Regular Local Expenses, and as much per capita on the 
Communicant Membership as is necessary to raise the needed amount, 
using the rates of last year. (See Appendices C and D.) 

Further, we recommend that the California Synod memorialize 
the United Lutheran Church to substitute Communicant for Confirmed 
members in computing the apportionment. 

In response to a petition from St. Michael’s Church, Berkeley, we 
recommend that the California Synod memorialize the United 
Lutheran Church in America to formulate plans whereby the Conven- 
tion of the United Lutheran Church will be held in the early summer 
and those of the various constituent Synods in the fall. 

Further, we recommend the adoption of the following: 

Whereas, the United Lutheran Church at its Washington Conven- 
tion resolved that the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
eS have its headquarters located in Chicago beginning in 1922, be 
i 

Resolved, That the Synod of California most heartily endorses this 
action and respectfully requests that this resolution of the U. L. C. be 
put into effect at as early a date as possible. 

A letter was received from the Council of the First Church of 
Oakland concerning a possible reduction of the apportionment. The 
new plan of apportionment for 1922-1923 will, in part, cover this 
request.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSION BOARD 


Your Board of Missions herewith brings to your attention a brief 
summary of its activities during the year, and begs to report as 
follows: 

Your Board has met during the year fifteen times, eleven of which 
were special meetings. Three of these meetings were held in the 
North and the balance in the South. 

Seventeen congregations are now under the supervisal care of this 
Board, all of them well manned, with no vacancies. Two new Missions 
have been added during the year, two of the others having become self- 
supporting, and one has been discontinued, leaving us with one Mission 
less on the Board than we had last year. 

Conditions at Alpaugh have not improved any during the year, and 
the prospects for continuing a congregation there are hopeless. Ar- 
rangements, therefore, are now under way, looking forward to the 
taking over of the property by the Synod. 

The new Missions added during the year are Huntington Park and 
Richmond. Huntington Park organized on Reformation Sunday with 
a charter membership of 26. They have called Rev. Altpeter, for- 
merly of Buffalo, N. Y., but who up to the present writing has not 
definitely accepted the call. 

They are a very active and thriving congregation, having in- 
creased their membership to 60, and have already bought a lot and 
are contemplating the erection of a new church home in the very near 
future. 

The other Mission added during the year is Richmond. They 
organized on August 16 with a charter membership of eleven, This 
field was canvassed by Student Weisenborn, and the first service was 
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held on August 6, at which time Pastors Hillerman and Trabert 
assisted. Student Weisenborn has been called as pastor, and will 
continue the work at once. The field in Richmond for an exclusive 
English-speaking Church is very hopeful. 

The two Missions who assumed self-support during the year are 
Berkeley, which assumed $375.00 support from the Board, and Grace 
Church, of San Jose, which assumed $560.00, thereby relieving the 
Board of aid to the amount of $935, an achievement hereto unpre- 
cedented in the history of California Synod. These two Missions are 
to be especially congratulated for their heroic courage, and much 
credit is due them in bringing about this much-desired result.

Comparing these figures with those of last year, we find that the 
reductions in aid this year amount to $1500, as against $1440 for last 
year. The increases in aid this year amount to only $300 as against 
$600 last year, or in other words we have again bettered our showing 
oe year over the remarkable showing of last year to the amount of 


Our total aid this year amounts to $11,515, as against $11,465 for 
last year, an increase of $50. When we consider, however, that $1250 
of this amount is for new work at Huntington Park, which is only 
just beginning with the first of this month, we are really receiving 
$1200 less from the Board this year over last, and when we look back 
over our records for five years more we find the amazing fact that 
our aid this year is less than it has been at any time since 1916, 
although we have added since that time five new missions, amounting 
to $5200. Here are the exact figures: 

1916, $10,822; 1917, $11,665; 1918, $11,871; 1919, $11,800; 

1920, $10,960; 1921, $11,465; 1922, $10,265. 

In other words, we have had to ask the General Board for less aid 
this year to help support our Missions than at any time since 1916, in 
view of the fact that four out of the five new missions established 
during that time were started in the last 18 months and required 
additional aid from the Board amounting to $3,050. This certainly 
is a record for California Synod to be proud of, and which I am sure 


ue very favorably with that of any other Synod in the 


The effort to establish a Mission at Alhambra, I am sorry to report, 
was not successful. A canvass was made by Rev. Mottern and 
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services held there during September and October of last year. The 
canvass indicated that Alhambra could be developed more success- 
fully with the First Church of Los Angeles co-operating. Accordingly, 
the Southern Conference adopted a resolution requesting the Council 
of the First Church to inaugurate and conduct a branch congregation 
in that city, promising our hearty co-operation both actively and 
financially, which request, however, was found inexpedient by the 
Council. The results of the canvass made by Rev. Mottern were then 
turned over to Rev. Dentler, our Field Missionary elect, for the 
Southern Conference, with the hope that a congregation might yet 
result. But after several months of fruitless effort on his part, your 
Committee has decided that the results of the work done thus far 
did not justify any further effort at this time, and reluctantly aban- 
doned the field. 


Student Weisenborn made a canvass of North Berkeley, and, while 
he found a number of Lutheran families it is practically impossible 
to secure a place where services might be held. On this account no 
work could be started here at the present time. A rather superficial 
survey was made of Vallejo, which shows that work should be begun 
here at as early a date as possible. It may be possible at a later date 
to combine the work in Richmond with the work at Vallejo. 


The most important point in the Northern Conference where work 
should be begun at once is Stockton. Nothing can be done, however, 
until a Field Missionary is secured. 


Numerous other fertile fields are developing very rapidly, both 
north and south, and your Committee is hoping and praying that the 
great Head of the Church will speedily provide us with Field Mission- 
aries to carry on this all-important work. 


Regarding the positions of Field Missionaries, numerous men have 
been called to both the North and the South, with varying success. 
Rey. Dentler did accept the call from the South, but resigned after 
two months of service, and accepted an opportunity to go abroad. 
Your committee has spent much time and thought and given the 
matter of filling these positions very careful consideration, with the 
result that Dr. Schueler, of San Diego, has accepted the position for 
the South and will begin work October 1. The position for the North 
so far we have been unable to fill. 


On April 23 of this year it pleased the Great Head of the Church 
to take to Himself from the members of this Board our brother, 
Nathaniel N. Fritz, lay member from the North, who had served 
this Synod on this all-important committee continuously and faith- 
fully for the past seven years. Our brother needs no eulogy on our 
part. He was devoted to his Lord and his Church. Although he held 
a position which demanded intense application in the business world, 
he always found time for his service of his Master in His Kingdom 
on earth; in fact, he was stricken with the illness which proved fatal 
at a meeting of the Northern Conference Mission Committee. His 
stalwart faith, his earnest conviction of the truth of God as held by 
the Lutheran Church, his uncompromising attitude towards that which 
he conscientiously believed to be wrong, his kindly sympathy and 
Christian love for all, marked him as a prince in the Kingdom of God 
on earth. Today we owe him a debt of gratitude for much of the 
progress of the work of this Board, as well as of the entire Synod is 
due to his zeal. May his example be an inspiration to the laymen of 


the Synod. 
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_C. L. Birch, of Oakland, was appointed to fill out the term of

A gift of $1018 from Miss Julia Miller, of Glendora, California, was 
very thankfully received by this Board, and made available for a 
portable chapel for use in the Southern Conference. Miss Miller 
shortly after this gift was received passed to her eternal reward. 


During the month of June we had the pleasure of a rather unex- 
pected visit from Dr. Seibert for several days, during which time he 
visited a number of our Missions, especially the newer ones, and had 
conferences with the members of the Committee, both North and 
South. The benefits of these visits of Dr. Seibert to the Coast cannot 
be over-estimated, and some of the results of same are already

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF CALIFORNIA 
EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION 


The Board of Directors of the California Educational Institution 
met in the First English Lutheran Church, Los Angeles, January 10, 
1922. It reorganized by electing Rev. W. S. Dysinger President, Rev. 
D. J. Snyder Secretary, and Rev. O. H. Gruver Treasurer. At this 
meeting arrangements were made to carry out the recommendations 
adopted by the synod in 1921. These arrangements were delayed 
awaiting the report of the Commission appointed by the United 
Lutheran Church. The report is as follows: 


Whatever decisions may be reached as to the location of any insti- 
tutions for the Coast, we are agreed that so far as colleges are con- 
cerned the United Lutheran Church should not attempt the establish- 
ment thereof until the Board of Education has carried out the instruc- 
tions of the Washington Convention (Minutes, p. 491) as to confer- - 
ence with the educational agencies of other general Lutheran bodies 
concerning joint Lutheran colleges. 

We recommend that efforts be continued to secure funds for the 
establishment of a college, but that further definite action be delayed 
until we receive additional information as to the plans of the Board 
of Education for co-operation with other Lutheran bodies. 

The Board has suffered the loss by death of two of its members, 
J. A. Bohn and N. N. Fritz. The terms of Revs. O. H. Gruver and 
C. F. Oehler and Mr. J. F. Reimer expire. These vacancies should be 
filled at this synod.

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REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL SUNDAY SCHOOL SECRETARY 


: The past year has been one of growth in our Sunday Schools. It 
is evident that we as a Synod appreciate the significance which the 
Sunday School has in our work, and every congregation is ageres- 
sively at work amongst the children.

When compared with last year we find that there has been a gain 
of exactly 200 in enrollment and a loss of 149 in average attendance. 
The average attendance is only 57 per cent of enrollment. Here is 
room for a decided improvement. 


Looking at the grades we have 20 Beginners’ Classes in the 
Primary Grades with an enrollment of 218, Primary Classes number 
32 with 375 enrolled, and Junior Classes number 37 with 291 enrolled. 
Two schools are not graded in the Primary Department and these have 
nine classes with 49 enrolled. In the Intermediate Grades there are 
17 classes of boys from 12 to 14 years of age with 132 enrolled and 
20 classes of girls with 163 enrolled; there are also 10 mixed classes 
with 76 members; from 15 to 17 years of age there are 12 boys’ 
classes with an enrollment of 67 and 11 girls’ classes with 77 enrolled, 
also 3 mixed classes with 24 enrolled; from 18 to 25 years of age 
there are 8 young men’s classes with 51 members and 9 young women’s 
classes with 88 members; also 4 mixed classes with an enrollment of 
40. I would have you note the marked decrease which begins with 
the age of approximately 14. It is evident that there is something 
lacking in our methods, for we do not hold the children in Sunday 
school after the Confirmation age. In the Adult Division there are 
only 3 men’s classes with 28 members, 5 women’s classes with 61 
members and 17 mixed classes having an enrollment of 241. 


There are 15 organized boys’ classes, with a membership of 95, 
and 15 organized girls’ classes, with 151 members. This is a distinct 
advance, and shows that something is being done to hold our young 
people. I find one men’s class organized, also one women’s class and 
two mixed classes in the Adult Division. 


At the present time there are five teacher training classes with a 
membership of 64. This is double the membership of a year ago. This 
work cannot be stressed too greatly. It will make for efficiency in 
our work. 

The total offerings for current expenses were $1484, an increase of 
$125 over last year, while for benevolences $1633 was given, a de- 
crease of $170. Special offerings are taken at Christmas and Kaster 
by practically every school. One has a weekly offering for missions, 
making use of the Duplex envelope. This school reports an increase 
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of over 30 per cent in their offerings by the use of this system of 
giving. Two schools take monthly mission offerings, one is support- 
ing a worker in India and one contributed to a special fund for the 
Foreign field. 


Five Daily Vacation Bible Schools were conducted, or, rather, four, 
for two of our churches united in this work; other Lutheran churches 
also co-operated with them. The Committee’on Daily Vacation Bible 
Schools will make a more detailed report of this work. Amongst the 
churches undertaking them were the First English and St. John’s 
Churches, Sacramento; Grace Church, San Jose (which conducted a 
Community School); San Bernardino, and Phoenix. St. Paul’s Church, 
Los Angeles, which conducted such a successful school last year, re- 
peated their success during the past summer. All report that the 
work done by these schools was of inestimable value to the congrega- 
tion and Sunday School. 


As far as can be determined, every school uses only the literature 
issued by our United Lutheran Church in their instruction. For this 
we are devoutly thankful. Two of the schools provide their own lesson 
material and use the Bible as their only text book. Lutheran Young 
Folks is circulated in 19 schools with 774 copies; Lutheran Boys and 
Girls is taken by 11 schools with 282 copies; Little Ones is taken by 
5 schools with 127 copies. Three schools take 55 copies of Sunshine, 
one also uses Sunbeams and Sunrays, and one circulates 24 copies 
of the Young Lutheran. Two schools subscribe for 27 copies of the 
Parish and Church School, the Teacher Training Magazine issued by 
our Board of Publication. I would heartily recommend that every . 
school subscribe for sufficient copies to give one to each teacher. 


I rejoice to say that three schools have cast out the cheap and 
immoral type of Sunday School hymns and music which are so preva- 
lent in the denominations about us, and which vitiate the taste of the 
child for that which is noble and beautiful, and have substituted the 
hymnals issued by our own Lutheran Church. May the day soon come 
when all the others do the same. 


Amongst my inquiries was one in reference to affiliation with 
State or County Sunday School Associations. I find that five are 
affiliated with the State Association and eight with their County 
Associations. In several instances I find that this affiliation only goes 
as far as “paying the tax,” as one pastor says. Not more than two 
or three take any kind of interest in these Associations. 


I regret that it was not possible to arrange for institutes during 
the past year. The value of such institutes for the purpose of studying 
methods cannot be calculated. The only substitute for them at the 
present time is the Teacher Training Class in each Sunday School. 
Where this is not found possible the Sunday Schools ought to provide 
each teacher with a copy of the Teacher Training magazine, The 
Parish and Church School. 


This is the third annual report which I have presented to this body. 
I believe that now the time has come to lay this work upon some other 
shoulders, therefore I would respectfully request that another be 
appointed to this office. I thank the brethren and officers of our 
Sunday Schools for their promptness in responding to my inquiries. 
It is a source of gratification to me that each year our Sunday School 
reports have been practically complete. During these three years one 
School has failed to send in any report, although each year from three 
to five appeals were made for the report. I am of the opinion that 
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the reports from our Sunday Schools are as important as the reports 
from our congregations, and steps should be taken which would insure 
a report from this Sunday School which has so signally failed to 
measure up to the high standard of the rest of our Synod.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


Your Committee on Ministerial Education would report that there 
are at present five students for the ministry in the churches of Synod. 
We are happy to state that Mr. Frederick Weisenborn, one of our 
Synodical students, has concluded his studies in Pacific Seminary, is 
now engaged in mission work in the Northern Conference, and applies 
for ordination at this Synod. Thomas Rinde is a Middler in the 
Western Theological Seminary, and has made a fine record. 


To stimulate the recruiting of other students, the Board of Educa- 
tion has sent the pastors some very attractive and instructive liter- 
ature, a further supply of which has been promised for distribution 
at this convention. Your Committee has also called the attention of 
the members of Synod to the imperative necessity of securing new 
recruits for the ranks of the ministry, so that the many new and 
promising fields opening up on all sides may be promptly and effi- 
ciently manned. 


Your Committee recommends: That $200 be granted Thomas 
Rinde; that the Day of Prayer for Colleges be observed by our pastors; 
that greater co-operation be given the Board of Education in the 
distribution of literature; that the pastors strive in public and private 
ministrations to secure additional candidates for the Ministry; and, 
finally, that the Lord of the harvest be earnestly entreated to send 
more laborers into the harvest.

report of which appears in the minutes of the Ministerial Session, 
and asks the endorsement of the Synod on its action in the matter.

COMMITTEE ON SURVEY COMMISSION’S REPORT 


The report of the Survey Commission of the United Lutheran 
Church, as it bears on the work of the Pacific Coast, presents the 
ee items of special interest, which call for expression from this 

ynod: 

_ 1. The recommendations of the Commission regarding Home Mis- 
sion work have met with general approval, and in part have been 
carried out. We trust that the appointment of a Western Superin- 
tendent of Home Missions may not be long delayed. 


2, It is also recommended by the Commission that a branch of 
the Publication House be established on this Coast. This meets with 
our hearty endorsement, and we would respectfully suggest that such 
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branch be inaugurated in connection with the office of the Western 
Superintendent of Home Missions. 


3. The report also contemplates the ultimate establishment of two 
Lutheran Colleges on the Coast, one within the bounds of the Pacific 
Synod and one in Southern California, to be conducted on the basis 
of co-operation with other Lutheran bodies, if feasible. We trust 
that at no distant date this consummation, if found practicable, may 
be brought about. However, we are of the conviction that it would 
be better that a college be established by the California Synod, aided 
and sustained by the United Lutheran Church. 


_ 4. A considerable part of the report is devoted to a sympathetic 
discussion of the problem of the location of the Pacific Seminary. The 
conclusion reached is stated as follows: 


“(b) We believe that the original decision of the Pacific and Cali- 
fornia Synods for a Seminary at Berkeley and a pro-Seminar or other 
preparatory institution at Seattle to have been one of far-sighted 
wisdom. It would inevitably be the best decision for a new begin- 
ning to-day, leaving open every possibility for the future. 


(c) We believe that if all can, for the best interests of the Church, 
enter with readiness upon such a plan, steps leading to the decision 
in (b) should be taken now. In that event the character of the insti- 
tution to be developed at Seattle would need new consideration. For 
instance, we believe that the idea of a Junior Seminary, instead of a 
pro-Seminary, deserves thought, not merely for the Pacific Coast, but 
for the entire Lutheran Church. Such a project, furthermore, need 
not wait upon any decision concerning joint Lutheran colleges.” 


As expressing the sentiment of this Synod with regard to the 
location of the Pacific Seminary, we offer the following resolutions: 


1. That we reaffirm our conviction that the present location of the 
Pacific Seminary renders co-operation in its maintenance impractic- 
able, as experience has already shown (see Minutes of California 
Synod, 1920), no matter how desirable it may be that one Seminary 
serve the entire Coast. 


2. That we recognize the problem of the future of the present 
Pacific Seminary to be one for the Pacific Synod, the founder and 
owner of the Seminary, and the United Lutheran Church, which, 
through the Board of Education and otherwise, is so large a contri- 
butor to its support, leaving to the near future the development of the 
suggested Junior Seminary or pro-Seminary. 


3. That in the event that the conclusions of the Survey Commis- 
sion in favor of a joint Seminary at Berkeley prevail (which conclu- 
sions this Synod believes to be for the best interests of our Church), 
this Synod agrees to assume equal responsibility with the Pacific 
Synod for the maintenance and control of the Seminary, and to pro- 
vide assets at least equal to those which the Seminary would bring; 


In short, we agree to abide by the decision of the United Lutheran 
Church and the Pacific Synod in this important matter. 


4. That copies of these resolutions be furnished to the Pacific 
Synod and to the members of the Survey Commission.

That we have heartily enjoyed the kind hospitality of the 
pastors and members of the First Church of Los Angeles; that we have 
‘been edified and inspired by the splendid Missionary Pageant and 
excellent music; and that we extend to them our most cordial thanks 
for their many kindnesses. 


7th. That we endorse the appeal and campaign for money, cloth- 
ing and food, soon to be inaugurated by the National Lutheran Council, 
for the relief of the distressed in the war-stricken countries of the 
Old World; that we earnestly request a generous response on the part 
of our congregations; and that we implore our Heavenly Father to 
bless and speedily restore to health our American Commissioner for 
European Relief, the Rev. J. A. Morehead, D. D.

FIRST SESSION 


Los Angeles, Calif., Wednesday, September 13th, 1922, 4:30 p.m.

The President stated that the business before the Ministerial Ses- 
sion is to hear the reports of the special committee appointed last 
year to investigate the Fritzler case and of the Examining Committee. 


REPORT GF THE COMMITTEE ON THE FRITZLER CASE 
Findings on October 19th, 1921 


1. That the accusations against the moral character of Pastor 
Fritzler were not sustained by any evidence. 


2. That the sensational divorce of the Rev. Mr. Fritzler has 
brought him into disrepute with a large part of the congregation, so 
that many have withdrawn from all participation and support. 

3. That so far as reconciliation is concerned the present situation 
is a hopeless one. That the pastor’s immediate withdrawal from the_ 
work is imperative. 


Recommendations on October 19th, 1921 


1. That the President of Synod require Pastor Fritzler to give 
up the pastorate on or before November 10th, 1921, and from that 
date to cease all pastoral work in Fresno. 


2. That, in view of the service that Pastor Fritzler has performed 
since the action on his resignation, which is in controversy, the Wart- 
burg congregation be required to contribute to Pastor Fritzler, in 
lieu of salary, the sum of $150.00 on or before the date above fixed 
for his withdrawal. 

3. That should Pastor Fritzler fail or refuse to conform to the 
Synod’s requirement, the President shall suspend him from the office 
of the ministry until his case shall have been adjudicated under the 
terms of the Constitution. 


Later Developments 


After this investigation, Revs. Trabert and Gehrcke again visited 
Fresno and effected a settlement between the pastor and congregation, 
securing his agreement to cease pastoral activities. This, however, 
it seems he has not done, but he has been performing ministerial acts 
among the people of this parish, and has even gone so far as to 
eae an opposition congregation, according to his own admissions 
in letters. 


This case demands some definite action on the part of this Minis- 
terial Session and this Synod.

LIGHT BRIGADE AND YOUNG PEOPLE’S REPORT 
During the last year the secretary has endeavored to lay the foun- 
dations for a substantial children’s and young people’s work. As a 
means of doing this, twenty introductory letters and a like number of 
Light Brigade organization packets were sent to the various women’s. 
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societies. To those churches which might be interested in young 
people’s work, letters and organization packets were also sent. A totai 
of 45 letters and 25 packets were dispatched. 

Three Light Brigades have been organized during the year—St. 
Paul’s and St. Mark’s, of Los Angeles, and Redlands. The membership 
in these and the society of the First Church, Sacramento, iotals 50. 
Thirty-five meetings were held, $22.00 were forwarded to the 
Synodical Treasurer, and box work valued at $15.00 was done. St. 
Mark’s, Los Angeles, organized a Young Women’s Society, and Oak- 
land is said to have done the same, bringing the total number of 
societies in the State to four, with a membership of 68, and box work 
valued at $40.00, in addition to regular contributions. 

Prospects are bright for three new Light Brigades. The visit of 
Mrs. E. C. Cronk has done much toward stimulating activity along 
these lines, and will not soon be forgotten.

The lot cost $2600 and the building $8000. The edifice is neat, 
churchly and cheerful. 

Trinity congregation of Riverside has erected a Parish House 
memorial to Mrs. Caroline Conrad, through the kindness of her hus- 
band, John B. Conrad, one of the oldest and most faithful members 
of the congregation. This building was set apart for social and edu- 
cational purposes on August 12. The sermon was preached by HE. A. 
Isham of Redlands. 

The structure stands on the lot in the rear of the church and is 
30x42 feet. It contains a pastor’s study, parlor, kitchen and cloak 
rooms. The cost was $3500. 

St. Paul’s congregation of Fresno has built a new parsonage on the 
lot adjoining the church building. It is modern in.every respect and 
is now occupied by the pastor. It was dedicated on August 26.

In conformity to the Constitution, Art. Eleven, Sec. 3, C, a Com- ° 
mittee on Discipline was appointed, consisting of the following men:

Improvements 


The First Church of San Francisco has expended $1250 in repair- 
ing the windows, roof, and laying a hardwood floor in the lecture 
room. 

Trinity congregation of Pasadena has purchased a lot on Walnut 
street for $6200 and expects to make this the location for a new 


edifice to be built as soon as possible. The old location is being 
offered for sale. 


The Hollywood congregation has purchased a new lot for $14,000 
and it is now worth $20,000 and is free from debt. Their church 
edifice has been hindered by long, and apparently needless delays, 
through the submission of their plans and specifications to the Board 
of Architects of the U. L. C. 

The congregation of the First Church of Sacramento has pur- 
chased a lot in Oak Park upon which they are erecting a chapel.

Deaths 

Three of our members have been called to their rewards. Winfield 
Scott Hoskinson died in Richmond, Cal., June 29th. John Gutleben 
died in Oakland, July 21st. George Washington Snyder died in Los 
Angeles, August 4th. 

A memorial service to these faithful men will be held during this 
convention under the direction of the Necrologist, when extended 
biographies of their lives will be given. : 

This Synod has lost another friend that it prized most highly in 
the death of Victor George Augustine Tressler, which occurred Sep- 
tember ist, in Springfield, Ohio. His name will be included among 
those for whom memorial services will be held.

intact during the year, and new material was added. Synod is re- 
minded of a former resolution to favor the purchase of a safe.

Messrs. W. J. Gram, A. W. Hargrave and S. F. Walck were ap- 
pointed to present a concrete illustration of the several methods of 
levying apportionments. 

The apportionment for the ensuing year was fixed at $11,774 for 
the United Lutheran Church and $5000 for the California Synod. 
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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


It is impossible for any pastor to fully answer all asked in the 
questionnaire. If he could we would this year submit a new and 
startling report. 

The spiritual condition of the Congregations of the California 
Synod may be as potent in the religious life of the State as those of 
other Churches, but to say the least, much remains to be desired. 


The real question therefore is not has the congregation met its 
financial obligations and increased its membership, has it adhered 
to ecclesiastical usages and recited its liturgies. The real question 
is has its religious life been deepened and its spiritual growth been 
fostered so that it has become a force in checking the growing re- 
ligious indifference, the Sabbath desecration, the lust of gain and 
power and pleasure so rampant in American life. It may not be 
quite true of this age what Coleridge: makes Schiller say of his age: 
“The fair humanities of our religiou—all these have vanished, they 
live no longer in the faith of reason,’ but it is nevertheless an age 
which decides the future of America and the World. 


What patriot, pastor and every saint most desire is a state of the 
Church which will correct the evils in our political, social and 
economic life. “Back to Christ’ must be our challenging cry, a cry 
that must be obeyed if America is not to share in the cataclism of 
the Old World. Whether we as congregations of the California Synod 
are answering this call, your Committee is unable to determine con- 
clusively from the questionnaire and the answers received. 


All this by way of introduction, the real facts your Committee 
desires to present are gleaned from the answers 26 pastors of the 
Synod report. Only one of the Southern Conference failed to report; 
four of the Northern maintained the same dignified silence. 

This Synodical year like every other, has had its anxieties, its com- 
paratively fruitless efforts, its rich experiences and its triumphs in 
seeing some souls brought into the Kingdom and the consequent 
strengthening of the Church Visible. 

In these days of the Sunday ‘Movie,’ the automobile and the 
beckoning to the church-goer to desecrate the Lord’s Day, it is a 
matter for congratulation that. on the average 62 persons attended 
divine worship every Sunday morning. This is not bad when we recall 
that 38 per cent of our Congregations had a membership of less than 
that in the report of 1922. The average evening attendance was less 
than half that number. 

In the U. S. we spend for amusements and cosmetics on an average, 
$25.00 per capita. The members of our churches, with their pastors 
in the lead, contributed $6 for benevolence and $39.50 for current ex- 
penses, nearly twice as much as amusements and cosmetics cost other 
people in the U. S. | 

The Churches of the Synod have had 365 additions as follows— 
py transfer, 108; by restoration, 75; by confirmation, 141; confession 
of faith, 41. The parochial report. of :1922 shows a communicant 
membership of 3672. This addition for 1922-23 shows an increase 
of 17 per cent of the numerical membership embodied in this report 
of the State of the Church. 

The pastors with three exceptions report sufficient income to meet 
current expenses. Nearly all are happy in the fact that their salaries 
have been paid in full, just how full they do not state, . Only two con- 
gregations report a student for the ministry. According to the glean- 
ing from the different reports the Sunday Schools of the Synod are 
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about 65 per cent efficient. Some say “pretty good” others, “fair” 
and many give per cent efficiency. Every pastor speaks with en-- 
thusiasm of the loyalty of the women, but are a little more subdued 
in enthusiasm when they speak of the work of the.men. Few report 
Brotherhoods. 

The Young people’s societies seem to have received a new impetus 
in some of our congregations, others report indifference, and some 
have no young people’s organization whatever. 

In conclusion permit us to say that whilst the work of the United 
Lutheran Church in California seems slow and requiring much self- 
denial on the part of pastors and people, the progress of the Church 
is commendable. We need prayer and above all—faith in the promise 
of the Great Head of the Church—‘“Lo I am with you always even unto 
the consummation of the age.”

MEMORIAL SERVICES 

Services to the memory of Rev. Winfield Scott Hoskinson, Sc. 
D., D.D.; Rev. John Gutleben; Rev. George Washington Snyder and 
Prof. V. G. A. Tressler, Ph.D., D.D., were conducted by the Necrolo- 
gist, Rev. C. F. Oehler, D.D., who read the accompanying obituaries: 


REPORT OF NECROLOGIST 
Brethren: 

Four times during the past Synodical year the Angel of Death 
entered our ranks and called from among us those who were very dear 
to us, and who labored with us in the Vineyard of the Lord. Three 
of these, Dr. W. S. Hoskinson, Rev. John Gutleben, and Rev. G. W. 
Snyder, were retired from actual service, living among us as our 
seniors in service and in wisdom. The other, a younger man, form- 
erly a member of Our California Synod, Dr. V. G. A. Tressler was 
still in service as Dean of Wittenberg Theological Seminary. They 
served God in the highest office which God ever bestowed upon mortal 
man. For our Synodical records your necrologist has prepared a brief 
resume of their life and work. 


REV. WINFIELD SCOTT HOSKINSON, SC. D., D. D. 


Rey. Winfield Scott Hoskinson, Sc. D., D. D., was born at H 
‘ mi BS OM BE eshbon, 
Penn., October 38rd, 1852. After a preliminary education he entered 
Wittenberg College in 1872, graduating from the Seminary in 1878. 
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Because of his ability he was retained as special instructor at the 
preparatory College, Wittenberg, and he remained on the faculty, 
teaching Greek, from 1878 to 1888. He took 2 post graduate course in 
chemistry and mineralogy at Wittenberg, and supplemented these 
studies by a year’s work at the University of Berlin, Germany. 


On July 8, 1880 he was united in holy wedlock to Miss Clara B 
McKee. 


On his return from Europe, in 1389, when the Woman’s Board of 
Home and Foreign Missions took up work in California, he was com- 
missioned to start an English Luehtran Church at Sacramento, the 
capital city of California. 


_ Without even the name of one person desiring such a church, 
Dr. Hoskinson left for the West Cozst with his wife and three little 
children, and inaugurated work in the new and unknown field on 
Luther Day, Nov. 10, 1889. 


With his own characteristic energy and zeal he gathered a band of 
faithful people, and two years later, with the help of the Woman's 
Board of the Board of Church Extension, the pretty church now 
standing on 16th St. between J and K streets was erected. In eleven 
years the church became self-supporting. 


He was pastor of this church for twenty-one years, doing efficient 
work. Several years after resignation, he was called back to supply 
the church, and again he served the congregation four years more. 
He retired to private life in 1920 to live in Richmond, California, 
where he passed into rest at his family home, on June 29th, 1922, 
death being caused by heart failure, leaving a widow and three chil 
dren to mourn his loss. 


In his connections with the California Synod which he helped to 
organize and with the history of which he was intimately connected, 
he served as first secretary and as second president. Thrice he was 
honored by his feflow citizens with the Chaplaincy of the State 
Legislature, one term in the Assembly, and two terms in the Senate. 


Dr. Hoskinson was a man of deep personal picty and of stezdfast 
faith. He loved his work in the ministry and he loved California 
He canvassed Santa Barbara and Richmond for Lutheran Missionary 
work. I, his colaborer and friend for many years, may say of him 
that he was a remarkable and able man. His arguments were sound 
and convincing. In the California Synod his counsels were listened 
to with attention. 


But even when he disagreed he was guick to forgive and forget 
Brotherly love was one of the most beautiful traits of his character. 
He died at the age of 70 years, 3 months, 26 days. 


Funeral services were conducted by the Lutheran pastors of the 
Bay cities. Dr. O. H. Gruver gave the address, basing his remarks 
on IL Tim. 4: 7, 8. Dr. Hillerman spoke from the standpoint of a 
co-worker in the church, and former pupil of the deceased, and Kev. 
W. S. Dysinger led in the Scriptural service. These and other brethren 
acted as pallbearers, and the remains were laid to rest in beautiful 
Sunset View Cemetery in San Francisco, overlooking the Golden 
Gate. 
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REV. JOHN GUTLEBEN 


. Rev. John Gutleben was born June 29, 1847, in the town of Muehl- 
heim, located in the most rugged and picturesque region of the Vosges 
mountains, Alsace-Lorraine, France. It was this mountain environ- 
ment of his childhood which determined the nature of his early gospel 
ministry. 

His father was a dairyman, and when but a boy, young John was 
lashed to a mountain burrow to take provisions to the men engaged 
in tending the cattle on the mountain slopes. It sometimes happened 
that when mother arranged the pack that due to her lesser ability, 
the rope and rigging would not be tight enough. A slip occurred on 
the rough journey and instead of riding on top, the boy came home 
riding underneath. The men would unfasten the weeping lad from 
under the burrow. Thanks to the good nature of the little beast of 
burden disasters were averted. 


“Tt was a pious mother who by her prayers brought about the con- 
version when he was eighteen years of age. He walked Sunday after 
Sunday to the town of Munster, seven miles away, to listen to God’s 
word, expounded by a pastor of the State Church. He delighted to 
make the trails to the herders and milkers to bring them the message 
of peace. ; 


,,. When nineteen years of age, he entered St. Chrischona near Basel, 
Switzerland.. It was his hope to prepare himself for mission work in 
China. But this wish was not realized, and when after a four years’ 
course he was graduated, he was assigned to evangelistic work in 
Canton Graubunden. After twelve years of faithful work among the 
mountaineers he emigrated, with his family, a wife and six children, 
to America. 

He became a member of the Nebraska Synod, and later helped to 
organize the German Nebraska Synod. He held during the twenty- 
three years of his connection with that Synod, the following pastor- 
ates: Fontanelle, Neb., five years;- Home City, Kan., two years; Leigh, 
Neb.,; six years;' Emerich, Neb., ten years. In various pastorates he 
built: new churches, and established new missions. When his health 
‘began to fail, in 1905, he came to California, and became a member 
of the California Synod. .In 1906 he canvassed Elmhurst, with the 
view of establishing a Lutheran Mission. He served the congrega- 
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tion at Sanger during 1909 and 1910, then retiring from the active 
ministry. His was a childlike yet mighty faith in the redeeming power 
of Jesus Christ his Savior, whom he loved and whom he served, and 
in his heart burned a sincere desire to bring the world to Christ. 

He died in his home at Oakland, California, at the age of seventy- 
six years and one month. :The pastors of the United Lutheran Church 
of the Bay Cities assisted in the last services and the tired body was 
laid to rest in Evergreen Cemetery, Oakland. 


REV. GEORGE WASHINGTON SNYDER 

Rev. George Washington Snyder was born in Wayne County, Ohio, 
September 14th, 1839, in a log cabin. His father’s name was George 
Snyder, a member of an old American family. His grandfather served 
in George Washington’s staff, during the Revolutionary War, hence 
the boys were named after America’s greatest chief. Both his father 
and mother were born in Buck’s County, Pennsylvania. 

He graduated from Gettysburg in 1871, with the titles of A. B. and 
A. M. He was ordained to the ministry in 1873. During the Civil War 
he served as commissary sergeant, and he was Chaplain in the G. A. R. 
Barton Logan Post No. 6. His work was mostly of the missionary 
type, and he laid the foundations of what are now large and influential 
congregations located at Cedar Rapids, Council Bluffs, Omaha and 
Burlington, Ia. 

His master called him home, on August 4th, in Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, at the ripe old age of 83 years, 10 months and 20 days, and 
his body was laid to rest in the cemetery at Hollywood. 


REV. V. G. A. TRESSLER, PH. D., D. D. 


As we were preparing this Necrological report, we received, word 
that Rev. V. G. A. Tressler, Ph. D., D. D., Dean of Wittenberg Semin- 
ary, Springfield, Ohio, had also been called to his reward, death re- 
sulting in consequence of an operation. 

Your reporter still vividly recalls his fraternal companionship with 
the deceased during the early history of the California Synod. Doctor 
Tressler was one of the young men selected by the W. H. & F. M. 
Society of the General Synod to do home mission work in California. 
Upon his arrival in San Jose in the summer of 1891, the missionary 
found few prospects and little encouragement for a Lutheran Church. 
Nevertheless he succeeded, in January 1892 in organizing Grace Luth- 
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eran Chureh, with twenty-five charter members. Their worship was 
held in the Grand Army Hall. The Sunday School was organized 
with thirteen members, with the pastor as superintendent. A few 
years later the handsome chureh building was erected on 2nd and 
Tulian streets, which still serves the congregation as a house of 
worship. We of the older members of the Synod remember him as a 
hopeful, enthusiastic, and brotherly worker for Christ, who eagerly 
took part in every phase of our Synodical work. He resigned in 
Mareh, 1899, after a pastorate of seven years, to take a special post- 
graduate theological study in Germany. He studied at the Universities 
of Leipsic and Berlin, during 1900, 1901 and 1903 and returned to 
America with the degree of Ph. D., to take up a professorship at Wit- 
tenberg Seminary. He was connected with this institution to the time 
of his death, adding much to the efficiency of the school. He was 
the last President of the General Synod, and under his administra- 
tion and influence the merger of the three Lutheran Synods was 
effected, in 1918. Dr. Tressler was a true man of God, with more than 
common ability and energy, and the church has lost with him a fatih- 
ful and efficient servant. 

“Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord, from henceforth, yea, 
saith the spirit, that they may rest from their labors, and their works 
do follow them.”

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON AUXILIARIES 


: Your Committee on Auxiliaries would report that at the present 
time there are twelve Men’s organizations with 320 members, an in- 
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crease of 3 organizations and 109 members. There are 51 women’s 
organizations with 1520 members, an increase of two organizations 
and a decrease of 80 members. There are 30 Young People’s Societies 
with 614 members, an increase of two Societies with 12 members. 

There has been no organized movement within the Synod to form a 
Synodical Brotherhood, and, as far as we know, one of the Men’s 
organizations is affiliated with the Brotherhood of the United Luth- 
eran Church in America. Several of these organizations are affiliated 
with the Lutheran Brotherhood. Perhaps the reason for this is the fact 
that the dues for members in the United Lutheran Church Brother- 
hood are ten cents per capita per month, and for the Lutheran Broth- - 
hood ten cents per member per year. 

The Luther Leagues of the United Lutheran Church in Los Angeles 
and vicinity have formed a District organization which gives promise 
of accomplishing much for the work amongst the young people in that 
part of the State. The same sort of an organization might be effected 
around San Francisco Bay to advantage.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON OLD FOLKS’ HOME 

Your Committee was appointed at the last convention of Synod 
with instructions to take immediate steps toward the care, in rented 
quarers if necessary, of certain applicants who it was understood were 
waiting to be received into an old people’s home. 

No provision of funds was made and your Committee found the 
expense of a furnished house suitable for the purpose, to be pro- 
hibitive. 
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Your Committee at once began search for a suitable property for 
purchase with the idea that we would present a proposition for the 
sanction of Synod. Our thought was the acquirement of acreage if 
‘possible with a suitable dwelling for the immediate uses of the home. 
One plan under consideration offered the possibility, by subdividing a 
portion of the acreage, covering the cost of the remainder. 


Our negotiations were brought to a standstill by action of the 
Northern Conference requesting that an offer from Bethel Congrega- 
tion of San Jose to deed its property to Synod for the purpose be held 
open until the meeting of Synod. The Southern Conference took 
similar action. 

Recently your Committee has received an offer of three acres of 
land near Lankersheim for the purpose of an old people’s home. 

We recommend that these two propositions and any others that 
may be presented, be referred to this Committee or its successor, for 
further consideration with power to proceed with the approval of the 
executive Committee. 


REPORT OF BOYS’ WORK SECRETARY 


Owing to the limited funds at the disposal of your boys’ work, very 
little work could be carried on with the various churches comprising 
this Synod. However, your secretary was not idle. I have investi- 
gated the claims and results of three boys’ organizations which have 
been sponsored by our churches. It would be utterly impossible to 
list the advantages that each of the organizations have, but, having 
witnessed all three at work in several cities of this state, I feel cer- 
tain that the one which should be encouraged by our Lutheran 
Church is the Boy Scouts of America. 

The Boy Scouts of America is an organization which comes to us 
with the highest recommendations from those who have had an op- 
portunity to study it in relation to the Church. At a recent meeting 
of the leaders of the U. L. C. the following statement was made: 

We recommend the Boy Scout movement and Program as a valu- 
able means of contact with boys of the Church and Community and as 
a supplement to other forms of work with boys within the Congrega- 
tion, provided that the Scoutmaster be a loyal member of the Congre- 
gation himself and that the activities of the Troop Committee of the 
Congregation as provided in recent amendments to the Constitution 
and By-laws of the Boy Scouts of America.” 

The Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America has 
issued the following statement: 

“The Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, 
through its Administrative Committee, expresses its deep sympathy 
with the Boy Scout movement. } 

Several of the constituent denominations of the Council have 
appointed commission on relationship with the Boy Scout Movement 
and render earnest testimony of its great value to the church. 

The plans of the National Council of the Boy Scouts of America 
relative to the relationship of the Movement with the Churches 
are commended to the sympathetic attention of the pastors and 
Churches as offering a valuable opportunity for mutual cooperation. 

The attitude of the Boy Scouts of America in their recognition of . 
religion and their loyalty to the church is cause for deep appreciation 
upon the part of the churches. 

According to the official report of the Boy Scouts of America, 
603 scoutmasters gave their church preference as Lutheran throughout 
the United States. Of this number only 305 held their troop meetings 
in Lutheran Churches. This shows that the men of the Lutheran > 
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Church are alive to the need for trained leaders, but that our 
Churches have been slow in recognizing the importance of the work. 

In conclusion your Secretary would like to make the following 
suggestions: 

1. That the Executive Committee of the Synod be empowered 
to set aside a small fund to aid in the organization of Boy Scout 
Troops in our Luehtran Churches under Lutheran Scoutmasters. 

2. That said fund should also be available for use in distributing 
pamphlets explaining the need for this:form of Boys’ work among the 
Churches of the Synod. 

3. That the Pastors and Laymen take the matter upon their 
hearts and prayerfully consider their duty to the coming men.

The Boys’ Work Secretary was instructed to arrange, if possible, 
through the direction of the Executive Committee for holding Boys’ 
Encampments during the year in each conference. 


TABITA HOME REPORT 


This institution of mercy located upon the Western territory of 
the United Lutheran Church and altho it is the only institution of the 
Church upon this territory giving shelter and care to orphaned and 
neglected children, to the homeless, aged and the helpless and in- 
firm of the Church, finds itself greatly handicapped in its endeavor — 
to grow larger and do more good, by the great difficulty—want of 
space. Consequently, this report does not differ much from its 
predecessors. However, we give thanks to the Lord for the work 
that could be done and His divine blessing upon our effort to min- 
ister unto as many of His needy as the prevailing crowded conditions. 
would permit. 

ORPHANAGE DEPARTMENT 


Forty-eight children were taken care of during the past year: 28 
boys and twenty girls; 11 boys and 8 girls were received. Thirteen 
were dismissed, 6 boys and 7 girls. 


THE AGED DEPARTMENT 


This department took care of 28 men and 22 women, 50 aged. Five 
aged died and 2 left the Home at the end of the probation period. 
Ten were received, 6 women and 4 men. 

In the Home at the present time are: 438 aged, 24 men and 19 
women; 42 children, 25 boys, 17 girls. Total of people cared for, 85. 
The larger number of children are small requiring considerable at- 
tention. Also, a number of the aged required a great deal of care, 
on account of sickness or their helpless condition. For that reason 
the work cannot be done with a smaller number of employees than 
we have, which is 13, not including the assistant superintendent, 
engineer and fireman. Four attend to the needs of the 438 aged and 
helpless, 3 take care of the 42 children, some of whom are mere 
babies. Two cooks, 2 in the dining room, 1 laundress and 1 to assist 
the laundress and do the larger part of the ironing. 

Not many special repairs were made except the laying of some 
new floors, painting of some rooms and some repairs in the boiler 


house. 
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FINANCES 

Entrance fees and board for children—$5535.43; contributions 
solicited by the Superintendent and received at the Home office, 
$4946.26: District Synods on Tabitha territory, $4878.42; Eastern 
District Synods, $1612.06; United Lutheran Church, $12,800.30; total 
amount $30,707.47. Four Synods on the territory gave more than 
last year, considerably more; three Synods, considerably less. Quite 
a number of congregations upon the territory sent clothing, canned 
fruit and vegetables, eggs, butter and some other provisions. All 
such gifts are a great help and greatly appreciated. 


NEEDS 

Several needs could be named: only one, the greatest one, will be 
mentioned; the new building. Twenty-seven congregations visited 
by the Superintendent in the interest of the New Building Fund 
pledged to give or gave about $6000.00. One dollar per member to- 
wards this fund from all the Churches upon the territory, in addition 
to the gifts we may confidently expect from other friends and the City 
of Lincoln, would be sufficien towards the realization of our plans, 
The Board of Directors of Tabitha Home would gratefully appreciate 
it if the Synod would urgently advise its congregations of the New 
Building Fund, and the plan of the dollar a member, at any time 
during the Synodical year 1923-1924. The need is great and the cause 
most worthy. 

Soliciting your interest, your prayers and gifts, also expressing our 
heartfelt thanks for all kindness during the past years.

REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE 
THIRD ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN 
CHURCH IN AMERICA 
Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. 17-25, 1922 


The Third Biennial Convention of the United Lutheran Church 
in America was held in Holy Trinity Church, Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. 17-25, 
1922. 

The large number of delegates-elect from constituent Synods, the 
many visiting ministers and laymen from all parts of the Church, 
together with the large attendance of the members of the Churches 
of the Convention city, filled the Church to overflowing on the evening 
of October 17. 

The absence of the president, Rev. F. H. Knubel, D. D., who was 
detained at home on account of illness, was keenly felt. The sermon 
prepared by the president was read by the secretary, Rev. M. G. G. 
Scherer, and was on the theme, “Purpose of the Church; to Make Real, 
Effective, the Presence of Christ in the World,” based on Math. 18:20. 
Following the sermon the Holy Communion was administered. 

On Monday morning, Oct. 18, at 8:45, the Convention was called 
to order by Rev. Jacob A. Clutz, D. D., who was appointed by the Ex- 
ecutive Board to preside at the opening session. 

Rev. F. F. Fry, who had recently returned from the Holy Land, 
presented the Convention a gavel which he had brought from 
Jerusalem, made of olive wood. The presiding officer received the 
gift on behalf of the Convention, and in a few well chosen words ex- 
pressed the thanks and the appreciation of the body. 

After the roll call of delegates, Dr. Clutz made a statement con- 
cerning the illness of President Knubel, and his inability to be present 
and preside at the convention. Rev. Ellis B. Burgess, president of 
the Pittsburgh Synod, was elected as acting chairman of the con- 
vention. 

The president’s report was received, which discussed the general 
situation of the church under two points. First, that of the external 
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organization and its functioning, and carried the statement that “the 
harmony and efficiency of organization contemplated in the constitu- 


tion had become more widely understood, developed and followed 
during the last biennium. In the second place it discussed the internal 
or spiritual life of the church, setting forth the fact that organization 
alone is insufficient, and cannot command enthusiastic loyalty. 
Genuine morale can only exist if there be an inner unity, a positive 
program, an inspiring aim, a consciousness of destiny. It declared 
that the glory of our constitution is found in the statement, “to ex- 
press outwardly the spiritual unity of Lutheran congregations and 
Synods.” The contemplation of that intention to express outwardly 
a great spiritual fact must stir every heart which knows that there 
is but one true church and that it continues ever in unity. 


The numerous reports sumbitted showed in the main, efficiency 
and substantial progress in all departments of the Church’s activity. 


For the information of the Church, the Executive Board felt that 
some statement should be made with reference to the decision reached 
in regard to relations with the Federal Council of the Churches of 
America. After a prolonged study of the question and a close obser 
vation of the tendencies, the Board reached the conclusion that the 
United Lutheran Church in America should not enter into corporate 
relations with, or become a member of the Federal Council. It pro- 
poses, however, to hold a consultative relationship with that body if 
acceptable to the Federal Council. 


The report of the Committee on Evangelism contains many 
pertinent things with reference to the life and activity of the church. 
It makes the declaration (1) The Church to be evangelical must be 
evangelistic. (2) In being evangelistic she must be evangelical. (3) To 
be evangelical in her evangelism she must be faithful and true to the 
means of grace ordained by her living head. The report carried the 
following recommendations: 1. In order that the work of evangelism 
may be prosecuted effectively and wisely, the presidents of constituent 
Synods be requested to appoint a committee on evangelism, which 
shall act in conjunction with the committee appointed by the United 
_ Lutheran church in America. 


2. That the Congregations of our Synods be impressed with the 
necessity of greater zeal in the matter of evangelism, and that 
definite instruction be given by the pastors or competent teachers 
under the direction or authorization of the church, which shall qualify 
individuals to go in search of those who are lost. 


A number of practical suggestions were offered for use in a cam- 
paign urged upon the Churches for this fall and winter. 


The Committee on Adjudication has defined the congregational 
relationship of ministers. 


1. Every pastor is not only an officer, but a member of the con- 
gregation over which he is placed. 

2. Where the pastoral relationship is sundered, membership 
within the congregation last served remains until formal transfer 
be made to another congregation. 

3. Ministers whose ministerial standing is dependent on the 
administration of general Church interests, and pastors temporarily 
or by reason of age or other disablement are without pastoral charges, 
being as members of the Synod subject to Synodical authority, may be 
transferred from one congregation to another by the president of the 
Synod, upon his testimonial given to the congregation to which the 
transfer is made, and also of information of such act transmitted by 
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said president to the pastor or congregation from which the transfer 
has been made. 

4. The congregational membership of the president of Synod shall 
be determined by his own judgment, the understanding being that any 
congregation within the Synod which elected him to the office of chief 
executive, will require no further testimonial for admission than his 
personal application to be enrolled; and that notice of such withdrawal 
served the congregation which hitherto he served, shall be regarded 
as honorable method of terminating such relationship with a par- 
ticular congregation, in order that he may better serve the Synod to 
which both president and congregation belong. 

The Convention spoke in unmistakable terms in favor of those 
movements which make for peace in the world and called upon all 
Christians to use their personal influence and rights as citizens to 
secure the election or appointment to office of a national character 
of just and righteous men who will administer the affairs ‘of govern- 
ment in such manner as will best serve the interests of all peoples 
and races. They were also called upon to take active part in their 
communities to promote righteousness and social justice. 


The Hxecutive Board reported favorably ‘on the report of the 
Survey Commission to the Pacific Coast, as authorized at the Wash: 
ington convention. This report was adopted by a unanimous vote of 
the Convention and affirms that there should be one seminary of 
the United Lutheran Church on the Pacific Coast, and that the inter- 
ests of the United Lutheran Church will be best served by locating 
the seminary at or in the vicinity of Berkeley, Calif. (See page 188, 
minutes.) 

The Synod of California, together with the Allegheny Synod, of 
Pennsylvania memorialized the U. L. C. A. with reference to changing 
the time of the meeting of the Biennial Convention of that body. 
Action was taken referring the matter to the constituent Synods for 
an expression on the subject, the same to be forwarded to the Execu- 
tive Committee of the U. L. C. A. to guide them in their recommenda- 
tion in the matter at the next Convention. 

The action of the Washington Convention authorizing the re- 
locating of the headquarters of the Home Mission Board from York, 
Pa., to Chicago, Ill., was affirmed and such transfer has since been 
made. 

The recommendation concerning Field Missionaries and Missionary 
Superintendency has also been effected. 

A resolution was adopted which requested the Executive Board 
to direct the attention of the Immegrants Mission Board to the thou- 
sands of Asiatics, especially of the Japanese on the Pacific Coast, 
with the request that the possibilities of work amongst these people 
be investigated. 

Your delegation used its influence and efforts to secure representa- 
tion on the Home Mission Board from the Pacific Coast, and rejoices 
in the election of the Rev. O. H. Gruver, D. D., who is now serving 
efficiently as a member of that Board. 

We would also call attention to the Exhibit of our Synod and its 
work at the Convention. A copy of the Exhibit is attached to this 
ort. F

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


At the meeting of the United Lutheran Church in Washington, 
D. C., 1920, a resolution was introduced and adopted authorizing the 
appointing of a Committee on Evangelism. Rev. John C. Seegers, 
D. D., was appointed chairman of that committee. He made a very 
comprehensive report which is incorporated in the minutes of the Con- 
vention of the United Lutheran Church at Buffalo, 1922, and found 
on page 495. This report recommends that the Presidents of Synods 
appoint Committees on Evangelism to work in co-operation with the 
Committee on Evangelism of the United Lutheran Church. 


As the representatives of the California Synod, appointed by the 
President, we would report that the plans of the Committee on 
Evangelism are just being matured and that there is a meeting at 
the present time in session in Philadelphia, at which methods for the 
practical application of the principles set forth in the Committee’s 
report to the Buffalo Convention, will be considered and adopted. We 
felt it important that the representative from California Synod ought 
to have been present at the meeting of this Committee, but owing to 
the lack of finance, it was impossible. We know that the recom- 
mendations of this Committee will be for the highest interests of the 
development of the Lutheran Church and therefore we recommend 
the appointment of a Committee on Evangelism to co-operate with 
the Committee on Evangelism of the United Lutheran Church, and 
that they be instructed to render all the assistance possible in the 
eae of true Lutheran Evangelism in the bounds of California

Certified copies of the Minutes have been prepared and have been 
delivered to the proper persons; the Protocol has been examined and 
the items for the same have been properly and accurately recorded.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. OF THE CALIFORNIA 
EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION 


The Board of Directors of the California Educational Institution 
met in First Church, Los Angeles, Thursday, Sept. 14th, 1922. The 
Board was reorganized by the election of W. S. Dysinger, President; 
A. Cornelius, Secretary, and O. H. Gruver, Treasurer. 

The situation of the board in relation to the educational problems 
on the Pacific Coast was eonsidered. It was thought inadvisable to 
take any definite action until the location of the Pacific Seminary was 
settled and we were further advised as to the probability of coopera- 
tion with other Lutheran bodies in our Educational projects. 

Another meeting was held Tuesday evening, Sept. 11, 1923, in St. 
Matthew’s Lutheran Church, San Francisco, and one on Wednesday 
morning, the 12th, at which the following action was taken: 

Since the problems which have recently delayed any aggressive 
action on the part of the Board of Directors of the California Educa- 
tional Institution have been settled and we know the Pacific Seminary 
is permanently located, 

And since the present institutions of the state are not sufficient 
to accommodate the students who desire to go to College, 


Therefore be it resolved 
ist. That the California Synod authorize the Board of Directors 
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of the California Educational Institution to proceed with all prompt- 
ness to complete plans for the establishment of a Lutheran College in 
California. % : 

2nd. That they proceed immediately to raise funds for this 
purpose. 

3rd. That they be authorized with the advice of the Executive 
Committee, to secure a location for said institution. 

4th. That they be authorized, as soon as it commends itself to 
their judgment, to secure a field secretary who will solicit for funds 
and do what is necessary for the furthering of the interests of the 
institution. 

The terms of Rev. H. J. Weaver, Rev. H. Gehrcke and Mr. A. L. 
Dunmire expire.

BIBLE SCHOOL SECRETARIES 


Number of schools, 31; Officers and teachers, 348; net loss, 16;

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSION BOARD 

The Synodical Mission Board met in the First Lutheran Church, 
Los Angeles, September 14th, 1922, immediately after the close of 
the Synodical Convention and organized for the year. Rev. W. EH. 
Crouser, D. D., was made the President and Rev. O. H. Gruver, D. D., 
was elected Secretary. Only two other meetings of the whole Board 
were held during the year. However, there were meetings held by 
each Conference section, and matters taken up by the one Conference 
were communicated to the other. j 


Field Missionary 
On October 1, 1922, Field Missionary, Rev. E. P. Schueler, D. D., 
elected for the Southern Conference, began his work. He immediately 
took up the canvass of Alhambra and organized a congregation there 
on March 28th, 1923, with nineteen charter members which he con 


° 
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tinued to serve until the Pastor-elect, Rev. D. H. Wright, came on the 
field in the middle of July. The Field Missionary has been canvassing 
and conducting services as opportunity permitted at Gardena, looking 
to the establishment of a congregation at that point. He also assisted 
pastors and supplied vacant congregations when called upon during 
the year. The Board thinks that the establishing and filling of the 
office of Field Missionary in the Southern Conference has justified 
the monetary outlay and has strengthened the Churches within its 
bounds. It is hoped that the office in the Northern Conference may 
soon be filled with an energetic missionary in the field. 


Congregations Supervised 


Richmond, Grace.—This congregation was organized just prior to 
the meeting of the Synod last year. Rev. F. Weisenborn was in 
charge. No application for aid from the General Mission Board was 
made, and support was given out of the California Home Mission 
funds. Rev. Weisenborn resigned the mission to take effect February 
28, 1923. Dr. W. S. Hoskinson took charge of the work until June 
10th when Mr. T. D. Rinde, student at the Western Theological Sem- 
inary at Fremont, Nebraska, became supply for two months. The 
expenses for carrying this work was $940.00. Since the middle of 
August Rev. F. Weisenborn from Salinas and Rev. O. H. Gruver from 
Oakland have been conducting the services. We recommend that the 
work at Richmond be vigorously prosecuted, and that a pastor be 
secured for Richmond and in the meanwhile the church be supplied 
by the Northern Conference. 


Home Mission Committee 


San Jose, Bethel.—This congregation, tho established twenty-four 
years ago, is very much diminished. It is going backward. As now 
organized, it is doomed to failure. Provision has been made for its 
continuance as a separate mission only until this meeting of Synod, 
or to Sept. 30th. The proposition to convert the property into an Old 
Folk’s Home has come before this Convention of the Synod for its 
consideration and action. We recommend the General Board of 
Home Missions that the commission and appropriation of the present 
pastor be continued until March 31, 1924 under the direction of the 
Synodical Mission Board and Western Superintendent awaiting the 
further development of the Old Folk’s Home proposition. 


Sacramento, First—This congregation was a_ self-supporting 
Church until April 1st of this year. Since then the Church has 
mortgaged its property on 16th Street to the extent of $4500.00 and has 
bought a lot, erected a chapel and with the assistance of the General 
Mission Board, is establishing a mission at Oak Park with the in- 
tention of transferring the work of the First Church to the new 
location. This chapel was opened for services on last Sunday, Sept. 
9th, for the first time. We recommend that the chief emphasis be 
placed on Oak Park in its services and activities. 


Fresno, First—This congregation is burdened with too much real 
estate and not enough income to hold or improve it. To help the 
Church over a financial difficulty a temporary loan of $500.00 was 
granted the congregation, for which the Treasurer of the Synod holds 
their note. They will make application for a Church Extension loan, 
but must first take out articles of incorporation. We recommend the 
sale of a part of their real estate and change of location and that the 
pe incorporate at once, that it apply for a Church Extension 
oan. 

Fresno, Wartburg.—This congregation is not a mission supported 
by the General Mission Board. Yet because of a real need, caused by 
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an unfortunate difference with a former pastor, aid to the amount 
of $50.00 per month was granted this Church from October, 1922, to 
March, 1923, and an additional $25.00 per month from April to August 
of this year out of the California Home Mission funds. The Synod is 
gratified to learn that further aid is unnecessary. We recommend 
the return of the Synodical loan of $75.00 in the near future. 

Sanger, St. Paul’s.—This congregation has had internal discension 
during the year. It is now vacant, and arrangements are under way 
to have this Church supplied by the pastor of St. Paul’s congregation 
of Fresno for an indefinite period. We recommend this supply ar- 
rangement, or supply by the pastor of Wartburg. 


Salinas, Our Savior’s.—This congregation has called Rev. F. Weis- 
enborn as pastor to take the place of Rev. J. Yutzy, D. D., resigned. 
The membership is small in number and financially weak. It is 
thought that a plan to connect this congregation with some other 
point would be a good solution of its problems. We recommend a 
canvass of nearby localities looking to the establishment of a 
Church to be served in connection with Salinas. 


San Bernardino, First.—This congregation became vacant on the 
resignation of Rey. J. A. M. Ziegler, D.D., to become pastor at Hunt: 
ington Park. Oversight of the work was taken by Field Missionary 
Rev. E. P. Schueler, D.D., and the Southern Conference Committee. 
Rev. R. W. Mottern supplied the church for several months until 
Rev. H. J. Matthias became pastor, July 8th. 


Alpaugh.—We recommend that the Northern Conference Com- 
mittee arrange for the proper care of the church property in Alpaugh. 


Self-Support 
During the year two congregations assumed self-support, thanking 
the General Mission Board for its generous assistance over a period 
of many years. These congregations are Trinity of Riverside and 
Trinity of Pasadena. They are to be commended for taking this 
forward step. ; 
New Missions 
Alhambra Mission was organized by Field Missionary Rev. E. P. 
Schueler, D.D., on March 28th, 1923, with 19 charter members. Rev. 
D. E. Wright has been called as the pastor and entered upon his 
duties July 22, 19238. 
Oak Park Mission is in process of organizing in connection with 
the First Church of Sacramento. Rev. E. Meyer is the pastor. 
New Church Buildings : 
Oakland, St. John’s, dedicated their new church on the first Sun- 
day after Easter, April 8th. 
Oak Park Mission opened their new chapel for service last Sun- 
day, September 9th. 
Church Plans 
Hollywood, Ludden Memorial, has perfected the architect’s plans 
and specifications for their new church building and will soon break 
ground for its erection. ; ; 
Glendale First has moved its church building from its old site to 
the new one, and will incorporate this structure in the new plant 
soon to be erected. 
New Work 
unday School and divine services have been inaugurated at Gar- 
ae. ahder the Field Missionary, Rev. E. P. Schueler, D.D., and the 
outlook is hopeful. He reports 23 families interested, consisting of 


about 54 souls.

There are many other places that should be investigated, espe- 
cially. in the Northern Conference. A Field Missionary in the north 
is an essential factor in the occupying of these promising fields.

REPORT OF THE DELEGATE TO THE PACIFIC SYNOD 


It was our pleasure to attend the 23rd annual convention of the 
Pacific Synod in Vancouver, Wash., January 17-19, 1923, as the Fra- 
ternal Delegate from the California Synod. Our welcome was most 
cordial and friendly. 

The business of the Synod was conducted with fidelity and: 
earnestness. The problems of the brethren in the north are in many 
respects similar to our own. At present there are six vacancies in 
the bounds of the Synod, one of which has called a pastor who will 
be on the field October 1st; another will call a pastor as soon as 
certain negotiations are completed, while a third will likely soon be, 
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cared for by an agreement of comity betweén the United Norwegian 
Lutheran Church and the Pacific Synod. 

The Home Missions problem is one of the perennially vital mat- 
ters with that Synod. The other topic of equal importance is the 
child of that Synod, the Pacific Theological Seminary. There is no 
question but that the heart of the Synod is in this institution. The 
discussions bearing thereon were carefully considered and with a 
most kindly attitude towards those who seemed to differ from them.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON DISCIPLINE 


Your Committee on Discipline had the decree of the suspension 
from the ministry of Rev. F. Felician Fritzler placed in its hands 
and the citation of Mr. Fritzler to appear before them to show cause 
why the decree should not be made permanent. Mr. Fritzler appeared 
before the committee and asked to be reinstated in the ministry. 
The action brought in the court at Fresno was dismissed at the 
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instance of the district attorney’s office because of lack of evidence 
when Mr. Fritzler plead not guilty. However, the action of the Synod 
was based not only on this arrest and prosecution in the courts of 
Fresno, but also on Mr. Fritzler’s continued inSubordination to the 
rulings of the Synod and his disregard of the Synod’s admonitions 
not to interfere with the Wartburg church. In addition to these 
things his divorce from his wife causes offense in the church and 
hinders his further usefulness in the ministry of Jesus Christ. 
Therefore, it seems good to your committee to admonish Mr. 
Fritzier to become reconciled with his wife in marriage, attend and 
co-operate with a congregation of our Synod, and then present him- 
self before the next convention of the Synod with his petition for 
reinstatement.

ticn and to see if they are satisfied with their society’s report. 

This convention is the service station, so return to your societies 
weil supplied with literature and information. 

An examination of the records show that the year has been one 
of progress. There has been a substantial gain in the amount of 
total .contributions, in the Thank-Offering, and in the number of 
magazine suyscriptions.

You will note the large loss in active members. This is accounted 
for in Young Women’s work, as noted above. 

The value of Box Work as reported falls far short of last year, 
for in 1922 it was $167.50 and in 1923 it was only $35. 

One society reports funds raised in full for the Julia Harpster 
Fund. Seven scholarships are supported by the societies. One bond 
for $100 was bought. Five Bible Women are supported by California 
women, and four deacons are supported by St. Mark’s, Los Angeles, 
society. From this it appears that the women are at work in other 
ways than in Box Work. 

The duplicate report sent to General Headquarters should be 
examined by all, as when this report was made only two-thirds of 
the Women’s societies had returned the blanks, so year-old data 
was used. Two societies made no report at all. The new blanks 
require careful attention by the secretaries of the local societies or 
our future reports will be as incomplete as this report is. 

The societies reporting as having attained the “Standard of 
Excellence” are First English Church of Los Angeles and Trinity 
Church, Riverside. The delegates to this convention should return 
to their home societies and impress upon them the necessity of fur- 
nishing complete and accurate reports promptly.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF MISSION STUDY 


Mission Study, or in the broader sense Missionary Education, is 
essential that we may be workmen “that needeth not be ashamed;” 
for how can we do if we do not know and how can we know if we 
do not study? The department includes all the congregations in the 
California Synod—not merely those having missionary societies. One 
of the first direct results of Mission Study is the organization of 
missionary societies where there are none, and strengthening those 
that do exist. 

The aim of this department is: Mission Study in all our congre- 
gations, and aS many missionary societies as there are congregations. 

During the past year about 45 letters were written and 350 leaflets 
on the Mission Study work distributed, and 32 report blanks sent out. 
There are 32 congregations in the California Synod, 22 of whom 
have messionary societies. Twenty-six of these congregations have 
done nothing along the line of this department. The remaining 6 
report “beginnings” as follows: 

Fresno—1 Mission Study class with 12 members, 2 Tithers. 


Glendale—1 Mission Study class with 6 members; 1 Reading Circle 
with 8 members; 8 taking the Reading Course; 1 Honor Roll woman. 

Long Beach—4 attending Summer School of Missions; 5 read Mis- 
sionary book to children; 10 or 12 Comrades of the Quiet Hour; 5 
Tithers. 

Los Angeles, First—1 Mission Study class with 15 members; 20 
taking the Reading Course; 20 attending Summer School of Missions; 
5 Comrades of the Quiet Hour; 5 Tithers; 5 Honor Roll women. 

Phoenix, Arizona—s taking the Reading Course; 1 Comrade of 
the Quiet Hour; 1 Tither. 

Riverside—1 Mission Study Class with 5 members; 3 Comrades 
of the Quiet Hour; 5 Tithers. 

Los Angeles, St. Paul’s—1 Honor woman.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


As an organization whose activities extend over a period of thirty- 
four years, we meet today. Many and great have been the changes 
since that day when a small group of men entered into organic rela- 
tions for the efficient and successful conduct of Lutheran activities 
in this State. The record of the past is full of evidence of endurance 
and sacrifice. A vision of the future reveals opening opportunities 
for growth and development. 


We pause today along the highway of Christian activity to examine 
our equipment, to compare notes, to counsel with one another, and 
to pledge again our allegiance to Him, whose will we are endeavoring 
to do. 


We meet as an assembly of Christian men, dedicated to the exe- 
cution of the sublime task of setting into motion such processes of 
thought and action as shall redeem and gladden the Earth. Dignity 
and order should characterize the conduct of this convention. In 
presentation, discussion and determination of matters that shall come 
before us, let us be thoughtful, courteous, patient, diligent and orderly, 
that the memories of the few hours we pass in our annual convention, 
may be pleasing to entertain. 


Herewith is submitted an official record of such matters as are 
considered of historic worth, for your information, consideration and 
endorsement: 


Bereavement 


On the evening of March third, while the Rev. C. F. W. Stoever 
and his family were returning to their home in Redlands from a visit 
to Los Angeles, their machine became stalled while attempting to 
cross the railroad, and before they could escape they were struck by 
a Southern Pacific fast train. Rev. Stoever and daughter Esther, aged 
seven years, were instantly killed, and Mrs. Stoever and the other 
daughter were severely injured. Rev. Stoever and the little girl were 
buried in Redlands on March 10th, the President of Synod and the 
Western Superintendent of Home Missions, officiating. During the 
hour of the funeral, all business was suspended in the city, and the 
flag hung at half-mast. The citizens of Redlands, as an expression 
of their sympathy and as a token of their esteem, gave Mrs. Stoever 
a purse of about $4,000.00. An obituary notice of aur brother’s life will 
be presented by the Necrologist.

On March 4th, the Rev. Peter Altpeter, D.D., resigned the pastorate 
of the First Church of San Diego and the congregation later accepted 
the resignation to take effect February 28th, 1925. 

March 9th, the Rev. Joseph E. Stermer, notified me that he had 
resigned the pastorate of the First Church of Fresno to become ef- 
fective June ist. 

March 31st, the Rev. Albert Fiebelkorn closed his labors as pastor 
of Bethel Church of San Jose. 

April 13th, the Rev. John A. M. Ziegler, Ph.D., D.D., resigned the 
pastorate of the St. Luke’s Church in Huntington Park, to take ef- 
fect May 31st. 

May 16th, the Rev. Frederick Weisenborn resigned the pastorate 
of Our Saviour’s Church in Salinas, to become effective June 30th. 

July 3rd, the Rev. Emil Meyer resigned the pastorate of the First 
Church of Sacramento to take effect August 31st. 

July 21st, J. H. Reimer notified me that the Rev. Herbert J. 
Weaver D.D., had resigned as pastor of the Trinity Church of River- 
side. His resignation became effective August 31st. 


Calls Accepted 

-November ist, the Rev. J. C. Bitter began his labors as pastor 
of the Wartburg congregation in Fresno. 

In November a call was extended to the Rev. Herbert C. Gans 
of Laramie, Wyo., to become the Synodical Missionary of the North- 
ern Conference. He began his work in January. 

March Ist, the Rev. W. F. Poat, L.L.D., became pastor of the St. 
John’s congregation in Gardena. 

June ist, the Rev. James J. Chambers took charge of the First 
Church of Fresno. 

_ September ist, the Rev. Herbert J. Weaver, D.D., assumed the 
pastorate of St. Luke’s Church in Huntington Park. 

September ist, the Rev. Emil Meyer began his second pastorate in 
the Bethel congregation of San Jose. 

The First Church of Sacramento has extended a call to the Rev. 
William L. Rutherford of Chicago. 


Installations 

December 9th, the Rev. J. C. Bitter was installed pastor of the 
Wartburg Church of Fresno by the Rey. C. F. Oehler, D.D., President 
of the Northern Conference. 

February 3rd, the Rev. H. J. Mathias was installed pastor of the 
First Church of San Bernardino. The charge to the congregation was 
given by the Rev. H. J. Weaver, D.D., who also performed the act of 
installation. The charge to the pastor was given by the late Rev. 
C. F. W. Stoever 

June 29th, the Rev. James J. Chambers was instalied pastor of 
the First Church of Fresno by the President of the Synod. 


Dedications 
November 4th, the new chapel of the First Church of Sacramento, 
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situated on the corner of Fourth Avenue and Thirty-ninth Street, was 
dedicated. Services were held in the old church in the morning. In 
the afternoon services were held in the new chapel when greetings 
were extended by the Lutheran pastors of Sacramento. In the eve- 
ning the building was dedicated by the President of Synod, who also 
preached the sermon. The sermon in the morning was preached by 
the Rev. G. H. Hillerman, D.D., Western Superintendent of Home 
Missions. 

The building is 28x50, with an assembly room 28x34; a primary 
room 16x20, and a kitchen and wash room. The cost was $3,500.00. 
The lot upon which the building stands is 72x152. The ultimate pur- 
pose is to sell the Sixteenth Street property and build a new edifice 
on this lot. 

January 27th, St. Luke’s Congregation in Huntington Park dedi- 
cated the first unit of their new church. The building is 36x50 and is 
of semi-mission style with magnesite-stucco finish. The entire cost 
was $4300.00. This, together with the lot makes a property worth at 
least $13,000, on which there is an indebtedness of $4,000.00. The 
sermon was preached by the Rev. G. H. Hillerman, D.D., the fellow- 
ship meeting in the afternoon was in charge of the Rev. E. P. 
Schueler, D.D., while the Rev. H. C. Funk preached in the evening. 
Dr. Ziegler and his family have done an excellent work in Hunting- 
ton Park. 

Corner-Stone Laying 


March 16th, the cornerstone of the new building of the Hollywood 
congregation was laid with appropriate ceremony. The pastor, the 
Rev. M. H. Stine, D.D., preached in the morning and the Rev. G. H. 
Hillerman, D.D., in the afternoon. The entire cost of this new build- 
ing including the lot, will be $67,000. The offerings on the day the 
cornerstone was laid amounted to a little more than $2,000. The 
building when completed will seat 450 in the auditorium. 


The congregation of the First Church of Glendale is engaged in 
the erection of a new church The cld location has been sold, a new 
one purchased, and the old chapel has been moved onto the new lo- 
cation and is being used as a part of the new plant. The cornerstone 
of the new church was laid September 14th. The Rev. O. H. Gruver 
preached in the morning and the Rev. G. H. Hillerman, D.D., in the 
afternoon. A parsonage of seven rooms has been erected and the 
pastor and his family are occupying it. This congregation will soon 
have a modern church edifice equipped for aggressive service. 

Grace Church of Alhambra has purchased a lot 100x150 for $5,250.00 
upon which they expect to build.

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naire was submitted to the members of this Synod, but just what 
proportion of the members complied with the request, is not yet de- 
termined. 

World Service 


Through its appointed agencies, the National Lutheran Council 
sent out on January 10th, 39 packages of literature to the pastors of 
our Synod, soliciting the help of the congregations in behalf of 
stricken Europe. The postage on these packages amounted to $32.80. 
No definite report has reached this office concerning the manner in 
which our chvrches responded. Some of our congregations had al- 
ready made their appeal in October, according to the resolution of 
Synod at its last convention. 


Lutheran Students 


A conference of pastors in localities where Normal Schools, Col- 
leges and Universities are located, was held in Philadelphia, Pa., Janu- 
ary 30-31. From this Conference came a request to the district Synods 
for the appointment of a standing committee whose duty it shall be 
to supply the student pastors at the opening of the school year, with 
the names of all prospective students. 


Father and Son Conferences 


That a series of Father and Son Conferences be held some time 
this Autumn in California, has been suggested by the College Secre- 
tarv of the Board of Education, the Rev. Charles S. Bauslin, D.D. 
Should this convention decide that such a thing is practical, the Col- 
lege Secretary is ready to assist. 


Absentees 


According to your instructions, see page 35, Minutes of 1923, com- 
munications were scent to Revs. August Bahr, Lewis C. Rotzahn, Wm. 
C. Eckhart, Norman Harter and Ernst Junghaus, calling their atten- 
tion to their omission of duty in neglecting to send an excuse of ab- 
sence to the last convention. A delayed letter from Dr. Yutzy, re- 
questing that he be excused, reached us the day after the convention 
had closed. 

Ernst Junghaus replied that he had sent a letter making a request 
to be excused. In ‘some way it was lost. No other reply has been 
received. 

Ministerial Relief 

Shortly after the minutes of the last convention were in print, 
a request was received from the Board of Ministerial Relief asking 
for the appointment of a committee which would cooperate with 
the Board in its contemplated campaign, and suggesting that an of- 
fering be taken at the ordination service for the work of relief. A 
Committee consisting of Revs. W. H. Derr, Herbert J. Weaver and A. 
C. Peterson, was appointed and they will report to this convention. 
The work of this Board is of the greatest importance and should re- 
ceive our prompt.and hearty support. 


The Apportionment 


The last convention of this Synod fixed the apportionment for the 
U. L. G. A. at $11,774.00. Four months after the convention had ad- 
journed, we were notified by the Treasurer of the U. L. C. A. that our 
apportionment was $13,717.62, or an increase of nearly $2,000.00, an 
amount equal to almost fifty cents per communicant member. Dur- 
ing the Presidents Conference at Harrisburg, Pa., we took the matter 
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up with the Treasurer of the U. L. C. A., with the result that the Ex- 
ecutive Board has seen the necssity of arranging the Synodical appor- 
tionments earlier. Our apportionment for the year 1925, is $13,663.00. 

Your President insisted that Dr. Miller, in making out his table to 
the Chicago convention in which is shown the percentage of. the ap- 
portionment paid by the district Synods, should use as the basis of 
computation in our case, the amount this Synod actually levied, in- 
stead of the larger amount that was levied upon us four months after 
our convention had been held. He agreed to consider it, but in the 
table already prepared and published in the Lutheran, our percentage 
is reckoned upon the larger amount. 


Merger of Boards 


At a conference held in New York City, October 28rd, 1923, where 
were present representatives from the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension; the Northwestern Mission Board; the Immigrants’ 
Mission Board; the West Indies Mission Board, and the Jewish Mis- 
sion Committee, together with the Committee on Boards and Commit- 
tees of the Executive Board, the following action was taken: 


“We recommend that each of the five agencies here represented, 
be requested to appoint a committee of three of its members to act 
in conjunction with the Committee on Boards and Committees of 
the Executive Board, in the further consideration of the question 
of merging.” 

A conference of these representatives was held in New York City, 
April 24th, 1924, and the following action was taken: 

“There shall be a central Board of the U. L. C. A., which shall 
function through the Synodical authorities and shall have the power 
of determining the general policy, and be given such general admini- 
stration as may be necessary for the harmonious co-ordination of the 
various Home Mission interests and Church Extention work.” 


At the July meeting of the Executive Board it was decided to 
recommend to the Chicago Convention the merging of these agencies, 
with the plan that these five agencies elect twenty-one men, subject 
to the approval of the Executive Board, who shall take over the work 
of these five agencies not later than January 1st, 1926, and serve until 
the Biennial Convention of that year, when a Board shall be elected 
regularly. 


Presidents’ Conference 


The Executive Board of the U. L. C. A., ascertained through cor- 
respondence with the Presidents of the District Synods that a Con- 
ference was desirable, and accordingly such a conference was held 
in Harrisburg, Pa., January 29-30. Twenty-nine Presidents, one vice- 
president, and three officers of the U. L. C. A. were present. The 
time was spent in the discussion of such subjects as, “The Possi- 
bilities of Evangelistic and Educational Campaigns’; “Methods of the 
Home Mission Boards in Relation to Synodical Authority”; “Methods 
of Synods in the Division of Apportionment Funds’. Each President 
was asked to present definite, carefully considered suggestions from 
his own Synod’s purposes and plans, which he thought might merit 
adoption by other Synods. The Third Biennial Convention had re- 
ferred several matters to this Conference. One of which was the 
matter of having at all synodical conventions, representatives of the 
various Boards. It was finally agreed to have the Executive Board 
arrange with the various Boards to have at least one and not more 
than five representatives of the various causes speak at the District 
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Conventions. Another matter that was referred to this Conference 
was the best time for the U. L. C. A. convention and the District con- 
ventions. The matter now stands as follows: Fourteen Synods pre- 
fer the late Summer or Autumn; 12 prefer the Spring or early Sum- 
mer; three have no preference, and six made no reply. The Executive 
Board will recommend to the Chicago Convention that until there be 
more decided preference showed, no change be made. A third mat- 
ter referred to this Conference was the determination of the Fiscal 
year. It was the unanimous opinion that the fiscal year should corre- 
spond with the calendar year, in both the U. L. C. A., and the District 
Synods, as well as the congregations. The following interesting in- 
formation was secured: A number of the Synods have salaried Presi- 
dents who give all their time to the office; several have Missionary 
Superintendents in addition; a few have Rural Pastors who give their 
time to the smaller churches in the country; one has a Synodical 
Evangelist; the Synods having paid Presidents are well satisfied; 
many of the Synods have regular periodicals that are distributed 
freely; educational matters are being pushed in most Synods; week- 
day schools are being emphasized; the Daily Vacation Bible School 
is popular; group conferences are being held; schools of methods 
are being planned, and a number of excellent suggestions along ad- 
ministrative lines were made. At that close of the Conference it was 
asked by Dr. Knubel if the delegates considered that the benefits of 
the Conference justified the expense, and it was the unanimous 
opinion that they did. The man who sits for two days as a member 
of such a body will catch a new vision of the greatness of his Church, 
and will come home with a new concep.ion of his official duties. 
The California Synod should adjust its program so that its President 
may attend this Conference at the beginning of his term of office, 
instead of at the close.. 


Arizona 


This state with a population of half a million, has but one U. L. 
Cc. A. Church. The state is growing rapidly. Cities are springing 
up where once the desert was. Our Lutheran people from all over the 
land are moving into them. The time has come for aggressive work. 
Millions are being spent in industries, and a great future is assured. 
It is high time we put a missionary at large in the state. Why wait 
until it will be impossible to get into the centers of these cities? 
Now is the time. 


Discipline 


The decree of suspension issued against F. Felician Fritzler, was 
extended one year at our last convention. (See Minutes 1923, pages 
36-37). Under date of July 29th, 1924, Mr. Fritzler made formal ap- 
plication to be reinstated into full membership again. Upon receipt of 
this application a committee was appointed to confer with Mr. 
Fritzler, and to make such recommendations as they might deem 
wise. The committee met with Mr. Fritzler, but after conference 
with him, made no recommendations to this office. The Committee 
consisted of Revs. J. J. Chambers, G. Wenning and J. C. Bitter. 


Several appeals from decrees of suspension issued by the Council 
of the First Church of Los Angeles, were made to Synod. Acting 
under the authority conferred upon me by the constitution, (see page 
17) a special committee was appointed to hear the appeal. This 
committee met in Los Angeles on September 11-12, and after care- 
ful examination of the documentary evidence submitted to them, the 
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appeals were sustained. The committee was composed of the Revs. 
O. H. Gruver, H. J. Mathias, J. J. Chambers and A. E. Isham. 


Report of Committee on Appeal 

Report of a Special Committee appointed by the President of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California to hear an appeal from 
the order of suspension by the Church Council of certain members of 
the First Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, Calif. ° 

Your Committee appointed pursuant to Article II, Section 3, Part 
C, of the Constitution of Synod to hear the appeals of twenty-six 
members of the First Evangelical Lutheran Church of Los Angeles 
from the decrees of suspension imposed by the Council of said church, 
makes the following report: 

The Committee met in Los Angeles in the First Lutheran Church 
September 11-12, 1924. 

Such documentary evidence as came to the Committee was care- 
fully examined and the following conclusions were reached: 

1—That the fundamental law of the Congregation is the Consti- 
tution adopted November 22, 1916, which includes the Formula of 
Government of the General Synod revised in 1888. 

2.—That twenty-seven persons were cited on July 26, August 1, 
and August 5, to appear before a Committee of the Church Council 
“to show cause why they should not be disciplined for conduct un- 
becoming a Christian.” 

3.—That twenty-six of these persons were suspended from mem- 
bership in the church on July 31, August 4 and August 7th. 

4—That no charges in writing were preferred against these 
twenty-six persons and presented to them or to their representatives. 

5—That in the conduct of the cases no witnesses were called and 
no evidence was submitted. 

6.—That the transcripts of the proceedings in the cases are not 
complete. 

7.—That the decree of suspension was not imposed according to 
the letter or the spirit of the fundamental law of the congregation. 
8.—That in conformity with the fundamental law of the congrega- 
tion the appeals of these twenty-six persons suspended by the Church 
Council of the First Lutheran Cnurch of Los Angeles are sustained. 

However, your Committee, having at heart the greatest welfare of 
the church, and the glory of God, offers the following suggestion as 
a workable basis for the restoration of harmony and good will. 
We recommend the appointment of three members from each 
faction of the congregation to work with a committee of three trom 
the California Synod, in the solution of the local problems in the 
congregation. ,

The members of the Northern 
and Southern Conferences should remember this in the selection of 
their respective Presiderts. 


Ordination 

Mr. Thomas D. Rinde, B.D., a licentiate of this Synod, seeks the _ 
holy rite of ordination. He has finished his theological course in 
the Western Seminary, and has received and accepted a call to the 
Lutheran Church in Laramie, Wyo. 

Mr. Martin Friedrichsen, a member of St. Matthew’s Church, San 
Francisco having been called as assistant pastor to St. Matthew’s 
Church, also seeks ordination. 

Both of these young men have been referred to the Examining 
Committee. 

Vacancies 

Trinity Church at Riverside has extended a call to a prospective 
pastor. 

Our Saviour’s, Salinas, has been without preaching since July Ist. 

First Church, Redlancs, has been supplied by Rev. William Dentler, 
since the death of Rev. Stoever. They are still pastorless, but a call 
has been issued. ‘ 

Sanger has been supplied by the pastors of the Wartburg and St. 
Paul’s churches of Fresno. 

St. Luke’s, Huntington Park, was supplied by the Rev. Joseph E. 
Stermer, between the retirement of Dr. Ziegler and the arrival of 
Dr. Weaver. 


Recommendations 

First, That a standing committee of three members be appointed 
on Lutheran students in non-Lutheran schools. 

Second, That we recommend to our congregations the Every-mem- 
ber canvass and pledge our support and co-operation to the Synodical 
Committee. 

Third, That we approve the contemplated merger of the five mis- 
sion agencies, and instruct our delegates to the U. L. C. A. to vote 
fOr: 

Fourth, That hereafter all reports in which Synodical statistics 
are involved, be referred to the Statistician for verification before 
they are printed. 

Fifth, That after each roll call in Synod, the names of the ab- 
sentees be printed in the Minutes unless excused by the Committee 
on Excuses. 

Sixth, That we again repeat our conviction that the best time for 
the Convention of the U. L. C. A. is early Summer. 

Seventh, That it is. our judgment that the fiscal year of all Dis- 
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trict Synods synchronize with the fiscal year of the U. L. C. A. and 
that the calendar year should be made the fiscal year. 

‘Highth—That a special Committee be appointed to arrange for 
a series of Father and Son conferences under the direction of the 
College Secretary of the Board of Education. 

Ninth, That an offering for Ministerial Relief be taken on the 
evening of the ordination service. 

Tenth, That we instruct the Executive Committee to find some 
method of putting the Minutes of the Executive Board of the U. L. 
Cc. A. in the hands of the members of this Synod. 

Eleventh, That the apvointment of a committee on Conferences 
be discontinued and that the President embody in his report an ac- 
count of the meetings of the Conference. 

Twelfth, That we reaguest the Home Mission and Church Exten- 
sion Board to put a missionary-at-large in Arizona. 

‘Thirteenth, That the case of F. Felician Fritzler be referred to 
the Ministerial Session for recommendation. : 


Conclusion 


‘Thus have we tried to perform our official duties. The work 
has been difficult but pleasant on account of your co-operation.

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EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


Four regular meetings were held. 
The first, in the First Church, Los Angeles, October 17, 1923. 


The Apportionment Table, as prepared by the Treasurer of Synod, 
was endorsed, and ordered printed in the Minutes, 

It was resolved to take over the lot property of the First Church, 
Fresno, in the name of Dr. Gruver, Treasurer of Synod. 

The Board of Directors of the California Educational Institution 
presented their plan for securing pledges of one hundred dollars for 
a period of five years, which was endorsed by the Committee. 

The Rev. J. C. Bitter having complied with the requirement of 
Synod, his name was ordered placed on the, roll of Synod. 

It was decided, should Synod accept the property of Bethel 
Church, San Jose, for an Old Folks’ Home, that Synod assume the 
obligation of $450 for pastor’s salary for the six months ending 
April 1, 1924. 

The second meeting was held in Los Angeles, January 23. 1924. 

The committee lacking a quorum, Drs. Crouser, Funk and Ziegler 
being present, the following recommendations were made: That the 
invitation to hold the next convention of Synod at San Diego, be ac- 
cepted; that two issues of the Golden State Lutheran before the next 
convention of Synod would be satisfactory, with the further sug- 
gestion of a quarterly issue thereafter; that Synod continue in ses- 
sion to and including Friday morning. 

The third meeting was held in Fresno, April 8, 1924, with Drs. 
Crouser, Funk, Oehler, Gruver and Ziegler present. 


The following propositions of the Committee on Old Folks’ Home 
were adopted: 

1.—That the Home be established in the bounds of the Southern 
Conference. 

2.—That the services of Dr. John A. M. Ziegler be secured for 
the work of securing a location and raising funds. 

3.—That the compensation be $200 salary per month and neces- 
sary expenses. 

4.—That salary and expenses for the first three months be paid 
out of available funds in the Treasury. 

5—That Dr. Ziegler begin his work not later than June 1. 

An offer of Rev. G. Wenning to transfer certain lots in Southern 
Salifornia and in Florida to the Synod was referred to the Secretary 
of Synod for investigation. 

The Treasurer of Synod was instructed to transfer to the Church 
Extension Society of Los Angeles and vicinity a certain fund amount- 
ing to $1,018.18, and credited to ‘“‘The Chapel Fund.” 

Fourth meeting, Los Angeles, August 31, 1924. 

Present were the President, Secretary, and Treasurer of Synod: 
also President of Southern Conference and Mr. EB. A. Morrison. Broth- 
ers Hillerman, Gram, Ball and Wendel Dysinger were invited to seats. 


The names of Revs. W. F. Poat, L.L.D., and H. C. Gangs were 
added to the roll. 


The application of F. F. Fritzler to “be reinstated wag presented 
by the President of Synod, and he was advised to refer Mr. Fritzler to 
the action of Synod. 
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The following recommendations to Synod were adopted: 

Resolved, That the time for holding the Conventions of Synod 
be changed to the fourth Tuesday in January, and that the next Con- 
vention be held in 1926. 

Resolved, That in accordance with the action of the U. L. GC. A. 
the apportionment for the Synod of California for the last four 
months of 1924 is $4,572.54, and for the whole of the year 1925, is 
313,663.19, making a total of $18,235.73 to the end of 1925; and Re- 
solved, that the apportionment for the Synod of California work be 
at the rate of $5000 per year for the last four months of 1924 and 
for the whole of 1925. making a total of $6,666.66. 

The Secretary was instructed to have 1200 copies of program 
printed for the use of Synod.

The following was substituted for the recommendation concern- 
ing time of holding Synod: 

Amendment to By-law 7, 1, 2. 

1—This Synod shall meet annually in the month of January, the 
date to be set by the Synod or the Executive Committee; or on the 
call of said Committee as authorized by the Synod. 

2—The Treasurer’s books shall close at midnight, December 31st. 

It was decided that the next convention of Synod shall be in 1926. 


Final action on the entire report was tabled until after report of 
Committee on Old Folks’ Home. 


REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSION BOARD 


The Synodical Mission Board met in St. Matthew’s Lutheran 
Church, San Francisco, immediately after the adjournment of the 
Synod, September 13, 1923, and organized with the Rev. W. HE. 
Crouser, D.D., the President and electing the Rev. O. H. Gruver, D.D., 
Secretary. Three other meetings of the board were held during 
the year—two at Los Angeles and one at Fresno. The expense of 
these meetings and of administering the work of the Board for the 
year amounted to $207.28. 


Field Missionaries 

At the first meeting of the Board a resolution was passed recom- 
mending to the General Board that a call. be extended to the Rev. 
H. CG. Gans of Laramie, Wyoming, to become Field Missionary for the 
Northern Conference. He accepted the call and arrived on the 
territory about the middle of January, 1924, and began work im- 
mediately. The Rev. E. P. Schueler, D.D., has labored as Field Mis- 
sionary for the Southern Conference throughout the year. Both these 
pastors have been energetically prosecuting the work of developing 
new missions in their respective conferences. 


New Missions 
Two new missions and one re-organization have been effected dur- 
ing the year. 
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Gardena—After six months’ preparatory work by the Field Mis- 
sionary, the Rev. W. F. Poat was placed in charge. An organization 
was effected under the name of St. John’s Lutheran Church, with 
a membership of thirty-three. Dr. Poat was called as pastor April 1st. 

Richmond—Grace Lutheran Church was reorganized June 8 with 
a membership of thirty-three by Field Missionary Gans, who con- 
tinued to serve the congregation to August 31. A pastor is now 
being sought. 

Monrovia—St. John’s Lutheran Church was organized June 20 
by Field Missionary Schueler with a charter membership of twenty- 
six. Dr. Schueler is serving this mission until a pastor is called. 


Missions Supervised 


Sanger—St. Paul’s has been without a resident pastor during the 
whole year, having been supplied by a Mr. Schmidt and later by the 
pastors of Wartburg and St. Paul’s congregations of Fresno. 


San Jose—Bethel became vacant April 1, when Pastor Fiebel- 
korn’s commission expired. It remained without a pastor until Sep- 
tember Ist, when the Rev. HE. Meyer took charge. 

Salinas—Our Savior’s became vacant July 1, when Pastor Weisen- 
born’s resignation took effect. This church has been placed under 
the care of the pastor of Grace Lutheran Church of San Jose. 


Redlands—First had the great misfortune of losing their pastor 
in an automobile accident. The congregation also had internal dis- 
sension. However, a pastor has been called. 


Sacramento—First became vacant on September Ist, on the re- 
moval of Pastor Meyer to San Jose. The mission is now under the 
care of the Field Missionary of the North Conference until the new 
pastor arrives on the field. 

Fresno—First became vacant on the retirement of Pastor Stermer 
June ist. The Rev. J. J. Chambers took up the work immediately 
as pastor. : 

Huntington Park—St. Luke’s became vacant on June Ist by the 
resignation of Pastor Ziegler. The Rev. J. EK. Stermer supplied the 
congregation during July and August, and the pastor elected, the 
Rev. H. J. Weaver, D.D., took charge September Ist. 


New Church Buildings 

Los Angeles—Hollywood Ludden Memorial, is now completing 
their new church building. The cornerstone was laid March 16, and 
the dedication will take place November 2. f 

Glendale—First is erecting the third and last unit of their new 
church plant consisting of parsonage, Sunday School rooms and 
house of worship. The cornerstone of the church proper was laid 
Sunday, September 14, and dedication will occur about Thanksgiv- 
ing time. 

Loans to Missions 


Fresno—First, has been helped to the extent of $1,153.28 up to this 
date in holding their equity in lots on Belmont Street, and will prob- 
ably need further assistance during this Synodical Year. 

Fresno—Wartburg, paid nothing during the year on their note to 
the Synod. The balance due is $75.00. 


Oakland—St. John’s has paid back $250.00 during the year on 
their loan, and are still owing $514.00. 
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These were all emergency measures and should not be considered 
as precedents of Synodical or Home Mission policy. 


Bequest of Miss Julia Miller 


This bequest amounting to $1,018.13, which came into possession 
of the Synod about two years ago to be used as a nucleus of a fund 
established for Church Extension purposes in California, was, at the 
Fresno meeting of the Board, ordered placed in the Treasury of the 
recently organized Church Extension Society of Los Angeles and 
vicinity. This has been done. 


Home Mission Budget 

Sixteen missions were given aid during the past Synodical year. 
One congregation—Sanger—not having had a pastor, received no 
aid. Nineteen congregations at present can qualify during this com- 
ing Synodical year. They are these: Alhambra, Grace, $1,225; Fresno, 
First, $540; Gardena, St. John’s, $1,500; Glendale, First, $720; Los 
Angeles, Hollywood Ludden Memorial, $950; Huntington Park, St. 
Tuke’s $1.150; Los Angeles, St. Paul’s $500; Oakland, St. John’s, 
$900; Phoenix, Grace, $800; Redlands, First, $700; Sacramento, First, 
$650; Salinas, Our Savior’s $900; San Bernardino, First, $750; San 
Francisco, Temple, $850; San Jose, Bethel, $600; Santa Barbara, 
Grace, $700; Sanger, St. Paul’s, $300; Richmond, Grace, $1,500; Mon- 
rovia, St. John’s $1,200. This makes an appropriation of $16,435 by 
the General Board for pastor’s salaries, over against which ‘these 
mission congregations have promised to pay $15,565 towards the sup- 
port of their pastors, or almost 50 per cent. The appropriation for 
Field Missionaries is $2,500 by the General Board and $2,500 by Cali- 
fornia Synod. The appropriation for new work and emergencies is 
$2,500.

THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Saint Paul writes to the Corinthians: “It is required’ in stewards 
that a man be found faithful” (1 Cor. 4-2). A careful study of the 29 
reports received from pastors in charge of congregations, leads us 
to believe that these ‘Stewards of the mysteries of God” in the Cali- 
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fornia Synod have been faithful. Regular Bible studies have been 
inaugurated, catechetical classes for adults have been formed, con- 
secrated members have been urved by pastors to make social visits 
to prospective members with whom they discuss social and religious 
questions and urge church attendance, propaganda committees have 
been appointed to advertise the church; all this tends to increase 
church attendance and deepen the spiritual life of congregations. 


If additions to our churches are not as large as some other denom- 
inations may boast of, this may be attributed to the fact that our 
Lutheran ministers endeavor to preach the word of God pure and 
simple and do not bow to the questionable methods of substituting 
entertaining features. Let us remember that ONE soul brought to 
Christ is better than great crowds only brought to a church edifice. 


Doubtlessly a great deal more would have been accomplished in 
the past year if we pastors had asked the guidance of God in all per- 
plexities that confront us; only too often do we rely on our own judg- 
ment in the matter of settling differences among members or in seek- 
ing another field of labor. It is quite true that not every pastor is 
suited for every congregation, but in the application for a change 
human tendencies often play a greater part than the call by God. 


Brothers, let us heed the admonition: “Be ye faithful unto death 
and I will give you a crown of life.”

REPORT OF SECRETARY OF CHURCH SCHOOLS 


We have five schools—we did not have one year ago. We have 31 
more officers and teachers and 249 more scholars. But a careful 
analysis of the statistics in our Parochial reports will show that our 
Bible Schools have not made much progress during the past year. Hyi- 
dently the importance of the definite, systematic and prayerful study 
of the scriptures is not fully realized. While the systematic co-opera- 
tion of pastors, superintendents and teachers is bearing some fruit, 
we are not doing the work we should do in reaching out and bringing 
in the children and adults who are ignorant of the scrip.ures. There 
has been a falling off in the Home Departments and in the Daily Va- 
cation Bible Schools. Perhaps, if all the facts were knowrf, there 
were more of our children under instruction during the week days 
than ever before as some of our churches co-operated in community 
schools which are not reported in: our statistics. 

I have not inaugurated or encouraged attendance contests between 
schools believing that every school should ever seek to beat its own 
record. 

I recommend that we give ourselves more diligently to encourage- 
ment of our people, young and old, to siudy the Word, believe the 
Word and live the Word. That we give ourselves no rest as long as 
there are more children of school age outside of the Bible School than 
within and more members of our churches not actively identified with 
our schools than so identified. And that the Conferences of Synod 
a ea attention to the best methods of Bible School organization 
and effort.

AUXILIARY ORGANIZATIONS 


It is but stating a well known fact to say that the progress of the 
individual congregation is greatly accelerated by the spirited and 
helpful organizations in the church. It is a regretable fact that some 
congregations are lacking such organizations, and in a few instances 
an auxiliary mentioned, is only so in name. 

The women’s societies have always predominated, and exhibit a 
vitality far beyond that of the men’s organizations. The young peo- 
ples’ societies are showing an increasing interest and development. 
This is especially true of the Luther League in Southern California, 
with its district organization, which is giving a good account of itself. 
This particular phase of the young people’s work ought to be em- 
phasized in every congregation. 

From the statistical report we glean the following concerning the 
church auxiliaries: There are twelve men’s societies, with a mem- 
bership of 353; an increase of 33. Women’s societies number 52, with 
a membership of 1613, an increase of 93. Young people’s societies 
number 30, with a membership of 643, an increase of 29. The Wo- 
men’s societies number two more than last year, and the men’s or- 
ganizations one less. The Young People report the same number as 
last year. ‘ 

It is likely that there are some societies which have not been re- 
ported, which omission makes accurate statistics impossible.

REPORT ON THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Your Committee on the President’s Report beg leave to present 
the following: 

First, we commend the President of the Synod for his application 
to the business of the Synod during the past year.

We would submit the following recommendations:

the congregations of the Synod attending non-Lutheran Schools, and 
transmit the same to the Lutheran student pastors. 

2nd, That ,we reaffirm our previous action endorsing the every 
member canvass, and urge pastors to co-operate with tue synuodical 
committee in this matter. 

3rd, That we approve of the merger of five mission Boards of the 
United Lutheran Church, as proposed by the Executive Board. 

4th, That the Pastors of Synod fulfill their obligations as members

of this body by filling out all report blanks sent to them and that such 
reports be made uniform in their details. 

5th, That we reaffirm our action of two years ago jin which we 
expressed our desire that the Convention of the United Lutheran 
Church be held in the early summer. 

6th, That it is the judgment of this Body that the fiscal year of the 
United Lutheran Church should be the calendar year, and that the 
District Synods should make their fiscal year to conform with the 
same. 

7th, That the Boys Work Committee arrange for a series of father 
and sons conferences under the direction of the College Secretary 
of the Board of Education. 

8th, That the offering on the evening of the ordination service be 
devoted to Ministerial Relief. 

9th, That we recommend ‘to the Executive Board of the United 
Lutheran Church that a copy of their minutes be sent to all pastors of 
the United Lutheran Church. 

10th, That the Committee on absentees and excuses include in 
their report the names of all who are absent from the roll call of any 
of the sessions of the Synod.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LETTERS AND PAPERS 


Your Committee has two letters put into its hands. The first a 
communication from Rev. M. G. G. Scherer, Secretary of United 
Lutheran Church, calling the attention of the Synod to the fact that 
the Executive Board of the U. L. C. A. offer to receive and deposit in 
the archives any certificate of ordination or other important docu- 
ment that may be placed in its keeping by constituent synods. We 
simply call your attention to this opportunity. 

Second, a communication from Dr. N. R. Melhorn, asking for the 
support of the brethren of Synod for the ‘Daily Lutheran” which will 
be issued during the meeting of the U. L. C. A. in Chicago. This sup- 
port is to come in the form of a subscription to the Daily Lutheran 
at fifty cents from each minister in the Synod. We recommend that 
all ministers of Synod and such laymen as we can secure be requested 
to send their subscriptions to the treasurer of Synod and that he for- 
ward the same to the Lutheran, care of N. R. Melhorn not later than 
October 15, 1924. 


The Secretary of Synod was instructed to send a message to Doc- 
tor C. F. Oehler, inquiring the cause of his absence from Synod, and 
received the reply that he was detained by unavoidable engagements. 


MINISTERIAL RELIEF 
REPORT OF CO-OPERATING COMMITTEE 


Your committee desires to bring to the attention of Synod some 
very important facts concerning the matter of ministerial relief. From 
information received from the general board we learn that during the 
past year there has been considerable struggle to meet its obligations 
due to the fact that the income was less than the cost of the pensions, 
at one time this shortage reaching the sum of $12,000. In order to 
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meet the pensions due, a debt was incurred which reached the amount 
of $28,000. This amount has been greatly reduced through special 
gifts and a slight increase in the budget. While the outlook at pres- 
ent is brightening, it is still true that the funds are wholly inadequate 
to meet the needs, or to make regular payments of the amounts pledg- 
ed to our veteran ministers, widows and orphans. 


Owing to the fact that no one can live on the amount received 
from the Pension, a relief fund was established four years ago to sup- 
plement the pension in special needy cases. Hvery cent used in this 
way must come from special gifts for this purpose, which are sought 
through a letter sent out at Christmas time, and through solicitations 
throughout the year. This has become a feature of the work which 
is of the utmost importance. The first year it brought a return of 
$2600; the second. $6300; the third $9000, and the fourth approximately 
$13,000. For the past two years four distributions from this fund were 
made annually—at Christmas, Easter, in July and October, giving to 
those on the roll who have no independent income $50.00 at each dis- 
tribution, and from that amount down to $12.50, according to need. 
The pastors are urged to send lists of names of persons who are likely 
to respond to such appeals. 


An arrangement has been made with the Prudential Life Insurance 
Co., to write “Association” insurance for any Synod desiring to insure 
its men. Under this arrangement any Synod can insure its men for 
$1000, or such sum as they may determine, provided 75 per cent of 
the active men are included in the contract. The main facts concern- 
ing it and its advantages we have on file. 


The number of retired ministers on the pension funds at this date 
is 172; disabled ministers, 21; widows, 401; children 81. To meet 
these needs the pension cost is $141,050. In the California Synod at 
present the Board is helping 3 retired ministers, 2 disabled ministers, 
6 widows, and one child, at an annual expense of $2830. 


At the request of the Board we present the following resolutions: 
First. That the offering of ordination night be annually announced as 
for Ministerial relief. 


Second. That it be suggested that the offering at all installation 
services conducted by the officers of Synod be for the same object, 
and sent in by the congregation as a “special” for Ministerial relief. 


Third. That the committee co-operate with the Board of Minis- 
terial Relief be composed of one layman. from each conference, with 
a chairman chosen at large (either layman or minister), and that 
they be chosen with reference to their interest in the work. 


Fourth. That these men gather around them as many men as they 
deem necessary, who will be willing to present the work of the Board 
of Ministerial Relief before congregations at the request of the pastor. 


Fifth. That the pastors make use of this lay aid, and have the 
cause presented once each year until the endowment campaign in 
1927-28, in order that the way may be prepared through giving the 
people an intimate knowledge of the work. 


Sixth. That the request of the Board that lists of probable givers 
to the work be furnished by pastors be approved by the Synod, and 
the pastors asked to co-operate.

REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


Your board met in Los Angeles October 17, 1923 and organized by 
electing W. S. Dysinger, President; A. Cornelius, Secretary and Rev. 
O. H. Gruver, treasurer. ; 

In compliance with the instruction of Synod the board at once took 
up the problem of raising funds. A plan to raise fifty thousand dol- 
lars ($50,000) was adopted. Subscriptions were to be due when the 
$50,000 were pledged. Thirty-five hundred dollars was pledged that 
day. The board appointed an executive committee to further the 
plans. The responsibilities resting upon the members of the board in 
their respective fields made it impossible for them to do the necessary 
work, andthe board was called for further action on August 6th, 1924, 
in Los Angeles. - 

At this time it was determined to secure a Field Secretary to give 
all his time to the work. The salary was the problem. Seven hundre 
dollars was then pledged for that purpose, each member of the board 
was asked to assist in this effort and as soon as a sufficient sum is 
secured to meet the salary the executive committee of the board was 
authorized to call a man and put him in the field. The services of 
a splendid man is available as soon as the salary is secured. 

~ We again emphasize the need of the educational institution, and 
recommend that the board be instructed to continue its efforts.

Their con- 
stitutions being in harmony with the Constitution of Synod, we recom- 
mend that they be received. 

Grace Church, Richmond, having re-organized, and asking for ad- 
mission to Synod, we recommend that Synod declare that inasmuch 
as this congregation was duely received in 1922, it is unnecessary to 
take further action at this time. 

It was decided to enter into election for members of the Board of 
Missions. Rev. Dr. Gruver and Mr. E. A. Morrison were elected. 

The following was adopted as a standing resolution: 

Resolved, that hereafter elections shall immediately follow the 
reports of Boards and Committees. 

Revs. D. J. Snyder and Mr. John Esterly were elected to the Board 
of Directors of the Educational Institution. 

Messrs. C. L. Birch and. Charles F. Koehler were elected on the 
Executive Board. 

The Committee on Claims was ordered to include the travelling 
expense of Rev. Feebelkorn and Weisenborn in their report.

THE MiNUTES OF SYNOD 


Certified copies of the minutes have been prepared and have been 
delivered to the proper persons; the Proctocol has been examined 
and the items for. the same have been properly and accurately rec- 
orded. ; 

On page 30, under a report of Church Schools there is a resolution 
adopted providing for a place on the Synodical program for the dis- 
cussion of Sunday School work. Why was this omitted? 

The resolution was reaifirmed and the program committee’s at- 
tention is called to the matter for the next convention of Synod. 

In report of the Archivist, attention was called to a former resolu- 
tion with reference to securing a safe in which to keep the documents 
of the Synod. 

The Executive Committee was authorized to see Rev.‘ H. A. Trabert 
with reference to securing a fire proof repository for the purpose. 


REPORT OF BOY’S WORK SECRETARY 


Two boys’ camps have been conducted during the past summer, 
one in each Conference. The camp in the southern conference was 
in charge of Rey. Wright of Alhambra, assisted by Dr. Schueler and 
Rev. Derr. While the number attending the camp was small, most 
enthusiastic reports have been returned. The location at Hoegee’s 
camp was a socd one. The camp in the northern conference was 
held near Asilomar, Calif., with your Boys’ Work Secretary and Dr. 
Gruver in charge. The churches of the Augustana Synod were rep- 
resented by a number of boys. Several of the congregations were 
well represented, though the number was not as large as it should be. 

Financially, bo.h camps were a success. A balance of nineteen 
dollars is shown in the northern camp fund: while about seven dollars 
was left for the southern camp. This shows that boys’ camps can 
be conducted at a cost of seven dollars and a half for one week, or 
twelve dollars and a half for two weeks. 

Spiritually, the results are harder to measure. Yet the tone of 
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the camps, coupled with individual cases that have been reported 
from both camps, indicate something of the profit of the boys. 


The one decided improvement which is sought for future camps, 
is better co-operation on the part of the churches, and especially on 
the part of the pastors. Many churches had no representatives at. 
either camps. Only two churches were represented in the southern 
camp. Your secretary is convinced that this fact is merely a reflec- 
tion of lack of interest on the part of those who should enlist the 
boys. The attendance ought to be fifty in each camp at the lowest. 
The southern camp had ten boys, and the northern camp twenty- 
seven, ten of whom were from Augustana churches. The Synod is 
asking the time of two or three ministers for one week or more and 
should support them in the attendance of the boys of Synod. We call 
for better support from the congregations. 


The matter of boys’ work in the congregations has received little 
time from your Secretary. Only a few requests for assistance have 
been received. Such work in a congregation is not dependent upon 
assistance from any officer, nor upon the form of organization that 
is used. Successful boy’s work can be accomplished when a boys’ 
worker is found. Such a worker can use the Boy Scout organization 
without divorcing the loyalty of the boy from the congregation. Or 
he can organize a local work which will be attractive to boys. Such 
work is intimately related to the boys’ classes in the Sunday School. 
Yet it should go further than a Sunday School class. Week-day in- 
terests, including athletics, will give good results under competent. 
leadership. The use of group instinct, in cementing the loyalty of 
boys to the church, is highly important. Perhaps, it will be possible 
to associate the boys of our churches in conference organizations, 
through the work of the Boys’ Encampments. This would add a loose 
organization of more general character to the local boys’ clubs, which 
through the camp could become a valuable relation. Such an organi- 
zation must await more successful camps, however. 


The following recommendations are submitted for your approval: 


1. That Boys’ Encampments be held during the coming summer 
under the direction of the Boys’ Work Secretary. : 


me AMOENS th’e Synod call upon the pastors to bring the matter favor- 
ably to the attention of the boys and the parents of the congregation, 
looking for larger attendance and more general representation. 


That the congregations which do not have a constructive work for 
boys be encouraged to organize boys’ clubs with the purpose of pro- 
viding for the needs of boy nature, through the church. 


4. That the surplus from the boys’ encampments be used at the 


discretion of the Secretary for the advertisement and development 
of the next Camps. 


REPORT OF THE LAYMEN’S MOVEMENT 


The only activity on the coast during the year by the Laymens 
Movement consisted in the aid furnished congregations in canducting 
the every-member canvass. 


Report of same is herewith appended. 
Number of churches in the Synod, 33. 
Total number of churches heard from, 20. 


Number of churches reporting E. M. C. conducted, 17. 
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Number of churches reporting E. M. C. postponed, or not con- 
ducted, 3. 


Number of churches reporting E. M. G. but furnishing no figures 
on pledged benevolence, 3. 


Amount pledged for local church support, $36,217 by 16 churches. 
Amount pledged for benevolences, $8,981.84 by 17 churches. 


Of the 20 churches heard from, 19 report use of the duplex enve- 
lope in the church and 2 report use of duplex in Sunday School. 

We recommend that the pastors and congregations not co-operat- 
ing in this canvass avail themselves of this opportunity in the future 
and activily co-operate with the Laymen’s Movement in their effort 
to make the every-member canvass 100 per cent efficient.

MEMORIAL SERVICES 


Services to the memory of Rey. C. F. W. Stover, late pastor at Red- 
lands, were conducted by Rev. Herbert J. Weaver, who read the 
report of the necrologist, Rev. Dr. C. F. Oehler, as follows: 


REPORT OF NECROLOGIST 


We have seen the reaper in the harvest field pausing and standing 
“till a while to rest, to wipe the sweat from his brow, and to whet his 
dull scythe. But there is a reaper who never stops to rest, who never 
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grows weary, and whose scythe never dulls. That reaper is death. 
Not in many a year were We SO surprised and shocked as when we 
learned of the tragic death by accident of our beloved brother and 
co-worker, the Rev. C. F. W. Stoever, pastor of the First Lutheran 
Church of Redlands, on March 3, 1924. His youngest daughter, Hsther, 
seven years old, was also taken with him. 


Brother Stoever and wife, with his two daughters, were returning 
from Los Angeles, where they had celebrated the birthday of one of 
the girls, and where they had done some shopping. It was after dark, 
and they were nearing the S. P. crossing at Puente. It had been rain- 
ing, and the side curtains were up. Not being very familiar with road, 
Brother Stoever slowed down at the curve, and the car was stalled 
on the track. It was then that he saw the train approaching, and at- 
tempting to push the car off the track was struck by the train. He 
sacrificed his life trying to save the children. 


Rev. Isham came to the scene of the accident but a short time 
after it happened, and took charge of the survivors, Mrs. Stoever and 
her daughter Rutk, thirteen. Both were painfully, but not fatally in- 
jured. Truly the words so oft repeated came home to all of us, that 
‘in the midst of life we are in death.” 


Charles Frederick William Stoever, according to a statement by 
the family, was. a lineal descendant of John Caspar Stoever, first 
Lutheran missionary in America. He was born in Oregon City, Ore., 
on January 29, 1879. He graduated from the city grammar and high 
schools, and entered, at the age of 17, the Ohio Synod college at St. 
Paul. He took three years each in the college and in the seminary, 
and graduated in June, 1901. He served St. John’s church in Tacoma, 
Wash., fourteen years, from December 31, 1901 to January 1. 1915; 
St. Paul’s church, Seattle, two years, from January, 1917 to Septem- 
ber, 1919; and the first church in Redlands five years, from October, 
1919 to March, 1924. He was married to Miss Bertha Bresemann of 
Tacoma, April 5, 1904. Three children were born to them, Kenneth, 
Ruth and Hsther. 

The double funeral which was held in Redlands on March 10 was 
unusual in every way. ‘The participation of the city of Redlands bore 
witness of the popularity of the deceased pastor. The flag on the city 
hall was on half mast. The business houses were closed. Citizens of 


all denominations mourned the death of the man whom they had 
learned to love. 


Our Lutheran church at large has lost an able and eloquent 
preacher, a faithful missionary and a zealous worker; we, the mem- 
bers of Synod have lost an esteemed brother; his wife and children 
have lost a beloved husband and father, and what shall we say? There 
are times when we stand aghast and surprised. and when we ask 
what the providence of God might have to do with the things that 
happen, things beyond human control. These are some of the things 
which we cannot now explain or understand, but which in due time 
will all be solved and made clear to us: Meanwhile it behooves us 
to trust in God, and to believe with Paul, that “all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love God, to them who are called accord- 
ing to His purpose.” Rom. 8:28. : 


To the bereaved widow of our departed brother and to her chil- 
dren we, the members of the California Synod in session at San 
Diego again convey the assurance of our profoundest sympathy. We 
deeply mourn with them the loss of our beloved brother, and we sin- 
cerely pray, that He who “healeth the broken in heart and bindeth 
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up their wounds,” will also take care of them and still their grief with 
the soothing balm of His healing love.

HOME FOR THE AGED 


Mr. President and Brethren: 


Your Committee, appointed for the purpose of establishing a Home 
for the Aged begs to report as follows: 

We have held eight meetings since last session of Synod, one in 
the north at Fresno, and the rest of them here in the south. 

On October 18 of last year at a meeting held in Los Angeles, at 
which were present Drs. Ball, Gruver, Schuler, Crouser and Gram, a 
counter proposition was made Bethel Congregation relative to the 
transfer of its property to the Synod, said property or the proceeds of 
same to be used for the founding of a Home for the Aged. This propo- 
. sition was rejected by Bethel Congregation and their original proposi- 
tion was also withdrawn. 

At a Meeting held at Fresno, April 8th this year, in conjunction 
with the Executive Committee, with all members present or repre- 
sented by proxy with the exception of Reverend Wendell Dysinger, 
after a thorough and lengthy discussion, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 

“Be it resolved that a Home be established, preferably in the 
South in the vicinity of Los Angeles, and that steps be taken immedi- 
ately looking forward to its establishment.” 

At this same meeting, Dr. John A. M. Ziegler was engaged as fi- 
nancial Secretary, the salary of $200 per month and expenses being 
guaranteed for three months. He was to make a preliminary canvass 
for funds and locations, and his employment was to commence not 
later than June Ist. 

Since that time, Dr. Ziegler has been very active in securing of 
funds and looking up suilable properties, and a great many. have been 
inspected and invcs.igated by your Committee, but to the present time 
none have been found entirely satisfactory. 

On July 28, Dr. Ziegler reported a gift. of property, now the home 
of Mrs. Caroline Stumpf, said property or the proceeds of same to be 
used in the interest of the Home for the Aged, and to become avail- 
able for that purpose at the death of the donor. This property is var- 
iously estimated to be worth from $25,000 to $35,000 and we commend 
Dr. Ziegler for his efforts in this connection. 

Your committee has plans under way for the procuring of addi- 
tional funds and has also several very desirable properties under con- 
sideration, and we trust that in the near future we will be able to re- 
port some satisfactory location, with a definite plan of action for fi- 
nancing and maintaining same. 


Recommendations 
1. Resolved that the thanks of this Synod be, and they are hereby, 
expressed to Mrs. Caroline Stumpf for the gift of her home to the 
Synod for the benefit of the proposed Home for the Aged. We pray 
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that our heavenly Father may spare her life and grant her many 
years for the enjoyment of her home, and we rejoice with her in the 
knowledge that, when she is done with it, it will continue to minister 
to the comfort of his aged children through all the years. 

2. That the further work of establishing the Old Folks Home be 
conducted under the supervision of the Synodical Mission Board. 

38. That the personnel of the Old Folks Home Committee be sta- 
bilized by indicating a varying term of office for the several mem- 
bers. 

4. That we heartily commend the work of Dr. Ziegler as Financial 
Secretary; and we express it as our judgment that some such repre- 
_sentative should be continued in the field, the salary and expenses of 
the Financial Secretary to be provided independently of contributions 
secured by him for the Home.

The report was considered sereatim, and the Financial Secretary 
was heard in the interest of the cause. The acts of the committee en- 
dorsed. After some modification, the report was adopted as above. 

The Rev. Dr. Oscar H. Gruver, Chairman of a Special Committee 
appointed by the President of Synod to consider an appeal against 
the action of the Council of the First Church, Los Angeles, presented 
a supplementary report with recommendations. 

Pending discussion, Synod adjourned. The report was taken up, 
in an amended form, at the afternoon session.

CHURCH LITERATURE 


The Church Book and Literature Society in its aim to serve the 
church in its development of worship and in the spread of its litera- 
ture is greatly hampered by a lack of sufficient revenue. 

The Society desires to accomplish the following: 


1. Start every new mission with the official service books of the 
church and thus make it certain that all new congregations will be 
in a position to render the service in a proper manner. 


2. Aid wherever requested in providing our own literature in the 
beginning of new Sunday Schools and preventing ihe introduction 
of cheap undenominational and other publications which teach error 
ae break down instead of develop a true Lutheran faith and church 
ife. 

3. Provide books. for worship and other needed literat i 
ure 
charitable and church institutions. bRRAgS 


4, Furnish Lutheran periodical literature for instituti 
. . a a 
lic reading rooms. RH 


oan Prepare and issue tracts for popular use and general distribu- 
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6. Create endowments for the publication of monographs and 
books dealing in a plain way with great truths and for the purpose 
of counteracting current errors. 

Hven in a small way to undertake the work thus indicated will re- 
quire a minimum of $5000 a year. Thus far the income has not 
reached $1000 in any single year of the society. That we may under- 
take in a larger way to do this important work as a recognized organ- 
ee of the United Lutheran Church in America, the Society asks 
that: 


1. Pastors make requests of their members’to become Annual 
Members at $1.00 a year, Life Members at $20.00 or Patrons at $100.00. 

2. That Sunday Schools and Societies be requested to consider 
this work as worthy of their support and to make special contribu- 
tions or take membership in the organization. 

3. We would especially at this time request special donations to 
create a working fund and enable the Society to respond favorably to 
a number of calls for immediate assistance in providing needed serv- 
ice books and other literature in institutions and new missions. 

4. We would also suggest a plan of creating special funds to be 
administered by this society as memorials whereby the name of a 
loved one might be perpetuated in continued donations of service and 
other books for missions and institutions. For this purpose a sum of 
money could be set aside, the interest on which would be used for giv- 
ing books properly labeled in memory of the donor or the person mem- 
orialized. 

5. Individuals have equipped missions with Service Books 
through the Society. We invite special contributions for such pur- 
pose, thus increasing the ability of the society to serve and giving rec- 
ognition in all such cases to the special donor. We should like to 
have at least ten persons who would be willing to agree to equip a 
new mission a year with its initial supply of Service Books which 
would be approximately $50 for each mission so equipped. 

The above paper was presented by Rev. Earnest A. Trabert, and 
was ordered spread on the minutes. 


SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT, FIRST CHURCH, LOS ANGELES 


WHERBAS, the President of the Syned appointed a Special Com- 
mittee to hear an appeal from an action of suspension by the First 
Lutheran Church, Los Angeles, and to report to himself; and 

WHEREAS, the President of the Synod included only a portion 
of this Committee’s report in his report to the Synod; therefore be it 

RESOLVED, that said report shall be read before the Synod at 
this time, and be incorporated in full in the President’s Report; also 
be it 

RESOLVED, that the findings in the report be endorsed as the 
action of this Synod, and that the recommendations in the report be 
endorsed also. 

As a substitute for the recommendation in the report the follow- 
ing was adopted: 

We recommend that a Committee of Five be appointed by the Sy- 
nod, who shall be commissioned by this body to investigate the entire 
situation in the First Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, and, after 
such investigation, offer to a committee of an equal number from 
each side some plan of solution for their problem. 
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The paper was adopted. The Report of the Special Committee 
was read before Synod. See Supplement to President’s Report. 


GOLDEN STATE LUTHERAN 


The Golden State Lutheran Committee has published four numbers 
of the paper during the synodical year. 


The financial report shows:

The small balance throws the question of the future of the paper 
again into the Synod. The question is a financial one. There are 
three methods of financing; individual subscriptions, congregational 
gifts, or Synodical appropriation. : 

Your Committee recommends that the publication of the paper be 
continued publishing six issues per year;-and second that the plan 
of the support be referred to the Executive Committee with power 


to act. 


EVANGELISM 


The Evangelistic Committee of U. L. C. A. has been urging the 
Evangelistic work of the church. The outline and plans have been 
set forth in the Lutheran. 

There is a new advance that is to be taken this fall in the observ- 
ance of the Reformation. It is to promote Educational Evangelism. 
The committee asks that in all Lutheran centers mass meetings be 
held in which may be given positive and definite expression to the 
power and possibilities of our Evangelical principles. The committee 
further asks that where mass meetings cannot be held, the pastor be 
urged to observe the Reformation by putting special emphasis on 
these same principles. 

We recommend the observance of this Reformation season accord- 
ing to the committee suggestion. 


The Advisory Member of the State Church Federation, Doctor W. 8. 
Dysinger, reported that he had not been notified of any meetings dur- 
ing the year and consequently nothing has been done. 


Synod adjourned in favor of a meeting of the Ministerium.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


With the records of another year before us, we meet today in our 
thirty-third annual convention, to review what has been accomplished 
and to plan work for the future. The year that has just closed has. 
been one of progress along all lines. The total receipts for the year 
were$7,192, as compared with $4,594 of the year before, or a gain of 
$2,598. 

Detail reports will be presented by the officers and department 
secretaries, which will tell the story of our growth. The work of 
organization has been extended. Two new societies have been 
formed—one in the Grace Lutheran congregation in Alhambra, the 
other in the Grace Lutheran congregation in Phoenix. This is en- 
couraging, but our goal should be, a Missionary Society in every 
church in our Synod. 


Bereavements 


Our hearts are saddened by the deaths of three of our faithful 
workers. Mrs. Helen C. Beegle, for ten years the Secretary of the 
Executive Committee, died in Altoona, Pa., March 12th, 1924; Miss 
Jessie Brewer, for thirty years a faithful and efficient missionary in 
India, died February lith, 1924; and Miss Sallie Protzman, for a 
great many years the secretary of the Literature Committee of the 
General Society, died July 29th, 1924. A suitable memorial service 
will be held during this convention, in honor of these noble women.

Study Class or Reading Circle during the year. 

4. That we remind the local societies that their contributions to 
the Synodical Fee and General Fund, Biennial Convention Expense 
Fund, are even more necessary than the Specials. 

5 That we continue our efforts to increase the number of sub- 
scriptions to our magazine. 

6. That each society be instructed to file with the Synodical Pres- 
ident the name and correct address of the President of their society. 

7. That in our Synodical and Conference Conventions more time 
be given to the work of the young women. 

In conclusion I want to thank the officers, department secretaries, 
and the program committee for their hearty co-operation and kind 
consideration. The task has been made pleasant by the courteous 
response you have given to my suggestions and requests.

REPORT OF THANK OFFERING SECRETARY 


Our Thank Offering for 1923-1924 amounted to $1587, an inerease 
of $322 over the previous year. All societies completd their work in 
time to send remittances and reports for the January quarter, which 
was most gratifying to officers of the department. 

The following facets gleaned from reports submitted to the Secre- 
tary are interesting and should provoke discussion at this Conven- 
tion: 23 organizations remitted Thank Offerings; 22 Women’s So- 
cieties and one Young Women’s Society. 


Only 16 societies reported to the Secretary in time for her to 
report to the General Secretary. Of this number only 18 used the

-This church since dedication has paid $350.00 per month on 
the church debt. 

On January 25, 1925, the First Lutheran Church of Glendale, Rev. 
Henry C. Funk, Ph. D., pastor, was dedicated The opening address was 
made by Rey. C. W. Maggart, D. D., and the sermon preachéd by Rev 
Geo. H. Hillerman, D. D., General Superintendent of the Western Dist- 
rict of Home Missions and Church Extension, In the afternoon the 
sermon was preached by your president and the act of dedication was 
performed by the pastor. On Tuesday evening following, a fellowship 
meeting was held at which time Rev. Herbert J. Weaver, D. D., presi- 
dent of the Southern Conference, made the address. The church build- 
ing together with the parsonage is an imposing structure, of Spanish 
Mission style. The entire property is valued at, about $50,000.00. 

On May 3, 1925, St. John’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, Gardena, 
Rev. W. F. Poat, LL. D, pastor, was dedicated. Sunday morning Rev. | 
George H. Hillerman, D. D., preached the sermon; in the afternoon Rev.

An Italian Lutheran Mission has been organized in San Francisco 
by the Immigrant Board. The first service was held January 25, 1925, 
and the church organized June 28, 1925 with twenty-five charter mem- 
bers. Rev. L. O. Pampana is in charge of the work. : 

On September 13, 1925, Field Missionary Rev. Edward P. Schueler, 
D. D., began Sunday School and morning service in the HEsterly Block 
at Florence and San Pedro Streets, Los Angeles. The attendance has 
been growing steadily.

Anniversaries, Improvements, Notable Events 


St. Matthew’s, San Francisco, celebrated its thirtieth anniversary 
February 8,.1925.

The following _ Tues- 
day evening; the Ladies Aid served a supper, a musical program was 
given and brief addresses were made by visitors. During the year Sv. 
Matthew’s has renovated the entire first story and installed :new 
heaters. The sum of $400.00 has been paid on the mortgage. 

St. Andrew’s, San Francisco, Rev. A. Jatho, pastor, purchased the 
southeast corner of Green and Gough Streets and plans for a new 
building are under way. 

First Church, Oakland, Rev. Wendell S. ‘Dysinger, pastor, in- 
stalled their new pipe organ December\ 31, 1924 New vestments for 
the choir also were provided by the Ladies Aid. 

St. Michael’s, Berkeley, Rev. Earnest A. Trabert, pastor, pur- 
chased the property adjoining the church property for the sum of 
$8,000.00. This) property is improved with a house which will be re- 
moved to make room for an enlarged building. A payment of $1,000.00 
was also made on the parsonage property of the congregation. 

Christ Church, Alameda, Rev. Oscar H. Gruver, D. D, pastor. A 
new roof was put on the church build'ng at a cost of $230.00. 

St. John’s, Oakland, Rev. Henry Wiemken, pastor, sold one of its 
lots for $1000.00 and has another for sale for $1600.00 thus receiving as 
much for two lots as the church. paid at first for six, and having ample 
ground remaining for a church and parsonage. 

St. John’s, Sacramento, Rev. Charles F. Oehler, D. D., pastor. The 
Ladies Aid Society installed four electroliers in the church at: a cost of 
$540.00. 

First Church, Sacramento, Rev. W. L. Rutherford, D. D., pastor, has 
passed through a trial because of the illness of the pastor. During this 
time the services have been held regularly by the pastor’s; wife, who 
has filled the pulpit very ably and acceptably. The work is progressing 
nicely. 

Grace Church, San Jose, Rev. William HE. Crouser, D. D., pastor 
through the will of Mrs. Grace Starmann, came into possession of a 
valuable property consisting of a six room cottage and a large lot 
valued at $6,000.00. 

Bethel Church, San Jose, Rev. Emil Meyer, pastor, improved its 
church property by painting the tower and church roof and by the con- 
struction of concrete walks and the planting of fruit trees. The attend- 
ance increased 800 % in sixteen months. 

St. Paul’s Fresno, Rev. Herman Lucas, pastor. The Sunday

St. John’s, Monrovia, Rev. Albert Fiebelkorn. October 2, 1925, this 
congregation, with the aid of the local Church Extension Society, pur- 
chased a lot 54 by 160 feet, on a desirable corner with a nine room 
house and double garage for $6650.00. Plans for a new church are under 
way 

St. Luke’s, Huntington Park, Rev. Herbert J. Weaver, D. D., pastor, 
purchased the southwest corner of Saturn and Stafford Avenues for 
$7,000.00 and’ expects to build a new church as soon as their present 
lot can be sold. 

Grace Church, Alhambra, Rey. D. Edward Wright, pastor, has com- 
pleted its’ new church with the exception of furnishing the auditorium. 
The style of architecture is Tudor Gothic, and the building is of brick 
and concrete construction. The approximate completed cost is $17,000.00 
exclusive of lots. The congregation plans to dedicate May 16, 1926. 

St. Mark’s, Los Angeles, Rev. C. W. Maggart, D. D., pastor. This 
church paid its loan of $1,000.00 to the Board of Home Missions. and 
Church Extension. In the payment of this loan $750.00 was borrowed 
from.one of its members. On November 29, 1925, the church came into 
possession of $1,000.00 from the estate of Mrs. J. D. Gallatin. This 
legacy is to become the beginning of a new property fund. 

First Church, San Bernardino, Rev. H. J. Mathias, pastor, received 
an outright donation of a lot 50 by 140 feet on a prominent corner near 
the city School buildings from the Farms Company. This section is 
building up rapidly and the First Church hopes to open a branch Sun- 
day School there in the near future.

Thd last: visitation was that of Rev. Edgar Grim Miller, D. D., 
Executive Secretary of the Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief, 
who visited the, churches and spoke in the interest of the $5,000,000 
endowment fund to be raised. He and Rev. I. C. Hoffman, D. D., are the 
official representatives of the United Lutnterau Church to this conven- 
tion of California Synod. This Synod is truly grateful to the various 
Boards for these visitations by their representatives. 

Discipline 

The case of Rev. William S. Dysinger, D. D, has been placed 
before Synod at the special meeting. 

The decree of suspension issued against Rev. F. Felician Fritzler 
was extended one year at the last convention of Synod. ‘Provided, 
however, that if in the meantime Mr. Fritzler surrenders his ordination 
papers to the president of Synod, the case against him be dropped.” 
(See Minutes of Synod, page 386), Mr. Fritzler did not surrender his 
ordination papers but a few weeks ago wrote the president of Synod 
that he would be willing to appear before Synod to answer any ques- 
tion pertaining to his case. The president advised him to appear at 
Synod, assuring him that his case would be referred to the proper 
committee.

Inasmuch as the United Lutheran Church is given power under its con- 
stitution to lay apportionments on its constituent Synods for benevolent 
work and has defined the basis on which these apportionments can be 
equitably distrbuted, namely, ° ‘Current Expenses’? and ‘‘Confirmed mem- 
bers,” and inasmuch as it is made the duty of the Executive Board of the 
United Lutheran Church to “Coordinate the work of the entire body,’ 
the Executive Board therefore instructed the secretary to use all dilli-_ 
gence to have every congregation connected with the Synod to report 
fully each year in accordance with the rubrics of the official parochial 
blank and to instruct its statistical and historical secretary to insert the, 
figures of the last report presented, where these are lacking in the 
membership column. 

8. Commendation of Pacific Theological Seminary, (p. 335.) 
Resolved, that we commend the Pacific Theological Seminary to the 
hearty support and sympathy of the Church, Synods, congregations and 
individuals.

REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN 


Your Statistician herewith presents the tabulation of the work of 
the congregations of Synod for the past sixteen months. Healthful pro- 
gress is to be noted in practically all organizations and congregations. 
The year might be especially characterized as one of material prosperity. 
The total value of church property now exceeds a million dollars—an in- 
crease of $240,682 for the year: An increase of 69,254 is also to be 
noted in the current and unusual expenses. 


Notwithstanding heavy losses in the “otherwise” column, the 
baptized members show an increase of 1220, confirmed members 193, 
and communicant members 43. 

There are three additional men’s organizations with an increase of 
44 members; 7 more women’s societies with 112 additional members, 
also an increase of seven young people’s societies with 153 members_ 

The Pastors are to be commended for the care and promptness 
with which the reports have been filled out and forwarded. Three or 
four still cling to the discarded system of decimal parts of the dollar, 
unmindful of the fact that the even dollar plan has been in use for the 
past ten years.

The Revs. E. M. Stensrud, president of the California Circuit of 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church in America, and’ C. 0. Lundquist, ex- 
president of the California Conference of the Augustana Synod, were 
introduced, and were invited to sit with Synod as advisory members. 


The bar of Synod was limited to the first eight pews in the front 
part of the church. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE REPORT. 


Since the Meeting of Synod in September, 1924, eight regular 
meetings have been held, and three special meetings of the Executive 
Committee. The acts of the special meetings were all ratified by and 
made a part of the proceedings of the regular meetings. 

The following is a summary of the Committee’s acts: 

October 17,1924, the unfinished business of Synod, that is, action. 
on the Report of the Executive Committee see minutes, 1924, pp. 20, 
21.) which was ordered tabled, and was not afterwards acted on, was 
taken up, and declared adopted, to conform with other actions ot Synod. 
(pp. 21, 34.) e 

A complete statement concerning the securing of the home of Mrs. 
Caroline M. Stumpf for the Home for the Aged was made by the Financ- 
ial Secretary. Ordered placed on file as part of the minutes of this 
meeting; and tbe course of the secretary in the transaction was ap- 
proved. (See File, “A’”) ; 

Revs. EH. A. Trabert, J. W. Ball and A. EH. Isham were appointed 
as the Synod’s Student’s Committee. 

January 12, 1925. The names of Rev. Dr. W. L. Rutherford and 
Charles H. Day were placed on the roll of Synod. 

The President of Synod reported the appointment of the following 
committees: Golden State Lutheran—John A. M. Ziegler, Wendell S. 
Dysinger and EH. P. Schueler. Special Committee to investigate condi- 
tions in the First Church, Los Angeles—Revs. O. H. Gruver, H. J. Mathias 
A. KE. Isham, J. J. Chambers and H. C. Funk. This) committee was 
called to meet with the Executive Committee in the Y. M. C. A., Los 
Angeles, Jan. 20, 1925. 

The expense for the first issue of the Golden State Lutheran for 
the synodical year was: guaranteed, and the plan of securing subscrip- 
tions from congregations and individuals was endorsed. 

The Synodical Mission Board recomMended the purchase of a 15 
acre tract in Sierra Madre as desirable for the location of the Home for 
the Aged. Action on the same was deferred until January 20. 

January 20, 1925. The Synodical Mission Board recommended the 
purchase of approximately 4% acres in Sierra Madre for the Home for 
the Aged, at a cost of $12,500 or less, in preference to the property recom- 
mended on January 12. The following unsnimous action was taken by 
the Executive Committee: 1. Resolved, That the Executive committee 
antborize negotiations for the purchase of the site for the Home for 
the Aged as above recommended, subject to the approval of the Mission- 
avy Committee of the Southern Conference. 
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In the absence of Rev. A. E. Isham, on the recommendation of 
the Bxecutive Committee, the President of Synod appointed Mr. E. A. 
Morrison on the Committee on the First Church, Los Angeles. 

March 6 1925. The name of Rev. S. T. Himes was placed on 
the roll of Synod. The President was authorized to issue a license 
to Mr. Martin Frederickson for one year. 

Concerning the Church at Alpaugh, the following action was taken: 


Resolved, That we recommend to the members of the Alpaugh 
congregation that they sell their church property to the highest bidder, 
that the claims of the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
and of the Synod of California be satisfied, that the remainder of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale be placed in the Treasury of Synod for use by the First 
Church of Fresno, under direction of the Synodical Mission Board; and 
that the furnishings and other movable effects be donated to the Same 
church. 

The carrying out of the above action was put into the hands of Dr. 
Gruver. 

The Treasurer of Synod was authorized to borrow as needed, to 
the amount of $1,000. The action of the Treasurer in paying the expense 
of the Committee of Five on the First Church, Los Angeles, was ratified. 


June 3, 1925. An invitation to hold the next convention of Synod 
in St. John’s Church, Sacramento, was) accepted with thanks. Mr. C, 
L. Birch having resigned from the Executive Committee, Mr. J. Joer- 
gensen was elected in his place. 

The proposed visitation of our churches by Rev. Dr. C. H. B. 
Lewis, Field Secretary of the Parish and Church School Board of the 
U. L. C. A., was approved. : 

The Secretary was instructed to notify Dr. Edgar Grim Miller that 
we welcome his proposed visitation of our churches in the interest of the 
Board of Ministerial Pensions -and Relief, and that we suggest that he 
arrange also to meet with Synod. Dr. Ziegler was asked to arrange the 
itinerary of Dr. Miller. 

The expense of the Secretary in visiting the Northern Conference 
was ordered paid out of the Home for the Aged Treasury. 

September 8, 1925. The names of Rev. Herman Lucas and Dr. 
G. Bayard Young were placed on the roll of Synod. 

At the request of the President of Synod, Dr. Gruver made a 
report for the Special Investigation Committee of Synod concerning 
conditions in the First. Church. Los Angeles, being the offer of a plan 
of solution for the difficulties. (See File B.’”’) 

The President also presented a request from 26 members of the 
First Church, together with an affidavit from Five members of the 
council of said church. (See File “C’’.) 

After mature and prayerful consideration of the entire situation, 
the following action was unanimously taken: (See File “D.’’) 

A copy of the above action was sent to the pastor, to the secre- 
tary of the church council, and to one member of the dissenting party 
of the First Church. 

The President of Synod was requested to call a special meeting 
of Synod, at such time and place as he might decide, should the mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee in the South deem such meeting 
necessary. 

Dr. Gruver reported a fund, called the “Julia Huebner Fund,” of 
which he is trustee, and in which the Synod of California is to share 
as a beneficiary. The following was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That Rev. O. H. Gruver be hereby authorized, provided 
he thinks it necessary, to retain the services of the law firm of Snook 
and Brown to protect the Synod’s interest, in case the fund is attacked. 
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October 26, 1925. The southern members met in informal con- 
ference, at the request of the President, to consult about further action 
to be taken concerning conditions in the First Church, Los Angeles. 

It was agreed, should it become necessary for the President to 
appoint a Committee of Investigation, that the Secretary should pre- 
pare a full statement of the case. 

The name of Rey. L. O. Pampana was placed on the roll. 


November 17, 1925. The President having appointed an Investi- 
gation Committee, to consider complaints against Dr. W. S. Dysinger, 
a joint meeting of this committee and the Eecutive Committee was, held. 

{t was resolved to recommend to Synod’ that Synod approve the 
adoption of an amendment to Art. IX, Sec. 1. of the Constitution of the 
U. L. C. A. (See Minutes of U. L. C., 1924, pp. 24, 48.) 


November 30, 1925. The southern members met to receive and 
consider the report of the Investigation Committee of Three. (See File, 
for copy of report.) 

The report was accepted, and the Committee was instructed to 
prepare specific charges against Dr. Dysinger, in accordance with their 
findings. 


In accordance with the Executive Committee’s action of September 
8, it was recommended to the president that a special meeting of Synod 
be called for Tuesday, December 29, 1925, at 10:00 a. m., in St. Mark’s 
Church, Los Angeles, for the purpose of acting on the charges above 
referred to. 


December 29, 1925. St. Luke’s Church, Huntington Park. 

Owing to the fact that a restraining court order had interfered 
with the holding of a special session of Synod in Los Angeles, December 
29, 1925, it was decided to recall the announcement for the regular 
meeting of Synod in Sacramento for January 26,, and saMe was 
changed to San Francisco, for February 9, 1926, at 10:00 a. m., in the 
First Church. 

The Synod, through the members of the Board of Trustees, being 
cited to appear in the Superior Court on January 5, to show cause why 
a temporary injunction should not be granted prohibiting them from 
calling or holding any meeting of members of Synod in Los Angeles, 
Mr. Clarence B. Runkle, attorney, was called in and requested to ar- 
range for legal counsel for the hearing on January 5. 


The following unanimous action wasi taken: 
Resolutions of Confidence } 


Whereas, It has come to the attention of the Executive Committee 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California, that statements are 
being made that reflect on the integrity of the Rev. Oscar H. Gruver, 
D. D., and that serious accusations are lodged against him by Persons 
who, however, are by no means disinterested; and 

Whereas, out of a total of thirty-two years in the Gospel ministry, 
he has spent twenty-eight years in the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
California, during which time he has served the Synod in various 
positions of trust and of influence; be it therefore, 

Resolved that we place on record our appreciation of his faith- 
ful and disinterested services in the various offices he has filled; and 

Resolved, That nothing short of convincing evidence will lead us 
to alter our estimate of his integrity. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be presented to the Synod at the 
annual convention in San Francisco, February 9, 1926, with the recom- 
mendation that they be adopted, also, by the Synod. 
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January 5, 4:00 p. m. Court House, Los Angeles. 

Revs. Snyder, Weaver, Ziegler and Mr. Koehler present, also 
Clarence B. Runkle. In view of the court decision, denying the petition 
of members of the council of the First Church, Los Angeles, for a tem- 
porary injunction against the holding of Synod in Los Angeles, the regu- 
lar meeting having already been changed by order of the Wxecutive Com. 
mittee from Sacramento to San Francisco, the President of Synod was 
requested to call another special meeting of Synod in San Francisco 
at such hour as he may decide, on the day of the meeting of the regular 
session. 

February 6, 1926, 9:00 a. m. Huntington Park. Snyder, Weaver, 
Ziegler and Koehler, present. 

The investigation Committee of three in the Dr. Dysinger case, 
namely Drs. Bali and Scheuler, and Rev. W. H. Derr, were chosen as the 
counsel for the Synod in the Dysinger trial at the special and regular 
sessions of Synod to convene in San Francisco, February 9, 1926, as well 
as before the Committee on Discipline; also Clarence B. Runkle to act 
as legal counsel in the case.

STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Your committee realizes the impossible task of giving anything 
like an adequate report of the religious state of the church. It is true 
in congregations, as well as in individuals, that “by their fruits ye shall 
know them,” but cold statistics placed into our hands represent certain 
activities, but cannot represent the spiritual fruits of a people, for we 
cannot record spiritual emotions. 

However, statistics do give a certain indication of temperature in 
a congregation, and upon such indications we base our report. 

Owing to the fact that four of our congregations failed to report, — 
the statistics are incomplete. 

We find that the machinery of the church has.been running with 
about the same efficiency as in former years. The regular services have 
been held, children baptized and confirmed, others received into fellow- 
ship by restoration, while many have changed about through letters of 
transfer. There has been little indication of “speeding up,” or any 
astonishing increase in production, especially from the raw material of 
the world. Our memberships are increased through transfer largely; 
some few of the churches have had large accessions through restora- 
tions of those who had become indifferent, but there are no great num- 
ber of accessions from the great multitudes who know not God through 
the saving grace of His .Son. 

It is also revealed that the pastors know very little about the reli- 
gious life and customs of their people in their homes. Only eight out 
of thirty reports give anything definite on the subject. There are some, 
no doubt, in every congregation who maintain the family altar. One 
congregation reports one third of its families) observing this custom; 
one is given at 15%; three at 10%; the other three less than this number. 

We also find that of the thirty reports submitted, twenty record 
no mid-week service, except during Lent. Conditions may have so chang- 
ed in these days that it is impracticable to hold such service, but we still 
believe that the weekly prayer meeting is a potent factor in keeping up 
the spiritual fervor of the congregation, even though not largely attend- 
ed. God has not failed in His promise that ‘where two or three are 
gathered together in My name, there am I in the midst of them.” 

It is with deep concern that we record the fact that there are no 
candidates for the ministry reported. There is but one volunteer for 
mission work. 

In several instances the young people’s work is reported good, but 
in most cases it is reported fair, whatever that may signify. The 
women’s auxiliaries\ receive the highest praise for activity, while men’s 
organizations, which are few in number, are variously reported as 
“sood,” “fair,” “poor; etc: 

The purpose of this survey is not meant to cause discouragement, 
but present facts, which may help us in our planning for future efforts 
in the cause. : 

The encouraging things reported are the church attendance, 
creditable accessions, faithfulness in bringing children for baptism, in- 
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struction in the catechism and confirmation of the young. With few ex- 
ceptions the reports trom the Sunday Schools are very encouraging; 
increased interest and efficiency is generally recorded. 

The financial obligations in the local churches are in most cases 
faithfully met, while some congregations are notable examples for meet- 
ing and even exceeding their benevolent obligations. The per capita 
for all local expenses, based upon communicant list, shows six churches 
to be above 50% Hollywood leads. with $101.00, followed by First 
Church, Fresno, $55.00; Grace, Alhambra, $55.00; St. Luke’s, Huntington 
Park, $52; St. Mark’s Los Angeles, $51.00; Trinity, Pasadena, $50.00, 
Of this group the mission congregations lead, and are worthy of com- 
mendation. 

We regret the number of churches reporting deficits in benev- 
olences.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


One student, Mr. Alfred J. Buckingham, has received financial 
assistance from the Synod of California, during the past year. He has 
not only pursued his theological studies at the Pacific Theological 
Seminary with commendable zeal; he has also been in charge of St. 
James Mission, Seattle, from which excellent reports of his devoted and 
efficient services have been received. We recommend that $200 be 
appropriated to him during the synodical year. 

Geo. H. Black, who since his graduation from Midland College a 
year and a half ago, has been teaching at Schuyler, Nebraska, writes 
that he is desirous of taking up his theological studies at Western 
Theological Seminary this fall. We.recommend that $100 be granted 
him during the coming Synodical year. 

A request has come from Mr. L. J. Jensen, a student in the Pacific 
Theological Seminary, for aid in the continuance of his studies. The 
request has the hearty endorsement of the Dean of the Seminary, and 
is further backed up by an appeal from the Committee on Ministerial 
Education of the Pacific Synod, for student aid funds. We recommend 
that $200 be appropriated tq the Committee on Ministerial Education 
of the Pacific Synod to be expended at their direction.

SNYODICAL MISSION BOARD 


The Synodical Mission Board herewith presents to the Synod a 
report of its activities throughout the synodical year. 


Composition of Board 


The Synodical Mission Board is one of the two agencies of the 
Synod for taking care of the mission work of the Synod between its 
annual conventions. Because of this fact it is a very important auxil- 
iary of the Synod. Great care should be taken in the selection of its 
members that they possess the true missionary spirit and some adminis- 
trative ability. Generally speaking the members of the Board should be 
selected from the self-supporting congregationg (though this is not ab- 
‘solutely essential in a missionary Synod like ours), and the members 
should be men who can give time and attention to the work. It is not 
well that a man who is holding other positions of trust and labor in the 
Synod should have the labor of this Board laid upon him when there 
are others within the Synod who can fill the position as well or better 
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than he. However, the membership of this Board should be well con- 
verged within each Conference so as to make frequent assembling’ of 
the Conference committees easy and inexpensive, without loss of too 
much time. There are members now on the Board who would consider 
it a favor to be released of this part of their duties in the Synod. 

No change in the personnel of the Board has taken place during the 
year. However, because of the change of time of the meeting of the 
Synod, and the continuance of the spring and autumn meetings of the 
Conferences, an adjustment should be made by the Synod as to the 
vice-presidents, their time of taking office, their election, etc., because 
the vice-presidents of the Synod are members of the Synodical Mission 
Board ex officio. 

Meetings 

During the year ten meetings of the Board were held, some of 
which were special meetings. The expense incident to these meetings 
was $129.60. A good attendance of members and complete harmony pre- 
vailed in the Board throughout the year. 

Field Missionaries 

Early im December, 1924, the resignation of Rev. H. C. Gans as 
Field Missionary of the Northern, Conference was presented to the 
Board and accepted to take effect December 31, 1924. Rev. Gans went 
to Nebraska to take up another line of work for a time. The vacancy 
has not yet been filled. 

Rev. E. P. Schueler, field missionary of the Southern Conference, 
has labored faithfully throughout the year. He took care of the mission 
at Monrovia until a pastor was secured and then began canvassing the 
Goodyear district of Los Angeles, and is still developing that work l!ook- 
ing to an early organization of it. With the cooperation of the field 
missionary, services were conducted at Sierra Madre by Dr. Ziegler 
for about four months with the purpose of holding the field in connec- 
tion with the Home for the Aged. 

New Missionaries 

Two new missionaries have come to the Synod and taken charge 
of missions—Rev. W. L. Rutherford, D. D., at Sacramento, and Rev. S. T. 
Himes, Ph.D., at Richmond. Rev. A. Fiebelkorn was called to Mon- 
rovia, Rev. W. J. Dentler to Redlands and Rev. G. Wenning to Sanger. 
These were the only changes of pastors! among our missionaries through- 
out the year. 

Italian Mission 

During the year work among the Italians of San Francisco was be- 
gun by the Immigrants’ Mission Board, and Rev. L. O. Pampana was 
put in charge as the missionary. Rev. Pampana has done excellent work 
in gathering a congregation together. The President of the Immigrants’ 
Mission Board: asked the Synodical Mission Board to look after this 
work in a general way, and the Synodical Mission Board referred it to 
the Northern Conference committee. Some provision should be made 
to help Rev. Pampana and his people more effectively. 

New Mission Buildings 

Three missions have begun building operations on new churches 
during the year. The church at’Gardena is completed and occupied. The 
‘churches at Alhambra and Hollenbeck Heights, Los Angeles, are in pro- 
cess of erection. Three other missions are perfecting plans for new 
church edifices, each having purchased lots. They are Richmond, Mon.- 
rovia, and Huntington Park. 

Santa Barbara Earthquake Relief 

The earthauake that occurred on June 29, 1925, damaged the church 

building of the Santa Barbara Mission to the extent of more than $2000. 
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The mission has been helped, in rehabilitating its buiiding by the gen- 
erous gifts of churches and individuals within our Synod and elsewhere, — 
go that repairs and some needed improvements are possible and are be- 
ing made. 
Loan Returned eae 

St. John’s, Oakland, has paid off during the year its loan from the 
Synod. The note given for this loan called for the payment of inter- 
est. It is, however, recommended that the interest be waived and do- 
nated to the congregation in appreciation of their promptness in pay- 
ment, and that the note be cancelled and returned. 


Vacancies ; 


Salinas has been vacant throughout the year except for occasional 
services provided by the pastor of Grace Church, San Jose. However, in 
September, 1925, Rev. E. Meyer, of Bethel Church, San Jose, was made 
supply pastor of our Salinas Mission. He held services regularly to the 
end of the year and succeeded in creating new interest in the congregation 
there. We believe that such an arrangement might well continue indefi- 
nitely. 

Alpaugh has been vacant for several years, but the congregational 
organization is maintained. Here is a good church building that should 
be utilized. If it could be sold and the claims of the Church Extension 
Board of California Synod be satisfied, and the remainder of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale devoted to some other mission, it would be a happy 
solution. 

Home for the Aged 

By action of the Synod at its last meeting, the supervision of the 
establishing of the Home for the Aged was placed in the care of this 
Board. The Board took action entrusting this duty to the Southern Con-- 
ference Committee for present oversight, that committee to report to the 
Board. 

A canvass of the Southern Conference churches by the Financial 
Secretary of the Home resulted in subscriptions sufficient to warrant the 
purchase on advantageous terms of a desirable piece of property at Sierra 
Madre for the location of the Home. Several payments have been made 
on the property. A special report of activities in regard to this Home 
for the Aged will be presented at this Convention of the Synod by Dr. 
Ziegler. 

Superintendent of Missions 

The merging of the five mission agencies of the United Lutheran 
Church into the Board of American Missions will be consummated during 
the year 1926. Altho the plans as outlined by the Commission have not 
yet been endorsed by the Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church, 
yet it is evident that the initiative for mission development will be placed 
squarely on the respective Synods. : 

Our present agency for this work is the Synodical Mission Board, 
yet as additional to this agency it seems possible that another might be 
employed to advantage; namely, a Superintendent of Missions. The ob- 
stacles to this are great. However, because of the proximity of our 
Synod to the Pacific Synod, because of the limited membership in each 
Synod, and because of the expense involved in a Superintendent of Mis- 
sions, it has been suggested that an inter-Synodical Superintendent of 
Missions be considered, and that if thought advisable, our Synodical 
Board be authorized to enter into negotiations with the Synodical Mission 
Board of the Pacific Synod looking to such co-operation. 


Home Mission Co-Operation 
The time has come, it would seem, when co-operation and comity in 
Mission work among the several branches of our church using the same 
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'. language and confessing the same faith should be entered into. This 


is especially true of those branches of the church now working together — 
in the National Lutheran Council. Instead of establishing two or three 
missions in one community where one could serve the community well, 
there should be an allotment of one field to one branch of the church, and 
another field to another branch, as their several claims and ability may 
become apparent. Such a plan has been worked out and hag received 
the endorsement of our General Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension. We believe it can be applied to the territory of California 
Synod and should be included in the program of the Synodical Mission 
Board for the coming year. 


Home Mission Budget 


Highteen Missions have been given aid during the Synodical year. 
Six of these missions provided parsonages for their pastors. Fifteen of 
these missions during the year reduced the aid asked from the General 
Board from $25.00 to $150.00 each, totaling $925.00 reduction. One new 
mission—Monrovia—was received on the funds of the Board and one 
Mission—Salinas—received no aid. The amount of the salary promised 
to the pastors of these eighteen missions was $30,675.00 or an average 
salary of $1704.00. Of this amount the missions promised to pay $15,- 
290.00 or an average of $849.00; and the Board gave $15,385.00, or an av- 
erage of $855.00. Our Synod has not yet established a minimum salary 
for its missionaries. It would seem that sucha basis is desirable. How- 
ever, our Synodical Mission Board has tried to increase the salaries of 
the missionaries until they would receive at least) the average salary, 
by encouraging the congregations to increase their pledges to the pas- 
tor’s support. The Board has been successful to a limited degree in this 
effort. 

Quarterly Reports 

These reports have been received with commendable regularity and 
presented to the Board, which carefully considered them. In all the mis- 
sions except one, the membership has consistently increased during the 
year. Also with rare exception, the local expenses of the mission have 
been met. Several missions, however, have failed in paying their full appor- 
tionment both to California Synod and to the United Lutheran Church. 
They give varying excuses for this failure, all of which, it seems to the 
Board, are not valid and would not have been necessary if the pastor and 
church council had put forth a little extra effort. It is proper that a 
mission receiving aid from the Mission Board should pay the apportion- 
ment in full as an expression of gratitude for the assistance rendered 
to them, and also as showing their readiness to help other missions that 
are in need of aid from the Board. 

: The Future 


Our Synod is a missionary Synod. Only one congregation, St. John’s 
Lutheran, Sacramento, is in our connection that has not received mis- 
sion aid, and there are only a few pastors among us who have not at 
one time or another served mission congregations within the bounds 
of California Synod. 

The establishment and development of new missions has been the 
making and is today the hope of our Synod’s prosperity. Our Synod 
should set a goal of at least two new missions in each Conference each 
year. It can be done. Respectfully submitted,

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON AUXILIARY ORGANIZATIONS 


The name of this Committee needs a definition. Translated into 
simple terms) it refers. to the men’s, women’s and young people’s organi- 
zations. As constituted today the Church functions largely through 
organizations, and that church is usually the more efficient in its work 
which is wisely organized in its departments. 

From the Statistical Secretary’s report we learn that there are 14 
Men’s Societies with a membership of 397. This is an increase of 20% 
in. the number of organizations and 10% in number of Members. ” 

There are 59 Women’s Organizations with a membership of 1725, 
an increase of about 15% in both number of, societies and members. 

In our Young People’s work there are 37 societies with a meniber- 
ship of 796; this is an increase of 20% over last year. 

It is gratifying to render this report, for it shows that, with all of 
the deficiencies, the church is advancing. The organization which should 
require our most serious attention is that of the men. It would seem 
that every church would have an active organization of its men, but 
the fact is that out of 35 congregations in| the Synod there are less 
than 25% which have men’s organizations. Only those who have ex- 
perienced the benefits of a live organization of men can realize its real 
significance in the life of the congregation. 

Your Committee recommends that greater efforts be put forth by 
our pastors to inform themselves concerning the organized work of 

the men in the United Lutheran Church, and that the effort be made 
to form: an organization of the men in each congregation.

HOME FOR THE AGED 
(Historical Statement by the Financial Secretary) 


On January 29, 1925 by recommendation of the Synodical 
Mission Board, and authorized by the Executive Committee, a location for 
the Home was secured, consisting approximately of 4% acres, in the 
city of Sierra Madre. : 

To the present time $5,219.93 has been collected for the Purchase 
Fund. 

A Promotion Fund was started to cover current expenses. The 
promotion of this fund was laid before the District Luther League and 
the local Leagues in the Southern Conferenece. This effort can scarcely 
be considered a success. : 

Three payments have been made on the grounds as follows: 

$2,500.00 at the time of purchase. 

$1,500.00 July 29, 1925. 

$1,000.00 January 29, 1926, together with interest to date. There is 
still an available subscription amounting to $1,575, part of which is in 
wills. : 

The deed to the property is now in escrow. ‘ 

The Synod is now in possession of a sightly and desirable property, 
in a location that is considered to be ideal.

Overtures have been made by the California Circuit of the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church to the Synod of California, the Pacifie District 
of the Augustana Synod, representatives of the Joint Synod of Ohio, and 
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the Danish Synod to merge their forces in the establishment of a college 
in California. Several informal conferences have been held by the rep- 
resentatives of these bodies and two things have already been tenta- 
tively agreed upon. | 
First, that a joint Lutheran College in California, founded and sup- 
ported by the different Lutheran bodies, is desirable and ‘possible. : 
Second, that this cofége shall be located in Southern California. 
Committees are at work at this time upon the formation cf 
a more complete basis of co-operation. 
We recommend: ; 
A. That the Synod of California endorse the project of a 
joint Lutheran College in Southern California. 
B. That Dr. Stensrud of the Norwegian Church be heard at 
this time.

Your committee on letters and papers received three communi-_ 
cations consisting of: 

First, a letter and bulletin from National Lutheran Council. All 
of the bulletins have in the last six months been received by the cleri- 
cal members of this Synod. The President in his report asked the Synod 
for an appropriation of $285, which report was adopted. No further 
action is needed on the part of the Synod. ; 

Second, a letter from Rev. J. Roy Strock, submitting an itinerary 
‘for his coming visit in March. We recommend that the President of 
the Northern Conference and the President of the Southern Conference ~ 
respectively, arrange with him, the dates for his visit to the several 
churches. 

Third, a letter from Rev. A. C. Petersen in which he complains that

STATE FEDERATION OF CHURCHES 


The California State Church Federation held its Annual Conven-- 
tion in the Palace Hotel, San Francisco, on the morning and afternoon 
of May 26th. All the leading denominations of the State were represent- 
ed and the sessions were devoted to the discussion of the vital interests 
of the Kingdom. Such matters as the following were given careful con- 
sideration: Evangelism, Co-operative Protestanism, Need and Force of 
Religious) Education, Week Day Religious Education, Daily Vacation 
Bible Schools,, International Relations, and Church Federation and the 
Legislature. 

The Federation was active during the year along, several lines 
and the defeat in the legislature of a bill that was. proposed to tax the 
churches, is largely due to the Federation’s efforts. 

It was announced that the Yosemite National Park Church was 
soon to be a reality. This project has since been incorporated, with a 
board of trustees chosien from the Christian denominations of the State. 
Dr. W. S. Dysinger and your delegate have been selected as the Lutheran 
preachers for the coming season. 

Several disputes arose from the location of new missions and the 
re_location of old congregations, and the office of the Federation was 
sought in an amicable adjustment. The manner in which these delicate 
matters were handled, was marked by keen wisdom, thoroughness, fair- 
ness, and broad Christian sympathy. 

Arrangements are now being made to hold a Congress on Reli- 
giousHducation in San Francisco, February 28th and March 1st and 2nd. 
Our Synod should be officially represented in this Congress, and give 
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its support to the State-wide program for Religious Kducation. The 
Executive Committee of the State Federation consists of 55 of the most 
prominent Christian workers of the State, with whom it is a high honor 
and a coveted privilege to be associated.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF CHURCH SCHOOLS 


Considerable time has elapsed since the last meeting of Synod— 
sufficient, in fact, to have accomplished a great work in the schools of 
the churches. From the data which we have been able to gather; while 
no phenomenal advance in any one line is marked, we are led to be- 
lieve that great good has been done and considerable progress made in 
all departments. ; 

Improvements in the equipment and accomodations of many of the 
schools have been provided, as! well as improved methods introduced. 

Out of the 35 report blanks sent out to that number of schools of 
the Synod, 13 were returned, showing how easily we forget admonitions 
and resolutions to be prompt in replying to requests of officers and com- 
mittees of Synod. From these we glean the following: Most schocls 
elect officers and teachers in December and January; all use our own 
publications, monthly meetings of officers and teachers are held in most 
of the schools, and a few have teacher training classes. 

A further survey of the parochial reports shows that during the 
year there has been a total increase in the number of scholars of 358, 
and in the number of officers and teachers of 51. Taking into considera- 
tion the time element, the increase is about the same as for the previous 
synodical year. : 

During the last week in October and the first week in November, 
it was’ the good fortune of the schools! to be visited by the Rev. Dr. 
Charles H. B. Lewis, Field Secretary of the Church and Parish School 
Board. Special conferences, institutes, and public meetings, were held in 
the various cities and churches of the Synod, the results of which we hope 
will continue to be manifest for years. 

During the year your Secretary received copies of an address 
delivered before the Northern Conference of the Synod, by Rev. E. A. 
Trabert, and printed at the request of the Conference. The subject 
discussed is, “The Efficient Sunday School’ and it is very ably presented. 
We heartily recommend this leaflet to all our schools, feeling that they 
will be enabled to reach a much greater degree of efficiency by follow- 
ing the suggestions there laid down, as far as possible.

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REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE UNITED 
LUTHERAN CHURCH CONVENTION 


_ Inasmuch as the printed minutes of the Convention of the United 
Lutheran Church, held in Chicago October 21-29, 1924, are in possession 
of every pastor of the Synod, your delegation will merely report impor- 
tant actions touching this Synod or its congregations. 

The opening service was held in Wicker Park Lutheran Church, 
Dr. S. P. Long, pastor. Dr. F. H. Knubel, President of the United 
Lutheran Church, preached the sermon based on John 20:21-23, his theme 
being, “Forgiveness of Sins, the Message of the Church.” All the other 
sessions were held im’ the auditorium of the Edgewater Beach Hotel 
which was headquarters for the Convention. A fine Christian spirit 
and good humor prevaded the entire Convention and there was evidence 
of the presence and guidance of God in all the sessions. A message 
from President Coolidge was received which touched a responsive chord 
in every heart and brought the Convention to its feet, while all joined 
in singing, “America.” i 

I.—Actions of the United Lutheran Church 


1. The time of the Convention of the United Lutheran Church 
will remain the same. Only twenty-six of the Synods expressed a pre- 
ference, and of those the majority preferred the fall of the year. 

Zz. Action was taken approving a plan for the amalgamation of the 
five Home Mission Agencies) of the Church. into one General Board, 
which is to function through the Synodical authorities, this new plan 
going into effect January 1, 1926. 

3. The name of the Board of Ministerial Relief was ehanged to the 
Board of Ministerial-Pensions and Relief. The following action Was 
approved, relating to the campaign authorized by the Buffalo Convention 
for the raising of a $5,000,000 endowment fund for the Board: 

“That a period of one year preceding the tenth) anniversary of 
the United Lutheran Church and six months succeeding, shall be given 
to the Board for campaign purposes; that the raising of this fund shall 
be made to mark the tenth anniversary of the United Lutheran Church, 
and that no campaign shall be organized prior to the one of the Board 
of Ministerial Relief.” Pastors were requested to present annually 
the cause of Ministerial Pensions. 

4. The Board of Foreign Missions reported two forward steps 
which the Synods and congregations are called on to support. 

(a) Concerning the Andhra Christian College: 

“RESOLVED that the Board of Foreign Missions be authorized — 

to accept the invitation of the Andhra Christian Council, in India | 

to establish a first grade college for the Telugu Area., India. 

(b) Owing to the financial djsablement of the Berlin Missionary 

Society, the Shantung field maintained by the Society be taken over 

by the United Lutheran Church. The sum of $185,000 was agreed 

upon as the purchase price, the money to be paid in ten install- 
ments. ‘ 
Il. On Matters Referred to the District Synods. 

1. An amendment to the Constitution, Article IX, Section I has 
already been recommended to Synod by the Executive Committee of 
Synod. 
s 2. Concerning uniformity of method in division of apportionment 
funds.

REPORT OF BOYS’ WORK SECRETARY 

The Boys’ Work Department in the California Synod is compara- 
tively new. Outside of the summer camps conducted by the Northern 
and Southern Conferences, no active work has been reported. 
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5 The 1924 report of Rev. Wendell S. Dysinger was most favorable, 
but in his report this year he states that interest and attendance de- 
creased, due to lack of cooperation of the pastors. Ten boys attended 
from Wendell Dysinger’s Church, while only two came from other 
churches. Expensies were met. by using the balance left from last year’s 
camp. 

In the Southern Conference, the report of this year shows that the 
Camp attendance had increased from 1924. There were fourteen boys, 
with Rev. W. H. Derr and Rev. D. Edward Wright acting as camp 
masters. Dr. H. J. Weaver and Dr. E. P. Schueler had charge of the well 
outlined Bible course. The camp was conducted along military lines, 
with stated time for all events. 

The period of the camp was ten days, including the Fourth of 
July, and the Sunday following. At this time, the parents and friends 
of the boys visited the camp. Lodging was provided visitors and meals 
were served to them at a nominal charge. Next summer we hope for a 
larger and better camp. 

The Secretary of Boys’ Work would like to state that the interest 
in this department must be stimulated. The only active work, as 
stated before, is the summer camp. There are several of the churches 
in which there are Boy Scout troops; some others have boys’ Clubs or 
classes. Each Pastor should appoint or have elected a leader, Who will 
act as secretary of Boys’ work in that church, and organize the boys 
into a class, or into a club, with this summer encampment.as their goal. 
But, during the year they should meet at least twice a month, using a 
devotional period, together with a work period, and have a social meet- 
ing as desired. 

Thus the interest will have been kept up during the year, and as 
a natural result the boys will be anxious and will look forward to the 
summer camp. : 

Secretaries of this work in the Conferences must have the whole 
and hearty cooperation of the pastors. It is through the pastors that the 
work must be introduced into the congregation. This work umong the 
boys is a great and wonderful thing, and we cannot afford to let it drop. 
Through this work we must train and educate the boys to be our future 
leaders and ministers. Pray for help and success in this undertaking, 
and then work, and make it successful. 

The following recommendations are made: 

1. That there be two Boys’ Work Secretaries appointed, one for 
the Northern Conference, another for the Southern Conference. 

2. That a leader be appointed in each congregation to take charge 
of this work and make quarterly reports of the progress to the Secre- 


, tary of his Conference. 


3. That this year, thru co-operation, we make the sumMer camps 


larger and better.

payable quarterly, provided that the first installment of interest shall be 
payable three months after the date of said note, and provided further 
that said note shall contain a clause giving the maker thereof the right

Whereas, It is apparent that there can be no satisfactory solution 
of the difficulties in the Church under the present pastorate. Therefore,

1. That the Rev. W. S. Dysinger, D. D., be given until May 15, 1926, 
to voluntarily present his resignation as pastor of the First English 
Lutberan Church of Los Angeles. 

2. That int any event, the present pastoral relation shall be dis: 
solved within six months from this date. 

3. That failure of Dr. Dysinger to comply with the terms of this 
resolution by October 15, 1926, shall subject him to suspension by the 
President of Synod; such suspension to terminate when the pastoral 
relation shall have been dissolved. 

4. That the opponents of Dr. Dysinger be and are hereby admon- 
ished to cease all opposition, and return to their Christian duties and 
obligations as members of the First Church, and strive together for the 
‘restoration of peace and harmony in said congregation.

FIRST SESSION 
Tuesday, 1:45 p. m. 


The first business session was opened with a devotional service con- 
ducted by Mrs. W. E. Crouser, assisted by Mrs. W. S. Dysinger. 

After the presentation of credentials by the delegates present, the 
Thirty-fourth Convention was declared open by Mrs. E. A. Trabert, vice- 
president, in the absence of Mrs. Stafford, president. 

A vocal solo was rendered by Mrs. Martha Hook, of St. Matthew’s; 
San Francisco. 

During the “Open Forum,’ led by Mrs. Wendell Dysinger, five 
branches of our work were discussed: 


1. Our Young Woman’s Work, which is very weak in our Califor- 
nia Synod, having only two societies and no department secretary. 

2. Our Light Brigade—Four new societies were reported: Berkeley, 
Fresno, San Diego, and Santa Barbara. Miss Mabel Dysinger, our Young 
Women’s Missionary to Africa, emphasized the importance of Light Bri- 
gade and Young Woman’s work in order that the workers of today be 
replenished. 

At this time the fraternal greetings from Synod were presented by 
the Rev. Dr. Stine, of Hollywood. We then proceeded to our third topic. 


3. Our Thank Offering. This was conducted by Mrs. G. H. Hiller- 
man, Thank Offering Secretary. She especially urged all local secre- 
taries to send in reports promptly; also stated that three years ago we 
had the largest per capital thank effering of any Synodical Society and 
urged that we strive to maintain that place. 

4. Qur Magazine—Mrs, Himes, of Richmond, and Mrs. Young, of 
San Diego, two new members of our Synod, spoke of the greatness o1 
our ‘“Woman’s Work,” and the abundance of helpful literature, and urged 
the faithful reading of same. 

5. Our Mission Study was touched upon by Mrs. Rutherford, also a 
new member. She spoke of the great work accomplished along this line 
by the use of illustrated lectures in the east, and sugg-sted that they 
might be helpful out here. Mrs. W. S. Dysinger, Mission Study Secretary, 
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spoke further on the work, and stated that, in her opinion, it was possi- 
ble for each society to have a study class, if there is but one woman who 
is sufficiently interested. Many helps are obtainable for each study 
Picea was made and carried that all the offerings of this: Conven- 
tion, over and above our expenses, be turned over to the General Fund. 

The offering was then received, amounting to $7.45. The meeting ad- 
journed at 4:30 with the missionary benediction. 


SECOND SESSION , 
Wednesday, February 10, 9:30 a. m. 


The devotional services were conducted by Mrs. W. 8S. Dysinger, on 
the subject of Prayer, followed by a season of short prayers. — 

The President’s annual report was read by Mrs. Trabert, vice-presi- 
dent. : 

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 

With deep gratitude to the Great Head of the Church for .the Many 
evidences of His loving favor, we are permitted to assemble in this, our 
thirty-fourth Convention for mutual helpfulness and encouragement, to 
note the activities and progress during the past seventeen months, and to 
gain a larger and a clearer vision of our task for the coming year. 

We are but one link in the great chain of Synodical Societies of the 
United Lutheran Church. May our continued consecrated service in- 
crease the strength of this chain. “The Master is come and calleth for 
thee.” May we answer that call in Synod, in Conference and in congre- 
gation, by grasping every opportunity to promote missionary interest and 
zeal, to quicken the spiritual life of our people, to broaden their outlook 
and bring about a keener conception of Christ’s work and the Church’s 
responsibility in evangelizing the world. 

We are glad to report the organization of one new society,—that in 
our congregation at Richmond. We need to redouble our efforts until 
we reach our ideal of “a missionary society in’ every congregation.” 

We wish, to commend the devotion of those women, who, though 
they have no society with which to affiliate, make personal contribu- 
tions to the General Fund and other objects. This is a practice worthy 
of imitation by others. 

We here present a brief review of our activities during the past 
seventeen months: 

1. Harly last year there came to us the opportunity of assuming $500 
annually toward the support of our Alhambra missicn as our Synodical 
Special. After considerable correspondence, a meeting of our Executive 
Committee was called in connection with the Southern Conference at 
Hollywood, May 5 and 6, 1925, and action was taken favoring this spe- 
cial. It later appeared, however, that satisfactory arrangements could 
not be made before the meeting of this convention, and the whole matter 
will be presented in due form for your consideration. 

2. Last July we received an emergency appeal from the Old Folks’ 
Home Committee, stating they were in dire need of funds to meet the 
July payment on the Sierra Madre property, and asking help to the ex- 
tent of $150 from the Synodical’s Old Folks’ Home Fund. Urgency of the 
need was emphasized by Dr. J. W. Ball, John A. M. Ziegler and others. 
Inasmuch as our Synodical has not specified any particular use for this 
Fund in connection with the Old Folks’ bome, and inasmuch as it would 
Save the Synod paying 6 per cent or more on a loan of a similar amount 
elsewhere, we, therefore, on July 25, 1925, authorized the loan of $150.00 
from the Svnodical’s Old Folks’ Home Fund to the Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of California, for the purposes above stated. This loan was made 
for six months withonrt interest, and is secured by a note signed by the 
proper authorities of Synod. 
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3. During the same month, July, we broadcasted to each society, 
the general appeal that was sent out on behalf of Konnarock. We are 
glad to learn that a number of societies have made a full response to 
this worthy work. The amount needed for the School will be raised in 
full, if every twelve members throughout the United Lutheran Church 
will purchase one share of $10. We urge a response on this basis as a 
minimum, so that the California Synodical may meet its quota in full. 
; 4. For a number of years our General Society has been co-operat- 
ing with the Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church to coordi-_ 
nate the programs of the Parish and Church School Board, the Luther 
League, and the Women’s Missionary Society. As one result of these ef- 
forts, 1926 has been designated as Young Women’s Year. We are urged 
to conduct a campaign in convention, in conference, and in our congre- 
gations, to mobilize our young womanhood for denite Christian serv- 
ice, and especially along missionary lines. We made repeated efforts 
to add a Young Women’s Department to our Synodical work before the 
close of 1925, but failed to find a secretary to take charge of it. We can 
only urge that this campaign find a large place on the program of each 
Conference, and in the efforts of each society during this year. 

5. Through the efforts of Mrs. J. E. Hoick, the Pacific Synodical So- 
ciety, and the Northern and Southern Conferences of our California Sy- 
nodical, forwarded a joint appeal to the Executive Board, asking that 
Mrs. H. C. Bell, Field Secretary, be sent to the Coast to encourage and 
stimulate us in our work. These petitions received a favorable reply, 
and Mrs. Bell plans to visit the Coast early in May, coming to Southern 
California first. She requests that the meeting of our Conferences be so 
timed as to enable her to visit both, and at the same time visit congre- 
gational societies. 

Recommendations: 


1. That every society give definite thought and attention to the 
work, and answer promptly all correspondence that may come to them 
in the interest of any of these departments. 

2. That every Society contribute in full its quota to the Biennial 
Convention expense fund, so it will not be necessary to draw on our 
Treasury for the balance of our apportionment for that object. In this 
connection may we remind you tbat the next Biennial Convention will 
be held in Rockford, Il., beginning September 26, of this year. Your con- 
tribution to the Expense Fund should be in the hands of our Synodical 
treasurer at least a month before that time. 

3. That as our Synodical Special, we assume $500.00 annually toward 
the support: of the Alhambra Mission, and that this amount be pro- 
rated to the Northern and Southern Conferences as may be determined 
by this convention. The General Society bas taken over the entire sup- 
port of Alhambra, and are willing that the California Synodical share 
as largely as possible in that support. 

4. That the $150.00, which, on July 25, 1925, was loaned to Synod 
‘to help to meet that month’s payment on our Old Folks’ Home property 
at Sierra Madre, be by action of this convention, donated as a gift 
from our Synodical for the purpose for which it was used, and that the 
note be cancelled. 

5. That a Young Women’s Department be established in our Synodi- 
cal and in each Conference, to foster and promote the objects of Young 
Women’s Year; and further, that tha Synodical Secretary of this De- 
partment be our delegate to attend the Congress of Young Women to 
be held in Trinity Church, Rockford, Illinois, September 25 of this year. 

6. That both Conferences and the congregational societies co-operate 
in every possible manner, to make the Field Secretary, Mrs. H. C. Bell’s 
visit to the Pacific Coast, most pleasant to her and most profitable to 


our work. 
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- With sincere thanks to the program committee, Mrs. W. L. Ruther- 
‘ford, chairman; Miss Carolyn Stuber, Mrs. Paul Hoffman and Mrs. D. J. 
Snyder; to every ofiicer; to every department secretary, and to all for 
their kind help and co-operation during my term of cffice, and espe- 
cially during my continued illness, this report is submitted for your 
consideration.

REPORTS OF CONFERENCES 


Mrs. Fuller, reporting for the North, told briefly of the interesting 
and helpful meetings held, while Mrs. Bentz reported that the Confer- 
ence held in the Hollywood Church was the best ever held in the South.

She 
presented a dark picture of China—due, in great measure, to the use of 
opium, but also held out a great hope for the future Ch'na. The Gospel 
is reaching many throvgh students who go out into the country dis- 
tricts from the Christian schools.

FATHERS AND BBETHREN: 
“Grace be unto you and peace from God our Father and from the Lord 


Jesus Christ.” ; : ; 

By the grace of God we are permitted to assemble in this beautiful and 
churchly edifice for our Thirty-sixth Annual Convention. The purpose which 
calle us together is that we may render a report to one another and to the 
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Church concerning the manner in which we have discharged our duties and 
responsibilities as stewards of the mysteries of God. An annual report of 
this kind deals largely with material facts, but the facts are not the founda- 
tion upon which we build, nor do they set forth the ideals upon which our 
work is established. Christ is our Lord and Master. We build on Him and 
for Him alone. In all our labors it is His glory we seek. 


During the past year God has been good to us, for He has preserved - 
our homes and our churches from any physical calamity. His goodness has 
sustained us in our labors for His glory, and His comfort and blessing have 
been the stay and support of those who have been in any wise afflicted.

Dedications 


On Sunday, April 18, 1926, St. Paul’s Church, Hollenbeck Heights, Los 
Angeles, the Rev. John Edward Hoick, pastor, was dedicated to the glory of 
God and service of man with impressive services. The sermon of dedication 
was preached by the Rev. Charles F. Oehler, D. D., and the act of dedica- 
tion was performed by the pastor. In the afternoon the address was deliv- 
ered by the Rev. Daniel J. Snyder, D.D., and the altar and pulpit furniture 
were dedicated by the Rev. H. J. Weaver, D.D. In the evening the-sermon 
was preached by the President of the Synod. The services of dedication were 
continued for a period of two weeks, during which sermons were preached 
by the Rev. G. H. Hillerman, D.D., and the pastor. 

The church edifice is Gothic is style of architecture, with extensions at 
both front and rear for the choir and pastor’s study, also for the north and 
‘south vestibules. The interior arrangement is churchly in style and conforms 
to our Lutheran ideals for a proper conduct of the worship of the sanctuary. 
The former building used by the congregation for many years has been in- 
corporated into the new building in’such a manner that it forms a harmonious 
whole. The size of the building is 34 by 72 feet. The exterior is finished in 
cream colored stucco dash, and the long lines of the structure are so broken 
with gables and buttresses, that the effect is both artistic and attractive. 


On Sunday, May 16, 1926, Grace Church, Alhambra, the Rey. D. Ed- 
ward Wright, pastor, was set apart for the worship of the Most High with 
solemn services. The sermon of dedication was preached in the afternoon 
by the President of the Synod, after which the act of dedication was per- 
formed by the pastor. In the morning the Rey. G. H. Hillerman, D.D., 
preached the sermon, and in the evening the Rev. Edward P. Schueler, D.D., 
who as Field Missionary organized the congregation, delivered the address. 

This church is beautifully located on a lot 100 by 150 feet in size on 
North Wilson Avenue, the central boulevard of this beautiful suburb of Los 
Angeles. The structure is one of singular beauty both in exterior and in- 
terior. It is of typical rural Tudor Gothic type. In the interior the arrange- 
ment is exceedingly impressive and the lofty ceiling with the deep chancel 
gives the impression of stateliness which conduces to worship. This edifice 
may well serve as a model for the congregations of the Synod, for it con- 
forms to every principle of Lutheran church architecture. 


On November 7, 1926, Saint Andrew’s Church, San Francisco, the Rev. 
Adolf Jatho, pastor, was dedicated to the service of the Lord. The German 
sermon was preached by the pastor, who also performed the act of dedica- 
tion. The Rey. Herman Gehrcke also delivered a German address and the 
president of the Synod spoke in English. 

This edifice is well located and sufficiently commodious for the present 
needs of this German congregation. It represents the labors and sacrifices 
of a congregation which has had to endure many sorrowful experiences in 
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the past due to the movement of population. The building is Gothic in type 
and covers the entire lot of about 40 by 100 feet. A commodious Sunday 
School room provides facilities for work among the children. 


On December 12, 1926, Grace Church, Richmond, the Rev. Samuel T. 
Himes, Ph.D., was dedicated to the glory of God. In the morning the Rev. 
G. H. Hillerman, D.D., preached the sermon. In the afternoon addresses 
were delivered by a number of visiting brethren. The service of dedication 
was held in the evening, when the president of the Synod preached the 
sermon and the pastor performed the act of dedication. 

This structure is unique in conception and yet conforms to our Lutheran 
ideals in every detail. The distinctive feature, and one which called forth 
the commendation of the United Lutheran Church Committee on Architec- 
ture, is the incorporation of a six-room apartment in the building in such a 
manner that it does not destroy the churchly lines. In this manner a com- 
modious parsonage is provided for the use of the pastor at a minimum 
amount of expense. In style the building might be termed Gothic, although 
it is particularly adapted to California conditions by the introduction of long 
side windows extending practically the length of the auditorium. The Sun- 
day School room is equipped with several class rooms, and with complete 
facilities for the social activities of the congregation. 


On January 9, 1927, the chapel of Bethany Church, Los Angeles, the 
Rey. S. H. Yerian, D.D., pastor, was dedicated. The Rev. Milton H. Stine, 
D.D., President of the Southern California Conference, preached the sermon 
and the pastor performed the act of dedication. 

The building is a temporary structure but well constructed and capable 
of much handling in moving, for it is the purpose to use it as a portable 
chapel later. The subscriptions secured at the dedication through the appeal 
made by Clarence B. Runkle, Esq., were sufficient to cover all indebtedness 
on the building and the lots, which represent an investment of about $11,000. 


In connection with all these services of dedication a host of people par- 
ticipated in the joy of the local congrégations, and all of our pastors who 
were able to do so attended the services. 


Anniversaries 


While a number of the congregations have had local celebrations of 
epochal events in the history of the congregation, the one which is of par- 
ticular interest to us as a Synod was the celebration of the Forty-fifth Anni- 
versary of the organization of the First English Church of San Francisco, 
the Rey. John R. Broyer, Ph. D., pastor. This congregation is the oldest 
organization in the Synod, and this event was observed on June 13, 1926, 
when the Rev. Oscar H. Gruver, D.D., a former pastor, preached the ser- 
mon. The President of the Synod presented the congratulations of this body 
in a letter addressed to the congregation. 


Official Acts 


On April 28, 1926, I sent out a letter to all of the active pastors setting 
forth my policies as president, and urging compliance with the constitutional 
requirements of the Synod. 

On May 7, 1926, by authority of the Executive Committee, I authorized 
the change of attorneys to represent the Synod in the Bohn-Gruver litigation. 

On May 10, 1926, a letter was sent to the pastors of congregations pre- 
senting the claims of Lutheran World Service for 1926. 

On May 25, 1926, the Resolution referred to the Committee on Adjudica- 
tion of the United Luther Church (See Minutes, 1926, Page 41) was forward- 
ed to the Rev. Henry E. Jacobs, D.D., LLD., chairman of the Committee. 

On May 26, 1926, the Rey. William S. Dysinger, D.D., was officially 
notified of the action of the Synod in his case. (See Minutes, 1926, Page 41.) 


14 THIRTY-SIXTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


On May 29, 1926, in accordance with the action of the Synod (See Min- 
utes, 1926, Page 42), a letter was addressed to all active pastors calling 
attention to the appointment of June 13 as the day when an appeal should be 
made for the Home for the Aged. 

On August 31, 1926, a letter was issued to the active pastors calling 
their attention to the Laws of California pertaining to industrial insurance 
for the pastors of congregations, also for the necessity of swearing off taxes; 
also to the recommendation of the United Lutheran Church that congrega- 
tional constitutions be made to conform to the model constitution. 


On September 22, 1926, at the request of the president of the United 
Lutheran Church, a letter was issued calling attention to the meeting of that 
body and requesting prayers on its behalf; also to giving adequate publicity 
to this convention to the local press. 

_ On December 21, 1926, I called attention in a letter to the closing of the 
books of the Synod, and urged a prompt return of the statistical report. At 
the request of the Committee on Evangelism of the United Lutheran Church, 
an appeal was made for aggressive work during the year 1927, in the work 
of seeking souls for the Kingdom of God. 


On January 25, 1927, at the request of the Board of Foreign Missions, 
I notified the pastors of the setting apart of Septuagesima Sunday for special 
offerings for our Foreign Mission work. 


On February 8, 1927, I sent to all of the mission congregations the appli- 
cation blanks for aid during the year beginning April 1, 1927, and ending 
with December 31, 1927. 

On May 28, 1927, at the request of the Executive Board of the United 
Lutheran Church, I sent a letter to all pastors of parishes making an appeal 
for the Lutheran World Service for 1927. 


Immediately preceding the convention of the United Lutheran Church in 
America, in October, 1926, I discovered that according to the constitution of 
that body, the Synod of California was entitled to four clerical and four lay 
delegates to the convention. I immediately notified the first clerical and first 
lay alternate that they were entitled to attend the convention as delegates 
from the Synod. 

Congregations 


The following items of interest have been reported by the congregations 
named. The mission congregations are included under the report of our 
Mission operations. . 


Berkeley, St. Michael’s Church—The indebtedness on the parsonage and 
new property has been decreased by approximately $1500; the pastor has also 
received an increase in salary. A “League of Soul Winners” has been 
formed, the purpose of which is to lead souls to Christ. 


Fresno, St. Paul’s Church—The salary of the pastor has been increased. 


_ Oakland, First Church—Payment has been made in full upon the organ 
installed two years ago. Since the advent of the new pastor, commendable 
progress is being made. An Evangelism Society has been formed, whose 
members are pledged to spend one evening a week in seeking souls for the 
Kingdom of God. 


_ San Francisco, First English—The property of the congregation has been 
improved by the expenditure of about $500. 


San Francisco, St. Andrew’s—Since entering the new church, English 
services have been introduced with excellent results. 


San Jose, Grace Church—A rebuilt Murray M. Harris pipe organ has 
been installed on a balcony built for it at the rear of the auditorium. To 
make room for it an arch was cut in the rear wall and a room 20 feet wide 
18 feet deep and 21 feet high was constructed. The organ has sixteen stops 
and is of exceptionally fine tone. The case is Gothic in type, and it fits per- 
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fectly into the arrangement of the auditorium. On the morning of February 
13, 1927, it was dedicated to the worship and praise of God. On March 2, a 
dedicatory recital was given. 


Long Beach, Trinity Church—At a Brotherhood dinner, November 11, 
1926, the congregation decided to erect a new church and approximately 
$20,000 was pledged for the project. 

On the evening of February 24, 1927, the twentieth anniversary of the 
organization was celebrated. The Rev. John A. M. Ziegler, D.D., who or- 
ganized the congregation, was the guest of honor and delivered the address. 
At this time about $8,000 more was pledged to the building fund. At present 
there is a total of $29,000 pledged, with $11,000 paid. Quintin & Kerr have 
been retained as architects, and the plans have been approved by the United 
Lutheran Church Committee on Church Architecture. Building operations 
will begin at once. 


Los Angeles, First English—This reorganized congregation has been 
meeting temporarily in the chapel of the Lutheran Hospital. A call has been 
issued to the Rev. D. R. Huber, D.D., of Wittenberg College, Springfield, 
Ohio, to become pastor. 


Pasadena, Trinity—The new church edifice is rapidly approaching com- 
pletion. It will be dedicated within a few weeks. Since the building project 
has been undertaken the entire congregation has been awakened and stimu- 
lated to greater activity. ; ‘ 


Riverside, Trinity—A parsonage has been secured which adjoins the 
church property. The lot is 30 by 150 and was originally part of the property 
of the congregation. The house is a two-story stucco structure with seven 
oe bath and sleeping porch. It was secured for $3,750, and is valued at 

6,000. 

San Diego, First Church—Under date of May 25, 1926, I was notified 
by the Rev. G. Bayard Young, D.D., of the gift of a lot of 100 by 400 feet, 
on Point Loma, upon which to begin a new work. In the judgment of those 
who know, the ground will be worth $25,000 in.a very short time. This con- 
gregation also purchased a parsonage at a cost of $7,300, towards which 
amount the sum of $2,400 has been subscribed. The congregation has been 
the recipient of brass candlesticks and other altar adornments, a new altar 
has been constructed and the choir loft changed and enlarged to meet the 
requirements of our Lutheran worship. New vestments were also secured for 
the enlarged choir and a piano purchased for the Sunday School. Over 100 
members have been received during the past year. 


Mission Operations 


With the organization of the Board of American Missions by the United 
Lutheran Church a complete transformation has been effected in the method 
of directing our mission work. Special reference to this will be made in the 
report of the Synodical Mission Board. By virtue of the changes effected all 
missions are placed under the direct control of the Synod. Under the present 
organization of our Synod we do not have a Missionary Superintendent, and 
therefore, by virtue of his office, the President of the Synod becomes Mis- 
sionary Superintendent of the Synod also. I herewith submit a survey of our 
present missions, and also some distinctive features of their activities. 

When I undertook the duties of this office there were four vacancies in 
our mission pastorates, and within the next few months five more missions 
became vacant; more recently oné more was added to this number. These 
ten mission congregations embraced over one-fourth of the congregations of 
the Synod and over one-half of the missions. My first duty was to assist these 
congregations in securing pastors and it is gratifying to report that all but 
two of the congregations are being served efficiently. Provision has been 
made for these two congregations through which the Word is administered 
regularly to them. : 

A brief survey of the progress of the missions is herewith submitted: 


16 THIRTY-SIXTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


Fresno, First Ghurch—On March 21, 1926, while the Rev. James i} 
Chambers was returning to his home in Visalia after a service in Fresno, 
while repairing a tire he was struck by a speeding motorist, suffering a 
broken pelvis. Learning that his condition was so serious that a long period 
of time must elapse before he could again undertake his work in the event 
of a recovery, and generously desiring the welfare of the congregation, he 
resigned as pastor. The Rev. E. O. Hoffmeister becoming available at the 
time, he was sent to Fresno to look after the interests of the work. He con- 
tinued to serve the congregation until September first, 1926, and from that 
time supplied them with services until the coming of the Rev. R. H. Trojan. 
During his service as acting pastor the work took on new life, and this life 
has continued to manifest itself ever since. This congregation today is forg- 
ing to the front, and this very fertile field is now facing a splendid future. 
The property of the congregation has been improved and the interior has 
been fully equipped with the furniture which was formerly in use in our 
church in Alpaugh. : : 

Oakland, St. John’s—No sooner had the Rey. R. Arps entered upon this 
field than it was discovered that the constitution of the congregation ‘was 
entirely at variance with the constitution of the Synod, and with Lutheran 
principles and practices. The president of the Synod together with the Super- 
intendent of Missions, the Rev. G. H. Hillerman, D.D., visited the congrega- 
tion, and through their advice and cooperation the model constitution was 
adopted. The result has been beneficial to the congregation and it has been 
making excellent progress ever since. 

Richmond, Grace—Since entering the new building the work at Rich- 
mond has gone forward in a most commendable manner. This congregation 
undertook a tremendous task in the erection of their church, but went for- 
ward in faith. They have had very heavy financial obligations but have 
borne them courageously. There has been some opposition within the con- 
gregation to the program which the church has put on, but it has been over- 
come. This is a rich field in one of the most important industrial districts in 
the state. 

Sacramento, First Church—Owing to his continued illness the Rev. W. L. 
Rutherford, D.D., retired from this work in September, 1926. He has since 
lived in retirement in Galt, Calif. For several months the congregation was 
supplied intermittently with services by the Field Missionary and others. 
Since the advent of the Rev. Lewis S. Axe the work has made most com- 
mendable progress and the congregation is now seeking a suitable location 
for the erection of a building suited to their needs. 

Salinas, Our Saviour’s—Had it not been for the self-sacrificing labors of 
the Rev. Emil Meyer, who at great personal sacrifice ministered to the little 
group of faithful people at Salinas, this congregation would have been en- 
tirely lost. When the Rev. G.. Wenning was called to the work and began 
his labors there was an immediate response, but unfortunately the pastor 
suffered a temporary collapse and had to relinquish the work for several 
weeks. He has again returned to the work. In connection with Salinas, he 
will also undertake work at Castroville and Watsonville, as soon as he is 
able to do so. 

San Francisco, Temple—Since July 1, the Rev. Harvey M. Leech has 
been acting pastor and has proven an efficient workman. During the past few 
months approximately $725 has been expended in renovating the church and 
paving. According to the words of the pastor, “It seems that the outlook for 
Temple Church is very good. There is a fine spirit. At the reopening of the 
church there were 160 in attendance. The sermon was preached by the presi- 
dent of the Northern Conference, the Rev. John R. Broyer, Ph.D. 


Sanger, St. Paul’s—This congregation presents a problem. The people, 
. although amply able to do so, positively decline to give an adequate amount 
to the support of a pastor. As a result no pastor can be secured. There is 


a Possbility that it may, at least temporarily, be connected with one of our 
churches in Fresno. 
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_ Bethel, San Jose—There has been no marked progress in the work of 
this congregation. Inasmuch as it is the only protestant church in the com- 
munity it serves, the field is one worthy of cultivation. : 

_ Alhambra, Grace—Since entering into their beautiful house of worship 
this congregation has been making commendable progress. The grounds 
surrounding the church have been beautified since the dedication. 


Gardena, St. John’s—The work in this field has not made the progress 
which was originally anticipated, although evidences of progress are being 
seen. There is a large discrepancy between confirmed. and communicant 
members showing that many are inactive in their service of Christ. 


Glendale, First—A pipe organ has recently been installed at a cost of 
$5,000. The members of this body who have been stimulated in their wor- 
ship at this convention by the melodious strains which it has poured forth, 
can testify to its quality. Although the Mission Board was compelled to 
reduce the amount of appropriation to the congregation’ they cheerfully 
acquiesced. 

Huntington Park, St. Luke’s—This mission is growing. The purchase of 
the new property and the anticipation of a new building is calling forth 
active service in soul-winning. Although the Mission Board reduced the, 
amount which had been received from the Board of American Missions, the 
congregation cheerfully assumed it. : 

Los Angeles, Hollywood (Ludden Memorial)—Under the inspiring lead- 
ership of their new pastor the growth of the congregation has been phe- 
nomenal, over one hundred members being received within the past three 
months. It will soon become self-supporting and thus provide the means for 
the establishment of another mission. The property has been improved by 
the rearrangement of the chancel, chancel carpet, furnishing the pastor’s 
study, and kitchen improvements, to the extent of $1100. The beauty of the 
worship has also been greatly enhanced by the introduction of a robed pastor 
and vested choir. 

Los Angeles, St. Paul’s—The value of the property is now placed at 
$45,000, with an indebtedness of only $8,000. Due to numerous removals and 
a lack of employment there have been many financial problems to solve, but 
they have been faced courageously in faith. The amount of appropriation 
by the Board was reduced and this amount was assumed by the congregation. 
If we include the parsonage this congregation has one of the best equipped 
plants in the Synod for the character of the work to be done. 


Los Angeles, Bethany—A notable record has been established here, for 
it is one of the few missions of the Synod which has not called upon the 
church for Extension Funds to establish its work. The generosity of one of 
the families of the congregation deserves mention as an inspiration to others. 
This family has donated about $6,000 towards the establishment of this work. 
The future for Bethany Church is bright under the leadership of their earnest 

astor. 
. Monrovia, St. John’s—The parsonage has been moved to the rear of the 
church lot at a cost of $335. Plans for a new church have been secured, and 
purchased outright for $400. The cost of the new building will be approxi- 
mately $12,000, but construction will not be begun until at least $3,500 is in 
hand. 

Phoenix, Ariz., Grace—Amongst the items which indicate the progress of 
this work are the following: (1) A lot 215 by 100 feet has been purchased 
and paid in full. The cost was $3,000. It is admirably located; (2) a new 
church edifice will be erected in the very near future; (3) a monthly paper 
called “This Month” is being published. It is financed by voluntary sub- 
scription; ‘4) attendance at services has been increasing, especially the eve- . 
ning services. A midweek service has been started and met with unusual 
success; (5) the Luther League has assumed responsibility for the success of 
the Sunday evening service, and provides the music. 
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’ Redlands, First—This is one of the difficult fields of the Synod and is one 
of our oldest missions. There are small opportunities for great advancement. 
As in a few other congregations, there is a great discrepancy here between 
the confirmed members and the average attendance, the latter being only 
about 40 per cent of the former. 


San Bernardino, First—With the consent of the president of the Synod 
(See Constitution, Article Eight, Sec. IL) a portion of the property was sold 
and the proceeds used to repay the Church Extension Fund the sum of $1,525 
which has been standing against the congregation since its organization in 
1909. An annex has been built to the church, 26 by 38 feet, for the use of the 
Primary Department of the Sunday School, and the organizations. When 
completed and furnished the cost was $2,500, which has been met in full. In 
addition to the above the roof of the church has been renovated and the in- 
terior decorated at a cost of $600. To all this has been added a piano pur- 
chased by the Luther League, and altar and chancel furnishings donated by 
members of the congregation. 


Santa Barbara, Grace—The experience of this congregation during the 
past two years has been most unfortunate. First their church building was 
sadly shattered by the earthquake, then the pastor resigned and a long 
vacancy followed. A pastor was secured for them and it appeared that all 
‘would be well, when he was suddenly afflicted with a physical ailment which 

- demands his removal from the sea coast to a drier climate. After June 1 it 
will again be vacant. There is no doubt but that this is an extremely difficult 
‘field, at the same time it holds possibilities which demand that it be retained 
and the work prosecuted vigorously. Under the labors of the pastor, notwith- 
standing his affliction, there has been a growth in attendance and member- 
ship. i ; 

Santa Monica, St. Paul’s—Organized fifteen months ago with a charter 
membership of 54, this promising mission has been making remarkable prog- 
ress. At the inception of this work the congregation pledged $1,000 towards 
the pastor’s salary. One month after the organization, lots were bought cost- 
ing $14,000, and steps were immediately taken looking towards the erection 
of a church building. The Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
granted a loan of $10,000 and agreed to meet the interest on an equal amount. 
Plans were prepared which met with the hearty approval of the Committee 
on Church Architecture of the United Lutheran Church, and construction was 
begun six months ago. The total value of the property upon completion will 
be approximately $84,000. First services will be held in the new building on 
May 15, 1927. The dedication is scheduled’ for-May 29, 1927. This congre- 
gation is efficiently organized with a Ladies Aid Society, Brotherhood and: 
Luther League. 

Italian Mission Work : 


Under the new plan for conducting the missionary operations of the 
Church, the Italian Mission, formerly conducted under the auspices of the 
Immigrants’ Mission Board, is now placed under the supervision of the 
Synod. Our Missionary, the Rev. L. O. Pampana, has been laboring faith- 
fully in San Francisco, holding services in the evening in an Episcopal 
Church, with an average attendance of 25. He is greatly handicapped by his 
inability to secure a place of worship which would be available in the morn- 
ing. The Mission Board of our Synod made an appropriation of $10 per 
month for this work which was used to develop the work amongst the young 
people, but later on permission was given to use this money to assist in de- 
fraying expenses in undertaking work in Fresno. A rich and fertile field has 
been found here. The missionary visits it once a month. A congregation is 
now in the process of formation. A promising field has been discovered in 
Monterey, into which it is hoped the missionary may enter. One of the diffi- 
culties in the way is a lack of means for the expense involved in travel for 
the itinerant type of work which this work demands. The Board of American 
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Missions makes a small appropriation for this, but it is not sufficient to allaw 
the missionary to spend the time that he should in caring for the spiritual 
interests of his scattered countrymen in California. 


New Work 


_ After a preliminary canvass of several weeks, Field Missionary Hoff- 
meister inaugurated services in the Westwood Park section of San Francisco 
on Sunday, May 1. The prospects of developing a strong work in this field 
are encouraging. 


Applications for Admission to the Synod 


On May 4, 1927, I received an application for the admission of St. John 
the Evangelist church of San Francisco, to the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of California. I directed them to present a copy of their constitution, and 
this has been done. 

On May 10, 1927, I received an application for the admission of Bethany 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of Los Angeles. A copy of the constitution has 
been presented. 

Home for the Aged 


In compliance with the resolution of the Synod adopted at the Convention 
in Los Angeles See Minutes, 1926, Page 40), the officers of the Synod have 
obtained the permission of the Superior Court of Los Angeles County to 
make note and mortgage to complete the purchase of the property in Sierra 
Madre for the Home for the Aged, and this property is now held in the name 
of the Synod. In assuming possession we have obligated ourselves for cer- 
tain amounts whereby we are able to retain the property. These matters 
will be reported in detail under the report of the Synodical Home Mission 
Board. « 

With this property in our possession it now devolves upon the Synod to 
cease an attitude of indifference to this project and to take up the next move 
in all seriousness. At the present time the Synodical Mission Board com- 
poses what might be termed the Board of Trustees. This Board has passed 
the entire project over into the hands of the Mission Committee of the 
Southern Conference. The question arises as to whether the time is not here 
to form a definite plan for the Home for the Aged, elect a Board of Directors, 
and proceed to establish the Home. 


Joimt Lutheran. College 


At the Convention held in San Francisco last year the Synod endorsed’ 
the project of a joint Lutheran College (Minutes 1926, page 30). Unfortu- 
nately the matter was then dropped and no cooperating committee appointed. _ 
Requests were received that a committee should be appointed to represent the 
Synod in this matter, and said committee was appointed by the Executive 
Committee. There have been transmitted to me the proposed Covenant, Con- 
stitution, and Articles of Incorporation for the proposed college. A special 
place should be given on the program of this Convention of the Synod to— 
have the presentation of the entire subject. 


First English Church, Los Angeles 


On May 25, 1926, the Rev. William S. Dysinger was officially notified of 
the action of the Syned in his case. On September 26, 1926, I received a com- 
munication from the Church Council of the First English Evangelical Luth- 
eran Church of Los Angeles which stated that by the action of the congrega- 
tion at a meeting held September 22, they had been authorized to withdraw 
the congregation from the Synod. This communication was signed by the 
Vice President and Secretary of the Church Council. On the 28th day of 
September I notified the Church Council through the Rev. William S. Dysin- 
ger, D.D, that the action taken in withdrawing from the Synod was null and 
void in view of those Articles of the Constitution of the Synod of California 
which pertain to congregations, and which were violated by said congrega- 
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tion fn amending its Con satunon whereby" withdrawal from the Synod might 


be made. I concluded my communication, after quoting from the following 
provisions of the Constitution of the Synod—Article, Fight, Section II; Arti- 
cle'Ten, 4; Artiele ‘Ten, 6; Article: Eleven, Section III, B,—with the state- 
ment: “In view of these Constitutional prowisions,,as President of the Synod, 
I do not recognize the purported withdrawal of the First English Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Los Angeles from the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
Californian? 522% Sie el, rene srl ics ere a nettle Sao ehee 

On. October? 16, 1926,.the date specified by: the Synod of California in its 
action taken. April. 14, 1926 (See. Minutes, 1926, .Page 41) I suspended the 
Rev. William S. Dysinger, D.D., from the office of the Gospel ministry. The 
said Rev. William,S. Dysinger, D.D., has.totally disregarded this notice and 
has by-said action defied the Synod and flouted its authority. His adherents 
in ‘the congregation to which he had been: ministering have, in a similar 
manner, defied the ‘Synod and set themselves.in open rebellion against its 
authority. > Dig esa sa res far cnt BA ite 

_ Early in the month of November, 1926, I received a protest signed by 
280.members of the First English Evangelical Lutheran Church of Los An- 
gelés protesting against the purported. withdrawal of said congregation from 
the Synod of California, and petitioning the Synod to recognize them as the 
true, lawful and only First English Evangelical Lutheran Church of Los 
Angeles, California; .also seeking authority and permission to organize 
themselves as said Church, 

‘On November 16, 1926, said petition was laid before the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Synod, and a hearing was appointed for December 2, 1926, in 
St. Mark’s Church, Los Angeles. Due notice of time and place of the hearing 
was given to both parties in the controversy. The further details of the entire 
matter are contained in the report of the Executive Committee into whose 
province it passed from this time. ; oe 

Commission of Adjudicatien 

~On May 26, 1926, I forwarded a copy of the resolution adopted at the 
Los Angeles Convention ‘pertaining to the dissolution of pastoral relations 
(See Minutes, 1926, page 41) to the Commission of Adjudication. The reply 
to this question submitted was made at the Convention of the United Luth- 
eran Church in‘America and is a complete vindication of the position taken 
by the Synod. An official copy of that reply is herewith submitted. 

(See Minutes U. L. C. Convention, Richmond, 1926, p. 121, ff.) 


Golden State Lutheran 


There was but one issue of this publication sent forth during the current 
synodical year. There were two reasons,—the first was, that the condition of 
the synodical treasury did not warrant the expenditure of the amount re- 
quired for its publication; the second, that the appeal made to pastors and 
congregations to contribute a very nominal sum towards issuing it went by 
unheeded. If this publication is to be continued it must be adequately financed. 


Conference Meetings 


_ The Northern Conference held two meetings during the year, the elec- 
tion of officers taking place at the meeting of April 26-27, 1927. The Southern 
Conference held one meeting and will meet during this meeting of the Synod. 
Both Conferences took actions which will be presented to this Convention. 


An Appeal 


_ The Synod by its action in 1926 made’ an agreement with F. Felician 
Fritzler whereby he was to surrender his ordination papers to the Synod 
(See Minutes, 1926, page 32). Mr. Fritzler announced later that these papers 
had been sent to Russia. On March 9, 1927, I received a communication stat- 
ing that these papers had been received by him the month preceding, and re- 
questing the purport of the action of the Synod. He has since requested an-— 
other hearing in the matter, but has not surrendered his ordination papers. 
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Official Visitors 


Notice has been received that the Rev. L. B. Wolf, D.D., treasurer of 
the Board of Foreign Missions, and the Rev. D. Burt Smith, D.D., Field 
Secretary of the Parish and Church-School Board, have been appointed 
official visitors from the United Lutheran Church to this convention. 


National Lutheran Council 


An appeal has been issued by the National Lutheran Council for $104,000 
as the minimum amount required to carry on its work for the year 1927-1928. 
The quota for our Synod is $360. During 1926 we exceeded our quota, and 
with this small amount we should again go “over the top.” 


Ministerial Pensions and Relief 


Beginning with Reformation Day, 1927, the Board of Ministerial Pen- 
sions and Relief of the United Lutheran Church will inaugurate a campaign 
for $4,000,000. Our delegates to the Convention of the United Lutheran 
Church will call particular attention to this. At the present time there are 
seven of our pastors, and six widows and children, receiving aid from this 
Fund. In view of our own future it devolves upon us to cooperate in this 
campaign to the extent of our ability. 


Hvangelism 


A communication has been received from the Committee on Evangelism of 
the United Lutheran Church in which a program for evangelism for the 
coming biennium is outlined. I have requested our Committee to present a 
plan for true evangelistic work within the bounds of the Synod during the 
ensuing Synodical year. 

In a survey of our work as a Synod I have found that we are not mak- 
ing the progress which in any sense of the word measures up to our oppor- 
tunities. The population of our State is increasing more rapidly than any 
other portion of the United States. There are proportionately more souls 
outside of the Kingdom of God in California than in any other state. Prac- 
tically five out of every six you meet are outside of the Church. With this 
tremendous task before us we are content to go on our way with pitifully 
small gains. 

Many of us are laboring under the mistaken impression that our task 
here is harder than in other portions of our land. It may be admitted that 
progress is not as rapid as in centers in which the Church is strong and 
influential, but this only increases our responsibility and lays upon us the 
demand for more aggressive work. 

One of our great mistakes has been to undertake the burden of souls 
alone. We fail to lay upon those whom Christ has called into His Kingdom 
their «esponsibility to souls. The Saviour’s command, “Go ye,’ was not 
spoken to the clergy, but to the whole Church. Our task as pastors is to lead 
the members of our flock to realize their personal responsibility. It is here 
we have failed. I lay before you the need for a real evangelistic spirit in 
our cnurches. Let us make as our cry for 1927, “Souls for the Kingdom.” 


Miscellaneous 


iu my visitation of the congregations I have found that a number of our 
pastois do not keep accurate records of all ministerial acts. This is in direct 
violation of Article Nine, Section I, paragraph 6, of the constitution of the 
Synod. The attention of all pastors should be called to this in a forcible 
manner. 

It is of interest to note that District Leagues have been formed in both 
the Northern and Southern Conferences, and our young people are now tak- 
ing steps to form a Synodical Luther League. All possible encouragement 
should be given to this movement. : 

There is great lack in cooperation in our Sunday School work. As this 
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work is vital to the future growth and development of the Synod the sugges: 
tion is made that it might be well to hold a convention of our Sunday School 
workers in connection with the meetings of the Conferences. 


The President’s Task 


With each passing year the duties and responsibilities of the office of 
the President of this body increase. To these duties have now been added 
the responsibilities of the missionary operations of the Synod. It is physically 
impossible for one who is the pastor of a parish to perform the duties of 
this office efficiently, and at the same time serve his parish faithfully ; and yet 
at the same time his salary is received from his parish. During my year of 
service I have been compelled to spend practically one-half of my time in 
the service of the Synod. I have traveled over 7,000 miles and written nearly 
1,000 letters. The time is rapidly approaching when steps must be taken to 
create the office of permanent or salaried president, with which office that 
of missionary superintendent should be combined. 


I thank the brethren of the Synod for the encouragement and support as 
well as the assistance given me while performing the duties of this office. I 
bespeak for my successor the same spirit of consideration. 


Recommendations 


I submit the following recommendations which have been transmitted 
to us by the United Lutheran Church: 


ae 1. (a) That we accept the definite responsibility of raising 100 per 
cent of our apportionment. 

(b) That a committee of five laymen, composed of three men of the 
Northern Conference and two of the Southern Conference, be appointed to 
organize a definite plan whereby this may be accomplished, and that this 
committee be made responsible for the definite carrying out of the plan. (See 
Minutes U. L. C., p. 98.) 

_ 2. That the Eighteenth Sunday after Trinity be observed as Jewish 
Mission Sunday, and that appropriate sermons be preached, prayers offered, 
ae awakened, and offerings taken. (See U. L. C. Minutes, 
p. 

_3. (a) That the campaign for $4,000,000 for Ministerial Pensions and 
Relief be placed upon the fall program of the Conferences. 


_ b) That a special committee of three laymen and two pastors be ap- 
pointed by the Synod, which shall have charge of the campaign in this Synod. 


(c) That the Field Missionaries be released from all other duties to 
engage in the preparatory and intensive work of the campaign upon the call 
of the Campaign Committee, and that a special effort be made to enlist other 
See of the Synod for this campaign, notably laymen. (U. L. C. Minutes, 
p. ‘ 

_ 4 That the Synod express itself as prepared to cooperate with the 


Board of Education in its plans for making 1930 an “Educational Year.” 
(U. L. C. Minutes, p. 392.) 


5. That the first Sunday in October and the week following be known 
as Church periodical week, and that each pastor be urged to give direct 
and systematic attention to the circulation and reading of the Church’s peri- 
odicals and publications. (U. L. C. Minutes, p. 421.) 


6. (a) That the Secretary of Synod be instructed to make the page after 
the title page of the printed minutes a calendar page indicating the special 
days and dates of the United Lutheran Church and of the Synod, and also 
a table showing the use of the Budget Benevolence Dollar of the United 
Lutheran Church and of the Synod. 

(b) That we urge our congregations to make use of the Parish Register, 


Statistical and other blanks prepared by the United L 
URE SCNGhutee a 447) Tee ee ee ee 
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7. That we accept the principle announced that no Synod should or- 
ganize or locate theological seminaries without first securing the consent of 
the United Lutheran Church. (U. L. C. Minutes, p. 541.) 


8. That we accept the apportionment as adopted by the United Lutheran 
Church for the Synod, namely $15,315 for 1926 and $14,319 for 1927. (U. L. C. 
Minutes, p. 83.) 


I also submit the following recommendations: 


9. That we designate the Synodical year for 1927-1928 as “Evangelism 
Year,” and that the program of each congregation be centered in the effort to 
win souls for Christ and His Kingdom. : 

10. That the presidents of Conferences he urged to make a survey of 
congregational records of the parishes within their Conference, and report 
their findings at the next regular convention of the Synod. 

11. That a committee be appointed which shall prepare an accurate 
history of the Synod of California, said committee to report at our next 
regular convention. 

12. ‘That Sunday, May 22, be set apart as the date for receiving an 
offering in all our churches for Lutheran World Service. 

13. (a) That we endorse the project of a Synodical Luther League, and 
assure the young people of our support in this movement. 

b) That the president of the Synod appoint a synodical Luther League 
Secretary as an advisor to our young people’s societies. 

14. That we recommend to the officers of the Conferences that a Sun- 
day School convention be held in connection with the meetings of the Con- 
ferences.

In accordance with a request from the Secretary, Dr. Himes, on account 
of the state of his health, the Synod entered into an election for Secretary 
pro tem. The Rey. E. P. Schueler was chosen. 


REPORT OF THH EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Since the meeting of the Synod in April, 1926, five regular meetings and 
two special meetings of the Executive Committee were held. From time to 
time the different members of the committee were either present in person, 
or represented by authorized proxy, or apprized of the business to be trans- 
acted. The acts of the special meetings were all ratified by and made a part 
of the proceedings of the regular meetings. 

The following is a summary of the acts of the committee. 

In April the committee met in St. Mark’s Church, Los Angeles. President 
Trabert presented the list of the Committees which were appointed, to appear 
in the Minutes. The list was approved. 

President Trabert announced his intention of sending a letter to each 
pastor, outlining his policies for the year. (This letter was sent. ) 

The president and treasurer were authorized to secure stationery for the 
Synod. 
They were also authorized to take up with Mr. Clarence B. Runkle the 
matter of travel expense to Synod of the Rev. A. C. Petersen; also the ex- 
pense incurred by reason of the restraining order which prevented the meet- 
ing of Synod on Dec. 29, 1925, in special session. 
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At the May meeting, on account of changing circumstances, Dr. O. H. 
Gruver was authorized to substitute the names of Everett J. Brown and 
Thomas J. Ledwich for that of Snook & Brown law firm, for the litigation 
in the Bohn-Gruver case. : 

A letter setting forth the action of the special convention of the -Synod 
held April 13 and 14, 1926, in regard to memorializing the Commission on 
Adjudication (page 41, Minutes of Synod) was sent to this Commission by 
the President of Synod. : : 

A letter, setting forth the action of Synod, at its special convention held 
April 13 and 14, 1926, was authorized to be sent by the Secretary of Synod 
to Dr. W. S. Dysinger. The letter was sent per directions. 

Dr. John A. M. Ziegler, Dr. Jesse W. Ball and Mr. E. A. Morrison were 
appointed by the Executive Committee to negotiate with other Lutheran 
Synods with the view of securing cooperation in regard to the Home for the 
Aged. : : 

. Dr. Gruver was made chairman of a committee of two, President Tra- 
bert to be the other member, to codify all the standing resolutions of Synod. 

Dr. Gruver was authorized to carry out the action of Synod in regard 
to the proper filing of the papers of incorporation of Synod, and to make a ~ 
thorough survey of the legal status of the constitution, as related to the 
articles of incorporation and to the laws of California governing religious 
corporations. This action was referred to an attorney for counsel. 

Dr. Gruver was appointed to look into the conditions of First Church at 
Fresno, on account of accident to Rev. Chambers. 

At the meeting in August, President Trabert presented his report of 
official acts, up to date, which was accepted and adopted. 

Included in the President’s report on First Church of Los Angeles, a 
statement of the status of said church was presented. 

In view of this report a committee of two with power to act was sent to 
Los Angeles to consult legal opinion, and also to confer with the loyal part 
ee congregation. This committee consisted of President Trabert and Dr. 

eaver. 

The Executive Committee then received a telegram of the proposed 
withdrawal of the said First Church of Los Angeles from the California 
Synod, Sept. 22, 1926. Telegram said: 


“Los Angeles, California, Aug. 23, 1926. 


“Rey. E. A. Trabert, 2516 Ashby Ave., Berkeley, Calif. 

“Dysinger announced special congregtional meeting for Sept. 22nd to 
present amendment to constitution. Requires unanimous vote for such amend- 
ments. Think can block move, but desire Executive Committee to consider 
matter. Your presence at this meeting vital. 

“CLARENCE B. RUNKLE.” 

A copy of this telegram was sent to Dr. Knubel. : 


The Rev. S. H. Yerian, D.D., was enrolled as a member of Synod. 

The name of the Rey. E. O. Hoffmeister, of Pacific Synod, was also 
placed on the Synodical roll. 

The Executive Committee appointed a committee of five to represent the 
Synod in the project of a Joint College in California. Those appointed were: 
President E. A. Trabert, Drs. O. H. Gruver and D. J. Snyder, the Rev. J. E. 
Hoick, and Mr. J. TF. Esterly. : 

A petition was received from the loyal members of the First English 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of Los Angeles to be recognized as the only 
said Church of Los Angeles. In view of this petition it was resolved: 


That an opportunity be given to Dr. W. S. Dysinger, and those members 
of the First English Evangelical Lutheran Church of Los Angeles who have 
revolted against the Evangelical Lutheran Snyod of California and its action 
to be heard; and it was therefore decided to meet as an Executive Committee 
December 2, 1926, in St. Mark’s Church, Los Angeles, at 10 o’clock, for the 
purpose of giving this hearing. 
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This meeting was held, the proceedings being herewith reported. 


The meeting opened with prayer by President E. A. Trabert. 

Secretary Himes being absent, Dr. Jesse W. Ball was accepted as his 
proxy, and was appointed secretary pro tempore. 

Drs. John A. M. Ziegler and D. J. Snyder, members of the former Ex- 
ecutive Committee, being present by invitation of President Trabert, were 
on motion invited to sit with the committee, but without the right of voting. 


Several members of the First Evangelical Lutheran Church of Los An- 
geles appeared and requested the privilege of attending (in their individual 
capacity, but not as representatives of the Church) the hearing on the peti- 
tion of Margaret A. Bingham, et al. 

The following action was taken on this request: 


Whereas, several individuals, representing the respondents in “the order 
to show cause,” have presented themselves at the meeting of the Executive 
Committee; and : 

Whereas, a communication was received, signed by the president and 
secretary of the respondents, in which it is stated that the First Church de- 
clines to appear at the hearing on Dec. 2; therefore, be it 


“Resolved, That any members of the First English Evangelical Lutheran 
Church of Los Angeles, who desire to be present at the Executive Committee 
meeting during the presentation of the petition of Margaret A. Bingham et al. 
for recognition as the true and lawful congregation of the First Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, be granted that privilege.” 


The petition was then read by the secretary, on the instruction of the 
President, together with the summons to Dr. Dysinger et al. to appear at this 
meeting. The reply to this summons being called for by Dr. Weaver, it was 
read also. This reply was accompanied by a copy of the letter addressed by 
Dr. Dysinger et al. to F. H. Knubel, president of the United Lutheran Church 
in America, which was read by President Trabert. 

The reading of the petition (which had been interrupted by the request 
of Dr. Weaver), and its consideration paragraph by paragraph, was then 
continued and completed, opportunity being given, following each paragraph, 
for reply by the respondents, but without reply of any kind by them. Presi- 
dent Trabert then announced that the time had come for the Executive Com- 
mittee to consider its reply to the petition, and the visitors withdrew. 


After a brief adjournment, the committee was again called to order. On 
petition of Dr. Weaver, Dr. John A. M. Ziegler who was appointed by F. C. 
Noel as his proxy for the afternoon session, was recognized as such by the 
committee. The petition was again read and considered in detail. 


Dr. Gruver moved that Item 1, of paragraph 16, be decreed, as request- 
ed. The motion was seconded by Dr. Weaver and adopted. 

It was moved, seconded and carried that Item 2 be decreed in like 
manner. 

Item 3, on motion, was amended by addition of the words, “resolved to 
secede“ and “therefore,” in the latter part of the sentence, causing it to read: 
“That respondents and each of them, have revolted from, and are now in 
revolt against, said Synod, its constitution, and their obligation as members of 
said Synod, and are therefore no longer entitled to be recognized as said 
Church.” As thus amended, it was. approved and ordered decreed in like 


manner. 

Item 4 was amended by addition, at close of the paragraph, of the words, 
“with the advice and counsel of the Executive Committee,” causing it to read 
as follows: “That petitioners, and all those whose names appear on ‘Exhibit 
A,’ and all those members of said Church who are in accord with petitioners 
and are loyal to said Synod, be recognized as and be declared to be the true, 
lawful and only First English Evangelical Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, 
California, and as such to be entitled to all its rights, privileges, property, or- 
ganization and prerogatives, and that they be authorized and directed to 
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reorganize said Church, elect a Council thereof, provide a minister therefore, 
either by temporary arrangement or permanent call, and fully carry on and 
conduct said Church and all its affairs, with the advice and counsel of the 
Executive Committee.” 

The following summary, proposed by President Trabert, was adopted as 
the reply of the Executive Committee of the Synod to the petition, and ordered 
to be put in proper legal form: 


Whereas, a petition for recognition as the true and lawful congregation 
of the First English Evangelical Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, California, 
(Art. X, Sec. 4, of the Constitution of the Synod of California), has been re- 
ceived, signed by Margaret A. Bingham, Bertha Lipp, G. M. Wieman and 
F. M. Runkle, on behalf of themselves and other members of the First Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, California; and 

Whereas, After giving an opportunity to the respondents to show cause 
why the petition should not be granted, no such cause has been shown; and 


Whereas, The Executive Committee has given careful and earnest con- 
sideration to said petition; it is hereby decreed as the reply of this Com- 
mittee: 

First. That the proposed amendments to the constitution of said Church 
(declared adopted at the congregational meeting held on Sept. 22, 1926), and 
each of them, were and are in violation of the Constitution of said Synod, 
and are therefore wholly illegal and void. 

Second. That said purported action attempting to withdraw said 
Church from membership in said Synod is illegal and void under ecclesias- 
tical law, custom, procedure, and organization, and that said Church still is 
a member of said Synod and amenable to its constitution, decrees and reso- 
lutions. 

Third. That respondents and each of them have revolted from, and are 
now in revolt against, said Synod, its constitution, and their obligations as 
members of said Synod, and have resolved to secede from said Synod, and 
are therefore no longer entitled to be recognized as said Church. 

Fourth. That the petitioners and all those whose names appear on “Ex- 
hibit A” of the petition, and all those members of said Church who are in 
accord with the petitioners and are loyal to said Synod, are recognized as, 
and are declared to be, the true, lawful and only First English Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, California, and as such entitled to all its 
‘rights, privileges, property, organization and prerogatives; and that they are 
authorized and directed to reorganize said Church, elect a Council therefor, 
provide a minister therefor either by temporary arrangement or permanent 
call, and fully carry on and conduct said Church and all its affairs, with the 
advice and counsel of the Executive Committee of the Synod. 


President Trabert, reported the per diem expense of the delegates for 
attending the convention of the United Lutheran Church in America, at Rich- 
mond, Va., the total being $444. : 

At the meeting of the Executive Committee in March, the Rey. Anton 
Jensen, from Pacific Synod, and the Rev. Geo. Dorn, from the Nebraska 
Synod, were enrolled as members of this Synod. 

A protest from the Rev. R. Arps, regarding services held by the Augus- 
tana Synod in the, vicinity of St. John’s Church, Oakland, was presented. 
Action was taken, that the President make inquiry from the California Con- 
ference of the Augustana Synod, as to the meaning and intent of this move 
into the territory of St. John’s Church. This matter was referred to the 
Home Mission Committee of the Northern Conference and a committee from 
the Northern section of the California Conference of the Augustana Synod. 

On motion it was resolved that the Synod of California request the 
officers of the United Lutheran Church in America to hold the next conven- 
tion at least one week earlier in October, in order to allow time for all dele- 
gates to return for the Reformation festival, and in time to vote in November. 

The Executive Committee recommends the following as the budget for

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the Synod of California, for ae task half of ste year 1927 and the first half 
of the year 1928, namely:. $20,000, to be divided as follows: $14,319 for the 
United Lutheran Church, and $5, 681 for California Synod work. 


Resolved, That the Statistician be instructed to apportion these amounts 
among the Communicant members .of the’ congregations of the Synod, to be 
paid in monthly installments. 


The names of the Rev. R. H. Trojan and the Rev. Edwin’Moll were en- 
rolled as members of the Synod of California. Also the Rev. Lewis S. Axe. 


The following was enacted: Resolved, That the Wonien’s Missionary 
Society of the Synod be asked to pay their pro-rata share of expense in hav- 
ing the minutes of Synod printed and distributed.” 


It was unanimously resolved that.the Executive Committee reaffirm the 
resolutions of confidence in Dr. O. H. Gruvei, as expressed’ on page 21, of 
the minutes of Synod for 1926, which read as follows: 


- RESOLUTIONS OF CONFIDENCE: 


Whereas, It has come'to the attention of the Executive Committee of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California, that statements are being made 
that reflect on the integrity of the Rev. Oscar H. Gruver, D.D., and that 
serious accusations are lodged against him by persons, who, however, are by 
no means disinterested; and 

Whereas, Out of a total of thirty-two years in the Gaspel ministry, he 
has spent twenty-eight years in the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California 
during which time he has served the Synod in various positions of trust andl 
of influence; be it therefore, 

Kesolved, That we place on‘record our appreciation of his faithful and 
disinterested services in the various offices he has filled; and 

Resolved, That nothing short of Onn evidence will lead us to alter 
our estimate of his integrity. 


Applications were received from two éongregations for adiniasion into 
the Synod, namely, St. John the Evangelist Italian Evangelical. Lutheran 
Church of San Francisco, and: Bethany Evangelical Lutheran Church of Los 
Angeles. These congregations submitted copies of their constitutions to the 
Executive Committee, which were'found to be in agreement’ with the Model 
Constitution recommended for congregations. Upon this: the above named 
congregations were received into the Synod by the Executive Committee, and 
this action is herewith reported to the Synod for its approval. 


CODIFICATION OF STANDING RESOLUTIONS 


By action of the Synod in 1926, the Executive Committee was directed 
“to codify all standing resolutions. of this body.” As interpreted by thé com- 
mittee, this action contemplated only those resolutions passed since the adop- 
tion of our present Constitution and By-Laws, The committee ey beats the 
following: \ 

Vacation Bible Schools (Minutes, 1921, p. 35, 4) Resdlved* That the 
churches of our California Synod recognize the value of the Vacation Bible 
School, and that the President of Synod be instructed to appoint from the 
members of Synod two secretaries, one north and one south, whose duty it 
shall be to devise practical plans’ and aid-in procuring the necessary ‘material 
for the conducting of such schools within our Synod during the summer vaca- 
tions. 

President ex-officio Delegate to U. L. C. (Minutes, 1924, p. 38, 4)—Re- 
solved, That beginning with the 1926 convention of the Synod of California, 
the president shall be:ex-officio a delegate to the United Lutheran Church 
convention, and chairman of the delegation. 

Minutes of the Executive Committee (Minutes, 1924; p. 38, 5)—Re- 
solved, That hereafter the Executive Committee of the Synod shall send to 
al! pastors a digest of their activities after each meeting.

Item 1. The following resolution was offered: 


Resolved, That the Synod of California in convention assembled approve 
and adopt the action of the Executive Committee relative to the First Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church of Los Angeles.

By unanimous consent, Dr. Dysinger was accorded the floor. 
Dr. Dysinger was heard. : 
The resolution was adopted by a standing vote, 33 to 6. <

Crouser, Isham, G. Bayard Young, Mottern, Stafford. 


Adjournment was taken, Dr. Oehler offering the closing prayer. 


TUESDAY EVENING SESSION 


At 6:15 o’clock the ladies of the entertaining church served a banquet to 
about one hundred men. With this was merged the report of the Laymen’s 
Missionary Movement and the Brotherhood Convention of the United Luth- 
eran Church, under the head of “Messages from Richmond,” which report 
was in charge of Mr. F. C. Noel. : 

At 7:30 o’clock the evening service, dedicated to Brotherhood interests, 
was held. The Rev. Dr. Broyer was the liturgist. The speakers were the Rev. 
John E. Hoick, on “Work for Men,” and Mr. Clarence B. Runkle on “Men 
for Work.” 

THIRD SESSION 


Wednesday, May 11, 1927, 9 a.m. 

The roll was called. 

In the devotional period, the Rev. J. George Dorn, D.D., conducted the 
Matin Service, and Dr. Hillerman gave the second meditation in the series 
on “Faith.” “Faith that Goes, Not Knowing Where.” 

The minutes of the preceding session were read and approved. 


REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH 


Your delegates arrived at Richmond by various routes in ample time for 
the opening session, at which the Lord’s Supper was administered and the 
convention sermon of President F. H. Knubel, D.D., LL.D., was delivered. 
This took place in the First English Lutheran Church, Dr. J. J. Scherer, 
pastor. The remaining sessions were held in the Jefferson Hotel, near which 
your delegation had its headquarters. The far-famed southern hospitality 
was much in evidence. And the setting of the convention itself gave oppor- 
tunity for a degree of social intercourse that was most delightful. These- 
factors exerted their proper influence in promoting the harmony that prevailed 
in all the sessions of the convention. The success of the convention was due 
no less to the remarkable ability of our honored president as a presiding 
officer. 

The Synod is naturally interested in the report of the Committee of 
Adjudication upon its memorial. This was received with equal interest by 
the delegation in general. It sustained the right of a Synod to terminate the 
pastoral relation for causes specified in its constitution. 


Another matter with which this Synod has been concerned is the matter 
of determining the apportionment laid by the United Lutheran Church. 
After earnest and extended debate, in which the western synods were a unit, 
supported by leading delegates from eastern synods, the communing member- 
ship was substituted for the confirmed, and the apportionment fixed upon. 
this basis alone. This will be more equitable, and will tend to restore the 
confirmed membership more nearly to what it should be. 
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A notable feature of the convention was the interest manifested in the 
cause of Christian education. This was reflected not only in the report of the 
Board of Education and its proposal of an educational year, but also in the 
survey of colleges, now in progress; in the report of the Commission on 
Theological Education; in the work of the Parish and Church-School Board, 
and in a minor degree in the report of the Board of Publication. 

A large degree of attention was given to foreign missions. The presence 
of Dr. C. T. Voskamp naturally brought into prominent notice the mission 
field in China. It was a beautiful incident in which Dr. Voskamp presented 
the gavel which he had brought from China for use in the convention. An 
equally impressive scene was that in which the various missionaries on fur- 
lough and under appointment were called to the platform and introduced to 
the convention. 

But perhaps most significant of all was the world outlook reflected in the 
convention. The work of the American Mission Board now extends not only 
throughout continental United States, but northward into Canada and Alaska, 
and southward into the West Indies. It will ultimately extend into South 
America, where the Foreign Board is at work at present. The report from 
the National Lutheran Council reminded us of relations sustained with the 
peoples of Europe and with the orphaned foreign mission fields sustained by 
German societies. The addresses by President Brandelle of the Augustana 
Synod, and of President Lars Boe, of Saint Olaf College, reminded us of the 
duty of the United Lutheran Church to interpret Lutheranism to America, and 
appointive cooperation of these bodies in our common missionary and educa- 
tional projects. These cooperative efforts have their most favorable oppor- 
tunity on the Pacific coast, where we are now working together in a great 
hospital enterprise and for a great educational project, in contemplation. 

Various matters referred to the respective Synods for consideration and 
action have already been presented in the president’s report. To discuss 
these further in this report would be entirely superfluous. Other matters of 
great interest added to the success of the convention. To discuss these how- 
ever would add unnecessarily to the length of the report. It was indeed a 
privilege to represent the Synod at this notable convention.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON JOINT LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


Much progress has been made during the past year in the realization of 
the fond ideal of a Lutheran College in California. “At the last meeting of 
Synod, the project of a Joint Lutheran College to be located in Southern Cali- 
fornia was unanimously approved. Deeming it desirable to have a_compact 
representation on this joint committee, the President of Synod appointed the 
following: Mr. John Esterly, the Rev. O. H. Gruver, D.D., the Rev. J. E. 
Hoick, the Rev. D. J. Snyder, D.D., and the Rev. E. A. Trabert, to cooperate 
with representatives from the California District of the United Danish Evan- 
eelical Lutheran Church of America, the California Conference of the 
‘Augustana Evangelical Lutheran Church of America, and the California 
Circuit of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. Numerous meetings 
have been held, and the following is a resume of the things accomplished: 

First. A basis of cooperation has been prepared, embracing (a) a, Cov- 
enant in re the establishment of a Joint Lutheran College; (b) a Constitu- 
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tion for the proposed institution. This has been submitted to educational 
leaders of our church in’ the east, and has received their approval. It has 
been tentatively adopted by? the Joint Committee, and is submitted for the 
éonsideration of Synod; (c), Articles of .[mcorporation have also been pre- 
‘pared,-and are ready for filing as soon as th¢, cooperating Synods and Con- 
ferences have adopted these; papers. > “ ee ; 
Second. -Pending the ‘oficial adoption of .this basis of cooperation, a 
number of the:members of the joint, committee,-acting in an individual ca- 
pacity, and in no sense as official synodical representatives, have organized 
. a holding corporation, kfiown as the’ “Los Angeles University Corporation,” 
in order that they might be.in a legal position to receive and hold in trust 
‘for the Joint College, any real or personal property that might be received. 
Third. Various sites have ‘been offered for the proposed institution. 
“Several at Santa Barbara, one at Covina, and in other localities. After much 
“tidy of the subject, a site of one hundred acres, located about fifteen miles 
from the heart of the city of Los Angeles, has been chosen as the best. It is 
q@n-elevated location, with a commanding, view of a great expanse of country. 
Tt is easily accessible, and’ has a valuation.of at least five hundred thousand 
dollars. 
“F Fourth.’ A financial campaign is being projected in order to secure from 
fhe civic bodies, public spirited individuals, and from our own Lutheran 
people contributions for the erection of buildings, the improvement of the 
grounds, and the establishment of an endowment fund. This campaign will 
be launched during the coming months. 


Your committee recommends: 


1. That the Synod give favorable recommendation to the proposed 
Constitution, Covenant and Articles of Incorporation, and elect two repre- 
sentatives for the Board of Control of the University; one of said members 
to serve for a term of two years, and one for a period of four years. 

2, That the Synod of California give its moral support to the proposed 
financial campaign; also that as pastors and congregations, we render all 
possible assistance in the realization of the funds essential to the speedy 
establishment of the Los Angeles University: 

3. ‘That we welcome to the floor of this body, the President of the Board 
of Directors, Dr. Edward M. Stensrud, and gladly give him a hearing at 
this time.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON AUXILIARY ORGANIZATIONS 


Your Committee has sought information other than may be learned from 
other reports submitted, to learn how efficiently the work of our congregations 
is organized, how effectively each auxiliary is doing its specific work, and 
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what methods are being used that might be a help to others if they knew them. 

Practically all of our congregations report a Missionary and an Aid 
Society, a Luther League or other organization for the young people, but 
very few have Brotherhoods. 

There are a few instances of over organization, and a few instances of 
insufhcient organization, and especially are we failing to mobilize the men 
of our congregations for service. Through these auxiliaries our people are 
led to know what to do for the church, and are taught how best to do it. 
From 65 to 95 per cent of all our work is done through these auxiliaries. 
Missionary interest is awakened, activity in the services of the church is 
stimulated, young people are trained for the work of the church, new mem- 
bers are enrolled and given something to do, financial problems are solved. 
In some congregations all their organizations are very efficient and produc- 
ing desired results, while in others the credit for the work done belongs to 
but one auxiliary and mainly to the women. But it is gratifying to note that 
on the whole through the auxiliaries of the church our people are “growing 
in grace and in the knowledge of God,” and are being sent into the Lord’s 
vineyard to work. — 

As for methods, very few except the “usual” are being used. Some aim — 
always to have something planned for the good of the church. There is the 
group method and the creation of the spirit of friendly rivalry; in one con- 
gregation six members were selected from each organization to enroll mem- 
bers for the church; another has formed an Evangelism Society for the same 
purpose and to increase the attendance by aiming to interest indifferent or 
delinquent members; among the Brotherhoods, good programs with an out- 
standing speaker, good fellowship and good eats, are mentioned; one Broth- 
erhodd is conducted along Rotary Club lines, and a’ part of each meeting is 
devoted to the discussion of “The Welfare of the Church and the Brother- _ 
hood,” thus binding the men to each other and to the church. Catchpenny 
methods for raising money are banned. ; 

Dangers to be guarded against are, that the real aim of the church be 
not lost in the efforts to keep all the machinery well oiled and in good run- 
ning order, and the tendency to put some activity in some auxiliary above or 
on a par with attending divine worship. Too many already suppose they 
may absent themselves from the services of the church if they do their part 
in one of the organizations. 

Your committee would recommend and urge the use of new or unusual 
methods where the ordinary methods fail to bring desired results. We would 
also recommend and urge greater efforts to mobilize the man power of our 
congregations in the work of Christ and His Church.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


During the past year, two students have been assisted in their theological 
studies by our Synod. One, Mr. Alfred J. Buckingham, has completed the 
course at Pacific Seminary, and will graduate this week from that institution. 
He is available for work in our Synod in case his services are desired. 

Mr. George K. Black began his theological course at Western Theo- 
logical Seminary last fall, and continued his studies with application and 
fidelity for the first semester. He made an excellent record, and received the 
commendation of his teachers. For personal and financial reasons, he has 
discontinued his course at the Seminary. He now resides with his parents 
at Monrovia, California, and is taking a post graduate course at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, with the object of securing his Master’s de- 
gree in chemistry, and teaching. He expects to take up the study of theology 
later on. Synod has advanced to him the sum of $250, which is amply pro- 
tected by notes, and in case Mr. Black does not enter the ministry, this 
amount will be returned to Synod. 

According to the reports of the pastors, only one person in the bounds of 
the Synod has the ministry in view at this time, while none are at this time 
in active preparation for this holy office. This is the first time in many years 
that this condition has existed. It ought to cause us heart searching as pastors, 


_as to whether we have been faithful in presenting the claims of the Lord’s 


work upon the young people of the church. 

Your committee recommends that each pastor present this subject more 
earnestly and frequently to the people of his parish in order to secure more 
recruits for the work of the kingdom. 


(Supplemental) 


Mr. Orval Awerkamp, a young man from St. Luke’s Lutheran Church, 
Huntington Park, appeared before your committee during this session of 
Synod, and made application for aid in his preparation for the Gospel min- 
istry in our Lutheran Church. He has made a very favorable impression 
upon the committee, and in addition he is highly commended by his pastor. 
We recommend that he be granted an allowance during the synodical year 
of $250, and that he be directed to pursue his studies at Midland College.

Your Committee on Letters and Papers beg to submit the following 
report: 

1. A communication conveying greetings from the President of the 
Pacific Synod has reached us. We are grateful for this kindly remembrance 
and hereby ask the incoming President of the California Synod to felicitate 
the Pacific Synod with our best wishes for their abundant and successful 
harvest of souls. This communication to reach the President of the Pacific 
Synod before its next convention. 

2. An interesting communication from one of our senior members, the 
Rey. M. F.. Rinker, now passing his 86th year in his quiet home in the city of 
Los Angeles, giving us the cause of his absence and incidentally seeking the 
prayers of Synod and its pastors. Let us not fail to remember this kindly 
request from this aged brother in the evening of his life. 

3. A communication from Dr. J. A. Morehead, the executive director of 
the National Lutheran Council, containing the facts about the Lutheran 
World Service program and needs for 1927. A communication has probably . 

We must not let go our heart strings too soon 
for our work in Lutheran lands across the waters, where the vast need con- 
tinues.

4. A communication of heart interest comes to us from the Rey. J. C. 
Pedersen, now at Porto Rico. We suggest that the part addressed to the 
Synod be read in their hearing. In the balance of the communication he 
very frankly states that with his present work he is in no need of a motor 
car, and desires that we express his thanks to all who have given a part of 
the donation for such car. He further suggests that the amount collected be 
turned over to the Home for the Aged or some other worthy charity as we 
may elect. Why would it not be a worthy thing to do, to turn this money 
so collected into a fund, to which could be added other moneys, to construct 
a unit of the proposed Home to be known as “The Missionaries’ Cottage?” .

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Your committee, after carefully examining the President’s report, heartily 
commends both the thoroughness of the report itself and the careful super- 
vision of the affairs of the Synod shown by it. The period covered by the 
report is one of distinct advance which promises much for the future of our 
work in California. : 

It is becoming increasingly difficult to discharge properly the many duties 
of the president’s office in connection with a pastorate. The ultimate solution 
must be the salaried presidency. However, until the debt of the Synod can be 
paid or considerably reduced, and provision made for paying the salary, it 
would_of course be unwise to undertake the expense involved. 

We-would suggest that, for the sake of economy in printing, the report 
of the Committee of Adjudication of the United Lutheran Church be omitted 
from the report in the printed minutes, and instead, that proper reference be 
made to the proceedings of the Richmond convention of the United Lutheran 
Church. 

With reference to the recommendations contained in the report of the 
president, we offer the following: 


1. (Here the report contains certain suggested additions to and verbal 
alterations in the president’s recommendations, which were adopted, and 
ordered incorporated in the president’s report as printed, which has been 
done.) 

2. We recommend further consideration of the recommendations, 
seriatim. 

3. We suggest that the Committee on Evangelism read its report at this 
time, and that this vital phase of our work receive intensive consideration. 

4. We suggest that every congregation be urged to permanently or- 
ganize from its membership an organization for the express and sacred 
purpose of winning souls for Christ, by means of individual evangelism and 
witness bearing. 

5. We suggest that, under the direction of the Committee on Evangel- 
ism, and wherever agreeable and possible, series of Gospel meetings be con- 
ducted and special efforts be made to win souls for Christ and our Church.

‘year of evangelism and bespeak, for the cause of Christ, the whole hearted 
cooperation of all pastors and congregations.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH SCHOOLS 


The Bible School Committee are well pleased with the responses from 
the various schools to the reports sent out. Out of 36 reports mailed, 26 were 
returned. During the year, we have had no special lecturer or institute for 
the Bible School, but nevertheless, we are happy to note that there has been 
an increase of 495 scholars. Great praise and commendation should go to 
the members of the Bible School of Bethany Church, Los Angeles, Rey. S. H. 
Yerian, pastor, for their 212 scholars. It is the largest and youngest school 
reported in the Synod. 

The reports show a total enrollment of 2,242 scholars, with an average 
attendance of 1,636 per Sunday. Ejighty-three per cent of the schools are 
definitely graded into primary, intermediate, and adult departments. The 
most common method of instruction is by use of charts and blackboard in 
the lower grades, and lesson books and Bibles in the higher classes. In the 
majority of schools, the primary departments meet separately, with exercises 
and work adapted to the smaller children. There are a number of organized 
classes, both intermediate and adult. The meetings for teachers and officers 
are held regularly each month. The majority of the literature used is from 
the United Lutheran Publication House, and several of the schools have 
teacher-training classes and week day religious education. We note with 
pleasure that 91 per cent of the officers and teachers, and 59 per cent of the 
members of the Church Councils attend Sunday School; but, we also note 
that only 42 per cent of our young people attend the church services. Are 
some of us negligent in filling out our reports, or do we not try to draw the 
young people into an active interest in the Church? The average weekly 
offering per member is nine cents. Collections for home and foreign mis- 
sionary work are taken; some schools aid the church building fund or cur- 
rent expenses; and some classes support special causes. A greater interest 
is being taken in having special features or programs in the Bible Schools, 
marking the various festivals of the church year. 

Several new churches are about completed, which have paid especial 
attention to the plan and equipment of the Bible School, realizing that in the 
Bible School lies the foundation of the future church. 

This report. gives us some idea of the work being done in the Bible 
Schools of the Synod of California, and shows us that we must create in- 
terest among our scholars, in order to make our Bible Schools the power they 


should be in the church. Respectfully submitted,

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REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSION BOARD 


The Synodical Mission Board herewith presents to the Synod of Cali- 
fornia the annual report of its activities since the last meeting of the Synod 


in February of 1926. : 
Meetings 


At the meeting of the Synod in San Francisco in February of 1926 only 
two members of the former Board were returned to it. The new Board met 
in Los Angeles and organized. The Rev. E. A. Trabert became the President 
by virtue of his office in the Synod, and the Rev. O. H. Gruver was elected 
Secretary. Four meetings of the whole Board were held during the period 
since the last meeting of the Synod. Two of these meetings were held in Los 
Angeles and two in Berkeley, By action of the Board it was “Resolved that, 
in view of the expense involved in holding meetings at regular quarterly in- 
tervals, the Board meet at the call of the President.” This was. the policy 
followed during the year, and meetings were set for times when the Execu- 
tive Committee also would meet. The expense of the four regular meetings 
and several other less formal gatherings of portions of the Board was $87.02. 


Field Missionaries. 


At the April meeting of the Board in 1926 the resignation of the Rev. 
E. P. Schueler, D.D., Field Missionary for the Southern Conference, was 
presented, to take effect June 30, 1926. The resignation was accepted by the 
Board with regrets, and acknowledgement of the faithful work done by Dr. 
Schueler during the three years and nine months of his labors as Field Mis- 
sionary. 

-At the August meeting of the Board in 1926 the Rev. E. O. Hoffmeister 
was recommended to the General Board as Field Missionary for the North- 
ern Conference, his services to begin September 1, 1926. He was first located 
at Fresno, taking care of the First Church in that city during its pastoral 
vacancy. Since March 1 of this year he has been conducting a house to house 
canvass of the Westwood Park district in San Francisco, looking towards the 
establishment of a mission at that place. The first service at Westwood Park 
was held on the first Sunday in May with an attendance of 20. The prospects 
seem quite bright for this new work. 

New Missions 

During the period covered by this report two new missions were organ- 
ized and received on the funds of the Board, namely, Bethany in Los Angeles 
and St. Paul’s in Santa Monica. These were reported by President Snyder at 
the adjourned meeting of the Synod in Los Angeles. 


New Church Buildings 


During the year several of our mission congregations have erected new 
church edinces, or are now building. Grace of Alhambra, St. Paul’s of Los 
Angeles, Bethany of Los Angeles, and Grace of Richmond have completed 
and dedicated their new houses of worship. St. Paul’s of Santa Monica will 
soon have theirs finished. 

Church Extension Loans 


Church Extension loans, or donation of interest on local loans, have been 
made to the following mission congregations during the year: Grace of Rich- 
mond, loan of $5,000 and interest on $3,000 additional; St. John’s of Oak- 
land, interest on $2,000; St. Paul’s of Santa Monica, loan of $10,000 and in- 
terest on $10,000 additional; First of Fresno, interest on $2,000. 

During the year the First Church at San Bernardino and the Church at 
Alpaugh paid back their loans to the Board of Church Extension in full. 
Also St. Paul’s. Sanger, and Wartburg, Fresno, made partial payments on 
their loans. All the other congregations of the Synod, except one, that had 
overdue loans from the Board of Church Extension have renewed their loans 
to the new Board of American Missions. 
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Vacancies in Missions 


* At the time of this report there are only two vacancies among the mission 
congregations of the Synod. ‘he Lemple Church of San Francisco is without 
a reguiar pastor, but it is adequately and satisfactorily supplied by the Rev. 
H. ii. Leech, of Berkeley. Aiso St. Paul’s Church ot Sanger is without a 
pastor, and it is temporarily supplied by the Rev. H. Lucas, of Fresno. 
Alpaugh Congregation 

The action of the Synod in February, 1926, regarding the First Lutheran 
Church at Alpaugh, as round on page 20 of the printed Minutes of the Synod 
for 1926, has been followed up by the Synodical Mission Board through its 
Secretary. A contract has been entered into for the sale of the church 
property to the Alpaugh School District for the sum of $2,300. Partial pay- 
ment has been made on this contract, and the balance due the Synod wit! be 
forthcoming soon. The church pews and some furnishings and song books 
were donated to the First Church of Fresno. The congregation will disband 
on the completion of the transfer. 

Italian Work 


The Italian Mission in San Francisco is under the care of the Rev. L. O. 
Pampana, who has been commissioned by the Immigrants’ Mission Board. 
‘The work is supervised by the Northern Conference Mission Committee. The 
Rev. Pampana is a taithtul missionary among his countrymen, but this work 
in San Francisco does not require all of his time and energy. Accordingly he 
is serving a group of Italian Christians in Fresno once each month, and he 
is also looking into the possibilities of reaching the Italians in Oakland, 
Stockton, Sacramento and Monterey for the Church. The Synodical Mission 
Board appropriated $10 each month during the year to supplement this work 
among the Italians, and the General Board. is giving $15 each month for its 
extension into other cities from San Francisco as a center. 


Home for the Aged 


At the last meeting of the Synod the Home for the Aged was put under 
the care of the Synodical Mission Board, and has been entrusted by it to the 
Southern Conference Mission Committee. Some action of importance con- 
cerning the Home and its property has been taken during the year which will 
be presented to the Synod in a separate report. 

Home Mission Budget 


The mission budget that went into effect April 1, 1926, called for an 
appropriation of $16,480 in support of 19 mission congregations for the year. 
This was an increase of one congregation over the preceding year. Seven of 
these mission congregations provided houses for their pastors. Six mission 
congregations increased the salaries of their pastors over the previous year. 

The mission budget adopted April 1, 1927, calls for an appropriation of 
$18,570 for the year in support of 21 mission congregations. This is the 
largest number of mission congregations supported during any one year in 
the history of the Synod. Houses for the pastors to live in are provided by 
eight of these mission congregations, and six missions have increased the 
salaries of their pastors over the previous year. 

In 1926 there were nine mission congregations that reduced the amount 
of aid asked from the Board by $25 or more and increased their own contri- 
butions to the pastor’s salary by a like or greater amount. In. 1927 there were 
eight mission congregations which made this reduction and increase. It is 
the rule of the Synodical Mission Board, and also of the Board of American 
Missions, that each mission congregation shall make some reduction each year 
in the amount of aid asked of the Board. But if the salary of the pastor is 
increased by the mission congregation, then the Board does not always require 
this reduction. It is to the credit of the Synod that the pastors are receiving 
more competent salaries today, both from the missions and from the self- 


supporting congregations. 
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The Board of American Missions 


Since January 1 of this year all missionary operations of our Synod have 
been under the new Board of American Missions. Some new policies have 
been inaugurated by this Board. One of these is the termination of the appro- 
priation ior ail missionaries with the close of the calendar year. Another 
policy is the placing of the initiative for new mission work and the care of 
the established mission congregations within the Synod upon the Mission 
Board ot that Synod, and that the Synodical Mission Board snall make recom- 
mendations to the Board of American Missions for the work desired to be 
taken up in that territory. The plan is further extended to include a Super- 
intendent of Missions in each Synod. As regards our Synod the organization 


is such that the President of the Synod is in reality now the Superintendent ~ 


of Missions. His report to the Synod covers most of the missionary activities 
of the Synod, and this report of the Synodical Mission Board is supplementary 
to his report. It is also decreed by the Board of American Missions that all 
financial matters intended for the Board must be in the hands of the Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Board not later than the second Thursday of each 
month, and must be sent in triplicate. Promptness is therefore required of all 
pastors of mission congregations and their church councils if delays are not to 
occur in matters demanding the action of the Board. 


Arizona 


The State of Arizona is part of the mission territory of this Synod. As 
yet we have only one mission congregation in that State, namely, Grace at 
Phoenix. It is the sense of this board that work should be begun in other 
growing cities of that state where there seem to be fields white unto the 
harvest. We commend this territory to the new Board for the coming 
Synodical Year and urge the entry into Arizona. * 


Conclusion 


Considering the funds and men that were available, this synodical year 
has been a good year in our mission work. There were quite a number of 
problems to be solved and vacancies to be filled. But today our mission oper- 
ations are in better condition than ever before, and the prospects are bright 
for new work. 

We recommend that the Field Missionary and other missionaries of our 
Synod be heard at this time regarding their work and the needs of their re- 
spective fields, Respectively submitted, 5

HOME KOR THE AGED (Supplemental) 


At about the time of the last meeting of the Synod in San Francisco, 
action was taken by the Synodical Mission Board to have the property for 
this Home at Sierra Madre deeded to the Synod, and have the Synod give 
its promissory note, secured by a mortgage on the property, for $7,500 at 
7 per cent interest payable quarterly. This has been done and the deed is 
now in the possession of the Synod.”This matter was handled by Mr. C. B. 
Runkle, at a cost to the Home of $76.80. 


During the year, and to the time of this report, the receipts for the 
home have been $1,426.87, of which amount Dr. Zeigler collected and paid 
to the Treasurer of the Synod $677. The expenditures for this same period 
have been $2,064.75; of this, $636.88 came from the Synodical Treasury. 
There are outstanding subscriptions amounting to $1,540.33. The obligations 
of the Home, aside from the $7,500 note, are the quarterly interest of Sist25. 
taxes of about $225 per year, and the commission due Dr. Ziegler on his 
collections. 

The time seems to be at hand when this Home for the Aged should be 
pushed aggressively to the fulfillment of the purposes of the securing of this 
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property. To this end a Board of Control or Directors under the supervision 
of the Synodical Mission Board and consisting of five members, two of whom 
should be women, should be elected at this meeting of the Synod. 


The report was considered seriatim. 


A motion by Dr. Young) prevailed, that the attention of the Board be 
called to the requirement of the constitution that the Board hold meetings at 
least quarterly. 

On motion it was resolved that the management of the contemplated 
Home for the Aged be reposed in a Board of Control, under the Synodical 
Mission Board, composed of five persons, of whom two shall be women. 

The recommendation relating to work in Arizona was adopted. 


The report as printed was adopted as a whole. 


The special order (Joint College) was on motion set aside, and the 
Synod heard Dr. Wolf, one of the official visitors from the United Lutheran 
Church in America, who presented the work of Foreign Missions. 


A rising vote of thanks was tendered the speaker. 


The report on Joint Lutheran College was taken up. 

The proposed Covenant was read. 

Moved to amend Article 14 by adding “insofar as they relate to the 
doctrinal basis.” Carried. : 

The Article as amended was-carried. 

On motion, the Covenant as a whole, as amended, was approved. 

The Constitution of the College was considered. Pending.

The Rey. D. Burt Smith, official visitor from the United Lutheran 
Church, was accorded the floor, and addressed the Synod, presenting the in- 
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terests of various boards, but especially dwelling upon the work of the 
Parish and Church-School Board. : 


Dr. Hillerman gave notice of an amendment to the Constitution, as 
follows: ts ; 

Article Six, Section II—The Synodical Mission Board. Substitute the 
words “American Missions” wherever the words “Home Missions and Church 
Extension” occur. : : 

Strike out the word “District” wherever it occurs preceding the words 
“General Superintendent.” 


RESOLUTION ON FIRST LUTHERAN CHURCH OF LOS ANGELES 
The following was offered by Dr. Snyder: 


Whereas, a portion of the members of the First English Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, California, has attempted to withdraw said 
congregation from its membership in the Evangelical Lutheran Sunod of 
California, and in pursuance of this attempt proposed and declared adopted 
certain amendments to the Constitution of said congregation at a special 
congregational meeting held September 22, 1926; and 

Whereas, a protest in writing, signed by members of said congregation, 
against said purported withdrawal of said congregation from this Synod, has 
been filed with the Synod; and 

Whereas, on behalf of said protesting members, a petition has been filed 
with the Synod by Margaret A. Bingham, and others, praying for recogni- 
tion of said protesting members as the true, lawful and only First Engiish 
Evangelical Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, California, in accordance with 
Sub. 4, of Art. Ten of the Constitution of this Synod, and good cause therefor 
appearing,— 

It is hereby ordered and decreed, in addition to any action heretofore 
taken by this Synod, either through its Executive Committee or in this Con- 
vention, or otherwise: 


First. That the purported amendments to the Constitution of said 
Church (declared adopted at the Congregational Meeting held on Sept. 22, 
1926), and each of them, were and are in violation of the terms of said con- 
stitution and of the Constitution of this Synod, and are therefore wholly 
illegal and void. ? 

Second. That said purported action attempting to withdraw said 
Church from membership in said Synod was in violation of the Constitution 
both of this Synod and of said Church and is illegal and void under ecclesi- 
astical law, custom, procedure and organization, and that said Church still 
is a member of this Synod and amenable to its Constitution, decrees and 
resolutions. 

Third. That that portion of the members of said Church which has 
attempted to withdraw said Church from membership in this Synod and all 
those supporting that portion, and each of them, have revolted from, and are 
now in revolt against this Synod, its Constitution, and their obligations as 
members of this Synod, and have resolved to secede from said Synod, and 
are therefore no longer to be recognized as said Church. 

Fourth That all those whose names appear on that certain written pro- 
test hereinbefore referred to against said purported withdrawal action, be, 
and the same are hereby recognized as and are declared to be the true, 
lawful and only First English Evangelical Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, 
California, and as such, are entitled to all its rights, privileges, property, 
organization and prerogatives, and they are hereby directed to reorganize 
said Church, or to continue such organization as they may now have, includ- 
ing a Church Council thereof, and to provide a minister therefor, either by 
temporary arrangement or permanent call, and fully to carry on and conduct 
said Church and all its affairs, with the advice and counsel of the Executive 
Committee of this Synod. 


The resolution was adopted without dissent. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STUDENT WORK 


Your committee requests that our representatives in Los Angeles and 
Berkeley be given two minutes each to present the work being done. 

We urge upon all pastors the necessity of directing their young people 
attending non-Lutheran educational institutions to the local Lutheran 
Churches, and also that they furnish student pastors with the names of their 
young people in such institutions. 

Respectfully submitted, J. W. BALL. 

The report was adopted. 

In accordance with recommendation, Pastor Trabert and Dr. Ball were 
heard with reference to their work as student pastors. 

In accordance with suggestions offered, the Committee on Resolutions 
was instructed to report a resolution seeking official authorization for student 
work by pastors wherever such are in touch with non-church institutions. 


NEAR EAST RELIEF) 


Dr. Young was accorded the floor to call attention to Near East Relief. 
He said among other things that 35,000 orphans in the Near East are de- 
pendent upon the Christian charity of the United States. 


Motion prevailed that the Synod go on record as supporting the work of 
Near East Relief. 

In this connection, the Rev. Mr. Khanis, an Assyrian pastor of San 
Francisco, was given the floor for a few minutes to tell of the sufferings of 
his people. 

- ARCHIVIST’S REPORT 

Your Archivist is able to report with pleasure, that owing to the grace 
of Dr. Chas. F. Oehler, the Synod at last owns one complete file of minutes, 
ready for binding, 

When the romantic era of our history, now beginning, is fairly conclud- 
ed, a readable narrative of our annals may be undertaken.

(1) The President, the Secre- 
tary, the Treasurer, and the Vice-Presidents of the Synod (the Presidents of 
the Northern and the Southern Conferences), shall be annually elected the 
legal trustees of the Synod. 

The motion to adopt was carried by a vote of more than two-thirds, and 
the amendment was declared carried. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


In accord with the suggestions and recommendations of the Committee 
on Evangelism of the United Lutheran Church in America, made at the 
Richmond Convention in October,.1926, your synodical Committee on Evan- 
gelism, together with Dr. Herbert J. Weaver, arranged for group meetings 
for the churches of the Southern Conference as follows: One group, includ- 
ing the churches of the orange-belt, to be held at San Bernardino. Three 
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groups, including the churches of Los Angeles and vicinity—one group at 
Huntington Park, one at Alhambra, and one at Hollywood. One of these 
groups reported very helpful meetings held. aan 

Your committee sent out a letter to every pastor at the beginning of Lent, 
urging pastors and congregations to do their utmost in reclaiming and re- 
cruiting souls for the Kingdom of Christ. 

In the Christian Herald of February 5, 1927, and March 5, 1927, Dr. 
H. K. Carroll published statements showing tremendous losses in the church- 
membership of nearly all denominations. ‘These losses may be due partly to 
the method of reckoning church membership, yet they indicate the trend of 
the times. . 

In the Synod of California, comparing the membership columns of 1926 
with those of 1923, we have the following results:

In these years the increase in baptized membership is 288; the increase 
in confirmed membership, 450; in communicant membership there is a loss of 
42. This condition in our churches calls for sober thought and prayerful con- 
sideration on the part of every pastor and congregation. 

Christ came “to seek and to save the lost.” If we are true under-shep- 
herds we will have the same purpose. Let us ask ourselves, Is our preaching 
what it shouldbe? Does it touch life? Does it move the will? Is our con- 
gregational life magnetic, or is it repellant? 

Your committee makes the following recommendations: 


1. ‘That the synodical Committee on Evangelism be composed of three 
members of the synod. 

2. That the Committee on Evangelism arrange for and hold Institutes 
for Evangelism. At least one of these should be held in each Conference of 
the synod. ‘The purpose will be to give definite instruction on the subject of 
Evangelism, and information concerning its practical operation in the con- 
gregation. 

3. That pastors lay greater stress on the work of adult catechization. 

4. That every effort be made in enlisting the lay-members of our con- 
gregations in the work of Evangelism.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Divine revelation directs the Christian’s pathway through this temporal 

life into the eternal life in heaven. It is a spiritual pathway. The church is 
"commissioned to direct people to walk in this pathway, to instruct them about 
it, and to teach them how to find it. It leads from mother’s arms, through 
baptism, to the family altar, to the Bible school, to catechetical instruction and 


confirmation, into the fellowship of the church as adult Christians; and from 
thence through the church militant into the church triumphant. The means 
empioyed to attain this blessed condition and progress are those divinely 
appointed, viz: the Word and the Sacraments, Baptism and the Lord’s Supper. 


How faithfully, prayerfully, diligently and consecratedly these means 
are employed by the church, with what hopeful success the consummation of 
God's benevoient plans is attained, is the essence of this report, together with 
ail labor connected with it, on the part of all persons interested in compil- 
ing it. 

All persons feel the need of Paul’s instruction to Timothy: “Preach the 
word; be instant in season, out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort, with all 
longsuffering and teaching.” (2 Tim. 4:2). We submit, that an intensively 
earnest, prayerfully prepared and conducted season of evangelistic preaching, 
instruction and constraining of the people to accept the Saviour’s invitation 
to come unto him for salvation, would go far toward carrying into effect the 
recommendations of the United Lutheran Church in America on the subject 
of evangelism.: 

A brighter future apparently is dawning for the churches of our Synod, 
if we interpret aright the earnestly prepared reports on the state of the 
church filed with the committee. Nearly all of the pastors and church councils 
bring good cheer, to the committee and to the whole church. 


We can hardly understand how members of our churches who have been 
rightly instructed concerning the Holy Sacraments, and acknowledge their 
divine institution, with the divine command to administer them accordingly, 
could neglect infant baptism and the partaking of the Holy Communion. Yet 
there are such. We believe that the number of services at which the Com- 
munion is administered might well be added to, and that our present prac- 
tice (an average of about four services annually) should be considered the 
minimum number of such administrations. An encouraging number of 
churches manifest a wish and express a desire that the Synod express itself 
on these subjects. 

May Jehovah bless and augment the optimism of those churches that 


experience, like Moses on Nebo and Pisgah, a view of the brightness of the’ . 


future, with the Master’s promises for the church. What joy thrills the hearts 
of those pastors and church councils thus favored by the attendance at divine 
worship of consecrated worshippers, from childhood to the aged, with their 
interest and activities also manifested in the auxiliaries of the church. May 
God’s favor and mercy abide upon them. 

Within the visible church is comprehended the invisible church. Where 
there is no visible church we do not look for the invisible. A hungering and 
thirsting for the spiritual manna and the spiritual fountain of life witness to 
a growing spiritual life, and this is manifested physically by the interest re- 
vealed in the activities of the visible church. 

If the reports of these optimistic churches inspire us to greater efforts 
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and new courage in the work of winning souls for the Saviour, in finding 
and adopting the best possible methods, and the employment of them; if these 
inspire us to do our best,in our work for the kingdom of God, then these 
have labored not in vain. ii 

Your committee would suggest the adoption of a uniform blank report 
form for the use of churches furnishing annual reports on the state of the 
church. 

We recommend that the Synod continue to remind its members of the 
privilege of prayer, of the family altar, of the reading of the Bible, of 
sharing in the services and activities of the congregation, of the privilege of 
influencing others, by word and deed, to become interested in the welfare of 
their own souls and in the glorification of the Saviour. 

With grateful appreciation of the help and assistance which has made 
this report possible, we herewith return to,you the honor you conferred upon 
us through the office of Committee on the State of the Church.

OF THE SYNOD OF CALIFORNIA Mead 


_ Resolved, That the Synod admonish and advise the First English Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, in any efforts it may make to attain 
what it may consider its just rights, to refrain from recourse to the civil courts 
until it has exhausted every reasonable means of a solution by arbitration 
and conciliation. 

Resolved, TVhat if within the next sixty days the contending elements 
(that is, the First English Evangelical Lutheran Church and the body of 
Lutherans worshipping at Eighth and Flower streets) shall bring to the 
Executive Committee any proper request for the good offices of Synod toward 
a peaceful solution, the Synod authorizes the Executive Committee to act In 
the matter, without prejudice however to any action already taken by the 
Synod in this case. 


The resolutions were adopted. 


The Committee on Ministerial Education submitted a supplemental re- 
port, which was adopted. (See the Report as printed.) 


INVITATION FOR THE NEXT CONVENTION 


The following was presented: 

St. John’s Lutheran Church of Sacramento cordially invites the Synod 
of California, and the Women’s Convention, to hold their next annual ses- 
sions in the capital city of California, on a plan similar to that used at the 
present conventions.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


Dr. Weaver gave notice of the following proposed amendment to the 
constitution: 

Article Ten. Insert as Sub. 6 a new paragraph, as follows: 

6. A congregation having become a member by and with the consent 
of Synod, cannot withdraw from the same without the consent cf Synod. 


Should any congregation desire to withdraw, a pre-requisite to such with- 
drawal shall be that the congregation shall legally call and hold a congrega- 
tional meeting, at which the only question to decide is whether or not such 
congregation desires to withdraw from the Synod. Should the decision be in 
the affirmative, the congregation shall within fifteen days thereafter, notify 
the President of Synod of such action. The President thereupon shall investi- 
gate as he deems proper, and shall render a special report of his findings, 
together- with recommendations, to the next session of Synod, which shall 
then give its consent or dissent to such proposed withdrawal. * 

Change present number 6 to 7.

On motion, it was ordered that the president’s annual report to the Synod 
hereafter be provided in sufficient duplicate copies to supply the members of 


the Synod. As 
On motion, it was ordered that the Treasurer’s report and the statistical 


tables be similarly provided in duplicate. 


A motion prevailed, to rescind a former action allowing the president 
of the Synod a monthly allowance for office expenses up to a maximum of 
$25, and instead the following was enacted: 

That commencing with June 1, 1927, there be attached to the office of 
the presidency an honorarium of $50 per month. 

By the expressions of laymen present, the Synod was encouraged to look 
to the Brotherhoods for the additional $25 per month so voted, and in this 
anticipation a vote of thanks was tendered the laymen.

Tuesday, May 10, 1927, 1:30 p.m. 

The first business session opened with a devotional service conducted by 
Mrs. W. L. Rutherford, who was introduced as the leader of the devotions of 
the Convention. | 

After the reception of credentials, the president, Mrs. H. C. Stafford, de- 
clared the Convention open for business. a 

It was voted to receive credentials from (A) First and (B) Pane 
Churches of Los Angeles. iz 

Mrs. H. C. Funk gave the address of welcome, to which response was 
made by Mrs. E. A. Trabert. 

Reports of the Fifth Biennial Convention at Rockford, Illinois, September . 
25-October 1st, 1926, were given by Mrs. Paul Hoffman and Mrs. G. Bayard 
Young. Both reports, in a comprehensive manner, gave a bird’s-eye view of 
the activities of this most interesting gathering. 

A skit, entitled “Ghosts,” emphasizing the inefficiency of many missionary 
societies because of poor methods, lack of preparation, inattention and lack. 
of business methods, was given by. the members of the Glendale Missionary 
Society. 

The President, calling the .Vice- President to the Chair, then-read the fol- 
lowing report. : ; 
PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Once again in the gracious providence of God, the ‘Women’ s Missionary 
Society of the Synod of California has the privilege of coming together to 
review our past work, to gain, a clearer vision of our unfinished task and the ° 
greater opportunities ‘of the future, and to ask God to send us forth on our 
mission in the fullest devotion to Him, 

This convention is a representative body. ‘We are not here to promote 
personal interests or individual ambitions. We come to represent our several 
Auxiliaries, to speak for them to the Synodié¢al, that. we may speak to them 
from the Synodical. Furthermore, we represent the needs of our’ Synod, the 
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needs of the neglected, difficult places of our entire home field, the needs of 
India, China, Africa, Japan and the isles of the sea. In some measure, at 
this convention, we hold in our hands the destiny of many who turn to us 
with hopeful faces, whose only hope is the glorious Gospel of Jesus Christ. 
We are called upon to record the visit of the grim reaper, since we last 
met in convention. We mourn the death of Miss Kate J. Stuber of Sacra- 
mento, who for 24 years was actively associated with our Synodical as its 
corresponding secretary, and who was ever faithful to her trust. The im- 
press of her life and labor will abide with us through the years to come. 


And with the church at large, we express our sorrow at the death of 
Mrs. E. C.. Cronk. She was a true servant of God, a woman with a world 
vision, the organizer and promoter of our Light Brigade, a fluent speaker and 
a forceful writer, one whose life God has used in a very wonderful way not 
enly within our own Lutheran Church, but in many other circles interested 
- ithe good of humanity. She “being dead, yet speaketh.” 

At this convention the matter of anniversary celebrations will be brought 
to_our attention. We will here mark the 35th anniversary of the organization 
of the Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod of California. During these 
years af sacrifice and service, courageously meeting the many changes and 
difficulties, answering the challenge of a rapidly developing field, our Synodi- 
cal has made a creditable record, and helped to write the history of Lutheran- 
ism. on the Pacific Coast. ‘ 

Our splendid magazine, Lutheran Woman’s Work, is now in its 21st 
year and will saom be of age. It has always occupied a high position in fos- 
tering. and promoting our work. No other single factor so assures the success 
of our saciety, as this magazine, so intelligently and prayerfully prepared 
and sent forth to be read im thousands of homes. It is urged that every sub- 
seriber aim to have one new subscriber as her gift to Lutheran Woman’s 
Work, and that our Synodical aim to have an offering of subscriptions equal 
to its membership to celebrate this anniversary. 

Then too; next year will mark the tenth anniversary of the Women’s 
Missionary Society of the United Lutheran Church in America. The merging 
of the three general bodies has brought blessings and strength to us beyond 
- our’ expectations. The general committee asks that the celebration be made on 
the basis of increased membership in our societies, and that each member 
make a love gift which is to be presented at the next General Convention, 
September, 1928. 

Last September the office of Secretary of our Light Brigade became 
vacant when Mrs. Wendell Dysinger moved from the bounds of the Synod. 
Mrs. E: J. Jorgensen, of Oakland, was appointed to take charge of this De- 
partment for the unexpired term. 

We note: with pleasure that Mrs. L. K. Sanford, Life and In Memoriam 
Secretary, im reporting to the February meeting of the Executive Committee 
says: “The California Synodical has designed a certificate for 100 per cent 
families, i.e., families in which every member is a Life Member of the 
Women’s Missionary Society.” It was voted to approve the plan of any 
Synodical wishing to issue such certificates. 

We are glad to note from the Treasurer’s report, the splendid offerings 
made during the year. It is especially gratifying to know that our Synodical 
“Special” was so heartily received, and that the financial obligation involved 
was not only paid in full, but with an excess of $53. We bespeak for it the 
same loyal support for the coming year. 

Three. new Women’s Societies have been formed,—St. John’s, Gardena, 
the baby society, organized in March, 1927. They have already contributed 
to the General and Biennial funds, and have given a Life Membership to 
_ their_pastor, the Rev. H. C, Stafford, in honor of his birthday; and two other 
societies; Bethany and First Church, both of Los Angeles, to be received into 
the Synodical at this convention. ‘We are also glad to report the organization 
of.a Young Women’s Missionary Society, “Loving Hearts,” in St. Mark’s 
Los Angeles. 
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We all received great inspiration and encouragement by the visit of the 
Field Secretary, Mrs. H. C. Bell, November and December of last year. In 
her tour she visited practically every congregation, helped to solve many 
knotty problems, and pointed the way to more effective service. The Cali- 
fornia Synodical welcomes frequent visits from officers of the General So- 
ciety. 

There are doubtless various other matters deserving of special mention 
in this report, but which will be properly brought to your attention for con- 
sideration and action in the reports of officers and committees. 


We would offer the following recommendations: 


1. The Young Women’s Congress at Rockford revealed to us that we 
have been neglecting the possibilities of our young girls. From these must 
come recruits to the women’s societies, and it is in this group that we find the 
working force in the field. We would recommend that we spare no effort to 
hold our young women and follow up the results of the Rockford Congress. 

2. We would recommend that each society put forth earnest effort to 
create interest in Student Scholarships, and in the support of Slovak Dea- 
conesses. The need is urgent. | 

3. We recommend the appointment of an Immigrant Secretary. 

4. We recommend the adoption of the plan proposed to celebrate the 
Tenth Anniversary of the Women’s Missionary Society of the U. L. C. This 
plan has a two-fold basis, that we aim to double the membership of our 
societies, and that each member contribute to the Love Gift to be received 
and presented as directed by the general committee; also that each Synodical, 
each Conference, and each society appoint a chairman to have charge of the 
Tenth Anniversary celebration and report through the regular channels. 


5. We recommend the adoption of the plan to mark the twenty-first 
birthday of our magazine, Lutheran Woman’s Work,—namely that each sub- 
scriber aim to secure at least one new subscriber as her gift to the magazine, 
to celebrate this anniversary. 

6. Last year we asked that the loan to Synod of $150 for Old Folk’s 
Home purposes, be given to them as a gift, and-that the note be cancelled. 
Since the financial stress in connection with this project still continues, we 
again recommend that the amount of the note, $150, together with the $9 still 
in our treasury and belonging to this fund, be granted to the Synod of Cali- 
fornia as a gift to be applied to the Home for the Aged property, and that 
the note be cancelled. 

7 Last year the question of the ruling to be applied with respect to 
our representation to the General Convention became quite acute. Shall the 
California Synodica]l be represented in General Convention by one delegate 
from the Northern Conference, and one from the Southern Conference? ‘That 
there may be a definite ruling for future guidance, we recommend that at 
this convention our Synodical definitely register its desire in a resolution to 
be offered by or through the Committee on Resolutions. 

In closing, we take this opportunity of thanking the program committee 
for their splendid work; and of expressing our appreciation of the coopera- 
tion of all the officers and department secretaries, and of the willing response 
of all the societies to the work and needs presented. 

We are thankful to the Heavenly Father for having had the privilege 
of serving the California Synodical in the capacity of its humble president, 
and it is my earnest prayer that this 35th anniversary may mark the begin- 
ning of the realization of the larger hopes that have been entertained for its

FIRST SESSION 
Tuesday, May 8, 1928, 10 A.M. 


The Synod opened with the Service, with the Holy Communion, the 
delegates to the Women’s Missionary Convention participating. 

The president, the Rev. Earnest A. Trabert, preached: the sermon from 
‘the text, “For Christ sent me not to baptize, but to preach the Gospel: not 
with wisdom of words lest the cross of Christ should be made of none 
effect. For the preaching of the cross is to them that perish, foolishness ; 
but unto us which are saved, it is the power of God.” (I Cor. 1:17-18). 


SECOND SESSION 
Tuesday, May 8, 1928, 2 p.m. 
The Synod was formally opened with the prescribed order. 
The roll was called of ministers and lay delegates. 
The devotions were in charge of the Rev. Louis S. Axe, chaplain, the 
general theme being “Jesus our Saviour.” The opening topic was, “The 


Lamb of God.”

THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
Pe THERS AND BRETHREN: 


“Grace be unto you and peace oa God the Father and the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

By the providence of God we are permitted to assemble for our Thirty- 

seventh Annual Conyention to give an account of our stewardship as Co- 
workers in the vineyard of our Lord and Master, Jesus Christ. 
In presenting a report of the activities in which we have engaged we are 
struck with the small advances apparent. We know a pure Gospel has been 
preached, and our pastors have been faithful, and yet the net communicant 
membership increase has only been 253, or an average of less than seven per 
congregation. Certainly this does not tell the fruit of a year’s work. Brethren, 
in. presenting your reports no doubt you mourned over the small material 
results, but there is much which is not written and whjch cannot be recorded. 
Jesus did many things which were not written in the Book,—His blessed work 
had fruits in His own lifetime which only the Father in heaven recorded, so 
we need not complain if all our work cannot be recorded.

laid in the presence of a large congregation, ‘which included many visitors 
from surrounding churches. The address on the ‘occasion was delivered by 
the Rev. J. George Dorn, B:D. ‘The cornerstone was laid by the pastor, the 
Rey. Daniel J. Snyder, D.D. Others who assisted at the impressive service 
were the Revs. W. H. Derr, Jesse W. Ball, Ph.D., S. H. Yerian, D.D., David 
R. Huber, D.D., John A. M. Ziegler, DD5 G W. Se eh D.D., and Here 
bert J. Weaver, D.D. 
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The building, which will be completed late in May, is of Gothic design 
conforming thoroughly to our Lutheran requirements for worship. The esti- 
- mated cost will be about $75,000. 


Dedications 


On Sunday, May 29, 1927, St. Paul’s Church, Santa Monica, the Rev. 
Jesse W. Ball, Ph.D., pastor, was dedicated to the glory of God and the 
service of man with most impressive services. The sermon was preached 
by the Rev. David R. Huber, D.D., following the act of dedication, which 
was performed by the pastor. The receipt of the offering was in charge of 
Clarence B. Runkle, Esq. Others participating in the service were the Rev. 
M. H. Stine, D.D., and the President of the Synod. The new edifice was 
taxed to capacity by the host of friends of this two year old mission. 

At the evening service the President of the Synod preached the sermon 
in the presence of another large audience. 

This church edifice is one of the outstanding structures in the Lutheran 
Church in California. It is purely Gothic in design with tower in the rear to 
the left of the chancel. The appointments are exceedingly rich and tasteful 
and conform in every detail to the architectural style as well as the require- 
ments of Lutheran worship. The chancel recess has dignified depth, with 
elevated sanctuary. The windows are of antique glass. : 

One of the distinct features of the church plant is a Parish and Bible 
School building connected by a loggia with the narthex of the church. This 
building is arranged to conform to modern principles of education and at the 
same time is fully equipped for social purposes. The total cost of the struc- 
ture with furniture and equipment was over $100,000. 

On Sunday, June 12, 1927, Trinjty Church, Pasadena, the Rev. William 
H. Derr, pastor, was dedicated to the worship of Almighty God in the pres- 
ence of an assemblage which filled the church and the Sunday School audi- 
torium. The service was conducted by the pastor, and the prayer of dedica- 
tion was offered by the Rev. Daniel J. Snyder, D.D. The Rev. George H. 
Hillerman, D.D., preached the sermon. The Rev. D. Edward Wright read 
the Scripture Lessons. At the evening service the Rev. J. George Dorn, B.D., 
preached the sermon, the service being conducted by the Rev. W. J. Dentler 
and the Rev. W. F. Poat, LL.D. Special services were also held on the two 
evenings following, the President of the Synod speaking on Tuesday night. 


This church edifice presents a most imposing appearance, being nearly 
one hundred and fifty feet in length. The Sunday School and Parish House 
building is connected directly with the nave of the church with folding doors, 
thus providing for a congregation of nearly a thousand people. 

The style of architecture is Gothic, with extensions to the right and left 
of the chancel thus providing facilities for choir room and pastor’s study. 
The interior is perfectly arranged to suit our requirements for worship, and 
the chancel, with magnificent altar and reredos, lends great dignity and im- 
pressiveness. 

The arrangements for Sunday School and Parish service are exception- 
ally well appointed: A unique and distinctive feature here is the room fur- 
nished and equipped by the Boy Scouts for their activities. 

Anniversaries 


A number of the congregations have celebrated anniversaries of events 
in their history. The one which is of particular interest to this body is the 
observance of the Sixtieth Anniversary of the organization of St. John’s 
Church, Sacramento, the Rev. Charles F. Oehler, D.D., pastor. This congre- 
gation was organized on December 1, 1867, by the Rev. M. Goethe, with 
twenty-three members. The celebration took place upon Sunday, December 
4, 1927. In the morning the pastor preached a historical sermon, taking as his 
theme, “Jesus Only.” At the evening service the President of the Synod de- 
livered the address, the service being conducted by the Rev. Louis S. Axe. 

_ In May of 1927 the senior member of this body, the Rev. John A. M. 
Ziegler, Ph.D., D.D., entered upon the fiftieth year of his service of the Lord 
as a Christian minister. His brethren in the ministry, desiring to show him 
the honor which this event deserved, had gathered a goodly sum of gold 
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coins which it was my privilege to present him and his faithful wife upon 
the occasion of their golden wedding on August 18, 1927, at their home in 
Huntington Park. 

Official Acts 


On June 28, 1927, a letter was sent to all active pastors calling attention 
to various matters pertaining to the work of the Synod. 

_ On July 27, 1927, the active pastors were notified of the golden wedding 
of the Rev. John A. M. Ziegler, Ph.D., D.D. 

On August 18, 1927, an appeal was sent for a Rally Day offering on 
September 18, 1927, for the Home for the Aged. 

_ On September 14, 1927, a questionnaire was sent to all pastors of mis- 
sions for the purpose of making a complete survey of our missionary activi- 
ties for the Board of American Missions. 

On September 15, 1927, I notified the pastors of a serious deficit in the 
Synodical Treasury, due to the fact that but two of the congregations had paid 
their apportionments in full. 

On December 15, 1927, and January 5, 1928, letters were sent out calling 
attention to the Ministerial Pension Fund Campaign, and indicating suggest- 
ed quotas for each congregation. 

On February 1, 1928, attention was called to the fact that our payment 
on apportionment for 1927 was less than that for 1926, and urging all to make 
regular payments in 1928. The attention of all chairmen of committees for 
this Convention was also called to thejr work. 

On April 9, 1928, I requested that any matters of importance in the con- 
gregational life should be given to me within two weeks,—but five pastors 
responded. I also announced the plans for the 1928 campaign for funds for 
the work of the National Lutheran Council. 

On April 19, 1928, a statement was issued containing the announcement of 
the change of place of meeting of the Synod. 


Congregations 


Berkeley, St. Michael’s—Payments of $1300 have been made upon the 
property of the congregation. 


Fresno, W artburg—The salary of the pastor has been increased. 


Oakland, First English—With the advent of the present pastor this con- 
gregation has made a splendid advance. The increase in membership during 
the past year has been seventy-five, and the attendance at the church services 
has doubled. Plans are going forward for the construction of a parsonage. 

Sacramento, St. John’s—This congregation heads the list of subscriptions 
to the Pension Fund. 

San Francisco, St. Matthew’s—The congregation recently came into pos- 
session of $2,000 as a legacy of the late Mrs. Helen Strybing. The entire in- 
terior of the church has been renovated, redecorated and newly carpeted at a 
cost of $1,250, and the mortgage indebtedness reduced by $500. The pastor’s 
salary has also been increased. 

Los Angeles, First—This congregation, though greatly handicapped and 
inconvenienced by being temporarily deprived of their property, is steadily 
going forward. A number have been received into membership and every 
organization is functioning aggressively. A favorable decision from the court 
in the matter of the property is being awaited. Their Christian patience is 
worthy of commendation. 

Los Angeles, Hollywood—This congregation has become self-supporting, 
increased the pastor’s salary, added to its membership 182. To 
increase the seating capacity eight new pews have been added which, with 
two frontals, cost $1,200. They have also secured an addressograph | with 
equipment, for $150, and secured subscriptions totaling $5,060 on their in- 
debtedness. Three new organizations have come jnto being,—a Young Men’s 
Missionary Society, mostly college students; a Light Brigade, and The Pio- 
neers, a boys’ organization. The sum of $1,400 has been paid on the debt 
of the church. 
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“The report of the Mission Board of the Synod will present in detail 
the work which is being done in the missionary operations of the Synod. 
At the present time there are three missions without regular pastors, but in 
each case a permanent supply has been provided for, pending the call of a 
regular pastor. ©: : : : : ; 

Fresno, First English—There has been marked progress in this congre- 
‘gation during the past year. Through the use of the funds secured from the 
sale of the Alpaugh property the interest bearjng debt has been reduced, and 
at the same ‘time payment has been made upon the indebtedness of the con- 
gregation to the Synod. ig alge 
: Oakland, St. John’s—The indebtedness on the church has been refunded 
and considerable progress made. , : 
.: ,Richmond, Grace—Owing to the large, unsecured indebtedness of this 
congregation the Synod was compelled to come to their aid and a loan was 
made to relieve their financial distress. This work is growing, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the industrial depression has severely affected this com- 
munity. A week of evangelistic services was conducted by Dr. Hillerman 
which resulted in a marked awakening amongst the members of the congre- 
gation, and added several members. 


_ Sacramento, First Church—Realizing that the present location of: the 
church is not adequate for its work, committees from the Church Council are 
now seeking for a new site. A complete revision of the membership list has 
been made and a number of new members received. In January an evangel- 
istic campaign was conducted with the Rev. Edwin Moll as speaker. 


Salinas, Our Saviour’s—For the first time in several years the work in 
this field looks hopeful. At great personal sacrifice the Rev. Anton E. Jensen 
accepted the call to become pastor. He has reorganized the work entirely 
and the results are beginning to be in evidence. A monthly paper is issued 
which is widely distributed. 

San Francisco, Temple—The Rev. Harvey M. Leech continues as supply 
pastor in view of the fact that an adequate salary cannot be provided for a 
resident _pastor. The work is progressing very slowly. Recently the territory 
which this congregation serves has developed into an industrial center which 
increases the hopes for the future. : 


Sanger, St. Paul’s—In order that this congregation might not be utterly 
lost, ‘the Rev. G. Wenning was prevailed upon to return to the pastorate. 
One of the conditions of his return was that he should be permitted to do 
work —— the children in the English language. This permission was 
granted. 25 


| San Jose, Bethel—On October 27, 1928, the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
‘the occupancy of the Parish House was observed, also the twentieth anni- 
versary of the laying of the cornerstone of the church. The field missionary, 
the Rev. E. O. Hoffmeister, delivered the address for the occasion. 


Alhambra, Grace—The pastor reports steady progress here. 


: Gardena, St. John’s—Upon the removal of the former pastor from the 
field the Rev. Milton H. Stine, D.D., was appointed as acting pastor. He 
called to his assistance Mr. Guy Hudson, who is studying for the ministry 
under several of the Los. Angeles pastors. The work has made commendable 
progress under this arrangement. Recently a pastor has been called. 


Glendale, First—Located in one of the most rapidly growing suburbs of 
Los Angeles, this work is moving forward slowly. Large payments have been 
-made,on the organ installed: about a year ago. A total of $5,300 has been 


paid upon the indebtedness. 


_ Huntington Park, St. Luke’s—A large reduction was made in the appro- 
priation to this mjssion, which amount was assumed by the congregation in a 
spirit of willingness. Within another year or two this mission will join the 
ranks of self-supporting congregations. 
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. Los Angeles, St. Paul’s—Due to the industrial depression and unemploy- 
ment amongst its members considerable difficulty has been experienced in 


meeting the obligations of this mission. A reduction has been made in the 
amount received from the Board of American Missions. 


Los Angeles, Bethany—This is a growing mission. The Sunday School 
reports one of the largest enrollments in the Synod. A week of evangelistic 
services was conducted with the Rev. George H. Hillerman, D.D., as speaker, 
and awakened quite an interest throughout the community. ae: 


Monrovia, St. John’s—While on a vacation during the summer of 1927, 
the Rey. A. Fiebelkorn and family met with a serious automobile accident 
while passing through Iowa en route to St. Paul, Minn. They were enabled 
ae continue their journey to their destination, although their car was a total 
oss. 

During the pastor’s absence the condition of the work at Monrovia be- 
came such that, upon the appeal of members of the congregation, the Revs. 
John A. M. Ziegler, D.,.D., and M. H. Stine, D.D., president of the South- 
ern Conference, were requested to make a careful survey of the situation. 


Upon the return of the pastor he presented his resignation, to take 
effect December 31. His condition was such, however, that it was deemed 
expedient to commission Dr. Ziegler to take over the work at once. The 
salary of the pastor was paid in full to the end of the year. 

A careful survey by-the Superintendent of: Missions and the President 
of Synod disclosed the fact that this mission was in a precarious condition. 
At the present time the parsonage is being used as the. place of worship: 
It is confidently expected that the future will justify the continuance of ‘this 
work under the temporary leadership of Dr. Ziegler 

Phoenix, Ariz., Grace—Plans have been prepared and accepted, and a 
Church Extension loan for $10,000 has been granted by the Board of Amer- 
ican Missions for the erectjon of the building which this congregation must 
have. The work is going forward under the able and aggressive administra- 
tion of its pastor. 

' Redlands, First—There has been no change in this field since our last 
report. The balance of the debt, amounting to $500, has been paid. 

San Bernardino, First—F¥or a time, the sudden death of the former pas- 
tor, the Rev. H. J. Mathias, weighed heavy upon the heart of this mission, 
but “though the workman dies, the work goes on.” Since the advent of the 
present pastor the work has made most commendable progress. It is confi- 
dently expected that the day will soon dawn when this, one of our oldest 
missions, will be able to maintain its own work. The church has recently 
installed an altar painting of Christ in Gethsemane, also two seven-branched 
candlesticks. New pews are being installed, also screens for the windows, at 
a cost of $900. 

Santa Barbara, Grace—This is one of our most difficult fields. The for- 
mer pastor was compelled to relinquish the work on account of his health. 
For several months the congregation was vacant, and at the same time there 
was a disposition on the part of some within and without to seek the abandon- 
ment of the work. The Rey. E. P. Schueler, D.D., was requested to look 
after its interests, and later on received and accepted a call. He reports that 
the progress. is and will be slow, but that we have a real field in this city. 
The property of the congregation is located immediately opposite the site of 
the new million dollar court house and is well worth $40,000. 

Santa Monica, St. Paul’s—A solid, steady and substantial growth has fol- 
lowed in the wake of entrance upon the new church edifice. Although the 
obligations resting against the congregation are heavy they are being cared 
for wisely. The future is bright with promise, and the growth should be 
large in the immediate future. 
: Home for the Aged 


At the 1927 meeting of the Synod a Board of Control for the Home fos 
the Aged was-elected, which should act undér the authority of the Synodical 
Home Mission Board. Shortly after this the Rev. John A. M. Ziegler, D.D., 
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_ J. W. Ball resigned from this Board, and the Synodical Mission 
te SEALS to ‘he Executive Committee the election of the Rev. D. 
Edward Wright and Mrs. E. A. Morrison to fill the vacancy. This Board 
met with the Mission Board in August and directed that an appeal be issued 
for a Rally Day offering for the Home for the Aged. The response to this 
appeal was not in accord with the needs, and funds had to be drawn from the 
Synodical treasury to meet the deficit in this fund. 

The present situation cannot be permitted to continue. We have a prop- 
erty in Sierra Madre which is a constant drain on the funds of the Synod, 
and a further investment of not less than $20,000 will be required to inaugu- 
rate. the contemplated Home. The Board of Control, through the Mission 
Board, will present to this body certain statements and resolutions which 
should be considered in the light of these facts. Action of some kind must be 
taken to relieve the Synod from the heavy demand made upon its funds. 


Italian Mission Work 


In its very nature, work amongst the Italian people must be slow; at 
the same time our missionary; the Rev. L. O. Pampana, reports that progress 
has been made. At the beginning of the Synodical year a reorganization was 
effected and an element in the congregation which had not absorbed the 
ideals of the work was eliminated. Since that time there has been a real 
spiritual growth. The congregation in San Francisco still worships in a 
rented property and their most crying need is a church home. Only evening 
services can be held, which prevents the attendance of many. 

The missionary is conducting work in Fresno and Sacramento. Each of 
these places is visited once a month, and during the interim there are local 
workers who maintain Sunday School and other services. A special appro- 
priation has been secured from the Board for this purpose. This Convention 
should provide an opportunity for our missionary to speak to us concerning 
his work. 

New Work—Field Missionary 


One year ago the Field Missionary for the North, the Rev. E. O. Hoff- 
meister, inaugurated work in Westwood Park, San Francisco. A hall was 
secured and mornjng services were held regularly. The result has been most 
disappointing, for, although it was found that there were many Lutheran 
families in the district, all of whom expressed their desire for a church, it 
was not possible for the missionary to effect an organization. The Field Mis- 
sionary resigned his office, to take effect March 15. Services were discontinued 
March 25. Announcement has been made to all interested that the field has 
not been abandoned, but work has only been temporarily discontinued. 


Home Mission Survey 


On September 14, 1927, I received a communication from the Board of 
American Missions requesting a complete survey of the mission work of the 
Synod. This survey included the total expenditures made since the inaugura- 
tion of the mission, and a complete history of the past as well as an expres- 
sion of the prospects. The pastors of the missions were appealed to and 
within less than two weeks the report was prepared. It was the most com- 
plete survey that has ever been attempted and indicated that there are mis- 
sions on the funds of the Church which have cost many thousands of dollars, 
and yet today are little further along than they were ten or fifteen, or even 
more years ago. As a result of this survey it becomes clearly evident that if 
some of our missions do not give signs of progress it would be the part of 
wisdom to discontinue them and release the money for fields which would 
prove more fertile. 

Joint Lutheran College 


At the 1926 Convention of this body the project of a Joint Lutheran Col- 
lege was endorsed. Last year the proposed Covenant, Constitution and Arti- 
cles of Incorporation were considered and, after certain reservations and 
changes were made and suggested, were tentatively adopted, pending the 
action of other Lutheran bodies. These documents have been submitted to 
the Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church by the President of’ 
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this body. Up to this writing no communication has been received from them. 

The Board of Directors of the Institution have elected the Rev. E. M. 
Stensrud, D.D., President of the institution. When they undertook certain 
financial obligations which did not meet with the approval of one of our 
representatives, the Rev. J. E. Hoick, he resigned. In the meantime the Board 
of Directors completed negotiations for certain properties for the site of the 
University and announced a public dedication of the site on March 25, 1928. 

On March 12th I received a communication from the United Lutheran 
Church Ministerial Association of Los Angeles requesting me to communicate 
the action of the Synod of California at its 1927 Convention to the president 
of the Los Angeles University, also protesting “against the dedication of the 
site until such a time as all bodies concerned shall take definite and final 
action creating the Los Angeles (Lutheran) University.” 

I complied with this resolution. On the 17th of March I received a com- 
munication from Mr. William J. Gram, our second representative on the 
Board of Directors, announcing his resignation. At the present time we have 
no representative on this Board and hence bear no relation whatsoever to this 
institution. 

In.a letter received from the President of the United Lutheran Church 
in America dated June 10, 1927, he says, “Furthermore you will appreciate 
that the California Synod must have the consent of the U. L. C. A. in any 
such procedure of cooperation. Such consent can be arranged through the 
Board of Education and the Executive Board of the Church.” As stated 
above, thus far no communication has been received from the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Conference Meetings 


The Northern Conference held two meetings during the year, electing 
officers at the meeting April 17-18, 1928. It was decided hereafter to hold 
only one meeting, and that in the fall; also that the election of officers should 
take place at a meeting for that purpose to be held during the Synodical Con- 
vention. The Southern Conference follows this custom. The latter body held 


its meeting in the fall. 
Official Visitors 


I have been notified by the Secretary of the Board of Secretaries of the 
United Lutheran Church that the official visitors to our Convention will be 
the Rev. Franklin F. Fry, D.D., Executive Secretary of the Board of American 
Missions, the Rev. C. P. Harry, D. D., Secretary for University Students of 
the Board of Education, and Mr. Arthur P. Black, Executive Secretary of the 
Laymen’s Movement for Stewardship. The latter two have notified me of 
their inability to be present. 

National Lutheran Council 


The 1928 appeal of the National Lutheran Council has been received. 
The total amount they purpose to secure js $100,000. Of this amount $54,433: 
is apportioned to the United Lutheran Church, which in turn has apportioned 
$288 to the Synod of California. In 1927 this Synod stood first in the amount 
given over and above the apportionment. With the small amount requested 
of us this year we should easily meet our quota. 


In a recent communication Dr. J. A. Morehead says: “I want to thank 
you and all the brethren of the Synod of California for the splendid example 
you are setting the entire church in the regular, prompt, full and even gener- 
ous support of the annual World Service appeal of the National Lutheran 
COUNCI sdeascxcnse, I am telling the story of the record of the California Synod 
as I go from place to place speaking to some of the larger synods of the 
United Lutheran Church in America which have not done so well. Without 
knowing it, the California Synod is provoking others to good works. In fact. 
I hope for better results this year than last. By the way, we must have the 
full amount this year.” 

Ministerial Pension and’ Relief Fund 


It is a source of great joy to announce that the Synod of California has. 
attained its quota towards the $4,000,000 Pension Fund. The amount assigned. 
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to us was $28,938, with the urgent appeal that this be increased by 25% to 
allow for shrinkage. Upon this basis your President worked out a quota for 
congregations taking into consideration the membership and the current ex- 
enses of the congregation. There appeared to be some misunderstanding on 
the part of some and other quotas appeared. This is all past. We have met 
what was expected of us, and all should give thanks to God for His blessing 
upon our efforts. In order that a record of the subscriptions may be pre- 
served I herewith submit the amounts subscribed as reported to me:

Alhambra, $413; Gardena, $165; Glendale, $530; Huntington Park, 
$1,290; Long Beach, $797; Los Angeles, Bethany, $410; First, $3,132; Holly- 
wood, $1606; St. Mark’s, $870; St. Paul’s, $760; Monrovia, $35; Pasadena, 
$1,550; Phoenix, Ariz., $548; Redlands, $150; San Bernardino, $540; San 
Diego, $975; Santa Barbara, $265; Santa Monica, $780. Total for Southern 
Conference, $14,816. Trinity Church, Riverside, will put on the campaign in 
the fall. The total as stated above is $30,210. In addition to this a member 
of Trinity Church, Riverside, gave $2,000, making a grand total to date of 
$32,210. 

We extend to all pastors and laymen who labored earnestly for this 
cause the gratitude of the Church. 

Conference of Presidents 


On November Ist, 1927, I attended a Conference of the Presidents of the 
Constituent Synods of the United Lutheran Church, held in Chicago, II. 
Every President with the exception of one was present. This Conference 
went on record as approving, until further trial, the plan of representation 
of Boards at the meetings of Constituent Synods. A committee was appointed 
to study the question of “Methods for Congregational Mergers,” which will 
report to the Executive Board of the U. L. C. A. Following a general dis- 
cussion, it was voted to ask the Executive Board of the U. L. C. A. to give 
consideration to the matter of the irregularities of retired and inactive clergy- 
men; also the subject of the pastor communing himself. The Executive Board 
was further requested to gather information from the various Synods as to 
the methods used in dismissing and receiving ministers, and formulate an 
acceptable method for common use. The question of licensing men was con- 
sidered but no action taken. 

The Presidents of Constituent Synods were the guests of the Board of 
Ministerial Pensions and Relief at a three day meeting for outlining the work 
of the campaign. This was without doubt the most momentous gathering in 
the history of U. L. C. A. 

In this connection I wish to announce that our informal request that the 
meeting of the United Lutheran Church in America be held somewhat earlier 
to enable the pastors to return home before the end of October, was granted, 
and the Convention will be held this year in Erie, Pa., beginning with Oc- 
tober, 9th. et . 

University Student Work 


For several years work amongst the students of the University of Cali- 
fornia has been conducted under the direction of the pastor of St. Michael’s 
Church, Berkeley. There is an organization of Lutheran students, known as 
the “Luther Club,” which comes into personal contact with between seventy. 
and eighty Lutheran students each year. For the past two years the Board 
of Education of the United Lutheran Church in America has provided $500 
per year for this work, and a student has been employed for-part-time service. 
The fact that the congregation in which this work centers is nearly’ fifteen 
blocks from the campus is a great hindrance. There should be-a--Lutheran 
student center adjacent to the campus. Ete 
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In the city of Los Angeles and vicinity there are numerous educational 
institutions with a Lutheran constituency amongst whom nothing is being 
done. The removal of the University of California in Los Angeles to its new 
location in Westwood is going to increase its student body greatly. We 
should not allow this work to go unprovided for and steps should be taken 
to secure the services of one of our Los Angeles pastors to look after our 
Lutheran students in this vicinity. 

The suggestion is made that during Educational Year the University 
student work should be made our objective. 


Board of Education 


The Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church in America has 
requested that the following resolution be transmitted to the Synod: “Re- 
solved, that the Board of Education in session in Washington, D. C., De- 
cember 5th and 6th requests all Synodical bodies to take action by formal and 
definite resolution, in harmony with the action of the United Lutheran Church 
at the Richmond Convention, to set aside the year 1930 as Educational Year, 
and to provide for such campaign or campaigns as may be deemed justifiable 
upon the local territory on behalf of educational institutions or agencies cus- 
tomarily supported by the Synods concerned.” 


An India Appeal 


When Miss Louise Miller, our young women’s missionary in India, visit- 
ed California in 1927, she made an appeal for funds for training evangelists 
amongst high caste people in that land. The sum of $2,400 was required. 
Having received the consent of the Foreign Mission Board, and with the 
approval of the Executive Committee, the Rev. Edwin Moll undertook to 
secure this amount. He has received and is holding at interest the sum of 
$350. With the advent of the Ministerial Pension Fund campaign, at my 
request, he discontinued his efforts for the time being. The Synod should 
endorse this project and complete the fund. 


Brotherhood 


The Rev. J. W. Kapp, D.D., of Cincinnati, Ohio, Executive Secretary of 
the Brotherhood of the United Lutheran Church in America, has notified me 
of an official visit to our territory early in June. Arrangements are being 
made for meetings in the congregations of our Synod. The Brotherhood 
work needs stimulating amongst us, for less than one-third of our congrega- 
tions have organizations amongst their men. The Synod should endorse this 
visit and accord every possible assistance that his visit may be profitable. 


Miscellaneous Items 


With the final settlement of the status of the First Church, of Los An- 
geles, at the 1927 Convention of this Synod, the congregation took steps to 
secure their property, and they are now awaiting a decision from the court. 

A false and misleading advertisement in the ‘Lutheran,’ also a state- 
ment appearing in its columns concerning a congregation which assumes to 
hold the name of the First Church, of Los Angeles, compelled me to call the 
attention of the “Lutheran” to the action of the Synod. By direction of the 
Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church the advertisement was dis- 
continued. When an advertisement of the First Church was submitted to the 
“Lutheran,” and there was some hesitancy in regard to its insertion, the Sec- 
retary of the United Lutheran Church in America informed the editor: “The 
Synod of California has recognized the congrégation which does not follow 
Dr. Dysinger, and of course, the United Lutheran Church must respect the 
authority of the Synod in this case.” The advertisement has since appeared. 

In this connection I wish also to quote the words addressed to me by the 
Secretary of the United Lutheran Church, acting as President during the 
absence of Dr. Knubel from the country: “The United Lutheran Church in 
America recognizes the decisions of a constituent Synod so long as the acts 
of the Synod are altogether within its Constitutional rights.” 


By action of the Synod in 1927, this year was designated as “Evangelism 
Year.” The Committee on Evangelism, especially its chairman, has diligently 
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sought to secure special services in our congregations with the purpose of in- 
spiring them to greater service in behalf of the Lord and Saviour of men. 
The response which has been received has not been commensurate with the 
great work that was planned. As far as can be determined only four or five 
of our congregations have sought to do any intensive evangelistic work. 
Does this not tell the reason for our exceedingly small growth in membership 


during the past year? 


Our Luther Leagues are meeting with great success in the Conference 
organizations. They have definitely lined up with the Synodical program and 
are in constant communication with our Synodical Luther League Secretary. 
It has not been found possible as yet to effect a Synodical organization of our 


young people. 

In compliance with a resolution adopted last year the work of the Sun- 
day School has been made a feature of the Conference meetings. This should 
be continued. 

According to the Treasurer’s report, we have not measured up to the 
United Lutheran Church’s expectation of a 100 per cent apportionment; in 
fact, we fell below the preceding year. This is inexcusable. Many reasons 
might be given, none of which would be an adequate excuse. Some plan 
should be devised whereby some of our German congregations should not be 
expected to meet the apportionment assigned to them on the Communicant 
Membership basis. Some of these congregations cannot meet the amount re- 
quested, which is more than the total expenses of the congregation. This 
matter should be referred to the Committee on Apportionment, or some 
special committee, to study out a plan whereby encouragement in meeting 
apportionments could be given. 


Being notified of the celebration of the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
birth of the Rev. Holmes Dysinger, D.D., dean of the Western Seminary, 
from which a number of our pastors are graduates, I extended to him the 
heartiest congratulations of the Synod on March 26, 1928. 


At the coming Convention of the United Lutheran Church in America 
on October 9, 1928, in Erie, Pa., it is purposed to issue a “Daily Lutheran” 
giving the proceedings of the Convention. The request is made that this 
Synod subscribe for sufficient copies for one to be sent to each pastor on the 
clerical roll. The cost is fifty cents per copy. 


The attention of the Synod is callc | to the fact that certain congregations 
have paid no apportionment either to the Synod or to the United Lutheran 
Church during the past year. In justice to the congregations faithfully en- 
deavoring to meet their obligations to the Church, it is necessary for this 
body to consider this matter. Reterence here is made to the Constitution, 
Article X, Paragraph 2, line six; also Article X, Paragraph 5. 


I have notified the Presidents of the Conferences of requirements made 
of them in Article IX, Section I, Paragraph 8, of the Constitution. ‘This con- 
cerns those on the roll of the Synod who are no longer in the active ministry. 
My attention has been called to the fact that some are not fulfilling the re- 
quirement that they should connect themselves with a congregation of the 
Synod. Failure to fulfill this makes such an one amenable to the Synod. 


In this connection I desire to state that a number of the clerical members 
of this body, for whom there is no work in this Synod at the present time, 
assume that the Synod is under obligation to provide them with a parish. 
This is not the function of the Synod, nor does it exist for this purpose. Those 
who may desire to engage in the active work of the ministry must seek the 
will of the Lord, even though it requires their removal from California. The 


as cannot in any sense be held responsible for their failure to secure a 
parish. 


There are others on our rolls who have forsaken the Gospel ministry 
for secular employment, and yet their names are continued on our clerical 
roll. This matter should be considered by the Ministerium in compliance 
with the Constitution and a report rendered to the Synod. 
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Immediately. preceding the adjournment of the Synod in 1927 Mr. F. F. 
Fritzler, who had surrendered his ordination papers, at the behest of the 
Synod, presented an appeal seeking a reopening of his case with a view to 
reinstatement in the ministry. (See Minutes, 1927, Page 50). This was re- 
ferred to the Examining Committee, who reported to the Executive Commit- 
tee recommending his restoration upon certain conditions.. The Executive 
Committee, being convinced that this is a matter for the Ministerium and 
through the Ministerium for the Synod, did not act in the matter. Since that 
time several other communications have been received which have been re- 
ferred to the Examining Committee for a report to this body. 


A Word in Conclusion 


For two years it has been my privilege and duty to oversee the work of 
this Synod. With each passing year the responsibilities of this office increase. 
The burdens imposed are of such a character that no man can perform them 
with justice to the congregation which he serves. During the past two years 
I have given approximately half of my time to the work of the Synod. With- 
in this past year I have traveled not less than 8,000 miles and written over 


1,250 letters. This makes a total for the two years of over 15,000 miles 
traveled, and nearly 2,500 letters written. 

There is only one way in which adequate attention can be given to the 
work of the Synod, and that is to create the office of permanent or salaried 
President. In view of the fact that the duties of superintending the mis- 
sions of the Synod now rest upon the President, it is no more than right that 
the Board of American Missions should cooperate in providing the salary 
for this office. Your Synodical Mission Board has appealed to the Board of 
American Missions for an appropriation of $1,800 per year towards the 
salary of Missionary Superintendent, with which the office of President would 
be combined. 

I thank the brethren of the Synod who have cooperated so heartily with 
me in conducting the work of the Presidency. I bespeak for my successor in 
this office the same hearty support of all who are loyal and true lovers of the 
Church as it is represented by the Synod of California. 


Recommendations 


1. That Sunday, May 20, 1928, be set aside as the day on which an 
offering is to be received in all of our congregations for World Service 
through the National Lutheran Council. 

2. That the Synod of California designate the year 1930 as Educational 
Year and that the Executive Committee be directed to prepare plans in con- 
formity with the suggestions of the United Lutheran Church in America and 
its Board of Education for the campaign which will then be undertaken for 
the educational work of the Church. 

3. That we heartily endorse the visit of the Rev. J. W. Kapp, Executive 
Secretary of the Brotherhood of the United Lutheran Church in America, to 
our territory and pledge him our heartiest cooperation. 

4. That we order the Daily Lutheran sent to every pastor on the clerical 
roll of our Synod, and that payment be made from the Synodical treasury, 
the several congregations, however, to reimburse the treasury in these 
amounts. 

5. That in every congregation opportunity be given to the laity to 
subscribe for the Daily Lutheran. 

6. That a permanent Committee on Constitution be provided for to 
which shall be referred all proposed amendments to the Constitution for a 
proper study of their relationship to the Constitution prior to their final con- 
sideration by this body.

The report, with the report of the auditors, was adopted. 

For the treasurer’s report of congregations, see Appendix A. 

A question was raised as to the prorating of the benevolence funds of 
the Synod between California Synod work and United Lutheran Church 
objects. 

A motion prevailed that a committee be appointed to bring in a recom- 
mendation on this subject, the committee to report on Wednesday. 

The committee consisted of the Revs. George Dorn and L. S. Axe, and 
Mr. Alex. Frisch. 

The report of the Executive Committee was presented, as follows: 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE . 


Six meetings of the Executive Committee were held since the last conven- 
tion of Synod. The following actions were taken: 

At the meeting of May 20, 1927, in Berkeley, the date for the Thirty- 
seventh synodical convention was fixed as May 8, 1928. The committee ap- 
pointments were approved, and the program for this convention of Synod 
was outlined. 

Looking towards possible conciliation in the Los Angeles First Church 
controversy, the Committee recommended that a committee be appointed by 
each party to the case, to confer. It was also ruled that any former member 
of First Church desiring to be restored to membership in the recognized 
First Church might be enrolled simply by announcement. 

It was ruled that the presidents honorarium did not apply to the expenses 
of the president’s office, which should be paid as usual. The financing of the 
honorarium was referred to the Brotherhoods of the Synod. 
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Dr. John A. M. Ziegler’s claim for $110 commission on monies raised 
for the Home for the Aged under the arrangement with Synod was allowed. 
It was voted to grant to apc cnes caper mission as a loan, $700 received 
the sale of the Alpaugh church property. ’ 
ue the meeting in ie eT June 14, 1927, Rev. D. Edward Wright 
was elected to the Board of Control of the Home for the Aged, vice Dr. 
Ziegler, resigned. 
eThe Sen reported receipt of a communication from Dr. W. S. 
Dysinger, proposing submission of the Los Angeles First Church controversy 
to the U. L. C. Commission on Adjudication for review and arbitration. The 
president ruled that the latest resolution of Synod in the case (see Min. 1927, 
p. 48-9) barred any such reference. The committee concurred, and directed 
the president to reply suitably to this view. 


At the meeting on August 30, 1927, in Los Angeles, through the Com- 
mittee on Ministerial Education, the desire of Mr. Guy Hudson, of the Hol- 
lywood church, to give himself to the work of the Ministry, was reported. 
Mr. Hudson was encouraged to persevere in his plans but was advised for 
the present to pursue certain studies in private rather than to enter upon a 
seminary course. 

A letter of honorable dismissal having been submitted from the Synod 
of Michigan, the name of David R. Huber, D.D., was ordered placed on the 
roll of synod. 

Through Dr. Ball, Mrs. M. L. Lubrecht of Tujunga made known her 
desire to set apart a certain fund as a special gift to Ministerial Education, 
the principal to be paid at her death, but the interest to be paid annually in 
the meantime. The offer was gratefully acknowledged. 


Mrs. E. A. Morrison was unanimously elected to the Board of Control of 
the Home for the Aged, vice Mrs. J. W. Ball, resigned. 


The Rev. Edwin Moll’s suggestion was endorsed, and he was authorized 
to issue an appeal for a special fund of $2,400, to be devoted to the education 
of high-caste evangelists in our India mission, provided the Board of For- 
.eign Missions approved such a proffer. 

The Secretary was on motion authorized to certify to the Central Na- 
tional Bank of Oakland the adoption of said Bank as the depository of the 
Synod’s funds, and the authority of the Rev. Dr. Gruver as treasurer to 
sign checks for the Synod as a corporation. 

The Secretary reported that the trustees of Synod had attended to legal 
requirements on Synod’s part for the sale of the Alpaugh church property. 


It was resolved to address to the Executive Board of the U. L. C. a pro- 
test against the appearance of the advertisement of the “First Lutheran 
Church” of Los Angeles in the columns of the Lutheran while litigation was 
pending. ; 

In order to permit a loan being taken on first mortgage, it was resolved 
that Synod accept a second mortgage on the Belmont street lots, Fresno, the 
title thenceforth to stand in the name of the First Lutheran Church of Fresno. 


At the meeting of February 14, in Los Angeles, the Examining Com- 
mittee presented a report on the application of F. F. Fritzler for reinstate- 
ment in the office of the ministry. The report was referred to the Ministerium 
for consideration at this convention. 

The difficulties in the Monrovia church were laid before the Committee 
by the acting pastor, Dr. Ziegler, and the president and secretary were in- 
structed to address to the former pastor a communication in the interest of 
a fair settlement and future peace. 

_Mr. Wm. B. Scheehl and Mr. Clarence Joergensen were appointed as 
auditors. 

The treasurer was ordered to pay the president’s honorarium for Janu- 


ary and the months ensuing from the synodical treasury as the money might 
be available. 


_At the meeting in Oakland on April 13, 1928, the committee was ap- 
praised of the impracticability of holding the next convention of Synod in 
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Sacramento as contemplated. The committee arranged with the First church 
of Oakland as a meeting place instead, and by resolution subsituted this 
church and city for Sacramento, St. John’s church. 


At the meeting of May 7th, 1928, President Trabert reporter further 
correspondence regarding the admission of an advertisement to the columns 
of the Lutheran for the recognized First Lutheran Church of Los Angeles. 
The matter is covered in the President’s report. 

An application from the new congregation at Dinuba and its pastor for 
reception into the Synod was presented. A sub-committee consisting of Dr. 
Gruver, President Trabert, and E. P. Schueler was appointed to meet these 
representatives and to bring in a recommendation. 

On motion the Committee voted to recommend to Synod $4.55 as the per 
capita apportionment for the year commencing July 1, 1928. Five thousand 
dollars of the total to be for California Synod work, and the remainder for 
United Lutheran Church objects. 

Bills were allowed as follows: Dr. Gruver, office expenses $5.48; Pres- 
one Trabert, office expense $22.52; E. P. Schueler, Secretary, office expense 

3.50. 

The Secretary and the Treasurer were authorized to procure necessary 

record books and other supplies for their use. 


The report was adopted. 


Dr. Crouser asked that he be recorded as voting in the negative on the 
motion to adopt. 


The Laymen’s Convention being due at this hour, the Synod adjourned 
with the Lord’s Prayer. 
LAYMEN’S CONVENTION 


F. C. Noel presided, and in opening the program outlined briefly the 
work of the “Laymen’s Movement for Stewardship.” 

Mr. Wm. B. Scheehl read a paper, in which he urged the importance of 
the Brotherhood organization. The paper was a plea for the extension of 
Brotherhood work into all the congregations of Synod: The objects of the 
Brotherhood in the local congregation were suggested as:. (1) Getting men 
to church; (2) Reviving the interest of men in the work of the church; (3) 
Winning men to Christ; and (4) Watching over and conserving the boy-life 
of the church. The benefits of affiliation with the general Brotherhood were 
stressed. : 

Mr. Clarence B. Runkle spoke on “Ministerial Pensions.” The great and 
successful four-million dollar drive was essentially a laymen’s movement. 
The work is not done. The money is subscribed; now it must be collected. 
From this successful campaign was drawn the lesson of the importance of 
strong leadership, and the functions of a synod, and the general body of a 
denomination. The inspiration of this success should embolden to other and 
still larger undertakings. 

With the use together of the Lord’s Prayer, the session was adjourned, 
to gather at 6:15 p.m. around the supper tables in St. Paul’s Lutheran Church. 

Post-prandial speeches were made by President Trabert, Mr. William P. 
Greiner, Mr. E. A. Morrison, and the Rev. Dr. Fry. 


EVENING SESSION 


The service of Tuesday evening was entitled “Evangelism Night.” The 
Rev. Robert E. Mock was liturgist. The speakers were the Rev. G. Bayard 
Young, D.D., on “The Pastor as an Evangelist,” and the Rev. Edwin Moll, 
on “Evangelism through the Congregation.” 

Excellent music was furnished by the choir of First Church. 


THIRD SESSION 
Wednesday, May 9, 1928, 9 A.M. 
The roll was called. 


The Rev. D. Edward Wright conducted the matin service. 
The devotional topic was, “The Lord our Rock.” 
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The minutes of Tuesday afternoon and evening were read and approved 
The Rev. Eric Hedeen and the Rev. C. O. Lundquist, visiting pastors, 
were introduced, and were accorded the privileges of the floor. 


Dr. Gruver, the secretary, read the report of the Synodical Mission 


Board. REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSION BOARD 


The Synodical Mission Board herewith presents this annual report cov- 
ering its activities since the last meeting of the Synod. This report is neces- 
sarily supplementary to the Report of the President who in reality is also the 
Superintendent of Missions in our Synod. His report covers most of the 
missionary activities in which he took part as President. This report, how- 
ever, will embody other phases of our missionary work and not repeat what 
has been reported already. 

Meetings of the Board 


The Board met in Los Angeles, June 14, 1927, and organized with Rev. 
E. A. Trabert as President and Rev. O. H. Gruver as Secretary. There were 
three other regular meetings held throughout the year, one on August 30th, 
in Los Angeles, another on November 29th, in Berkeley, again on February 
14th, in Los Angeles. Besides these there were held several spcial and 
more or less informal meetings for the discussion of policies. The expense 
involved in all these meetings was $121.66. 


Oversight of Missions 


During the year, at one time or another, the following missions required 
the special supervision of the Board, through its President or otherwise, be- 
cause of vacancies and difficulties. 


San Francisco—YTemple was without a regular pastor throughout the 
whole year. It has been supplied very acceptably by the Rev. H. M. Leech, 
approved by the Board of American Missions. 


San Bernardino—First Church was called to mourn the death of its 
pastor, the Rev. H. J. Mathias, shortly after the last meeting of the Synod. 
The congregation was supplied by members of the Southern Conference until 
the present pastor, the Rev. J. Huebner, was called and took charge. 


Sanger—St. Paul’s, having been without a pastor much of the year, called 
the Rev. G. Wenning back from Salinas to become their pastor a second time, 
with the understanding that the use of the English language should be 
allowed among the young people. 


Salinas—Our Savior’s called the Rev. A. E. Jensen who entered upon 
this work without any prolonged vacancy in the church. The membership and 
the community have rallied to him in fine spirit. 


Gardena—St. John’s became vacant on the retirement of the Rev. H. C. 
Stafford. There had developed some internal dissension in the congregation. 
The President of the Southern Conference, the Rev. M. H. Stine, approved 
by the Board of American Missions, is caring for its interests until a pastor 
can be secured. 


Monrovia—St. John’s, since the resignation of the Rev. A. Fiebelkorn, 
has needed careful nursing to bring it back to health. The Rev. John A. M. 
Ziegler, D. D., is the regular stated supply approved by the Board of Amer- 
ican Missions. : 

Santa Barbara—Grace became vacant when the Rev. J. Huebner resigned 
because of ill health. Regular services were conducted by members of the 


Southern Conference and supported by the Board of American Missions. The 
Rev. E. P. Schueler is now the pastor. 


Field Missionary 


During most of the year the Synod has had a Field Missionary in the 
person of the Rev. E. O. Hoffmeister, who has been at work in the Westwood 
Park district of San Francisco endeavoring to establish a church in that 
locality. His resignation from this office took effect on March 15th of this 
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year, and the work at Westwood Park was temporarily discontinued on 
March 25th. The district seems to be a rich field for our Synod when we 
are able to place the right man there. It should not be abandoned. The new 
officers of the Synod, the new Synodical Mission Board, and the new Field 
Missionary would do well to prosecute this work vigorously. 


Italian Mission Work 


The Italian Mission in San Francisco is under the care of the Rev. L. O. 
Pampana and under the supervision of the Synodical Mission Board, which 
is appropriating $10 each month to its support. This work is more evangel- 
istic than congregational, although there is an organized congregation. The 
children must be gathered and taught and their elders trained. The Rev. 
Pampana is well qaulified to do this kind of work. He has two stations to 
which he goes regularly once a month for a Sunday service, or has a service 
on a week-day. These are Fresno and Sacramento. For this work and other 
prospecting journeys to San Jose, Monterey and Oakland the Board of Amer- 
ican Missions has appropriated the sum of $60 per month, to be dispensed 
through the Synodical Mission Board. 


Self-Support 


Only one mission became self-supporting during the year. In order to 
encourage this congregation to extra effort the following action was taken 
by the Board at its November meeting: “Resolved, That the Mission Board 
of the Synod of California hereby petition the Board of American Missions 
to make a donation of $800 towards the Hollywood Lutheran Church, pro- 
vided the congregation secures an additional $4,200 to be applied upon the 
debt of the congregation, and, provided, further, that the congregation be- 
comes self-supporting with the first of January, 1928.” The congregation 
accepted the challenge and is now self-supporting. 


Superintendent of Missions and Salaried President 


At the November meeting of the Board the following action was taken: 
“Resolved, That the Mission Board of the Synod of California hereby re- 
quests the Board of American Missions of the United Lutheran Church in 
America to make an appropriation of $1,800 per year for the office of Super- 
intendent of Missions of that body, provided that the Synod of California at 
its next meeting shall adopt the Salaried Presidency, with which office that of 
Superintendent of Missions of the Synod will be united, and that the Synod 
pledge a like amount.” 

Missionary Budget 

During the year 1927 there were 21 mission congregations that were 
recommended to receive support from the Board of American Missions at a 
total appropriation of $18,570. This was the greatest number of missions 
that the Synod has had enrolled up to the present time. On the first of 
January, 1928, there were 20 mission congregations received on the budget- 
appropriation of $16,520. This is a loss of one congregation which became 
self-supporting. In January of this year 12 mission congregations reduced 
the amount of aid from the Board by $25 to $180 each; 6 remained the 
same as last year; 2 received an increased appropriation, and 3 mission 
congregations increased their pastor’s salaries. 

Mission Aid in the following amounts was granted by the Board of 
American Missions for the year 1928: Alhambra, Grace, $1,125; Fresno, 
First, $700; Gardena, St. John’s, $1,350; Glendale, First, $300; Huntington 
Park, St. Luke’s, $800; Los Angeles, Bethany, $1,400; Los Angeles, St. Paul’s, 
$300; Monrovia, St. John’s, $1,500; Oakland, St. John’s, $1,050; Phoenix, 
Grace, $700; Redlands, First, $600; Richmond, Grace, $1,340; Sacramento, 
First, $780; Salinas, Our Savior’s, $1.100; San Bernardino, First, $650; San 
Francisco, Temple, $775; Sanger, St. Paul’s, $300; San Jose, Bethel, $450; 
Santa Barbara, Grace, $1,200; Santa Monica, St. Paul’s, $1,000. A few 
changes in the amounts of aid received have been made since this budget 
was adopted in November, 1927. The budget.also includes $1,250 for Field 
Missionary, and $2,535 for New Work and Emergencies. Total amount for 


the year is $21,205. 
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Alpaugh Church Property 


The sale of the Alpaugh Church property has been completed and the 
money turned into the Synod Treasury. The gross receipts, including some 
funds in the church treasury, were $2,850. From this amount the following 
payments were made: Board of Church Extension, $675; cash gift to the 
First Church of Fresno, $275; gift credit on notes of the First Church of 
Fresno, $185; loan credit without interest to the First Church of Fresno 
to be secured by notes and second mortgage on the Belmont Street lots, $1,600 ; 
insurance and expenses of transaction, $115. The balance of the funds still 
in the Alpaugh church treasury will be turned over to the Fresno Church 
when it is found that no further obligations are outstanding and unpaid. 
When this is done the members remaining will transfer their membership 
to other congregations, and disincorporate. 


Loan to Grace Church of Richmond 


Shortly after the meeting of the Synod in Glendale it was learned that 
there would be a deficit of more than $2,000 in the building fund of Grace 
Congregation of Richmond. Every effort was made to get this money from 
the bank or some individual, but with no success. A carpenter’s lien on 
the church building was threatened. In this dire strait the congregation 
made an appeal to the Synodical Mission Board for help. After a careful 
investigation the Board resolved to loan the $1,600, which was the amount 
of the loan-credit to Fresno congregation, to Grace Church of Richmond and 
accept that congregation’s note as security, the contractors agreeing to wait 
for the payment of the balance due them. This emergency transaction pos- 
sibly saved the Richmond congregation from the rocks. 


Home for the Aged 


This property is under the supervision of a Board of Control who will 
report at this convention of the Synod. The financial affairs of the prop- 
erty were taken care of by the Treasurer of the Synod as directed by the 
Synodical Mission Board. Not sufficient funds having come in to meet the 
regular obligations of interest, taxes and a note given more than two years 
ago, requisition was made on the Synod Treasury for the balance. 

Receipts were as follows: Women’s Missionary Society, $9.00; Mary 
and Martha Circle of First Church of Oakland, $115.00; Rally Day offering, 
$399.90; Rev. M. H. Stine, $25. Total receipts, $548.90. Expenditures: Com- 
mission to Dr. Ziegler, $109.73 ; interest on mortgage, $525.00; taxes, $218.07; 
note and interest, $312.00; removing grass, $20.50; Rally Day envelopes, 
$10.25. Total expenditures, $1195.55. This leaves a deficit of $646.65, which 
was advanced from the Synod treasury. 


The following report of the Board of Control for the Home for the 
Aged is submitted as adopted by the Synodical Mission Board. 


Report of the Board of Control, Home for Aged 


_ . The Board of Control for the Home for the Aged met with the Synod- 
ical Mission Board at its meeting in Los Angeles in August, 1927. It also 
met with the President of the Synod on May 2nd, 1928, in Los Angeles. 

The object of the first meeting was to lay plans for a Rally Day offering 
to be received for the Home. The entire question of the Home was dis- 
cussed and the conclusion was reached that it might be advisable to secure 
a site equipped with buildings in order that the Home might be inaugurated 
at an early date. A Committee consisting of Mr. W. P. Greiner and the 
Rev. D. Edward Wright was appointed to determine whether such a site 
might be acquired. 

_At the second meeting it was reported that there was an available site 
which could be secured, and which might be equipped for starting a home 


with a small expenditure. 
The following action was taken: 


Whereas, the present site at Sierra Madre is a constant drain on the 
treasury of Synod, costing about $750 per year to carry it, and that the in- 
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come of the Synod or for the Home is not adequate to consider the erec- 
tion of a suitable building which would cost not less than $20,000; and 


: Whereas, there is no Lutheran Church in Sierra Madre, and no imme- 
diate possibility of securing one there, thus denying those who may become 
occupants of the home the Means of Grace; and 


_Whereas, there is no possibility of securing cooperation with other 
bodies in the maintenance of such a Home; and 

_. Whereas, there are other properties which are available containing 
buildings adequate for starting such a Home, also producing an income 
which would be sufficient to maintain the expenses involved in carrying the 
property; therefore be it 


Resolved, that we recommend that the property now held in Sierra Madre 
for a Home for the Aged be sold, and that another be secured which will 
be provided with buildings suitable for opening such a home at an early 
date; and be it further 


Resolved, that the site of the Home shall be within a radius of not over 
75 miles from the city of Los Angeles. 


Resolved, further, that the Executive Committee be and are hereby 
authorized to act in the purchase of such a property, provided that the 
Board of Control recommend the same, and it meet with the approval of the 
Synodical Mission Board and the Executive Committee. 


The report, with the recommendations contained in the supplementary 
report of the Home for the Aged, was adopted. 


The Rev. J. E. Hoick read the report of the Committee on Ministerial 
Education, as follows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


Your Committee on Ministerial Education is happy to report that there 
are five students for the ministry in the California Synod. This is the largest 
number that has ever been reported at one time. 

Two students for the Ministry have been under the direction of your 
committee during the year. 

1. Mr. Orval Awerkamp has been pursuing his collegiate studies at 
Midland, where he has done faithful work during the year. 

2. Mr. G. L. Hudson, a member of the Hollywood congregation, on 
the 10th day of August, 1927, wrote the President of Synod regarding his 
desire to prepare himself for the Gospel Ministry. The communication was 
forwarded to the Chairman of the Committee on Ministerial Education. 
Deeming the desire of the brother deserving of serious consideration, the 
whole matter was laid before the Executive Committee of Synod. After 
careful consideration, the Executive Committee recommended that the 
brother pursue at least the first year of his theological studies under the 
direction of the following brethren: Dr. Ziegler, Dr. Weaver, and the chair- 
man of the Committee on Ministerial Education. 

During the year, progress has been made in his studies in Greek, under 
the direction of Dr. Stine; in Catechetics under Pastor Dorn, and in Church 
History under Pastor Hoick. A start was also made in Propaedeutics under 
Dr. Ziegler. 

Mr. Hudson has made commendable progress in his studies, and in 
addition he has done practical work in the conduct of services in the Church 
at Gardena. 

3. Mr. Max Safire, a Jewish convert, under the ministry of Pastor Moll, 
is now a student in. Wittenberg College, preparing himself for work among 
the Jews. The Adult Bible Class of the Oakland Church contributes $50.00 
a year to his support, and the Board of Jewish Missions furnishes the re- 
mainder of his support. : 

4. Herbert Hillerman of Berkeley, who has just completed his sopho- 
more year in the University of California, has expressed a desire to attend 
one of our Lutheran Colleges in his further preparation for the Gospel Min- 
istry, and has requested the aid of Synod.

5. A fifth student is Mr. Clarence Crouser, of San Jose. He is attend- 
ing the theological seminary at San Anselmo with the purpose of completing 
his studies in one of our Lutheran seminaries in the east. 


Your committee offers the following recommendations: 


That an appropriation of $250 be made Orval Awerkamp to aid him 
in the continuance of his work at Midland. 

That Mr. Hudson be advised to continue his studies for another year 
under the direction of the same committee appointed by the executive com- 
mittee. 

That Herbert Hillerman be encouraged in his purpose to enter the Min- 
istry of our Church and that in the pursuit of his studies he be granted an 
appropriation of $250 for the next scholastic year at Midland College. _ 

‘That we extend to Mr. Clarence Crouser the assurance of the readiness 
of the Synodical Committee to aid him, by counsel or otherwise, in his laud- 
able purpose to enter the Gospel Ministry. 

That we lift up our hearts in gratitude to the Great Head of the Church 
for sending forth laborers into the vineyard.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON AUXILIARY ORGANIZATIONS 


Method is an essential in the accomplishment of any forward movement. 
Your committee finds that a large part of the special work done in our con- 
gregations is performed through our auxiliary organizations. The Luther 
League, the Ladies’ Aid, the Missionary Society and the Brotherhood all 
have excellent opportunities for service. 

While it is possible to have more machinery than a congregation has 
power to run, it is nevertheless well to make use of the group plan for doing 
much of our work. The spirit of good fellowship is cultivated in these 
organizations 

We note with pleasure the interest manifested by our young people in 
the work of the Luther League. The devotional and educational character 
of this organization is a valuable factor in that it affords opportunity for 
self-expression. 

We also commend to our congregations the organizations of Brother- 
hoods for the purpose of pressing into service the man power of the Church.

The Rev. D. Edward Wright reported as Secretary for Boys’ Work, as 


follows: 
BOYS’ WORK REPORT 


_.. The Secretary for Boys’ Work submits the following report on St. Da- 
vid’s Camp for Boys in the Southern Conference. 


The best camp since the organization of this department was held from 
June 27th to July 6th, 1927, at Hoegee’s Camp, Big Santa Anita Canyon. 
Those enrolled for full time numbered seventeen, with four part time mem- 
bers. The camp was run on a military basis, and an interesting and helpful 
Bible Course was given. 

Camp Officers were: D. Edward Wright, Camp Master; Rev. W. H. 
Derr, Asst. Camp Master; Rev. N. N. Harter, Chaplain and Instructor. 

The expenses of the Camp amounted to $187.50, leaving a balanec of 
$2.50 in the treasury. 

A feature which has proved successful for the past two years was to 


invite the parents to spend the Fourth of July at the Camp. A number of 
them availed themselves of the privilege. 
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St. David’s Camp was successful in every respect, and the boys were 
anxious to continue the Camp, but we do not receive the support and co- 
operation from many of the Churches that we should. I feel that although 
they have other organizations, our Lutheran Camp could be boosted for the 
short period of its duration. We cannot expect the churches which have such 
national organizations as the Boy Scouts, the Y. M. C. A,, etc., to give up 
their system for the local organization, but we do feel that there are suf- 
ficient Lutheran boys outside of these organizations to carry on a successful 
Summer Camp. 


Let us specialize on the Lutheran Boys’ Camp. A suitable campsite 
could be secured in each conference to be retained permanently for a Camp, 
not merely for the summer outing, but to be used throughout the year, more 
as a Camp Club House, for the boys of the Lutheran Churches. 


1. We recommend that two Secretaries of Boys’ Work be appointed, one 
for the North and one for the South, and that this work come under the 
jurisdiction of the respective Conferences. 


2. We recommend that each conference consider the purchase or lease 
of a permanent campsite and the erection of a cabin to be used as a year- 
round Club House for the boys of the Lutheran Churches. 


D. EDWARD WRIGHT. 


The report was heard with great interest, and the motion to adopt 
included a rising vote of appreciation of the secretary’s fine leadership in 
boys’ werk. 

The report was adopted. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Any committee appointed to make a survey of the church, in order to 
bring in anything like an adequate statement, is confronted with an impossi- 
ble task. It would require the mind of the Infinite to discover through the 
medium of reports, or lack of reports, just what the real status of the church 
may be. 

Two things are required in such a report. The first is the spiritual con- 
dition, and the second the material prosperity. These two become strangely 
confused in our minds, and we are prone to use the statistical thermometer 
to measure spiritual values. In this day, when the idea of efficiency is re- 
duced to the minutest mathematical deductions, the church has too largely 
become inoculated with the idea in trying to discover the state and efficiency 
of an organization whose primary business is to deal in spiritual values, 
which cannot be adequately represented by figures. The Church as a whole 
has developed such an avidity for statistics, that it has become a sort of 
goad, and anyone who resists finds he is “kicking against the pricks.” With 
this statistical pressure vigorously applied we are likely to become head 
hunters instead of heart seekers. We may add numbers, but that may not 
indicate any acquisition of spiritual power. 

Before every convention of Synod, we send out two blanks. They are in 
a measure statistical thermometers by which we attempt to take the tempera- 
ture and pulse of the church. These reports never agree. 


Again, the faithful and conscientious pastors are often discouraged and 
humiliated by statistical comparisons. The faithful work of a pastor in an 
unproductive field, though he has labored in season and out of season, min- 
istering to the needs of the people, as he strives earnestly to build them up 
in Christian character, gets no credit; and he is made to feel that he is not a 
success because his statistics are not up to par. We can conceive of the 
Lord’s statistical table being different in many respects. We remember that 
the Lord did not always approve of the numbering of the people. Jesus com- 
mended no one on the number received, but on the faithfulness of the 
preacher. “Thou good and faithful servant, thou hast been faithful over a 
few things, I will make the ruler over many things.” Jesus himself could 
not do many mighty works in some localities. ; : 

From reports placed in our hands we have the following to submit: 
Twenty-seven congregations reported. All hold regular worship on Sunday 
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ings. Seven report evening worship. Nine report part-time evening 
services Eleven fepert no evening service. In one congregation the Luther 
League conducts a regular Sunday evening service in place of the regular 
worship. ; 3 

As to the mid-week service, ten report no service; sixteen report part- 
time, principally during Lent. As to the character of these meetings, only 
five answered; these being devotional and educational. 

Catechetical instruction has been faithfully carried on by the pastors, 
and the people have been faithful in bringing their children for baptism. 

In the main, the Sunday Schools are well organized and doing good 
work. A few hold vacation Bible Schools and others will inaugurate the work 
this summer. Increased enrollment is indicated, which is a very encouraging 
feature of the Church’s work. >: 

The young people’s work, represented by the Luther League, is improv- 
ing and growing in interest. The stimulus of the district organizations is in 
evidence. 

A number of the churches have very efficient Brotherhoods. The grace 
of giving has not as yet been developed to the point of raising the full appor- 
tionment in many of the congregations. ; ‘ 

As to gains and losses in membership, there are more gains, but this 
cannot be accurately given since many of the pastors gave no figures but 
simply reported “gains” or “losses.” ; 

Sixteen congregations report apportionment raised in full. Eleven failed 
to reach their quota. 

As to the material prosperity, with few exceptions, all report church 
property in good condition. ‘Two new buildings dedicated. 

For detailed information under this head we refer you to the President’s 
report, and the statistical secretary’s table. 


Recommendation 


Your Committee recommends that the blank for the report on the State 
of the Church employed this year, be adopted.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


We quote from the report of the President: “By action of the Synod in 
1927, this year was designated as ‘Evangelism Year.’ The Committee on 
Evangelism, especially its chairman, has diligently sought to secure special 
services in our congregations with the purpose of inspiring them to greater 
service in behalf of the Lord and Saviour of men. The response which has 
been received has not been commensurate with the great work that was 
planned. As far as can be determined only four or five of our congregations 
have sought to do any intensive evangelistic work. Does this not tell the 
feasce for our exceedingly small growth in membership during the past 
year 

Your Evangelism Committee can do no more than it has done. We have 
proposed plans and suggested ways and means and offered aid. ‘The response 
has been extremely unsatisfactory and spasmodic. You can lead a horse to 
water but you cannot make him drink. 

We urge again that all pastors and missionaries, urged on by the power 
of the Spirit and by a sincere devotion to Christ’s cause of saving souls, use 
the members of the Evangelism Committee and the material which has been 
prepared. In proportion as we evangelize will we succeed in building up the 
Kingdom. 

God have mercy upon us and bless us!

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH SCHOOLS 


Twenty-five schools have returned the blanks sent out by Secretary 
Lewis and these have been turned over to your Committee. Twelve did not 
report. Of the twenty-five, one, San Francisco First, owing to special diffi- 
culties relative to its location, does not have a Sunday School. Santa Barbara 
uses the Combination Service, which service, the pastor says, cannot be 
termed a Sunday School in the strict sense. 

One of the encouraging features noted in these reports is the large num- 
ber of small children on the Cradle Roll and in the Primary Department. 

Ali the pastors seem to be finding the same discouraging and difficult 
problems, namely, lack of efficient teachers, a shifting population, and inade- 
quate equipment. In this latter field, most of the churches, with the exception 
of those occupying new houses of worship, seem to be in “the little red school 
house” stage of advancement. In this day, when churches are modernizing 
their plants and offering special advantages in religious education, our 
Lutheran churches not so equipped find themselves handicapped not only in 
attracting new scholars, but in holding those they already have. 

Another feature we could wish otherwise is the adult attendance. But 
seven schools have over twenty-five adults enrolled, those having the greatest 
number being Hollywood, Pasadena, and San Diego. Lack of the older people 
in the school is probably the reason for the lack of teachers of which the 
pastors complain. 

The average attendance of the total enrollment is 53 per cent. Three 
schools, however, Alameda, St. John’s, Oakland, and St. Paul’s, Los Angeles, 
maintain an average of 70 per cent. A half hour is the usual time allotted 
to the lesson study. All but three schools, one of which is a mission, use the 
U. L. C. literature; only six use the Parish Hymnal. It was a real joy to your 
Committee to find that all but three ehurches have Luther Leagues. 

There are four schools which are outstanding in their success in religious 
education. They are St. Paul’s, Los Angeles, which should be termed the 
Banner School of the Synod from the fact that in addition to the work which 
all the four are carrying on, this school maintains a Daily Vacation Bible 
School, the only one in the Synod, and it is one of the three having a 70 per 
cent average attendance. The other outstanding schools are Hollywood, 
Fresno First Church, and Pasadena. All of these use the U. L. C. literature, 
give systematic missionary instruction, have Teacher Training Classes, and 
hold regular monthly meetings of officers and teachers. St. Paul’s holds them 
weekly. 

Realizing that the Sunday School is the gateway to the Church, may we 
all strive to the uttermost to make this coming year one of great progress and 
advance in this all-important phase of our work.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MINUTES OF SYNOD 


Your committee finds that most of the matters delegated at the last con- 
vention of Synod have been cared for by the committee or officers to whom 
assigned. T’wo questions require attention: 

1. Have the necessary certified copies of the printed Minutes been de- 
livered to the proper officers? (Answered—Overlooked, but will be attend- 
ed to.) 

2. Have the presidents of Conferences made a survey of congregational 
records as requested on page 23? (Answered—No.) ; 


The following amendments to the Constitution are before us for action: 

1. From page 34—Article Three, Sec. I: The Officers. Add a new 
sub-section: Sec. 2—The Synod at an annual convention may elect and call 
a minister to the office of President at a stipulated salary for a term of five 
years, subject to such regulations as the Synod may determine. Otherwise the 
President shall be elected annually as are the other officers. 
, In the present sub-section 2 insert the word “other” between the words 
“all” and “officers” in line one. 

Change sub-sections 2, 3, and 4 to sub-sections 3, 4, and 5. 


2. From page 42—Article Six, Sec. 11. The Synodical Mission Board. 
Substitute the words “American Missions” wherever the words “Home Mis- 
sions and Church Extension” occur. : 

Strike out the word “District” wherever it occurs preceding the words 
“General Superintendent.” 


3. From page 46—Make Article Five, sub-section 3, to read: ‘Each 
Conference shall have a Conference Mission Committee, which shall be com- 
posed of its members on the Synodical Mission Board as hereinafter provided 
for, and to which may be added two other members elected by the Confer- 
ences, which Committee shall have charge of the mission work within the 
bounds of the Conference, under direction of the Synodical Mission Board.” 


Your committee recommends the adoption ofeach of these three amend- 
ments. 
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Another amendment proposed is found on page 49, relative to congre- 
gational relationships in the Synod. We recommend that in view of a lack 
of necessary information on the matter at this time, this amendment be not 
approved. 

The report was considered seriatim. The questions were answered as 
noted in loco. The recommendation in the case of each of the first three pro- 
posed amendments was adopted, and on motion the amendment in each case 
was adopted. The recommendation relating to the fourth proposed amend- 
ment was adopted. 


The report was adopted as a whole.

It is not very difficult to work up a good-sized grouch about the young 
people of our day. The easiest thing in the world is to criticize. - 


Every pastor and thoughtful layman realizes the great asset that the 
Church has in its young people. Pity on the church that has no young people. 
They are the hope of the Church of the morrow. Every department of our 
Church looks to its young people as its future leaders. From them we will 
recruit our councilmen, our Sunday School teachers and superintendents and 
our Missionary leaders. How important then for every pastor and congre- 
gation to give them the best encouragement and leadership. To neglect the 
work of the young is to neglect one of the most important and promising 
works that the Master has committed to His Church. 


Our Synod did well when it created this office a year ago. It provides 
a point of contact with the work of the League. As your Secretary, I have 
kept in close touch with both League Districts of our Synod; assisted in 
planning some of their conventions; represented the Synod on their programs, 
and counseled with the leaders in various ways. If Synod deems it advisable 
to continue this office, I recommend:

The pastors memorialized were Jacob Yutzy, D.D., Silas W. Young, 
Henry J. Mathias, and W. L. Rutherford, D.D.

Mention was also made by the chairman of the recent passing of the 
Rev. A. Stewart Hartman, D.D., for the greater part of his ministry con- 
nected with the work of Home Missions, and in whose going the church lost 
a devoted servant and an inspiring leader. 


The report of the Necrologist was adopted, and it was ordered that 
brief biological sketches of the pastors memorialized be incorporated in the 
minutes. The sketches follow: 

REV. JACOB YUTZY, D.D. 


The Rev. Jacob Yutzy, D.D., was born at Salisbury, Pa., May 24th, 
1847, and died in Washington, D. C., June 13th, 1927. 

He was the son of Jacob Yutzy and his wife, Mary Pfiel, who were of 
German Moravian parentage. His early years were spent on his father’s 
farm, after which he entered our College in Gettysburg, and was graduated 
with the class of 1876. During his college career he won the Freshman Prize, 
the Hessler’s Latin Medal, First Honor, and the Latin Salutatory. He then 
entered Gettysburg Seminary and was graduated in 1879. The same year 
he was ordained by the Central Pennsylvania Synod, and after a short min- 
istry at Bealsburg, Pa., became pastor of Trinity Church in Selinsgrove, Pa. 
In this position he touched the large student body of Susquehanna University 
and left an imperishable impress upon the lives of hundreds. 

During his pastorate in Trinity Church he also served as professor of 
Hebrew, Pastoral Theology, and Moral Philosophy in the Seminary. He 
later devoted all his time to teaching, and became professor of Semitic Lan- 
guage and of Dogmatics in Susquehana University. After a successful and 
worthy career in this connection, he went to the College Church at Carthage, 
Ill., and from there he came to the California Synod, in 1920. 

He married Miss Mary J. I. Breidenbaugh in 1880, who after a long 
illness died in Selinsgrove. ; 

The degree of Master of Arts was conferred upon him by Gettysburg 
College, and the degree of Doctor of Divinity by Hartwick Seminary. 

Dr. Yutzy was a man of fine physique, courteous, lovable, a Christian 
gentleman everywhere, a keen, accomplished scholar, and an earnest, eloquent 
preacher. 

He was buried in the Union Cemetery at Selinsgrove, on the hill over- 
looking the University and the classic town, to the welfare of both of which 
he had given the strength of his body and mind. At his request, his Hebrew 
Bible and Greek New Testament were buried with his broken body. 


REV. SILAS WRIGHT YOUNG 


The Rey. Silas Wright Young was born April 1st, 1839, in Schoharie 
County, N. Y., and was the second son of Cornelius and Anna Vroman 
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Young. He was educated at Selinsgrove and Hartwick Seminary, and was 
ordained to the gospel ministry of the Lutheran Church by the Frankean 
Synod June 3rd, 1871. For a period of nearly half a century he served 
parishes in New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Nebraska, and California. 

In 1868 he married Miss Jennie E. Dutcher of Middlefield Center, N. Y., 
who died in San Jose March 17th, 1925. 

Rev. Young became a member of the California Synod in 1913, and 
entered upon the pastorate of Our Savior’s Church in Salinas. It was during 
his ministry that the lot was paid for, and the church building erected. He 
also served the Temple Church of San Francisco as a stated supply for a 
considerable time. 

After a few weeks of illness, he peacefully passed away at the home of 
his eldest daughter in San Jose, October 12th, 1927. Funeral services were 
conducted by the Rev. Emil Meyer, of Bethel Lutheran Church, and entomb- 
ment was made in the beautiful Mausoleum in Oak Hill Cemetery. 

Rey. Young was a preacher of very marked ability. His voice possessed 
qualities that are rarely heard. To listen to him read the scriptures was an 
inspiration, to hear him preach, a spiritual uplift. He had a pleasing per- 
sonality, a happy disposition, and made friends wherever he went. 


REV. WILLIAM LINCOLN RUTHERFORD, D.D. 


Another of God’s faithful servants was called to his heavenly reward, 
when the Rev. William Lincoln Rutherford, D.D., died in one of the hos- 
pitals at Sacramento, California, on February 2nd, 1928. Rev. Rutherford 
was born at Harrisburg, Pa., January 20, 1863. Reared in a devout Christian 
home, he early in life had a strong desire for Christian service. Graduating 
from high school he was unable to go at once to college, but entered business 
with his brother-in-law. Several years later the way was opened for him 
to go to Selinsgrove, Pa., where he remained one year. He then transferred 
his work to Gettysburg, Pa., where he graduated from college, and then 
entered the Gettysburg Seminary, graduating in 1892. He was ordained in 
Lancaster in June, 1892, and immediately took charge of the Lutheran mis- 
sion in Steelton, Pa. 

During the long years of his ministry, Dr. Rutherford served the follow- 
ing charges: Montoursvills, Pa., six years; Dayton, Ohio, second church; 
St. Paul’s, Dixon, Lll., seven years; Collingswood, N. J.; Philadelphia, Pa., 
Immanuel; Church of the Reformation in Chicago; First Church, Sacramento, 
in 1924. There a lingering illness made it impossible for him to continue the 
work, and he resigned in October, 1926. The people of the First English 
Church were most faithful and loyal during that trying period of his sick- 
ness, always hoping that his health might be restored. But God’s will for 
him seemed to be the way of pain and suffering. Through his trials he was 
patient and submissive. He often said: “I cannot understand, but it is part 
of God’s plan for me.” 

The title of Doctor of Divinity was conferred on him by Selinsgrove 
University in June, 1923. For a number of years he was treasurer of the 
East Pennsylvania Synod. He wrote many articles for the “Observer” and 
the “Lutheran Quarterly,” also a brochure on “The Christian Altar,” which 
was widely read. His whole life was faithfully devoted to the work of the 
Master whom he loved and to whom he dedicated his time and his strength. 

Dr. Rutherford leaves a wife, Annabel S., and three children, William, 
W. Harold, and E. Adelyn Rutherford. His remains were laid away in East 
Lawn Mausoleum, Sacramento, the Revs. L. S. Axe of the First Evangelical 
Lutheran Church and Charles F. Oehler, D.D., of St. John’s Church, officiat- 
ing. 

Rev. Henry JULIAN Maruias 

Rev. Henry Julian Mathias, pastor of our First English Lutheran 
Church at San Bernardino, passed away in that city on May 19, 1927, at 
the age of 55 years, 7 months, and 16 days. 5 

He was born on his father’s farm in Lexington County, South Carolina, 
October 3, 1871. He attended the public schools of Lexington. Hearing the 
Lord’s call to the ministry of Jesus Christ, he attended Concordia College,

N. C.; Lenoir-Rhyne College, Hickory, N. C.; Newberry College, Newberry, 
S. C.; and graduated from the Southern Theological Seminary, Newberry, 
S. C., in 1898. The degree of A.B. was conferred upon him by Newberry 
College in 1896, . ‘ d 

During his pastorates in Indiana, 1905-1909, he built a church in Knox 
County. In Florida he built a church in Lakeland; and another in St. Peters- 
burg, in 1912. He served a number of churches in the east and south, and 
at the outbreak of the World War he enlisted as religious secretary of the 
Army Y. M. C. A., serving from 1918-1921. In 1924 he followed a call to 
California, taking charge of the First English Lutheran Church in San Ber- 
nardino. At the time of his death he had just finished decorating and reno- 
vating the local church. 

Besides his widow, Mrs. Minnie Mathias, nee Schell, he leaves two 
children, Herman Julian, and Mrs. A. R. Hamilton. His remains were laid 
to rest in Mountain View Cemtery, San Bernardino. : 

Brother Mathias spent most of his ministry in mission fields, organizing 
congregations and building churches. He was a man of deep personal piety, 
a lovable character, and his friendly optimism made him popular in the 
community in which he lived.

On motion, the traveling expenses of the Rev. A. Fiebelkorn, so far as 
due under the apportionment rule, were allowed. 


COURT STATUS OF THE LOS ANGELES FIRST CHURCH CASE 


Mr. Clarence B. Runkle reported on the status of the Los Angeles First 
Church case, and explained the import and bearings of the memorandum of 
opinion which had recently been handed down by the court. 

He offered the following: 

Whereas, a memorandum opinion has been rendered by the Superior 
Court at Los Angeles in the litigation instituted by the First English Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church of that City to recover its property and enjoin the 
infringement of its use of the corporate name and organization; and 

Whereas, said opinion appears to ignore the action heretofore taken by 
this Body with regard to said Church and invades the exclusive jurisdiction 
of this body over the ecclesiastical questions involved; and 

Whereas, the apparent reversal by the civil court of the decree hereto- 
fore made by this body in the proceedings before it for the determination of 
the ecclesiastical questions involved in the controversy in said Church is 
deemed by this body inimical to its welfare and security; now therefore— 

Be it resolved, That the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California re- 
affirm its decree rendered at its Thirty-sixth Annual Convention at Glendale, 
California, on May 12, 1927, establishing the unity, identity and personnel 
of said Church, and 

Be it further resolved, That this body endorses the efforts of said Church 
to recover its property before the civil courts, including recourse to higher 
courts if necessary. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

According to previous action, the closing moments of the session were 
spent in prayer for aged and afflicted members absent from the meeting. 

Adjourned. 

THURSDAY EVENING SESSION 


The Rev. Dr. Weaver was the liturgist. 

The speaker was the Rey. Dr. F. F. Fry, whose theme was, “Under the 
Southern Cross.” The address told the story of Dr. Fry’s visit in his official 
capacity to inspect Lutheran missions in the Virgin Islands and Porto Rico, 
where in a setting of exquisite natural beauty exist the direst poverty and 
extreme spiritual need. In recognition of the serious efforts of the Lutheran 
Church in meeting the demands of these fields, other protestant denomina- 
tions have thus far refrained from entering. 


SEVENTH SESSION 


Friday, May 11, 1928, 9 a..

The closing devotional theme of Chaplain Axe was, “Nearness to Him.” 

The minutes of Thursday afternoon and evening were read and ap- 
proved as corrected. 

Dr. E. R. Wagner, one of the organizers of the Synod of California, 
was invited to address the Synod, and brought greetings from the first to the 
thirty-seventh meeting. 

An amendment to the By-Laws, proposed by Dr. G. Bayard Young, pro- 
viding for an Adjustment Committee to which all difficulties in Synod would 
be referred, was on motion laid on the table.

Resolved, That with regard to the payment of apportionment by our 
German Russian congregations, we eliminate them, for the present, from the 
Synodical apportionment roster, distribute the difference between their obli- 
gations and their contributions amongst the other congregations of Synod,

and content ourselves with their annual Mission Festival offering and the 
six mission offerings, which it is customary for them to make during the year, 

Adopted, with the proviso that the rule become immediately operative. 

The following amendment to the By-Laws was offered in due form: 

Under the heading “Congregations,” By-Law 8, add a third paragraph: 
(3) Benevolences—No congregation which refuses to contribute to the ap- 
portioned benevolences in the manner prescribed by Synod, or that withholds 
moneys contributed for such benevolences, shall be permitted a vote, through 
its representative, upon any matter pertaining to an apportionment; nor 
shall its pastor be eligible to office or to serve on any standing committee of 
Synod. 

The amendment was adopted. 

On motion, the president’s honorarium was again referred to the Broth- 
erhoods for financing.

FIRST SESSION 
Tuesday, May 8, 1928, 2 p.m. 

The Convention was called to order by the President, Mrs. Hillerman, 
who presented Mrs. Earnest A. Trabert as leader of devotions of the Con- 
vention. 

Following assembly singing, Mrs. Trabert introduced Dr. Hillerman, 
who read the Scripture lesson and led in prayer, after which he spoke briefly 
on the thought, “Christ’s Co-laborers, their Call.” 

The credentials of the delegates were received and the President ap- 
pointed Mrs. Hillegas and Mrs. Moll to act as Committee on Credentials. 

Mrs. Edwin Moll of the First Lutheran Church of Oakland welcomed 
the delegates and guests “As Friends, as Lutherans, and as Missionary 
Women,” closing with the words, “May you bless us, may we bless you and 
may God bless us all.” 

Mrs. A. E. Atkins gave the response. 

A review of Edwin E. White’s book, “The Story of Missions,” was given 
by Mrs. Walter S. Cutler. 

Rev. R. H. Trojan sang “The Lord is My Light.” 

Mrs. D. R. Huber’s paper, “Why I Belong to a Missionary Society,” was 
read by Miss Keturah Getz. Its outstanding thought may be summarized in 
this sentence: “My Missionary Society is the wise arrangement of my church 
by which I may get for myself the very best and sweetest experience, and at 
the same time make my life and its gifts of love count most efficiently for the 
Kingdom of God.” 

A playlet, written by Mrs. E. C. Cronk, teaching that missionary work 
needs the beauty and freshness of youth, was read by Mrs. Moll and Mrs. 
Jorgensen. 

Mrs. W. E. Fuller in her paper on “Our Tenth Anniversary” showed the 
progress of missionary work both at home and abroad, especially along edu- 
cational lines. In closing she called upon Miss Margaret Aronson, who sang 
“A Hymn of Serving Love.” 

The President announced the following appointments: Assistant Secre- 
tary, Mrs. W. E. Fuller; parliamentarian, Mrs. W. S. Cutler; chairman of 
literature, Mrs. W. E. Crouser. 

An offering amounting to $11.05 was received. 


Adjourned with the Lord’s Prayer and the Missionary Benediction.

The President, calling Mrs. Atkins to the chair,then read the following 
report: 
: PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Another chapter of the history of the California Synodical Society has 
been completed. The records are closed and must be presented for examina- 
tion. Are we satisfied with the marks attained? Have we been faithful to 
our trust as missionary workers of California Synod? The question is not, 
“Have we been successful,’ or “Have we attained greater results than in 
previous years,” but “Have we been faithful?” May it please the good Lord 
to say of each of us, “She hath done what she could.” 

It is not the intention of this report to go into any details concerning the 
past year’s work, as all the facts will be presented by the Department Secre- 
taries. For reasons of economy it is desirable that this and all other reports 
be made as brief as possible for the printed minutes. 

The duties of the President’s office have been performed to the best of 
our ability throughout the crowded months of the year. We have aimed to 
be prompt and courteous in correspondence and all matters requiring official 
attention. If, in your estimation, there have been failures, your charitable 
consideration is sought. 

In July a meeting of the Executive Board was held in Oakland, to for- 
mulate plans for the year’s work. All Department Secretaries have faith- 
fully performed the parts assigned them, meriting our commendation for the 
efficient discharge of their duties. 

A Convention Program Committee was appointed with Mrs. D. J. 
Snyder, Chairman, Mrs. W. S. Cutler, Mrs. E. A. Trabert, Mrs. J. R. Broyer 
and Mrs. C. F. Oehler. This committee deserves especial recognition for the 
manner in which its difficult task was executed. 

For the work of the coming year, the following recommendations are 
submitted for your consideration. 

1. The combined Tenth and Twenty-first Anniversary celebration pro- 
posed, for which your plans should be completed. Let me urge all societies 
to participate, as much benefit may be derived from such efforts. Reports 
must be completed by June 20th. 

2. Synodical Special—At request of the General Executive Board, I 
recommend the continuance of our $500 per year Home Mission Special for 
Alhambra, contributions of $1.00 per year per member being required as for 
the past two years. 

3. Seminary Fund—By action of last Convention the disposition of this 
fund was entrusted to the Executive Board. At its July meeting the Board 
deferred action. We recommend that this fund be kept intact for the present. 

4, Printed Minutes—Due to excessive cost of printing it is suggested 
that the Secretary be authorized to condense the minutes of proceedings to 
the limit. 

5. Biennial Convention Reports—I would recommend that Conferences 
meet as soon as possible after Biennial Convention, in order to receive reports 
while fresh and also to save valuable time on Convention Programs by elimi- 
nating the lengthy reports. 

6. Expense of delegates to Synodical Conventions—The importance of 
representation at Conventions by all societies cannot be overestimated. I 
therefore recommend that each organization formulate some plan to provide 
for the expense of at least one delegates to Convention.

REPORT OF YOUNG WOMEN’S SECRETARY 


On October 6, 1927, a letter was mailed to each congregational Mis- 
sionary Society’s president to be read at the November meeting of the So- 
ciety, urging interest in and organization of a Young Women’s Missionary 
Society where there was no such organization. 

Letters were also sent to the Pastor’s wife of each church having no 
Women’s Missionary organization. Thirteen replies were received. 


On December 17 another letter was mailed to each congregational Society. 


A special letter was written to each of the organized Young Women’s 
Missionary Societies and a First Anniversary letter to our Junior Society at 
San Diego. 

Two new Societies were organized: San Diego, October 27, 1927, with 
8 members, Mrs. Dorner Schueler, President. Six subscriptions to Lutheran 
Woman’s Work. Huntington Park, April 22, 1928, with 11 members, Miss 
Margaret Irwin, President. 

We have to date 6 Young Women’s Societies and 1 Junior Society. Hope 
for future organization is expressed by some of our churches and some other 
Young Women’s organizations in the church are reported as doing benevo- 
lent and missionary work along other lines. Young Women’s Missionary 
work is a world wide task.

_Brief but comprehensive reports were given by the delegates from the 
various societies or read by the secretary, all very encouraging in their 
forward look. Five societies neglected to send in reports. 

The Southern Conference had held no meeting so there was no report. 
_ The Northern Conference reported a profitable and pleasant convention 
in Fresno. 

The Northern School of Missions at Mt. Hermon was reported by Mrs. 
Crouser and a School of Missions to be held in Los Angeles the first week 
in June was announced by Miss Bingham. 


The meeting closed with the Missionary Benediction. 
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THIRD SESSION 
Wednesday, May 9, 1928, 2 p.m. 

Devotional services were conducted by Mrs. Trabert, who read from the 
5th chapter of John, and then introduced Mrs. C. Schreiner, who spoke on 
“Christ's Co-laborers, Their Work.” Miss Bingham led in prayer. 

The minutes of the Wednesday morning session were read and approved. 

Miss Bingham spoke on “Our American Indian.’ The old time wild 
Indian, she said, is giving way to a finer and better type for whom, after 
thirty years work among them, she has both love and respect. Little Lutheran 
por is being done among them and she urged a greater interest along this 
ine. 

Rey. L. O. Pampana explained his work and some of the problems in his 
work among the Italians of San Francisco, Sacramento, Fresno and other 
places. While 99 per cent of these are Catholic by baptism, not 5 per cent 
attend any church, and the Italians at large are in sympathy with the work 
of the United Lutheran Church. Our Missions are also social, educational, 
and Americanization centers. 


A solo, “How Beautiful Upon the Mountains,” was sung by Mrs. Moll. 


Dr. F. F. Fry, Executive Secretary of the Board of American Missions, 
explained the merging of five different Mission boards into this one, and 
some of the difficulties attendant upon such merger. He also reminded us 
that even here at home more people are outside the church than in it, after 
which he spoke of our Mission work in the West Indies. 

The schools there are conducted in Spanish up to the 4th grade, after 
that in English. All our Missions but one use the Spanish. 

At Porto Rico the Missions give the children the only idea most of them 
have of what home really means, as the little folk there are a neglected, 
hungry lot of boys and girls. 

In concluding Dr. Fry pleaded for help toward the payment of the 
$100,000 debt inherited by the Mission Board. 

Dr. Geo. H. Hillerman, General Superintendent of the Board of Amer- 
ican Missions, expressed his sincere appreciation of the loyal cooperation of 
the Women’s Missionary Societies. 

Mrs. W. L. Rutherford, speaking of “Modernism in Missions,” said that 
as this is a day of change when modern business is being conducted accord- 
ing to entirely new methods, so the “Business of. the King” should be con- 
ducted to meet the crises of modern times. 

An offering amounting to $11.01 was received. 

It was moved to open the Thursday morning session at 9:30 a.m. Car- 
ried. 

Closed with the Lord’s Prayer and the Missionary Benediction.

The Wednesday evening session was held in the First Lutheran Church 
in conjunction with Synod, the Rev. E. A. Trabert, president of the Cali- 
fornia Synod, in charge. 

The address of the evening was made by Dr. D. R. Huber, of Los An- 
geles, and special music was contributed by the choir of St. Michael’s church 
of Berkeley. :

Argentine Mission.”

The Synod opened with the service, with the Holy Communion, the 
delegates of the Women’s Missionary Convention participating. 

The president, the Rev. Edward P. Schueler, D.D., preached the 
sermon from the text, John 6: 66-69, having as his subject, “The In- 
evitable Christ.” 


SECOND SESSION 


Tuesday, April 30, 1929, 2 P.M. 

The roll was called of clerical and lay delegates. 

The Synod was formally opened by the president. 

The devotional period preceding business at this and every ses- 
sion of the Synod, was in charge of the Rev. Richard H. Trojan, as 
chaplain of the convention. His general theme was, “The Cross, Day 
by Day.”

The President’s Report 


FATHERS AND BRETHREN: 


“Grace to you and peace from God our Father, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ.”—Rom. 1:7. 

In the gracious providence of God we are permitted to assemble 
once more in Synodical Convention. With humble hearts we come to 
cast up the account of another year and to spread it before the Lord. 
Some of the questions that have troubled us are still open, but may 
be nearing a solution. Other conditions have arisen that make our 
hearts heavy with sorrow and sympathy. Our very hindrances and 
difficulties should bring us nearer to God and draw us closer to each 
other in fellowship and sense of mutual dependence. The condition of 
our work, the field, and the task that confronts us, constitute a chal- 
lenge that calls for our best thought and our most complete devotion 
if we are to maintain our place among the Christian forces of this 
great state. May the Spirit of Truth and Love direct us in our deliber- 
ations, and out of this meeting of the churches may there come meas- 
ures that shall mean much for the advancement of the Kingdom of 
Christ as it is represented by our beloved church.

Corner Stone Laying 


October 7, 1928, occurred the laying of the corner stone for the 
new Grace Church of Phoenix, with the Rev. J. W. Ball, Ph.D., repre- 
senting the Synod and delivering the sermon. 
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Dedications 


The new church home of the Dinuba congregation, was set apart 
to the worship of God on July 10, 1928, the Rev. Herman Lucas and 
the Rev. Richard H. Trojan delivering the sermons. Large congre- 
gations were in attendance, morning, afternoon and evening. 


On Whitsunday, May 27, 1928, the new Trinity Church of Long 
Beach was consecrated to the service of God. The sermon in the morn- 
ing was preached by the Rev. H. J. Weaver, D.D. At the afternoon 
service, which included the act of dedication, Dr. George H. Hiller- 
man delivered the sermon, and your president spoke in the evening. 
Neighboring pastors participated in the various services, which were 
all largely attended. 


For what it registered of cumulative joy and culminating hope, 
the dedication of this beautiful and commodious edifice will stand as 
a landmark in the history of the congregation and of the Synod. Trin- 
ity Church was founded by the Rey. Dr. John A. M. Ziegler in 1907. 
Dr. D. J. Snyder became pastor in 1908, and the new church building is 
God’s crown upon a faithful ministry of twenty years. 


The church is Gothic in design, and is built of brick. It is com- 
posed of two units, the church proper ,and the parish hall. There is 
a full basement, designed and well equipped for social purposes. The 
worship room, which provides sittings for five hundred, is fully and 
beautifully appointed for Christian worship, the furnishings includ- 
ing a fine two-manual organ. The-total value of the property is 
above $100,000. A mortgaged debt of $35,000 remains. 


The pastor and wife continue to command the loyalty of their 
people, and under their leadership, Trinity Church may be expected to 
go forward unto new strength and influence. 


On February 10, 1928, the beautiful new building of Grace Church 
of Phoenix, Ariz., was set apart to the glory of God, the services be- 
ing in charge of the pastor, the Rev. Robert E. Mock, with your pres- 
ident as the guest-speaker. 


The new church at Phoenix is one in which the congregation and 
the Synod may well rejoice. In a choice location, the ornate build- 
ing of modified Gothic architecture, brick construction, stuccoed ex- 
terior, tooled to represent stone blocks, and tinted, is most pleasing 
and inviting. It is 45x110 feet in ground dimensions. The audito- 
rium-seats 350, and is completely furnished, with a beautiful memo- 
rial altar and reredos, and a two-manual Hall Organ of exceptional 
tone. There is a full basement for educational and social purposes. 
aN total cost was $50,000. There will be a mortgaged debt of $22,- 


The organization of Grace Church dates from a meeting fifteen 
years ago, called through the public press, in a leading hotel, by, Mr. 
DeWitt Wise, a California Lutheran layman. The first pastor was 
the Rev. John K. Reed. The congregation now numbers 160, and we 
predict will rapidly advance to self-support and take its place along 
with other successful and prosperous churches of the Synod. 


Anniversaries 


On May 27 and 28, 1928, the First Church of San Diego, the Rev. 
Dr. G. Bayard Young, pastor, celebrated the fortieth anniversary of the 
founding of the church. Among the speakers were three former pas- 
tors, the Rev. C. W. Maggart, D.D., the Rev. J. E. Hoick and ithe Rev. 
G. H. Hillerman, D. D. The organization of this church antedates the 
organization of the Synod, and throughout the life of the Synod the 
First Church of San Diego has been influential in its counsels and a 
loyal sharer in all its work. Your president addressed to the pastor 
and congregation, in the name of the synod, a telegram of congratu- 
lation and good wishes on the anniversary occasion. 
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__ On July 20, 1928, Grace Church of Alhambra took it upon itself, 

without consulting the pastor, to plan a celebration in honor of the 
fifth anniversary of the pastorate of the Rev. D. Edward Wright. The 
affair took the form of a very happy congregational banquet. 
_ , St. Michael’s Church of Berkeley passed an important mile-stone 
in its history when on September 29 and 380, 1928, it celebrated the 
fifteenth anniversary of its organization, and the tenth anniversary 
of the present pastorate. An historical sermon was preached by the 
pastor, the Rev. Earnest A. Trabert. In the name of the Synod, your 
president forwarded a letter of congratulations and good wishes. 


Official Acts 


May 28, 1928, on behalf of the Synod, I adressed a telegram of 
congratulation to the First Church of San Diego, as above noted. 

August 30, 1928, I addressed to the pastors of Synod a fall let- 
.ter calling attention to Synodical business that was of seasonal in- 
terest and importance. 

October 28, 1928, on request of a constitutional number of pas- 
tors, I issued the call for a special meeting of the Synod, at Riverside, 
November 22, 1928. 

Cctober 31, at the invitation of the pastor, the Rev. Emil Meyer, 
I visited Bethel Church of San Jose, and preached the sermon at a 
special week-day service, celebrating Harvest Home and the Reforma- 
ation festivals. 

November 13 I forwarded to mission pastorates the blanks for 
new applications for mission aid, with a letter of counsel and explana- 
tion. 

November 27, 1928, in response to an invitation to the Synod to 
be represented at the inauguration of the Rev. Dr. L. Franklin Gruber 
as president of the Chicago Lutheran Seminary, your president sent a 
letter of congratulation and good wishes. 

December 31, 1928, I addressed to the pastors an appeal.in behalf 
of the special Epiphany offering for the debt of the Board of Foreign 
Missions. 

August 27 and 28, in company with Superintendent Hillerman, I 
paid visits to the churches at Sanger and Dinuba, to confer as to con- 
solidating these churches into a pastorate. 

On March 21, 1929, I issued to the churches a letter dealing with 
the preparations for the forthcoming meeting cf the Synod. 

On various dates I met with the officers of the Glendale church, 
and of Bethany church, to confer regarding their vacancies; visited 
Temple church to inspect the property and survey the field; called 
upon our brother, the Rev. H. Gehrcke, to express the interest and sym- 
pathy of the Synod in his protracted illness, and visited Hollywood 
Chureh for conference with the Committee on Reference and Council, 
over arrangements for this. meeting. 


Improvements and Advance 


The Hollywood Church, the Rev. J. George Dorn, pastor, adver- 
tised itself as “The Growing Church,” and lives up to its name. In 
the way of material advance; the past year records the payment of 
$4,000 on the indebtedness, the clearing of the organ of the last $450 
due, and the installation of a reredos, electric candelabra, and altar 
cross, which, with monk’s cloth curtains in the Sunday School, involved 
an outlay of $750. The church has three students for the ministry and 
one young woman preparing for the foreign field as a nurse. 

St. John’s Church, Sacramento, the Rev. Chas. F. Oehler, D.D. pas- 
tor, renovated the parsonage and repainted the exterior at a cost of $500. 
The pastor reports fine interest in the united observance by Lutheran 
churches of Sacramento of the Lenten special days, Ash Wednesday 
and Good Friday. Similar co-operation will mark the observance of 
the quadricentennial of Luther’s Catechism on May 12, 1929. 
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St. Paul’s Church of Fresno, the Rev. Hermann Lucas, pastor, re- 
paired and improved the church property, adding a balcony with seat- 
ing for 120, and repainting and decorating both church and parson- 
age, at a total cost of $1,500. Cash was in hand for the work. 

St. Michael’s of Berkeley, the Rev. Earnest A. Trabert, pastor, re- 
joices in the liquidation of the last indebtedness upon the parsonage, 
which was bought and paid for entirely by the Woman’s Guild. 

The First Church of Oakland, the Rev. Edwin Moll, pastor, during 
the past year negotiated the purchase of a beautiful parsonage in a 
desirable location, at a cost of $10,500. Under Pastor Moll’s able and zeal- 
ous ministry, theryear has witnessed an increase of 68 per cent in the 
communicant membership. The experiment was made of conduct- 
ing evening services during Lent in a down-town auditorium, with 
the result of more than doubling the attendance. The congregation 
faces the problem of rebuilding. 

San Diego, First Church, the Rev. Louis S. Axe, pastor, has made | 
extensive repairs and improvements, including painting without and 
within, new carpet, new roof, new sidewalk, plumbing, and some new 
furnishings, giving the congregation practically a new building in 
which to worship. The outlay was approximately $3,500. The com- 
munion service on Easter was said to be the largest in the history of 
the congregation. 


The Case of the First Church, Los Angeles 


In the litigation involving the property of the First Church of 
Los Angeles, a judgment was finally entered in accordance with the 
memorandum of opinion which was reported to the last meeting of 
the Synod. The recognized First Church took an appeal from that 
judgment, and this appeal is now pending in the Supreme court. 

For the purpose of getting a ruling from our highest ecclesiastical 
tribunal on certain contested points, which ruling it was felt would 
be helpful to the civil court in reaching a just verdict, the recognized 
First Church formulated a series of categorical questions, based on a 
“Statement of Facts,” for presentation to the Commission of Adjudi- 
cation of the United Lutheran Church in America. The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Synod consented to submit these questions to 
the Commission, and did so. But the Commission refused to enter- 
coke appeal, as under its rules an appeal must be voted by a Synod 
itself. 

Thereupon, on the request of a constitutional number of pastors, 
your president called a special meeting of the Synod at Riverside for 
November 22, 1928, and at that meeting, with a quorum present, the 
“Statement of Facts,” with the questions based thereon, was voted to 
be submitted to the Commission. 

The questions submitted were the following: 

1. Were the amendments to the Constitution of the First Luth- 
eran Church, as set forth above, legally made? 

(These were the amendments by which the Dysinger group 
ae the way for the withdrawal of the church from the 
ynod. 

2. Did the majority group in said congregation have the right and 
power to withdraw the congregation from membership in said Synod 
despite the protest of the minority group against such action? 

38. Did the said Synod have the right and power, under its con- 
stitution, to recognize the minority group as the lawful congregation? 

4. Is the seceding group a congregation in organic connection with 
the United Lutheran Church in America? 

The Commission received the appeal, and called for briefs and an- 
swering briefs from either side, all of which passed through the hands 
of your president, acting for the Synod. 

The Commission, at its meeting of April 12, 1929, acted upon this 
Appeal, and through your president, has transmitted to the Synod its 
findings, which are as follows: 


OF THE SYNOD OF CALIFORNIA 


The Commission’s Ruling 


The Commission of Adjudication recognized that the 
whole matter here involved is one having both civil and ec- 
clesiastical aspects and implications, and that the province of 
the Commission is to decide the strictly ecclesiastical phases 
of the question submitted. This it is the purpose and desire 
of the Commission to do, without intrusion into the realm of 
a civil court. 


The Commission, therefore, proceeds to make reply to 
the questions in the appeal, regarding them as inquiries from 
a hi with reference to matters within its jurisdiction and 
control. 


Question 1. Were the amendments to the Constitution of 
said Congregation, as set forth above, legally made? 

Reply: The Commission is not clear whether the matter here 
involved is a civil or ecclesiastical question, or whether the 
civil or ecclesiastical implications are not so closely related 
as to be practically inseparable. 


If it be a civil question, it is beyond the jurisdiction of the 
Commission, and has already been decided by the court; al- 
though, with full respect to the judgment of the court, we 
San that the basis of the decision is none too well ground- 
ed in law. 


In so far as it is an ecclesiastical question, we are convinced 
that the plain intent of the framers of the congregational Con- 
stitution involved, was to make it impossible to amend certain 
sections thereof except by unanimous consent; and that the 
amendment of Article XII, while technically a seeming possibil- 
ity, was actually and morally violative of the clear spirit and in- 
tent of the document as a whole, and in this sense an amend- 
ment not permissible under the Constitution; and hence an ac- 
tion clearly contrary to sound ecclesiastical law and polity. 

Question 2. Did the majority group in said Congregation, 
under the congregational constitution as it existed prior to the 
alleged amendments, have the right and power to withdraw the 
congregation from membership in said Synod, despite the pro- 
test of the minority group against such action? 


Reply: No. 
Article II, Section 1, of the congregational constitution pro- 
ViGesremmc: hisme@IUnCh: pee ee Oe eee shall always be 


connected with a district synod of the General Synod of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in the United States.” 

Article XII, Section 1, of the constitution provides: ‘No 
alteration or amendment of Article II ................ shall ever be 
made so long as any member of the Church is opposed to such 
alteration or amendment.” 

It is clear that under the congregational constitution as it ex- 
isted prior to the alleged amendments, withdrawal from the 
Synod could be accomplished only by a unanimous vote of the 
membership of the Church. 

Question 3. Did the Synod have the right and power 
under its constitution, to recognize the minvrity group as the 
lawful congregation? 

Reply. Article X, Section 4, of the Synodical Constitution in- 
volved reads as follows: 

“In cases of strife and division, should any part of a congre- 
gation belonging to the Synod reject the faith as set forth in 
Article One, Section II, or revolt against the Constitutional 
provisions or its obligations as a member of the Synod, that 
part of the congregation whether majority or minority of its 
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members, which continues in unity with the Synod and its faith 
shall be recognized as the lawful congregation.” 

From this, it is unmistakably clear that the Synod had the 
right and power to recognize the minority group as the lawful 
congregation. 


Question 4. Was the action of the Synod recognizing the 
minority groap as the true Church, as set forth in the state- 
ment of facts, legal and in accordance with its synodical Con- 
stitution? 


Reply: In so far as ecclesiastical questions are here involved 
such action was legal in accordance with the Synodical Con- 
stitution. 

Questions relating to the name and property of the congre- 
gation and any other matters in the Fourth item of the Synod- 
ical Action (page 42, Proceedings of the Thirty-sixth Annual 
Convention of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California) 
which are clearly civil in character and import, are recognized 
as lying beyond the jurisdiction of the Commission. 


Question 5. Is the seceding group a congregation in or- 
ganic or any connection with the United Lutheran Church in 
America? 


Reply: In accordance with the Constitution of the United 
Lutheran Church in America (Article IV). a congregation can 
be an integral part of the United Lutheran Church in America 
only through its association with other congregations in a 
synodical organization.

The Conferenées 


The Southern Conference held its fall meeting ‘at Riverside, No- 
vember 22, with an interesting program. It was decided to investi- 
gate the feasibility of a summer institute in the interest of Sunday 
School and young people’s work. 

The Northern Conference met in St. Michael’s Church, Berkeley, 
March 12, and it was the privilege of your president to attend. The 
program was built around the work of the pastor. The Northern 
Conference also engaged in a two-day pre-Lenten Retreat in Bethel 
Church, San Jose, February 11 and 12. It proved a most valuable ex- 
periment. 

The Luther Leagues and the Synod 


The United Lutheran Church at Erie voiced sentiments that -har- 
monized with the pronouncement of this Synod last year’on the sub- 
ject of closer relationship betwen Luther Leagues and the Synod. Our 
request of the District Leagues has not yet been complied with, but 
we are assured that the Southern California District will incorporate 
in its. constitution at an early date amendments that will carry out the 
Synod’s recommendations. There is no reason to doubt that the Dis- 
trict League of the Northern Conference will also be found willing. 


Ministerial Pensions 


The remarkable success. of the Ministerial Pension Campaign a 
year ago was a source of, joy and almost a matter of wonder to ourselves. 
But, ’twere better not, to have campaigned, than to campaign and fail 
to pay. The collections from this time on will be the real test of our 
success. Tactfully, yet insistently, our people must be kept awake to 
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the need and alive to their duty. In the collections to date, I am glad 
to say, the Synod of California makes a splendid showing. 


National Lutheran Council 


So helpful has been the service of the National Lutheran Council 
to the cause of ecumenical Lutheranism, that this agency is to be con- 
tinued. There is still an unfinished task of succor and rehabilitation in 
the old world, and on mission fields, and for this need an emergency 
fund of $100,000 for 1929 is to be raised. This appeal will come to the 
United Lutheran Church during May. Once more are we urged to take 
this cause upon our hearts. The pro rata of the Synod of California, 
about $300, seems insignificant, and scarcely justifies a special offer- 
ing. Most of us will, perhaps, prefer to meet this need out of our cur- 
ae funds. But let us see to it that every church does at least its 
share. ° 


Quadricentennial of the Catechism 


The year 1929 marks the four hundredth anniversary of the publi- 
cation of Luther’s Small Catechism. The anniversary will be celebra- 
ted by Lutherans throughout the world, as it deserves to be, for, the 
Bible itself excepted, no book is to be compared in popularity and use- 
fulness with this little compend of the faith. The coming Reformation 
season may well be dedicated to an appraisement of this treasure of 
the church, with the view to inducing our people to study their Cate- 
chism anew. Actual catechization of both young people and adults 
should also receive increased emphasis. As source-material for ad- 
dresses, we call attention to the series of articles now appearing in the 
Lutheran. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. That our Statistician be authorized to provide himself with a 
supply of any of the blanks offered by the United Lutheran Publica- 
tion House that he may consider useful to him in his office. 


2. That the selection of a form of blank for the use of the Com- 
mittee on the State of the Church be left to the committee, attention 
eing called to the official form now on sale by the Publication House. 


3. That this Synod accept in advance its quota of any general fund 
which the Board of Education may set out to raise in Education Year, 
1930. 


4. That for the important quadricentennial years, 1929 and 1930, 
we make a practical test of our loyalty to the church of our faith and 
love, by setting up the double goal of (1) A ten per cent increase per 
year in communicant membership; and (2) The apportionment fully 
raised, and paid monthly by every church. 

5. That the disposal of the property holdings in which the Synod 
is interested be referred with power to the Executive Committee and 
the Trustees of Synod. (This relates to Monrovia, Sierra Madre, Sali- 
nas and Fresno.) 

6. That with all amendments incorporated, the Constitution and 
By-Laws of the Synod be reprinted, the Committee on Constitution to 
prepare the copy and the officers of Synod to attend to the printing as 
soon as the funds of the Synod may permit.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of the Synod would report that it has 
held seven meetings during the year. The following is an outline of 
the business transacted: 


May 11, 1928. The rate of apportionment per communicant mem- 
ber was fixed at $5.30. 


The time of the next meeting of the Synod was fixed. 


On recommendation of the Synodical Mission Board, the Rev. J. W. 
Ball, Ph.D., was called as field missionary to commence work Sept. 1, 
1928, at a salary of $2,500 and expenses, subject to the approval of the 
Board of American Missions. 


On recommendation of the Synodical Mission Board, the Treasurer was 
authorized to pay the interest on the Monrovia Church mortgage for 
the three months then due. 


June 19, 1928. The apportionment table as prepared by the sta- 
tistician on the basis of the revised rate was adopted. 


The president submitted his appointments of Standing Committees, 
which were approved. 


Twelve hundred copies of the minutes were ordered printed. 


An exclusive agency for 90 days for the sale of the Sierra Madre 
property was given to Dr. John A. M. Ziegler, with the price of the 
Synod’s equity fixed at $6,500. 

It was ordered that California College advertisement be elimina- 
ted from the back of the printed minutes. 


It was ordered that the name of the Rev. Wm. S. Dysinger, D.D., 
be omitted from the roll of the Synod as printed in the minutes, as be- 
ing under suspension. 


August 29, 1928. The application of Mr. Guy R. Hudson for $400 
and of Mr. F. A Smith for $100, to enable them to enter upon their stu- 
dies for the ministry, were granted, and the.Committee on Ministerial 
Education was authorized to issue an appeal to the churches for spe- 
cial gifts toward these grants. 


_ A protest from the Rev. Wm. E. Crouser, D.D., against the omis- 
sion of the name of Dr. Dysinger from the roll in the printed minutes 
was read and ordered filed. 


A Statement of Facts, with categorical questions based on same, 
was presented by the First Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, with the 
request that same be submitted to the Commission of Adjudication of 
the United Lutheran Church for a ruling. It was voted to submit the 
same to the Commission. 


October 2, 1928. Mr. C. B. Runkle was recognized as the legal rep- 


resentative of the Synod in negotiations in connection with the above 
appeal to the Commission of Adjudication, and was authorized to make 
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such verbal changes in the document as the rules of the Commission 
might require. 


: November 22, 1928. The per diem expense of the delegates to the 
Erie convention of the U. L. C. was allowed at the rate of $4.00 sper 
day for sixteen days. 


February 19, 1929. Messrs. C. W. Joergensen and Wm. B. Scheehl 
were appointed as auditors. 


A communication from the Rev. E. A. Trabert, proposing a cam- 
paign during “Educational Year, 1930,” to raise a fund of $25,000.00 
as an endowment to finance work among Lutheran students in non- 
Lutheran schools, was presented. After discussion, it was voted that 
in view of the balances yet due on Ministerial Pension subscription, and 
the condition of our work in general, and also in view of the fact that 
the student problem on our territory does not seem critical, we deem 
such an endowment campaign at this time unwise. 


The resignation of the Rev. A. E. Jensen as Secretary of Synod 
was presented and accepted with regret. The Rev. Richard H. Trojan 
was elected to fill the vacancy for the unexpired term. ; 


The Treasurer was directed to continue to care for the interest on 
the Monrovia church mortgage, with the understanding that any in- 
come from rental of the property would be turned into the Synodical 
Treasury as an offset. 


It was voted to abandon the appeal for a special fund for India 
high caste evangelists, and that with the consent of the donors, the 
money now in that fund be applied instead to the debt of the Board of 
Foreign Missions. 


A resolution was presented from the Synodical Mission Board pro- 
posing to close the work of Our Saviour’s Church of Salinas. It was vo- 
ted to request Our Saviour’s Church to deed its real property to the 
Synod of California, and upon completion of the transfer, that the con- 
gregation be dissolved. Any claims of the Board of American Missions 
to be adjusted between the Board and the Synod. i 


It was also resolved to recommend to Synod that with any proceeds 
from the sale of this property remaining with the Synod, the Synod 
come to the relief of the First Church of Fresno by taking over its 
equity in the Belmont Street lots. 


March 12, 1929. The resignation of the Rev. O. H. Gruver, D.D., 
as treasurer of Synod, was read, and the following action was taken: 
Resolved, That we defer action on the resignation, and in view of the 
nearness of the annual meeting of Synod, we ask Dr. Gruver to con- 
tinue in his office, and that we grant him the privilege of an assistant 
of his own choosing. 

Dr. Gruver subsequently indicated Mr. Wm. B. Scheehl as his choice 


for an assistant, and Mr. Scheehl was accredited at the bank by the of- 
ficers of Synod, and took over the account and the duties of the Treas- 


urership. 

During the year, at the several meetings, routine bills were pre- 
sented and allowed for members’ traveling expenses to Executive Com- 
mittee and Synodical Board meetings; also, bills for office expenses of 
the officers. These items appear in the Treasurer’s report. 


The Treasurer was also authorized to borrow money to the amount 
of $500, as might become necessary to meet the obligations of Synod. 


The report was adopted. 


20 THIRTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


REPORT OF THE LUTHER LEAGUE SECRETARY 


There is an opinion abroad in a good many quarters that the Young 
People of our day present an alarming problem. Sometime ago the 
“Homiletic Review” sent out a questionaire to practically all Protestant 
denominations, asking for an opinion of the problem presented by our 
young people. ~ 

Various answers were given. Taken as a whole, the editor as- 
sures us that the ministers of this country are really getting the situa- 
tion in hand as never before. 

It is surprising to note that only 14 per cent of the answers put 
the blame on “inefficient” handling by the Church; 78 per cent on 
“bad example and lax discipline of parents;” 72 per cent put the blame 
on “modern amusements, dancing, clothes, etc.;” 26 per cent “on lack of 
moral emphasis in education;” 20 per cent on “commercialized sensual- 
ism in organs of public opinion;” 22 per cent on “confusion of war and 
independence growing from it;’” 18 per cent on “decline of home train- 
ing, divorce, etc.;” 16 per cent on “failure to enforce laws.” 

The outstanding point in remedies listed is the emphasis laid on 
the strength of the appeal of the Gospel Message. 

One of the dangers we must guard against is that we have a young 
people’s Society for organization’s sake and not for the good that might 
be accomplished through organization. 

The office of your Advisor has been of help I believe to both the 
young people, as well as to the Synod. Through this office definite 
proposals are now in the hands of all Leagues in the Southern District 
to give Constitutional recognition to our Synod. 

These proposals were transmitted from the Committee on Asso- 
ciations of Young People of the United Lutheran Church, as follows: 

1. That the. District Luther League of Southern California shali 
loyally co-operate with the Luther League of America in its general 
pragtam which is in harmony with the program of the United Lutheran 

hurch. 

2. That the program of District Luther League of Southern Cali- 
fornia shall be in harmony with the general program of the Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran Synod of California. 

3. That the District Luther League of Southern California shall 
heartily co-operate in the work of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
California. 

These Amendments will be acted upon at their next Convention, 
May 18-19. 

A similar request has been made of the Northern District. While 
no definite information has been received, yet, I believe, they will act 
favorably. Respectfully submitted,

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REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSION BOARD 


With the president of Synod, ex-officio, as chairman, and Dr. O. 
H. Gruver as duly elected secretary, the Synodical Mission Board has 
held seven regular meetings during the year, and has given interested 
and faithful attention to the business entrusted to it. The Mission 
Committees of the two Conferences also have functioned, and in the 
following report their operations are included. 


Missions Closed 


The condition of our work in the Monrovia field grew worse, in 
point of interest and outlook, and after counsel with Dr. F. F. Fry 
and others of the staff of the Board of American Missions, the recom- 
mendation brought back from Erie, Pa., last fall was adopted by the 
Synodical Board. Services were suspended, and support withdrawn. 
The property held by St. John’s Church cost $6,650. There is a mort- 
gage indebtedness of $3,650, and $1,000 of the remaining equity was 
furnished as a loan without interest by the Los Angeles Church Exten- 
sion Society. The Synod is paying the interest on the mortgage. Thus 
far it has been found impossible to rent the property, as had been 
hoped. The corporation of St. John’s Church continues. 


Following the resignation of the Rev. A. E. Jensen at Salinas, Our 
Saviour’s Church declared itself ready to quit, and in view of the long 
struggle, the expense, and the meagre outcome, the Board, at its meet- 
ing on February 19, resolved to abandon this mission also. Here also 
there is a property consideration. The property is now rented. It was 
resolved to ask the congregation to deed the property to the ‘Synod, 
that its assets might continue in the service of our Lord’s work. This 
suggestion ‘was received with favor, but the matter has not yet been 
consummated. If carried out, it must be with the understanding that 
such interest as the Board of American Missions may have in the prop- 
erty will be taken care of. 


Self-Support 


SAN BERNARDINO—With the call of the Rev. W. C. Miller to 
the First Church of San Bernardino, that congregation took courage to 
declare itself self-supporting on the first of January, 1929. In consid- 
eration of this action, the Board of American Missions made an extra 
allowance on the moving expenses of the missionary from Chicago. 
Through the Secretary of the Church Council the congregation has 
acknowledged the long and generous support given it, and expressed 
the hope that they may in turn render good service in the furtherance 
of the work of the church. 


REDLANDS—Our First Church at Redlands and its pastor, the 
Rev. W. J. Dentler, so adjusted the salary question between them, that 
they were able to declare themselves self-sustaining from April 1, 1929. 
For the courage it required and the sacrifice it may involve, both pastor 
and people deserve praise. 


Consolidation 


After a visit to the field by the president of Synod and Superin- 
tendent Hillerman, the plan to consolidate Dinuba and Sanger churches 
into a parish was adopted, and following the resignation of the Rev. R. 
Schuetze at Dinuba, by joint action of the two congregations, the Rev. 
G. Wenning was called as pastor, and has since been in charge. 


The Roll of the Missions 


Following is the roll of the Missions now in the care of the Synod 
and supported by the Board of American Missions, with the appropria- 
tion granted each for the current year, and reductions in aid noted: 
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Alhambra, salary $2,025; by the Board, $1,000, a reduction 
of $125. 


Dinuba-Sanger, salary $1,200; by the Board, $300; no change. 
Fresno, First, salary $2,000; by the Board $650; a reduction 
of $50. 


Gardena, salary $1,800; by the Board, $1,320; a reduction 

of $30. 

Glendale, salary $2,000; by the Board, $300; no change, but 
congregation assumed increase of $200 in salary. 

Huntington Park, salary $2,200; by the Board, $700; a reduc- 
tion of $100. 

Bethany, Los Angeles, salary $2,200; by the Board, $1,400; no 
change but congregation assumed increase of $100 in 
salary. 

St. Paul’s, Los Angeles, salary $1,925; by the Board, $225; a 
reduction of $75. 

St. John’s, Oakland, salary $1,800; by the board, $1,000, a 
reduction of $50. 


Phoenix, salary, $2,000; by the Board, $650; a reduction of $50 

Redlands, salary $1,500; by the Board (Jan. to Apr.) $150, 
self-supporting April 1. 

Richmond, reas $2,000; by the Board, $1,300; a reduction 
of $40. 

Sacramento, First, salary $2,100; by the Board, $700; a re- 
duction of $80. ; 

San Francisco, Temple, salary $1,500; by the Board, $750; a 
reduction of $25. 

San Jose, Bethel, salary $1,320; by the Board, $300; a reduc- 
tion of $150. 

Santa Barbara, salary $2,000; by the Board $1,200; a reduc- 
tion of $200. 


Santa Monica, salary $3,000; by the Board $1,000; same, but 
congregation assumed $900 salary increase. 
The reductions noted in the above list represent a total of $975. 
and with the former appropriations to San Bernardino and Redlands 
figured in, the decrease in support by the Board amounts to $2,075. 


Field Missionary 


At the Board meeting of May 11, 1928, it was voted to nominate to 
the Board of American Missions a field missionary for the Southern 
Conference, and the name of the Rev. Dr. J. W. Ball was placed in 
nomination, at a salary of $2,500 and expenses; the Synod to pay half 
the salary; the term, of service to begin Sept. 1, 1928. 

The nomination met with the approval of the Board, and Dr. Ball 
accepted the call, which was extended through the Executive Commit- 
tee. He has since been at work under the Mission Committee of the 
Southern Conference. 

The Field Missionary has done investigation and supply work in 
connection with Monrovia and Ontario. He assisted in the negotia- 
tions for the regular care of Bethany church by the Rey. Carl A. Mil- 
ler, and also visited Gardena to confer about the calling of a pastor. At 
the request of the president of Synod he visited Phoenix and delivered 
the sermons in connection with the corner-stone laying of Grace Church 
on October 7, 1928. 

In September Dr. Ball made a survey of Los Angeles and vicinity 
with reference to possible openings for new work. The first field adop- 
ted for his operations was the Angeles Mesa district, in Southwest Los 
Angeles, where a mission was contemplated with which St. Mark’s 
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Church of that city might later combine, thus effecting a desired 
change of location for St. Mark’s. The work at Angeles Mesa was 
apace November 18, 1928, and the services continued until January 13, 

During this period there seemed to develop in St. Mark’s Church 
a change of sentiment regarding removal to the proposed new location, 
and the field missionary found himself without the active co-operation 
that he had hoped for. This fact, and the generally unsatisfactory re- 
sponse from the field, led to the suspension of services, and no further 
effort is contemplated for the present. 

In the meantime, Dr. Ball has continued his investigation in the 
West Hollywood territory, and with the aid of a group of young peo- 
ple from the Hollywood church has prosecuted a canvass that has 
yielded very encouraging results. The Mission Committee of the 
Southern Conference has directed him to commence work in this ter- 
ritory, subject of course to the endorsement of the Board of American 
Missions. : 

ths. eit Our Missions in Review 

ALHAMBRA---The reports of the missionary indicates a healthy con- 
dition of the work, with a morning attendance equalling 70 per cent of 
the confirmed membership, and a Sunday school enrollment of 165. 

DINUBA-SANGER—The Dinuba work is very weak, and the killing 
frosts in the fruit kelt will seriously affect both churches this year. 
The missionary is doing faithful and acceptable work, with meagre sup- 
port. 

FRESNO, First—The Synodical Board favors the suggestion that 
with the proceeds from the Salinas property, the Synod should ‘pay 
this mission its equity in certain “Belmont Street Lots,’ which it has 
held for many years, and which are a drain upon its finances. The 
Synod would then hold title to the lots and they should be disposed of. 

GARDEN A—tThe missionary is encouraged, and there is good hope 
that with earnest and patient labor and prayer, the field may yield a 
good return in interest and growth. 

GLENDALE—tThis mission is vacant, but has had regular services 
and some pastoral work by the Rev. S. H. Yerian, D.D. There has been 
a gratifying increase in interest, as shown by attendance at services; 
growth in membership, both in congregation and Sunday school. The 
officers promise to get busy in securing a regular pastor. The field 
is one of our best. 

HUNTINGTON PARK—There has been steady growth and ad- 
vance in interest in every department, and this mission, with its plans 
for removal to a new location, should soon be ready for self-support. 

BETHANY, LOS ANGELES—The encouraging feature of this 
work has been the Sunday school, though there has also been a decided 
increase in attendance at services. Its property interests are in good 
shape. The mission has been cared for for the past six months by the 
Rev. Carl A. Miller, on a part time basis, but is now casting about fer 
a regular pastor. 

ST. PAUL’S, LOS ANGELES—This mission has had a slow develop- 
ment and its work seems to grow increasingly difficult, due to a changing 
neighborhood. Its young people’s work and the Sunday school are the 
most encouraging aspects. They are slowly mastering their financial 
problems. 

ST. JOHN’S, OAKLAND—With the accessions in prospect at Pente- 
cost, and those taken in at the Easter season, the mission is in the midst of 
a splendid advance. The apportionment is paid in full again this year, 
and its mortgaged debt reduced by $850. 

PHOENIX—The devotion and sacrifice called for by the new church 
enterprise has awakened this mission to a new consciousness of strength 
and a new vision of possibilities, and Grace Church is surely taking her 
place along with the more successful and prosperous churches of Phoe- 
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nix and of the Synod. Self-support is merely a matter of a little more 
time for adjustment to the new and larger problems she has to meet. 


RICHMOND—The mission has suffered sadly by industrial de- 
pression and by removal of many of its most faithful and substantial 
families. We have a good property, and a field that will justify the 
investment that we are making in treasure and service. 

SACRAMENTO, FIRST—Our mission has been slow in development 
in its new location, and other churches coming in have endangered its 
position. This mission has been vacant since November last, but_has 
been fortunate in being able to command the services of the Rev. E. O. 
Hoffmeister as a supply. 

TEMPLE, SAN FRANCISCO—This mission continues to enjoy the 
services of the Rev. H. M. Leech as stated supply, under an arrange- 
ment with the Board, but it is the conviction of all concerned that its 
proper development calls for a settled pastor. With a better hous- 
ing and adequate support, there is a real future for Temple. 


BETHEL, SAN JOSE—The pastor seems to be making the most 
of his opportunities, but these seem limited, so that the development is 
‘slow and the outlook not cheering. On its present basis, Bethel is a 
real problem. 


SANTA BARBARA—There has been no advance worth noting, but 
the nucleus represented by the present membership deserves credit for 
their faithfulness and their steady support of the missionary in his la- 
bors. We are making new friends and widening the reach of our in- 
fluence. 


SANTA MONICA—This mission, which, under the leadership of 
Dr. J. W. Ball, its founder and first pastor, made such a remarkable re- 
cord, has. been vacant since Dr. Ball’s resignation, September ist. Un- 
der the ministry of Dr. M. H. Stine, who, as president of the Southern 
Conference, has given it faithful care, interest has been maintained 
and some advance in membership made. The Rey. A. J. Soldan, D.D., 
of Madison, Wis., has accepted the call to become pastor, and will begin 
his work about the first of May, it is hoped. 


Italian Work 


Our Italian missionary has continued his work faithfully during the 
year, with services held in San Francisco, Sacramento, Fresno. and 
Monterey. San Francisco is organized, and also Monterey. The last is 
the most promising point for his work. The work is evangelistic rather 
than congregational, and the conditions preclude a tangible showing for 
much of the effort put forth. The Board of American Missions sup- 
ports this work, paying the entire salary and making an allowance. of 
$60 per month for expenses. The Synod supplements this with $10 a 
month, which is paid to the missionary to be used at his discretion. Bro. 
Pampana sends a monthly report to your Synodical Board. 


Home for the Aged 


The property at Sierra Madre continues a drain upon our treas- 
ury for interest and taxes. The rally day offering toward this need 
yielded less than heretofore. For the exact amount of the rally day 
returns and the net cost to the Synod of holding the property, we must 
refer you to the Treasurer’s Report. 

The report was adopted. 


THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Your Committee confesses its inability to give you any actual pho- 
tographie picture of the State of the Church. 

Who of us is all wise? Who is gifted with vision and power of 
analysis? Who is an estimator of spiritual values? Who has the 
ability to adequately describe the state of the church? Is any one of 
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us divine? Is any group or combination of individuals divine, that we 
may have a vivid, true report? 

We each know what the Holy Scriptures declare the Church to be. 
That the church is the “congregation of saints and believers,” that the 
church exists “wherever the Gospel is rightly taught, and the sacra- 
ments are rightly administered,” and we believe the church is “the 
body of Christ,” “the Bride of Christ,” “the pillar and ground of the 
truth, i.e. that the church is a divine institution, that the invisible 
church is one and inseparable with the Divine Head. 

_ In generations gone by a familiar figure passing along Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue, Washington, led observers and strangers to exclaim: 
“What a wonderful head.” But as they lowered their gaze to see the 
body which the head surmounted, they also exclaimed: “What a ter- 
ribly ill-formed, misshapen body.” 

Like the disciples, we vision too largely the visible and material 
extent, development and expansion of the church. Our view is of the 
external, the material features, whereas the internal and spiritual fea- 
tures are known only to Him Who is divine. We are inclined to think 
that outward extent and adornment and visible growth are infallible 
signs of religious zeal, fervor and piety. 

Where these are absent there is likewise a lack in external growth. 
There is undoubtedly much of truth herein. 

. We mailed each pastor a questionaire that his answers might guide 
us in making up a report which would include as far as possible what- 
ever statistics were available, and from the totals present a composite 
picture of the church. 

Replies from thirty-one congregations were received, the remaining 
five had valid reasons for not doing so. Some of the questions were 
evidently misunderstood as indicated in answers received. 

The attendance for communions has been very good at the Holy 
Week and Easter periods, but evidently much is to be desired at the 
other periods. of the year. The number of observances average 4 per 
year, some few have 6 to 8. 

Preparatory services are held generally in connection with the 
Communion service, a few having separate preparatory services dur- 
ing Holy Week. Attendance at such services varies from 50 per cent to 
100 per cent. 

Morning service is held in all congregations save one, which has 
only an evening service. No evening services are held in one-half of the 
congregations, the other half having evening services on festival occa- 
sions, during Lent, or have a combination Young People’s vesper ser- 
vice. The attendance varies from 45 per cent to 100 per cent of the 
communing membership for mornings, and from 10 per cent to 80 per 
cent for evenings. 

Very few have mid-week services, though nearly all have mid-week 
service during Lenten period with the attendance generally good. 

The people are almost unanimous in presenting their children for 
baptism. The home altar is apparently a thing of the past, for few of 
the pastors were able to give any definite answer, though there is a 
little leaven in the answer of one, of 50 per cent of the families having 
home altars. ; 

The time given to catechetical instruction varies from 2 months 
to 2 years, the average being from January 1st to Easter, with a few 
beginning in September or October, and a few continue until Whitsun- 
day for confirmation. Conferences and lectures on the Catechism and 
teachings of the Word appear to be the method used in preparing otherss 
than the young for reception into the church. : 

The Sunday Schools seem to be thriving, save in a few instances, 
with attendance varying from 50 per cent to 90 per cent of the enroll- 
ment. The graded system of lessons is used entirely in a few schools. 
partially in all others reporting. Separate rooms and exercises, for 
the departments depend upon the building equipment. A few congre- 
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gations have Sunday School and worship combined, consequently two 
pastors report that they retain 100 per cent of the School in the church 
service. The majority report very little, if any, success in holding the 
Sunday School for the hour of worship. Vacation Bible Schools are 
conducted in four, week day schools in two congregations. 

There are eleven Brotherhoods apparently doing fine work. The 
young people appear to be well taken care of in Luther Leagues, Light 
Brigades and Missionary organizations. Seven of the congregations 
have persons who have entered some definite Christian service with a 
number preparing for the ministry. Few of the congregations make 
effective use of their personnel. 

The people seem to be fairly generous, for 18 churches report the 
full apportionment paid, with 50 per cent to 100 per cent of the mem- 
bership being regular contributors, some tithers, though tithing is lit- 
tle stressed. Church properties are uniformly well taken care of. 
There are 12 parsonages and 6 parish houses. 

The number of church papers entering our church homes is un- 
conscionably small. 

Comparisons as to increases or decreases in communicant mem- 
bership, baptisms, enrollments, may be observed in the parochial and 
statistical reports. 

We believe there has been much progress, with a few congrega- 
tions giving the best report ever presented. The general tone seems 
optimistic. There is far more, however, than our mortal eyes can see 
or tabulate. Paul plants, Apollos waters, but God giveth the increase.

Mr. Frederick A. Smith of the Hollywood Church has also been in 
attendance at Pacific Seminary, and has done faithful work in his 
studies. He desires to study next year at Mt. Airy Theological Sem- 
inary. 

Mr. Orval Awerkamp from the Huntington Park Church, also Her- 
bert Hillerman, of the First Church, Oakland, are in the Junior year 
at Midland College. 

Max Safire of. the First Church, Oakland, is also attending Mid- 
land College. 

Mr. Edward N. Spirer of the Hollywood Church has been pursuing 
an Extension theological course of study under the direction of Western 
Theological Seminary and his pastor, Rev. J. G. Dorn. Mr. Spirer de- 
sires to complete his course of study at Freemont next year. 

All of these students have been doing faithful work, and have made 
commendable progress.

REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE UNITED LUTHERAN 
CHURCH 


That it is considered a great privilege to attend a convention of the 
United Lutheran Church is evidenced by the fact that 270 out of 271 cler- 
ical delegates, and 239 out of 261 lay delegates were present at Erie, Oct. 
9-16, 1928. The delegation of the Synod of California was there 100 per 
cent, as follows: The Rev. E. P. Schueler, D.D., the Rev. Edwin Moll, 
the Rev. E. A. Trabert and the Rey. S. T. Himes, Ph.D.; Messrs C. B. 
Runkle, W. P. Greiner, F. C. Noel and S. F. Walck. 

The convention church was the beautiful “Luther Memorial,” the 
Rev. E. M. Gearhart, D.D., pastor. Erie has twelve Lutheran churches. 

The convention was preceded by a stirring three-day convention of 
the Brotherhood, whose aims were again announced and emphasized as: 
1—Getting men to church; 2—Recovery of the lapsed and straying; 3— 
Winning the Outside Man to Christ; and 4—-Conserving the Boy Life of 
the Church. 

Outstanding in the convention proceedings were: 

The report of the Board of American Missions, its first biennial 
report as at present constituted. The Board has 578 missions under its 
care, and new work was received onto its funds during the biennium at 
the rate of practically one mission a week. 

The report of the Foreign Mission Board. Missionaries on fur- 
lough were introduced and heard in one-minute speeches. For the first 
time recognition was given to the indigenous church on a mission field, 
when the Rev. Isaac Cannady and the Rev. A. F. Neudoerfer were seated 
as delegates from the “Associated Synod of the Andhra Country, In- 
dia.” ‘The debt of the Board as reported at Erie was $347,000, and the 
liquidation of this debt will be a prime object in the plans of the Board 
in the next two years. An important advance step is the complete re- 
organization of the Board, with a new executive secretary in the per- 
son of the Rev. Paul W. Koller, D.D., of Ohio. 

The report of the Board of Education, and in this connection the re- 
port of the expert commission on the educational survey of the United 
Lutheran Church, made for the Board of Education. This survey is the 
first of its kind by any religious body.. The report comprises nine vol- 
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umes in its typewritten form, and will be published and made availa- 
ble to the church — in the near future. 

One of the many important conclusions arrived at, was, that from 
every point of view, the most constructive course to be taken by the 
Board of Education would be to spend the funds of the church for the 
direct promotion of religious instruction and activities in our schools. 

May we bring to the attention especially of men retired from the 
ministry the deliverance relating to such as found on page 101 of the 
printed minutes? 

The leaders did not have it all their own way at Erie, as witness 
the rejection by the convention of the resolution recommending the 
abandonment of the practice of licensure by synods; the vote on the 
issuance of a new music edition of the Common Service Book, in which 
the committee received a mandate to print the words of the hymns be- 
tween the staves; and, against the recommendation of the Executive 
Board, the acceptance of the invitation of Milwaukee for the next meet- 
ing, as over against Philadelphia, the favored place. 4 

The Calendar of Special Days and Seasons has been revised with 
the request that the same appear in the printed minutes of all Synods. 

The new apportionment budget adopted covers the years 1930 and 
19381, and fixes the total for each year at $2,400,000, an increase of $20,- 
000. (The U. L. C. apportionment for the Synod of California for the 
year 1929 will be found on page 49 of the Erie minutes.) 

Great stress was laid upon the 400th anniversary of the publication 
of Luther’s Small Catechism, to be observed in 1929 and 1930. The lat- 
ter year will also be the quadricentennial of the Augsburg Confession. 
The Committee on Evangelism was charged with formulating plans for 
these anniversaries adaptable for use by congregations. The program 
committee of our own Synod should bear these anniversaries in mind. 

Collections to date in the Ministerial Pensions campaign were repor- 
ted as $1,122,135, all of which has been invested in guaranteed mort- 
gages. 

The Synod of Florida was received as the thirty-fifth constituent 
Synod of the United Lutheran Church. 

The election resulted in the choice, on the first ballot in each case, 
of the former officers: President, Dr. F. H. Knubel; Secretary, Dr. M. 
G. G. Scherer, and Treasurer, Dr. E. Clarence Miller. 

The Erie convention marked the tenth anniversary of the merger 
out of which came the United Lutheran Church in America. The ob- 
servation by Dr. Abdel Ross Wentz of Gettysburg may be quoted as 
hitting off the success of the merger: “It is now certain that we could 
never, on any issue, divide along the same lines as separated us before 
the merger of 1918.” 


The report was adopted. 
The following resolution was passed: 


RESOLVED, That the Synod of California, hereby heartily en- 
dorses the work among Lutheran students in non-Lutheran institutions, 
especially in Berkeley and Los Angeles, and that a student committee 
be appointed, to consist of two in the north and two in the south, who, 
with the student pastors, as designated by the Board of Education, shall 
eee the Synod in this work, and who shall report annually to the 

ynod.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


Z “Evangelism is a large word that has come to have a small mean- 
ing; im many quarters it has been made to mean a special form of car- 
rying on evangelistic work. We need to restore it to its original, broad, 
deep, comprehensive meaning.” Thus writes Dr. Knudsen in a report 
to the Rocky Mountain Synod. 

Allow us to quote another paragraph. 

“Evangelism is a spirit rather than a method; a passion rather than 
a plan. It ought never to be thought of as one department of church 
work, as one feature of a pastor’s activities; it is the thing that must 
underlie and motivate every activity and organization and service of 
the Church; every message and call and helpful service of the Pastor.” 

_ Evangelism might be defined as the love of souls that leads to the 
winning of men, women, and children for Christ and His Church. 

Every Sunday and midweek service, every devotional, business and 
social meeting of every organization in the Church, every class study- 
ing the catechism, every wedding, baptism and funeral may furnish an 
opportunity to reach souls. 

Our U. L. C. in A. has set a goal of ten per cent increase in the 
number of Communicant members each year. Our record for the past 
year is 9 1-2 per cent, or a net increase of 188. 

Reports from 31 of the 88 pastorates show accessions since Jan. 1, 
1929, to be 471. If we can continue this record and eliminate losses, as 
far as possible, we will reach the goal. 

Let us adopt as our slogan: ‘Every unchurched soul a field for 
Lutheran effort.”

This makes a total of $2,638 outstanding for the first four months 
of this year. The German churches of Fresno and Sanger are not in- 
cluded. Of this amount, only 380 per cent., or $791, is available for Cal- 
ifornia Synod work.

From the above, it will be seen that the net budget for Synod of 


California is approximately $6,460. To this must be added the appor- 
tionment for the U. L. C., $13,200, giving a total budget of $19,660. 
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: 5. We find that there is a heavy drain on the treasury of the Synod 
In carrying the Sierra Madre property, and that there has been con- 
siderable expense in assuming the obligations of the Monrovia property. 
We believe that steps should be taken by the Executive Committee, eith- 
mae dispose of these properties, or to convert them into income prop- 
erties. 


6. In regard to income, we find that there are congregations who 
have paid little or no apportionment for several years, and that under 
present conditions the Synod can expect little from these congregations. 
This condition should be a matter of serious consideration to the Exec- 
utive Committee, and if the refusal of a congregation to meet its appor- 
tionment is wilful, such congregation should be subject to the discip- 
line of this body. 

7. We believe that the entire communicant membership of the Synod 
should be apportioned, and no exemptions made. 


Therefore we recommend: 


1. That the budget for 1929-’30 be set at $6,560 for Synod of Cal- 
fornia work, and that the apportionment of the U. L. C. of $13,200 be 
accepted. This makes a total budget of $19,760. 

2. That the per capita rate to meet this apportionment be $5.35, of 
which amount one-third shall be for California Synod work, two-thirds 
for the United Lutheran Church. 

3. That the proper officers of the Synod be, and they hereby are, au- 
thorized to negotiate a loan of $1,000, or such amount as they may deem 
sufficient to meet obligations of the Synod which must be provided for 
at once. 

4, That all existing provisions for the President’s honorarium be 
abolished and that the President be granted an expense budget not to 
exceed $25 per month. 

5. That we divide our funds upon a percentage basis, and that a 
graph be printed in our minutes showing how the Synodical dollar is 
expended, also a similar graph of the U. L. C. dollar. 

6. That a Committee on Budget and Apportionment be appointed 
annually, who shall make a survey of our finances similar to the one 
here presented. 

7. That the apportionment to the several congregations be as 
shown in the Apportionment Tables as printed in these minutes. (See 


Appendix E and F.)

The reports which you 
enabled us to present at the special Anniversary Celebrations made a 
creditable showing—an increase of one hundred new members, and in 
contributions of more than $300.00. In the Magazine Demonstration for 
the 21st birthday of Lutheran Women’s Work, we were proud to display 
our shield signifying 75% of the goal attained. 

Important Convention Actions—Included a recommendation from 
the General Executive Board for an increase of regular dues in the so- 
ciety, due to fact that there exists a wide difference between our esti- 
mated income and our obligations. After considerable discussion, the 
recommendation was adopted and referred to Synodical Societies. In 
response to this action, I, therefore, urge this Thirty-seventh Convention 
to consider earnestly and prayerfully the matter of increased dues. (Let 
us communicate to the General Executive Board an expression of our 
willingness to double the amount of active dues, if necessary, to meet 
our obligations, providing that all Synodical Societies do the same.) 

Since Johnstown convention, we have become familiar with the term 
Budget Restoration—Every member should realize the significance of 
the term and be ready to sacrifice for the good of the cause. 

Conclusion—F or guidance in the program for the coming year, may 
I exhort you to continue your loyal support of all regular work recom- 
mended by the General Society, to the exclusion of all special or outside 
objects? 

Tae our ONE AIM be that the “work shall not suffer.” With sin- 
cere appreciation of your co-operation during the past two years and 
with gratitude for the privilege of serving you, this report is respect-

Anniversaries 

The Brotherhood of St. Michael’s Church, Berkeley, the Rev. E. A. Trabert, 
pastor, celebrated the tenth anniversary of its founding on June 2, 1929. The 
hour of morning worship was given to this service, with the president of Synod 
as the guest-speaker. 

St. Matthew's Church, San Francisco, on February 9 held special festival 
services in commemoration of the thirty-fifth anniversary of the founding of the 
congregation, and of the pastorate of the Rev. H. Gehrcke, its first and only pastor. 
The celebration closed with a congregational ‘banquet on February 12, with 
a program. 
Improvements and Advance 

St. John’s Church, Oakland, the Rev. R. Arps, pastor, installed a new lectern 
and choir railing. 

St. Paul's Church, Fresno, the Rev. H. Lucas, pastor, installed a new large 
power-blown reed organ at a cost of $440. The close of the calendar year saw 
this church entirely free of indebtedness, ; 

First Church, Glendale, the Rev. Paul L. Miller, pastor, paid $500 on indebt- 
edness. A handsome six-page weekly bulletin is published. Every phase of the 
work shows revival and advance. 
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First Church, Los Angeles, the Rev. Dr. Huber, pastor, has gathered funds to 
build a suitable unit for themselves at the Lutheran Mountain Camp on the Santa 
Ana River near Redlands. F 

Hollywood Church, the Rev. J. George Dorn, pastor, conducted a special canvass 
for liquidation of indebtedness, with results of $13,000 subscribed of which 
$3,500 has been paid in cash to date. The exterior of the church has been painted 
and the choir loft rebuilt. These improvements, with new Sunday School and 
office equipment, cost $600. The church has recently also purchased an automobile 
for the use of its parish worker. This church now has five missionary societies, 
and two additional young men are offering themselves for the Gospel ministry. 

St. Luke’s, Huntington Park, the Rev. H. J. Weaver, D. D., pastor, reports 
the liquidation of all indebtedness on their Florence Avenue property. 

St. Michael’s church, Berkeley, the Rev. E. A. Trabert, pastor, expended $650 
in improvements and repairs on the parsonage and on the house adjoining the 
church, now held by the congregation. 

Trinity, Long Beach, the Rev. Daniel J. Snyder, D. D., pastor, paid a total of 
around $3,000 on indebtedness. This included the payment by the Aid Society 
of the last $650 on the organ. An active Men’s Club has been organized. 

Trinity, Riverside, the Rev. W. F. Poat, LL. D., pastor, reroofed the church 
and refinished the interior at an expense of $750. 

Fresno, First Church, by the sale of the Belmont Street lots, is entirely free of 
indebtedness. 

Richmond, Grace Church, repainted the exterior woodwork, the men of the 
church donating the labor. 

Bethany, Los Angeles, the Rev. H. I. Kohler, pastor, reported the last indebt- 
edness covered by subscriptions and to be fully paid by Easter, just past. 

Santa Barbara, Grace Church, the Rev. E. P. Schueler, D. D., pastor, has re- 
painted its buildings and laid eighty-five feet of new sidewalk. 


Applications for Ordination 


Clarence F. Crouser, the son of a Lutheran parsonage, who has prepared himself 
for the Gospel ministry without cost to the Synod, and whose graduation thesis 
was on, ‘The History and Religious Significance of the Rubrics and Liturgics 
Used in the United Lutheran Church in America,’’ offers himself for ordination 
at this meeting of Synod. 

Guy L. Hudson, who graduates from the Western Theological Seminary this 
year, seeks ordination at our hands, the service to be held on a convenient date. 
He has been called to Grace Church, Richmond. 

Edward N. Spirer, a graduate of the Western Theological Seminary, has applied 
for ordination, the service to be arranged to suit his convenience. 


Conferences 


The Northern Conference met in St. Mark’s Church, San Francisco, the Rev. 
H. S. Feix, pastor, October 15-16, 1929. Features on the program were a paper 
on the Augsburg Confession, by the Rev. E. A. Trabert, and the presentation 
of the subject of Benevolences by Dr. C. F. Oehler. 

The Southern Conference met November 15-16, 1929, in Trinity Church. 
Pasadena, the Rev. Wm. H. Derr, pastor. The evening service was given to a 
symposium on Luther's Catechism, with helpful papers during the remaining 
sessions on historical, doctrinal and practical subjects. 


Ad Interim Appointments 


October 16, at the request of the chairman, C. B. Runkle was added to the 
Committee on Constitution. 

Sept. 24, 1929, the Rev. E. A. Trabert resigned as Luther League Advisor 
for the Northern Conference. No appointment was made. 

February 1, 1930, to fill vacancies on the Examining Committee, the Rev. A. 
Jatho and Dr. J. W. Ball were appointed. 

November 10, 1929, the Rev. Dr. Ziecler was with the concurrence of the 
Synodical Mission Board appointed as stated supply at Gardena, St. John’s Church 

November 24, 1929, by the same authority, the Rev. H. C. Stafford was placed 
in charge as supply pastor of the First Church of Fresno,

Also, by arrangement made through the Executive Committee, the Rev. H. F. 
Martin, Ph. D., president of Midland College, will attend this convention, and 
be welcomed to a place upon the program, in the interest of education. 


Conference of Presidents 


The biennial Conference of Presidents of District Synods met at the call of 
the President of the United Lutheran Church, in Harrisburg, Pa., January 7-8, 
1930. The presidents of the two Pacific coast synods were among the very few 
absentees. Although authorized by the executive committee to attend, the condi- 
tion of our treasury at the time discouraged me, as well as the fact that with only 
a few months remaining of my term, the synod would derive little or no benefit. 
I received a more or less satisfactory resumé of the discussions, and some of the 
papers in full, which material will be of some value to the synod in the hands of 
my successor. One deliverance by the Conference was the enthusiastic endorsement 
of the plans for “‘Educational Year.” 


Centenary of Our Weekly Church Paper, ‘The Lutheran” 


Tracing its descent through many changes and under many names, the Lutheran 
will in 1931 record and celebrate the centenary of such a weekly family paper 
in the bodies now composing the United Lutheran Church. The anniversary 
dates from the founding of the Lutheran Observer in 1831. Our delegates to 
Milwaukee may expect some measures to be proposed there, looking to th utiliza- 
tion of the anniversary in the direction of a better church paper and a better sup- 
port for it. 

Ministerial Pensions 


The close of the term set for the collection of the Pension Fund subscriptions, 
April 1, 1930, finds this synod 55 per cent paid up, as against a 62 per cent 
collection in the whole U. L. C. The economic situation in the nation in the past 
year in large part accounts for this showing. But we believe the overdue payments 
are in good part collectible. The longer the matter hangs fire, the greater will be 
the final shrinkage. We owe it to our people and to the cause to devise methods 
for realizing the last possible dollar of this money, which was so willingly pledged. 
On the other hand, we should remember that other causes are knocking at the 
door, and we should set a date at which the appeal would be considered closed. 


Educational Year 


So far as I have been informed it will be left for the colleges and seminaries 
throughout the church to formulate the financial campaigns to which educational 
year in the United Lutheran church is to be dedicated. The year 1930 was 
originally agreed on, but owing to the backwardness of Pension Fund collections 
and the appeal for the Foreign Missions debt, the year 1931 was substituted. Our 
schools in all parts of the church are making their plans, and under the slogan, 
“Strong Schools Make a Strong Church,’ our people will be called upon to 
arise in a mighty effort in behalf of Christian higher education. This synod should 
decide at this meeting the measure of co-operation she will give, and the immediate 
object to which she will devote her effort. 


Real Estate Liquidation 


It is a satisfaction to be able to report that the synod is in a fair way to be 
disencumbered of some of its unfortunate entailments in the way of real estate 
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holdings. We have closed out our equities in Fresno, Salinas and Monrovia, and 
the Sierra Madre property has been placed on the market, with some inquiries 
appearing. z 
The Stumpf Bequest 

On the other hand, by the death of Mrs. Caroline Stumpf of Los Angeles, 
there has come into the possession of synod her commodious home in Hollenbeck 
Heights, Los Angeles, for the benefit of our projected Home for the Aged. This 
acquisition will be further reported on by the Synodical Mission Board, and I only 
take occasion here to express the gratification which the synod must feel in this 
donation, and the hope which we all cherish that nothing may arise to interfere 
with the carrying out of Mrs, Stumpf’s gracious purpose. 


A Personal Tribute 


It seems to me fitting in this place to say a word in appreciation of the efficiency 
and the active Christian interest shown by our synodical Treasurer in the conduct 
of his office. Mr. Scheehl’s service to the Synod has been invaluable, and the 
Synod may congratulate itself on being able to avail itself of the services of a 
layman of such ability and devotion. 


Recommendations 


1. That the Synod authorize the Executive Committee to proceed with the 
publication at least quarterly during the synodical year of a bulletin through which 
the business of the Synod may be kept before the churches and the goals for 
which we are working be laid upon the hearts of our people, and the expense 
thereof be taken from the Synod Treasury. 

2. That October 1, 1930, be adopted as the date within which in all our 
congregations we shall make an earnest and final effort to collect unpaid pledges 
to the Pension Fund, and that the president of synod, the conference presidents, 
and the treasurer, be designated as a special committee to stress this unfinished 
task and to suggest methods for its accomplishment. 

3. That a stipend of $100 per year be attached to the office of synodical 
treasurer. 

4. Resolved that the Executive Committee be charged with the duty of 
formulating plans for putting into effect a full time Presidency for the Synod, 
said plans to provide suggestions and recommendation for the conduct of this 
office as well as means of financing it. 

Resolved, further, that these plans be submitted to the Fall Convention of the 
Conferences of the Synod for consideration and amendation and that the con- 
clusions and actions of the conferences be transmitted to the Executive Committee 
who shall then present to the next regular convention of the Synod, a compre- 
hensive plan whereby the office of full-time President may be acted upon and put 
into immediate effect. 

5. That the Synod place in its budget for 1930-31 the sum of $50 for 
the support of the California State Church Federation, the same to be paid out 
of the synodical treasury. } 

6. That a special committee of five, with two representatives from each con- 
ference, and the president of Synod as the fifth member and chairman, be appointed 
to plan for the observance of “‘Educational Year, 1931,’ and to promote a 
campaign for special offerings to Christian Higher Education, that Midland College 
be designated as the beneficiary of these offerings, for which a definite goal shall 
be decided upon-by the Synod, or by the above committee. 

In laying down the office with which you have entrusted me the past two 
years, | do so in the humble consciousness of many shortcomings, and I ‘bespeak 
for my successor the continuance of the same full measure of co-operation and 
kindly forbearance which you have accorded me.

ARCHIVIST’S REPORT 


Your archivist contemplates with gratitude the extraordinary trust vested in 
him by the synod. As the human spirit holds sovereignty over the body, so the 
documentary deposits of synod represent a concrete value far above that of the 
entire physical personnel of synod. While the incinerated bodies of our corporation 
might possibly represent a focus for treasured memories, as each reposes in his 
urn, the archives of synod perpetuate the mental and spiritual manifestations of 
our ecclesiastical life and progress. 

Some increase in bulk, by accretion rather than by evolution, is to be noted. 
The pamphlets are all protected now against the wilting ray of the sun, and the 
paper will suffer no discoloration. Prophylactic measures were taken in rolling 
into the sombre corners of the deposition cell an ample quantity of white crystaline 
globules, whorled by a secret mechanical process, the balls being also impregnated 
with certain pungently odoriferous medicaments, the effluvia proving potently 
obnoxious to the winged pest that flyeth at night time. 

Synod is courteously advised, however, that, while no particle of matter can 
ever be lost by the law governing the indestructibility of all matter, the same 
law cannot be applied in favor of our archives. Our documents consist of matter. 
But all forms are transient, especially, when tested as by fire. Synod can safeguard 
the records of her historical continuity by setting apart a generous appropriation 
for a steel safe, in order that fire may not disintegrate, nor moths destroy, nor 
thieves steal the only tangible insignia whereby most of us will be able to perpetuate 
even so much as a memory of our names.

Church property increased in value $57,238; showing a total valuation of 
$1,181,337; while the indebtedness was reduced by the sum of $34,293. The 
total benevolent contributions amounted to $27,766, which is $4,719 less 
than last year.

NECROLOGIST’S REPORT 


REV. HENRY S. FEIX 


During the past year, on January 17, 1930, the Lord of Life and Death called 
from our midst an esteemed member of the California Synod, the Rev. Henry S. 
Feix, pastor of St. Mark’s Lutheran Church in San Francisco. Had he lived a few 
months more, he would have celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of his ordination. 
The funeral services were held in St. Mark’s Church on January 20th, in charge 
of the Rev. John R. Broyer, Ph. D., assisted by the Revs. W. E. Crouser, D. D., 
S. T. Himes, Ph. D., and Henry Schmidt. We have requested Dr. John R. Broyer, 
his friend and nearest neighbor in the ministry to present a brief sketch on the 
life of the departed. 


REV. MICHAEL F. RINKER 


Only a few weeks ago, on April 8, 1930, there passed to his eternal reward 
in the city of Los Angeles, the Rev. Michael F. Rinker, at the advanced age of 
eighty-nine years. His body was laid to rest in Forest Lawn Cemetery, Glendale, 
California, on the 11th of April. Funeral services were conducted by the Rev. D. R. 
Huber, D. D., who was assisted by a number of our Lutheran clergymen of the 
Southern Conference. He organized our First Lutheran Church in Glendale, in 
1912, and a year later he retired from the active ministry. ‘‘Father’’ Rinker, as 
he was called by his friends, was one of the first early missionaries sent out into 
the great middle west, and he spent his life in the faithful service of his Lord and 
Master Jesus Christ. 

We ask the Rev. Herbert J. Weaver, D. D., an intimate friend of the departed 
brother, to give us a brief resumé of “‘Father’’ Rinker’s life and work. 

Sketches of the lives of the departed were given, and the exercises were closed 
with prayer by Rev. John A. M. Ziegler, D. D.

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee reports the holding of four meetings during the 
year, as follows: 

May 3, 1929—Calendar pages of Minutes of Synod for 1929 were fixed; also 
program for next Synodical convention. Motion was passed to cast a unanimous 
vote for the officers of Synod to act as Trustees of Synod. ‘ 

August 8, 1929—-On demand, money sent to Rev. Moll for the education of 
high-caste Evangelists in India, was ordered returned to the original donors. 

The liquidation of the Salinas Church property was, on motion, referred to 
the Board of American Missions whose claims, it appeared, amount to more than 
will be realized. 

The Treasurer was authorized to pay the interest on the Sierra Madre property 
loan when and as it falls due; also to pay monthly the interest on the $1000 
loan of Synod. Also to secure such supplies as will modernize the handling of the 
financial records of Synod, and to sceure a safe deposit box for the use of Synod. 

The Treasurer was directed to place any proceeds from the sale of the Belmont 
Street lots in Fresno, in the general funds of Synod. 

November 6, 1929—Rev. L. S. Axe was appointed Secretary of Synod pro tem. 

The President of Synod and the Treasurer were given power to settle with 
the First Church of Fresno for the Synod’s equity in the sale of the lots on. 
Belmont Street. 

The President was instructed to attend the conference of Presidents of Synods 
in Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 7th-8th, 1930. 

It was resolved that a suitable statement for publication in ““The Lutheran” 
should be prepared, in order that the true status of the First Church situation in 
Los Angeles be known to the general public. 


16 THIRTY-NINTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


The Committee interpreted Recommendation No. 4, page 33, Minutes of Synod, 
1929, as a regular monthly allowance of $25 to cover expenses of the President's 
office. 

Rev. W. H. Derr was appointed to push the sale of the property now held by 
Synod in Sierra Madre, and to dispose of it at best price obtainable. 

February 11, 1930—It was voted to welcome Rev. H. F. Martin, Ph. D., of 
Midland College as a visitor to the next meeting of Synod, and to a place upon 
the program in the interest of education. 

The Committee agreed to substitute for the names of Doctors Hillerman and 
Stine, those of Dr. Ball and Rev. Jatho as members of the Examining Committee, 
Dr. Hillerman having resigned, and Dr. Stine having moved from the bounds 
of Synod. 

Rev. J. A. M. Ziegler, Ph. D., was made convener of the Examining Com- 
mittee, and was recommended as examiner in Dogmatics; Dr. Himes, Church 
History; Rev. Gehrcke, Catechization; Dr. Weaver, Homiletics; Rev. Jatho, 
Languages, and Dr. Ball, Liturgics. 

The action of the Committee gotten by a poll of its members, authorizing a 
loan of $70 to Grace Church of Richmond to meet insurance premium, was 
ratified by the Executive Committee. 

The names of new members of Synod were placed on its roll. 

Rev. E. A. Trabert, and Mr. Wm. B. Scheehl were appointed as an advisory 
committee for the Italian Mission. The purpose of this committee is to provide 
Rev. Pampana with consultation in regard to his work, and to approve his monthly 
expense account. 

During the above meetings routine bills were presented and allowed for mem- 
bers’ traveling expenses to meetings of the committee and to meetings of the 
Synodical Board; also bills for office expense of the officers, the same appearing 
in Treasurer's report.

To meet the above budget, the Executive Committee suggests the following rates: 


If apportionment is based on total membership of 4,254 members, a rate of 
$4.45 per annum per member; apportionment based on 3,616 members, which 
excludes the two German Fresno churches, a rate of $5.25; or if the congregations 
of Synod assume that portion of the budget applying to California Synod work 
only, omitting the two Fresno churches, but not assuming the share of the Fresno 
churches for the U. L. C. apportionment, we find a rate of $4.70.

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Stumpf Bequest 


The President reported the death of Mrs. Caroline Stumpf and that by her 
death Synod becomes possessor of her property as deeded to us. Mr. Victor C. 
Stumpf, a direct heir, asks that on the grounds of claimed incompetency of his 
mother to transact business this property be returned to the heirs. 

While no direct threat is made, it is intimated that, should we refuse to comply 
with this request, suit will be brought to effect such return. 

Recommendation: We recommend first, that the communication from Mr. 
Stumpf be read before the Synod; secondly, that the whole matter be referred to 
the Executive Committee with full power, and that the committee be authorized 
to secure legal advice. 


New Congregation 


An application for membership in the California Synod was received from 
the Beverly Community Lutheran Church, and the Executive Committee, finding 
the application in order and the proper constitution adopted, recommends that 
this new congregation be received into membership in the Synod. 


Recommendations 1 and 2 of this report were referred to the following com- 
mittee for investigation: The Revs. E. A. Trabert, D. J. Snyder, H. F. Schmidt, 
J. C. Bitter and H. Lucas.

COMMITTEE ON EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE’S REPORT

of $4.45. However, in view of the fact that the apportionment cannot be met 
by the German congregations in Fresno, we further recommend that the per 
capita rate be $5.00, in this manner distributing a portion of the deficit amongst 
the congregations of the Synod. 

Recommendation 2—In accordance with Article II, Section 7, of the By-Laws, 
expense for transportation to and from the meetings of Synod is paid in propor- 
tion to the sum paid on total apportionment for the two years preceding the 
Conventions. 

Recommendation 3—-We recommend, therefore, that the actual expense of 
those who attend the Synod shall be allowed, which shall not exceed the clergy 
railway fare plus Pullman fare when necessary and used.

REPORT OF THE LUTHER LEAGUE ADVISOR 


The latent strength of the Church lies in its young people. Their presence 
makes it vibrant with life and guarantees its future. A youthless Church has a 
poor present and no future. 

We have every reason to be proud of our youth. In nearly all of our Churches 
we have one or more young people's organizations. With these organizations pro- 
viding proper training for future leadership the future of our Church is assured. 

As your advisor, for the south, I have kept in touch with all the activities of 
that District. The officers and committees during the past year deserve your highest 
commendation. They have been courteous, earnest and determined to administer 
the trust committed to them. That District is now a part of the Synod of Cali- 
fornia. (See last year’s report minutes, page 20.)

The Synod entered upon the election of Officers and Boards, Standing Com- 
mittees and Delegates, the results of which will be found on the Calendar pages 
of these minutes. 

The Rev. R. J. Wolf spoke on the work of the Boards which he represented as 
an official visitor. 


REPORT OF SYNODICAL MISSION BOARD 


The Synodical Mission Board for the year 1929-1930 was constituted as 
follows: Ex-officio members, the President of the Synod, the President of the 
Northern Conference, the President of the Southern Conference, the Rev. D. J. 
Snyder, D. D., the Rev. Earnest A. Trabert, Mr. William B. Scheehl and Mr. E. A. 
Morrison. At a meeting held immediately upon the adjournment of the Thirty- 
eighth Convention of the Synod the Rev. Earnest A. Trabert was elected Secretary. 

There have been five meetings held during the year, three in the south and two 
in the north, Owing to several vacancies, which have been long continued, the 
missionary work of the Synod has presented serious problems and difficulties, 
These will be presented in connection with the survey of the missions. 

Items of interest for your information are: 


Monrovia Property 


The final settlement of the property of the Monrovia mission, abandoned a 
year ago, has been made. The sum of approximately $200.00 was realized in 
the liquidation. This sum was repaid to the Los Angeles Church Extension 
Society which had originally loaned $1,000.00 to this mission. 


Self-Support 


St. Paul’s Church, Santa Monica, assumed self-support with the call to the 
Rev. A. J. Soldan, D. D. In consideration of this action the Board of American 
Missions increased its loan to this congregation by $5,000.00 without interest, 
the loan being personally guaranteed. The heroism of this congregation is to be 


commended. 
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Under pressure from the Board of American Missions the First Church, Glen- 
dale, and St. Paul’s Church, Los Angeles, both assumed self-support. The former 
secured for its pastor the Rev. Paul Miller, and notwithstanding the heavy obliga- 
tions imposed upon them, is making splendid progress. The pastor of St. Paul’s 
Church, Los Angeles, having accepted a call to St. Mark’s Church in the same 
city, the Rev. R. W. Mottern, Litt. D., became stated supply until the coming 
of the Rev. G. Bayard Young, D. D., on the first of July, 1930. Both of these 
congregations met the situation imposed upon them heroically, and have proven 
their ability to maintain their own work unaided. 

Sanger and Dinuba. The congregation at Dinuba withdrew from this Synod. 
The result has been disastrous for the pastor, inasmuch as the request for further 
aid for Sanger was denied by the Board of American Missions. It is the judgment 
of your Board that this work should for the present go on a supply basis at its 
own charges. The Rev. G. Wenning has up to the present time been caring 
for this work. 

Overdue Church Extension Loans 


In view of the straitened finances of the Board of American Missions an appeal 
was made to your Board to undertake to secure the repayment of loans now overdue 
on our territory. The response was made that St. Michaels Church of Berkeley, 
which became self-supporting eight years ago, is now repaying its loan of 
$2,500.00; that in view of local conditions the First Church of Glendale should 
not be pressed for payment, having assumed self-support; that Superintendent 
Hillerman will attend to securing proper security for the loan of $1,000.00 to 
St. Luke’s Church, Huntington Park; Grace Church, San Jose, is also making 
payments on its loan.

The aid granted to Christ Church, Alameda, and Grace Church, Richmond, 
has not been claimed due to vacancies in these pastorates, although special appro- 
priations have been made for the support of supply pastors. This is also the case 
of the First Church, Fresno, which has been vacant for the greater part of the 
past year. The increase of aid to Temple Church, San Francisco, is due to the 
advent of a full time pastor in this parish. The total reduction in the above 
missions is $775-and the increase is $550, making a net reduction of $225 
Inasmuch as Christ Church, Alameda, has been approved as a mission of the 
Synod there is an increase in the appropriations, but as the amount appropriated 
has never been used the net reduction remains. 


Field Missionary 


Our Field Missionary, the Rev. Jesse W. Ball, Ph. D., has 

i ; Y AOS prosecuted the work 
in the Beverly Hills-West Hollywood section of Los Angeles. Many diteutues 
confronted him the chief of which was the securing of a place adequate for the 
establishment of the work. After holding services in a Club House for several 
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months the mission was compelled to seek new quarters and on March 2nd trans- 
ferred its services to Marquis Hall, Melrose Avenue and Doheny Drive. There was 
considerable delay in effecting an organization but on Palm Sunday, April 13, 
E930, under the name of Beverly Community Lutheran Church the congregation 
came into being. There were twenty-three charter members and the list will be 
kept open until Whitsunday, with the prospect that a number of others will unite 
with the work. The congregation has adopted the Model Constitution and will 
seek admission into this Body at this Convention. 


Italian Work 


This work was inaugurated several years ago entirely independent of the Synod. 
With the formation of the Board of American Missions it was given over to the 
Synod for supervision, the entire salary of the missionary coming from the Board. 
The missionary in charge, the Rev. L. O. Pampana, is laboring diligently to 
minister the Gospel to the people of his nationality. The work is chiefly of an 
evangelistic character with one congregation organized in San Francisco, and 
preaching points at Fresno and Sacramento. In order to advance the work in San 
Francisco the missionary purchased a home at 35 Naples Street, with the expec- 
tation of fitting up the basement for a community work amongst the Italian 
people. Owing to a lack of funds this has not as yet been accomplished. 

It appears to your Board that this work is far from being stabilized, and the 
question of its permanency is problematic until there is secured a place of worship 
for the Italian congregation. At the present time the building of another Church 
body is being used. Until some degree of permanence is given this work it appears 
to us that it is almost a waste of effort on the part of the Church to continue it. 
The missionary is to be commended for his diligent application in the face of the 
obstacles he must meet and overcome. 


A Survey of the Missions 


Alameda, Christ Church—Immediately upon assuming this congregation as a 
mission efforts were made to secure a pastor. In the meantime evening services were 
conducted by the aid of neighboring pastors. For a period of about two months 
Student G. L. Hudson had charge of the work dividing his time with Grace Church, 
Richmond. For the past several months the Rev, Emil Meyer of San Jose, has 
been in charce. Recently a call was extended to a member of the graduating class 
in Mt. Airy Seminary, who has signified his intention of accepting the call. 


Alhambra, Grace—The work here is progressing favorably and each year the 
congregation advances more closely towards the goal of self-support. The congre- 
gation is to be commended for the excellent manner in which it meets its financial 


obligations. 


Fresno, First—-This mission has passed through trying times. Very abruptly 
and without due notice the former pastor relinquished the work in August. Neigh- 
boring pastors cared for the services until October when the Rev. H. C. Stafford 
was placed in charge as stated supply. There has been considerable internal friction 
within the congregation which has greatly reduced its efficiency. By the sale of 
the Belmont Street lots this mission has been freed of interest-bearing debt. 


Gardena, St. John’s—This mission was relinquished by the Rev. N. N. Harter 
on November 3rd, and the Rev. John A. M. Ziegler, D. D., has been in charge 
since that time. Under his ministration the Sunday School and young people’s 
work have made advances, the apportionment paid monthly, and the local finances 
show a healthy tone. It is anticipated that a call will be extended to a student 
graduating from one of our Seminaries within a short time. 


Huntington Pack, St. Luke’s—A ¢ain of 15% in membership has been reported, 
and the entire indebtedness on the Florence Avenue property has been paid. With 
the assistance of the Rev. S. H. Yerian, D. D., who is Superintendent of the 
Sunday School, this branch of the work has increased to such an extent that the 
present building is entirely inadequate for the work. 


Los Angeles. Bethany—With the advent of the present pastor, after a vacancy 


of several months, this work has pressed forward splendidly. The attendance at

the morning service has doubled, the remaining indebtedness has been paid in full, 
and the numerical strength has increased. 

Oakland, St. John’s—The apportionment for 1929, which was in arrears at 
the last meeting of Synod, has been paid in full, and the 1930 obligations have been 
promptly met. New chancel furniture including a lecturn and choir railing, has 
been installed. 

Phoenix, Ariz., Grace—Since the new church edifice has been occupied there 
has been a splendid growth in attendance and interest in this congregation. With 
courageous zeal the heavy obligations have been faced and met. The future of 
this important work, the only United Lutheran Church in Arizona, is bright 
with promise. 

Richmond, Grace—Vacant since May of 1929, for a time this congregation 
was profoundly discouraged. During the latter part of the summer Student G. L. 
Hudson supplied the congregation with regular services in the morning, caring 
for the work in Christ Church, Alameda, in the evening. Pastoral work was done 
in both places. Upon his return to the Seminary the Rev. E. O. Hoffmeister was 
placed in charge. The work has gone forward and a spirit of optimism has possessed 
the people. A call has been accepted by Student Hudson, who will enter upon 
the work following his graduation and ordination. 


San Jose, Bethel—This mission is under the disapproval of the Board of 
American Missions which hesitates to grant it aid. They are of the opinion that 
the work should be abandoned. The pastor is faithful and diligent, but the field 
does not seem to be in the present location. Many advocate a relocation of this 
work. San Jose is a growing city and properly relocated this work should meet 
with success. 


San Francisco, Temple—After several years as stated supply, the Rev. Harvey 
M. Leech requested that a permanent pastor be secured. The present pastor entered 
upon his work shortly before Christmas. Your Board, realizing that the great 
need for this work was a parish house, gave assurance to the pastor that: they 
would use their endeavors to assist in securing this. Plans have been drawn and 
the movement to secure funds for the erection of a combined parish house and 
parsonage is under way. There has been an encouraging increase in Sunday School 
enrollment and attendance at the services of the Church. The Common Service 
Book has been introduced. 


Santa Barbara, Grace—An indication of the advance being made here is the 
fact that the attendance at the morning service averages more than the membership. 
The small indebtedness was refinanced and increased to $1,500.00, which made 
possible the painting of the buildings and the laying of a new sidewalk. The 
monthly parish paper, edited by the pastor, is a journalistic gem. It is the type 
of a paper that the Synod of California should issue. 


Home for the Aged 


The less said concerning this perhaps the better. The property at Sierra Madre 
costs the Synod about $800 a year, and is a great drain on our treasury. The Board 
of Directors will present a report of what is being done to dispose of this property, 
or to exchange it for an improved property in which the work for which the home 
was originally designed may be begun. The death of Mrs. Caroline Stumpf a 
few weeks ago brings her commodious home in Hollenbeck Heights into the 
possession of the Synod for the benefit of the Home. This is referred to in the 
Presidents’ Report.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Your committee on State of the Church begs leave to report that of the 38 
questionnaires sent out 28 were returned. From the statistics and statements there 
presented, the following facts should be noted: 

1. Lutheran literature is used in almost all of our Sunday Schools. 

2. About 70% of those enrolled in Sunday School attend each Lord’s Day. 


3. Catechetical instruction is general throughout the parishes and covers a 
period of from three months to two years. 

4. The graded system has been introduced in the Children’s Division in part 
or in whole. Three schools are graded throughout, and three schools conduct 
Teacher Training Classes leading to graduation. 

5. The parishes all observe preparatory or confessional services. 

6. The attendance at the morning services averages the number of communi- 
cant members. Less than half of the parishes conduct regular Vesper services; 
and, where conducted, the attendance is less than half that of the morning service. 

7. Only about 85% of the communicant membership contribute regularly; 
and few of the pastors stress tithing. 

8. In most of the parishes Holy Communion is administered only four times 
per year. 

9. Although a Luther League exists in most every congregation, only a few 
report a Brotherhood. 

10. Only 10 parishes report having parsonages; and those possessing com- 
plete plants and all the necessary equipment do not exist or failed to mention 
the fact. 

11. Of the 28 parishes reporting, only 15 had paid their apportionment in full. 

12. In general, pastors are poorly informed as to the existence or non-exis- 
tence of the family altar in the homes of their members. 

13. On the average, our parishes have less communicant members this year 
than they had even last year. 

In view of the above revelation of the actual state of our Church, the committee 
feels convinced that a change of method and activity in most parishes is indis- 
pensable, if the California Synod is to do its full share in winning the scattered 
Lutherans and other unchutched souls on its territory to Christ. We earnestly 
pray that God will move us all to put forth every effort to effect the above needed 
change for the better immediately.

Mr. Guy L. Hudson has accepted a call to Grace Church, Richmond, California, 
and expects to be on the field early in June. He requests to be ordained in the 
Hollywood Lutheran Church. = 

Mr. Edward N. Spirer is also ready to accept a call in our Synod, since the 
Mission Funds do not permit at this time to call a full time worker for Jewish 
Missions. We wish it were possible for us as a Church to carry the Gospel to the 
Jew. The decision whether or not this shall be done rests with you. 

The committee rejoices to be able to report two new candidates this year. 
Mr. Henry W. Opperman, a very successful pharmacist, and W. G. Bretschneider, 
a bank teller, both members of the Hollywood Lutheran Church. They desire 
to enter the Western Theological Seminary, Fremont, Nebraska.

REPORT OF STUDENT PASTOR FOR THE NORTH 


The student work on the campus of the University of California at Berkeley, 
California, has made greater progress during the past year than any since its 
organization eight years ago. Amongst the 10,200 students at Berkeley there 
are approximately 200 Lutherans, of whom 179 are listed in our files. They 
embrace several of the branches of the Church, yet there is hearty co-operation 
with the student pastor on the part of the pastors of the other bodies. 

The student organization, known as ‘‘The Luther Club,’’ has 76 membets, 
and the student pastor has personally contacted over 90 Lutheran students. Meet- 
ings are held monthly and many examples of the value of this work to the 
student and to the Church could be cited. Representatives of other Church groups 
praise our work, which has an outstanding place in the religious life of the 
campus. The great requirement for this work is a suitable building adjacent to 
the campus which could serve as headquarters for our activities.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH SCHOOLS 


In compliance with the resolutions of Synod adopted at the last convention, 
your Committee endeavored to promote institutes on religious education in both 
conferences. 

In the Southern Conference such institute was arranged for and held in St. 
Paul’s Church, Los Angeles, in November. Sessions were held Saturday evening, 
Sunday afternoon and evening. The Saturday evening session was an experiment, 
but more than justified our expectations. The sessions on Sunday were well attended 
and full of interest. Special programs were carried out with Dr. H. B. Lewis, 
Secretary of Parish and Church School Board, the principle speaker. In addition 
to these meetings Dr. Lewis visited many of the local churches in Los Angeles 
and vicinity, and also addressed a meeting in our church at San Bernardino. The 
institute at Los Anceles met with such popular favor that action was taken to 
make it an annual affair. Much credit is due Dr. S. H. Yerian, Chairman of the 
Committee, for the success of the venture. 

In the Northern Conference a meeting was held in St. John’s Church, Sacra- 
mento, and visitations by Dr. Lewis were made to some of the other churches in 
the interest of the cause represented. 


Your committee recommend: 


Resolved that each Conference through its own Committee on Religious Edu- 
cation be responsible for the promotion of our Bible School activities within 
the bounds of the Conference and that the Synodical Committee be discontinued.

REPORT OF SECRETARY ON BOYS’ WORK 


St. David’s Camp for the Lutheran boys of the Southern Conference is now 
a permanent institution. This annual camp constitutes the Boys’ Work, and is 
similar to a Bible institute. There are so many other boys’ organizations that we 
found it advisable to carry on our work in this manner. 


Through the efforts of the Recreation Committee of the Lutheran Hospital 
Society of Southern California, the Lutheran people of Southern California have 
organized, and leased a tract of land (six and a half acres) from the Government, 
which is known as the California Lutheran Camp. This site is located ideally in 
the South Fork Canyon of the Santa Ana River, on the north side of Mt. Gor- 
gonio (Gray Back). The elevation is 7,200 feet, which takes us above such 
pests of camp life as snakes, poison oak and mosquitos. The snows from this 
mountain supply the stream with abundant water at all seasons. 


The first unit of the camp buildings is under construction, and consists of a 
large kitchen, and assembly hall with large stone fireplace. This Lodge will be 
the chief of the buildings, and under the control of the Board of Directors. A 
separate dormitory for the men, and one for the women will be built along 
with the Lodge. The very best of equipment has been ordered. Members will have 
their private cabins. St. David's Camp has a charter membership, which cives it 
a permanent camp site. 


Our method, as we noted before, is similar to a Bible Institute. A course of 
Bible instruction is planned which will give the boy the best knowledge for the 
limited time. Dr. H. J. Weaver had charge last year and the course was most worth 
while. He used the lecture method, required daily scripture memorizing, and asked 
the boys to take notes. Rev. N. N. Harter had the devotionals and the campfire 


councils, Rev. W. H. Derr is the Assistant Camp Master. 


The Camp is run on schedule with definite time allotted for study and activities. 
The sports consist of hiking, fishing, swimming in the lake, not far distant, 
games, and this year we hope to construct a baseball: diamond on land loaned 
by the Government. 


Financially, the camp is taking care of itself. Twenty-one boys attended last 
season, the largest enrollment in the camp’s history, 
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The amount of money received............... $206.00 
The amount of money expended.............. 191.98

Last year, at the Southern Conference meeting, it was voted to raise $500.00 
for a permanent building for the boys, but no committee was appointed to carry 
on the work, and no action had been taken until a few months ago. 

Through the efforts of the President of the U. L. C. Ministerial Association 
of Los Angeles, Dr. David R. Huber, the brotherhoods in the various churches 
were approached in the interests of the camp project. All the churches in the 
Southern Conference have not been visited as yet. With the money secured, it is 
planned to loan $500.00 to the Board of Directors of the Lutheran Camp to 
help erect the Lodge. In return, our boys will have the use of this building and 
its attendant facilities, until such time as we have sufficient funds to erect our 
own building.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION 


Your Committee's duties were determined by the following recommendation of 
the President’s report (Minutes 1929, p. 15): 

“That, with all amendments incorporated, the Constitution and By-Laws of 
the Synod be reprinted, the Committee on Constitution to prepare the copy and 
the officers of Synod to attend to the printing as soon as the funds of the Synod 
permit.” 

A. In compliance with these instructions, the following amendments have 
been collated from the printed minutes and duly incorporated in the copy of the 
Constitution and By-Laws herewith submitted: 


I. Amendments to Constitution. 


1. To Article Three, Section I, Officers,—a new sub-section or paragraph 
to be numbered 2: ‘“‘The Synod at an Annual Convention may elect and call a 
minister to the office of President at a stipulated salary for a term of five years, 
subject to such regulations as the Synod may determine. Otherwise the President 
shall be elected annually as are the other officers.”’ 

In the present sub-sections 2, insert the word ‘‘other’’ between the words rai 
and ‘‘officers’’ in line‘one. 

Change sub-sections 2, 3, 4, to sub-sections 3, 4, 5) Mine 192 Sip. 3S) 
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2. Article six, Section II. The Synodical Mission Board. Substitute the words, 
“American Missions’ wherever the words, ‘Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sion’ occur. 

Strike out the word ‘‘District’’ wherever it occurs preceding the words ‘‘General 
Superintendent.’’ (Min. 1928, p. 33.) 

3. Change Article Five, 3, by addition of words to read: “‘Each Conference 
shall have a Conference Mission Committee, which shall be composed of its mgm- 
bers on the Synodical Mission Board as hereinafter provided for, and to which 
may be added two other members elected by the Conference, which Committee 
shall have charge of the mission work within the bounds of the Conference, under 
direction of the Synodical Mission Board. (Minutes 1928, p. 33.) 


II. Amendments to By-Laws. 


1. To By-Law 7 a new paragraph to be numbered 3: ‘“‘Synod may meet for 
the election of officers and the transaction of any business anywhere within the 
boundaries of the Synod as well as in San Francisco.’’ (Minutes 1926, p. 22). 
Paragraphs to be renumbered. 


2. By-Law 7, 1: Change ‘‘January”’ to ‘‘May.’”’ (Minutes 1926, p. 34.) 


3. By-Law 4. The Executive Committee. 1. ‘‘The President, the Secretary, the 
Treasurer, and the Vice-Presidents of the Synod (the Presidents of the Northern 
and Southern Conferences) shall be annually elected the Trustees of the Synod.” 
(Minutes 1927, p. 43; cf. Minutes 1926, pps. 34 and 39.) 


4. By-Law 9, 1 (new): ‘‘No officer of this Synod shall serve on any Stand- 
ing Committee of the Synod, save those on which he serves ex-Officio as provided 
by the Constitution of the Synod; and no member shall be appointed or elected 
on more than one Standing Committee of the Synod. Membership on the Exam- 
ining Committee, however, shall not be affected by this By-Law.’’ (Minutes 1926, 
De 348) 


5. By-Law 8, 3: Benevolences: ‘‘No congregation which refuses to contribute 
to the apportioned benevolences in the manner prescribed by the Synod, shall be 
permitted a vote, through its representatives, upon any matter pertaining to an 
apportionment; nor shall its pastor be eligible to office or to serve on any standing 
committee of the Synod. (Minutes 1928, p. 41.) 


6. By-Law 7, 5. Omit words ‘‘Synodical Treasury’’ and substitute word 
“entire apportionment. (Minutes 1928, p. 41). 


7. By-Law 7, 4: ‘Pastors and congregations shall send their Parochial reports 
to the Statsitician not later than January 20 of each year. Failure to comply with 
this By-Law will forfeit the pastor his allowance from the Synod for railroad 
fare.”’ (Minutes 1928, p. 34.) 


Two copies of the Constitution and By-Laws thus amended are herewith sub- 
mitted. 


B. There are various resolutions and decisions of the Synod (including a 
partial codification of standing resolutions, Minutes 1927, p. 29) which have 
practically the effect of By-Laws, but which are easily overlooked. As examples 
a ie cited the following, most of which were adopted since the codification 
referred to: 


Le A provision recommended by the Treasurer of the Synod permitting the 
Executive Committee to reapportion California Synod Work monies in case of 
special need. (Minutes 1922, p. 14.) 


2. A standing rule adopted by the Executive Committee, providing for the 
election of a Standing Committee immediately following the adoption of its re- 
port. (Minutes 1924, p. 28.) 

3. An adopted resolution providing that a copy of the reports of the Presi- 
dent and Treasurer respectively be placed in the hands of each delegate at the 
opening of the Synodical Convention. (Minutes 1927, p. 49.) 

4. Provision for an annually appointed Committee on Constitution to whom 
all proposed amendments must be submitted. (Minutes 1928, p. 19.) 


5. A resolution providing for a Committee on Student Work in non-Lutheran 
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institutions, consisting of two pastors in the Northern Conference and two in the 
Southern Conference, “‘who with the Student Pastors designated by the Board 
of Education,’’ shall represent the Synod in their work and report annually to 
the Synod. (Minutes 1929, p. 28.) 

A more careful examination of the Minutes might disclose still other resolutions 
and decisions of this character. For example Minutes 1929, p. 33, Nos. 5, 6. The 
second of these is also covered by the Constitution which refers the entire matter 
of Budget to the Executive Committee. The intent of this Resolution is rather 
that a complete survey of the financial condition of the Synod should be made 
each year by a special committee. 

It will be recalled also that the basis of our present Constitution was the model 
Constitution for Synods, issued by the Executive Board of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, that the Model Constitution contained a considerable number 
of expressions which were, no doubt, intended to make the meaning clear, but often 
rendered it obscure, The arrangement at times was illogical also. In view of this 
your Committee undertook a larger revision of the Constitution, to that extent 
exceeding its authority. Considering that the primary aim of the Synod is to 
secure a more perfect instrument for its government your Committee felt justified 
in undertaking this revision. 


We herewith submit the result of this study and recommend that it be adopted.

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REPORT OF MINISTERIUM 


The Secretary reported from the Ministerium the recommendations of the Ex- 
amining Committee with regard to the ordination of candidates, as follows: 


Mr. Clarence F. Crouser, having made application for ordination, was exam- 
ined by your Committee in a thorough manner on all subjects required in the 
Constitution, and after due consideration he is hereby unanimously recommended 
to this Ministerium for ordination.

Invitations for the meeting of Synod in 1931 -were received. It was voted to 
accept that of Trinity Church of Long Beach, and also to express appreciation 
- for the invitation extended by St. Paul’s Church of Santa Monica. 

A motion prevailed that with the close of the Ordination service at the evening 
session, Synod stand adjourned. 

Motion passed that Synod begin the use of the new liturgical form for the closing 
of Synod. ; 

The Minutes of the session were approved as corrected. 

The afternoon session adjourned with prayers by Doctors H. J. Weaver, G. H. 
Hillerman, and the Rev. J. E. Hoick, in which special petitions were offered for 
members absent on account of infirmities and afflictions.

The Convention was called to order by the President, Mrs. J. W. Ball, and the 
Devotional Service was conducted by Mrs. E. A. Trabert. 


Following the presenting of credentials by the delegates, Mrs. C. F. Oehler on 
behalf of St. John’s Church, welcomed the officers, delegates and visitors to 
the church and to Sacramento. She mentioned the fact that St. John’s is one of 
the oldest Lutheran Churches in California, having been organized in 1867, 
that its pastor has been in its service for almost forty years and that the church 
has never called upon any of our Boards for support. 


Mrs. J. George Dorn responded to this gracious welcome in a most happy 
vein, dwelling upon the thought that we have come together to better ourselves 
that we may do better work for others. 


The president presented the following report: 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Your president did not know when you honored her with that office last 
Spring that she would be called away for the four important months preceding 
this convention. However, such was the case. Had she known, she would not, 
in fairness to you, have accepted the responsibility. All of the credit for the 
planning of this convention belongs to the splendid program committee, Mrs. 
George H. Hillerman, Mrs. Ralph Sprado, Mrs. Walter S. Cutler and Mrs. E. A. 
Trabert and to our efficient secretary, Mrs. Cutler, whom we are happy to 
welcome home after her long absence. Her letter acknowledging her election was 
most heartening with its message, ‘‘Home again and ready for work.”’

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Mrs. Morehead asks for gifts toward this object from individuals and groups 
and stated that money sent in will be directly applied, thus decreasing the amount 
of interest. Amounts reported in the June quarter will be reported at the Biennial 
Convention in Racine. 


The following is quoted from the last report of the meeting of the General 
Executive Board held February 5-6. 


“The inquiry as to the advisability of an increase. of dues was submitted to 
the thirty-one Synodical Societies. Twenty-six Presidents reported, only seven 
of which favored action by the Synodical Societies, viz: Northwest, Virginia, West 
Virginia, Florida, California, Illinois and New York. The sentiment of those 
remaining favored stressing an increase in membership, in Thank Offering and other 
special offerings. The committee suggests stressing that each member of a Con- 
gregational Society contribute according to her ability as God hath prospered her, 
not limiting her dues to the minimum amount.” 


We gather from the foregoing that dues are not to be increased but that we are 
to give all we can, whenever we can to the debt fund. 


2. Miss Kate Sanford, Secretary of the Life and In Memoriam Memberships 
reports that her department will far exceed the amount reported at Johnstown 
if the last two quarters continue to keep up with the first two. 


3. Mrs. F. F. Fry, Chairman of Box Work, asks that we appoint a Synodical 
Box Work Chairman and one for each Conference Society. The General Chair- 
man will supply information to Synodical Chairmen, who will in turn instruct 
Conference Chairmen, the latter to pass on leaflets of instruction and prepared 
lists of needed articles to Congregational Societies. Mrs. Fry is anxious to get 
the Box Work on a more efficient basis. The request will be complied with. We 
already have a West Indies Secretary, Mrs. N. N. Harter, who will continue under 
the title of Box Work Secretary. 


4. Miss Mildred E. Winston, representing the Board of Education of the 
United Lutheran Church in America, asked that the Educational Work be given 
a place on the Synodical Program. The request and material for such presentation 
were sent to the Program Committee. The committee replied that the request 
would be complied with. 


Enthusiastic letters were received from Lace Secretary, Mrs. Margaret Line- 
baugh, and from Life and In Memoriam Secretary, Mrs. C. J. Chelson. We do 
not wish to anticipate their reports, but we think they will surprise you. 


All of the Officers and Department Secretaries need your hearty co-operation. 
Correct reports cannot be sent to Geenral Officers unléss Congregational Officers 
and Secretaries send correct data and send it promptly. Inattention to letters and 
reports means much extra work and is very disheartening to an officer or secretary 
who takes pride in making a correct report on time. 


Two new societies have been reported to us during the year. A Light Brigade 
in Bethany Church of Los Angeles has been organized under the leadership of 
Mrs. Jones, Superintendent of the Sunday School. Pasadena has organized a 
Young Women’s Missionary Society. These societies will be reported more fully 
by the Secretaries of Light Brigades and Young Women. 


We wish to express our grateful thanks and appreciation to the members of 
the Executive Board for their kindly help and co-operation.

Mrs. E. Dickinson sang ‘‘Teach me, oh Lord.” 


Mrs. O. D. Baltzley, speaking.on the topic, “We and Our Neighbors,’’ said in 
part: ‘‘We hear much of the crime wave and the cure of crime. A pound of cure 
is not nearly so good as an ounce of prevention. The best way to combat evil is 
to plant a church. The aim of our Society in extending the kingdom of Christ 
is to co-operate with the Boards in the Missionary activities of the Church, All 
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of the five departments of the Board of American Missions receive aid from our 
society.’’ Several centres of our work were then set forth in detail, especially 
the work in Wautaga Parish and Konnarock Training School. 


Miss Eva Barnes, representing the Council of Women for Home Missions, an 
undenominational organization of all Protestant Churches, organized in 1918 to 
unify the various activities of missionary societies among migrating and cannery 
workers, was given the courtesy of the floor. She said we too often lose sight of 
the worker in the product; that great numbers of Mexicans, Latin-Americans, 
especially Spanish and Portuguese, Negroes and Indians form a migrating popula- 
tion whose children are moved from school to school. At home they are often 
crowded into a single room and are given no religious training at all. She empha- 
sized the need of training in sanitary and educational lines among these people. 


Dr. George H. Hillerman, Superintendent of the Board of American Missions 
spoke on the ‘Unfinished Work’’ which is left for the church to do. He gave the 
aim of the Board as ‘‘Four E’s’’, Evangelism, Edification (the building up of 
spiritual things), Education of the citizens of our land in higher standards of 
morals, and Extension (or Expansion of the Kingdom of God). The problems 
of the board are: First, Men, whose first question shall not be, ““How much 
salary?’’ but ‘‘Where is the greatest need?’’ Second, Their suitability. Third, 
Congregations which are unselfish. Fourth, Comity. The solution he gave with 
four R’s: Recognition of importance of Home Missions, Realization of the Lord’s 
command to preach the Gospel, Return to the Lord’s Treasury a proper proportion 
and Reception of Christ as director of our lives. 


Meeting closed with the Missionary Benediction. 


There were fifty delegates and visitors present. Collection amounted to $8.28.

STATISTICAL REPORT 


To the Synodical Convention, May 13, 1930, Sacramento, Calif.: 


Synodical Statistical Report Year Ending March 31, 1930. 
At the end of the June quarter, 1929, statistical blanks were sent to all Women’s, 
Young Women’s and Light Brigade societies, totaling 44. Eight societies did not 
reply so our report to eastern headquarters was again incomplete. 


March 31, 1930, statistical blanks were sent to 45 organizations for report 
for this synodical meeting, (Glendale Light Brigade being the additional organi- 
zation). Of the entire synod only two women’s societies of the northern con- 
ference did not report, St. John’s, Oakland, and St. Andrew’s, San Francisco. 
The latter has not made any report during the last four years. 


The two Young Women’s societies of St. Mark’s, Los Angeles, did not report 
this year. As it is difficult to know whether or not the Light Brigades are active, 
I have no way of knowing from which of them to expect a report. My list of 
active Light Brigades and that of Mrs. Frey does not agree and I would appreciate 
it if the Light Brigades would declare themselves properly to Mrs. Frey, to whom 
I know I should turn for information. Credentials for this convention were sent 
to seven Light Brigade Superintendents, to six Young Women’s and to forty-four 
Women’s societies.

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Mrs. E. A. Trabert reported that the Northern Conference held one short but 
inspirational meeting during the year. 


Mrs. Ralph Sprado outlined the program presented at the meeting of the 
Southern Conference. 


Mrs. Trabert then read a paper written by Mrs. J. R. Broyer, telling some of 
the Outstanding Facts in Student Work. She spoke of its beginnings in the 
University of Wisconsin in 1910; visiting on the Campus begun in 1922; the 
abandonment of visiting as a special work and the establishment of the depart- 
ments of research, publicity, student welfare and institutions, the student welfare 
work reaching the campus student. The Lutheran Student Association of America 
is the official organization of Lutheran students and has no Synodical affiliations. 


Rev. E. A. Trabert supplemented this report by telling of his own work 
among the students at the University of California, where the Luther Club is 
a power for good. Particularly he emphasized the thought that parents should 
notify the pastor in the city where young people were entering college. 


A most encouraging outlook for the work of the women in the Synod of 
California was shown by the reports of the individual societies, presented either 
by delegates from these societies in person or in letters read by the secretary. 
Only six societies failed to be represented in this way and some of these had mailed 
im statistical reports. 


Dr. Martin of Midland College in Fremont, Nebraska, presented briefly the 
work of that college in its various departments. 


The meeting adjourned informally to reconvene at 2 p. m. 


There were 45 delegates and visitors present. 


THIRD SESSION 


Wednesday, May 14, 1930, 2:10 P.M. 
The convention was called to order at 2:10 p. m. by the President, Mrs. Ball. 


The Devotional Service was conducted by Mrs. M. O. Heller, after which Mrs. 
E. Dickinson sang ““Thou Art Our Father.” 


Following Roll Call the minutes of the morning session were approved as 
read. 


At the request of the President, Mrs. E. A. Trabert introduced Mrs. P. J. 
Kramer, President of the City Club of Oakland and a prominent P. T. A. worker, 
a member of St. Michael’s Church, who spoke on the subject ‘‘We and Our 
Children.’’ She said that to be loved, to be understood and to be educated is the 
right of every child. Religious awakening should grow with the child’s mental 
development. Parents should learn of their children and grow with them, ‘‘become 
as little children.’’ She further explained the need of spiritual training outside the 
home and added that the P. T. A. took up this problem four years ago. 


Mrs, Kramer's talk aroused an interest which led to an informal discussion of 
this question from the floor. 


Dr. George Drach, Secretary of the Board of Foreign Missions, speaking on 
“Our Neighbors Across the Sea’’ paid special tribute to the work of the women 
in and for foreign fields. He suggested that all members of Missionary Societies 
should subscribe to the Foreign Missionary as well as to Woman’s Work. 
et ees said Dr. Drach, is the heart of the work of Missionary 

Ocieties. 


Supplementing his remarks Mrs. Walter S. Cutler spoke on a trip around the 
world from the standpoint of a tourist. 


Mrs. J. George Dorn explained the work of the Light Brigades as sh 
the posters sent by the Light Brigade Secretary. pie ae: 


A Lace Department Demonstration was given by five young people of St. 
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John’s Church, Doris Strauch, Gertrude Eigbrett, Elmer Fries, Theodore Struts, 
and Bertha Mueller.

FOURTH SESSION 


Wednesday, May 14, 1930, 8:00 P.M. 


_ The Vesper Service was held in the Church Auditorium, with Rev. Heller as 
liturgist. Rev. Axe preached on ‘‘The Unreaped Fields’ giving vital statistics on 
the work in our own country, Japan, China, India and Africa, His outstanding 
thought was that in the great missionary command the words ‘‘Pray ye’’ are 
accompanied by the word ‘‘Send’’. Much of our work must be in providing the 
means to send. 

A duet, “Art Thou Weary” was sung by Osta and Stella Walter and Dr. Ochler 
contributed a solo, ‘How Lovely Are Thy Dwellings.’’ 


Mr. Wolfe, Superintendent of Intermediate Luther Leagues, telling something 
of his work among the young people said, ‘‘The boy is not a problem, but life 
is a problem to the boy! Boys who are surrounded by love, understanding and 
sympathy, whose parents do things with them, are not the boys who go wrong.”’ 
“Give the boy something to do in the work of the church if you would keep him 
in the church,”’ said Mr. Wolfe. 


The Evening Offering amounted to $23.55,

FIFTH SESSION 
Thursday, May 15, 1930, 9:20 A. M. 


The convention was called to order by the President and Mrs. John Hjort con- 
ducted the Devotional Service, after which she called upon Mrs. Wieman and 
Mrs. Jensen for a duet. They sang “‘Near to the Heart of God,’ the convention 
joining in the refrain. 

A motion that the President send a message of sympathy and the verse Psalm 
34:7 to Mrs. W. E. Fuller was carried. 

The minutes of the Wednesday afternoon meeting were approved as read. 

The minutes of the Wednesday evening meeting were approved as read. 


A greeting from Miss Amelia D. Kemp was read by the Secretary. 

Encouraging reports of Light Brigades in Berkeley, Fresno and San Diego 
were received. 

The Magazine Secretary was given the floor to answer a number of questions 
which had been asked her during the convention. 

A motion to accept the Light Brigades of Glendale and Bethany, Los Angeles, 
was carried. 

Mrs. W. E. Crouser, speaking on ‘“Thank Offerings, Past and Present,” said 
the first mite box is about thirty centuries old, placed by King Joash in the 
temple. Two of the suggestions she made were that after listening to a radio 
service an offering might be placed in the Thank Offering Box; also that a 
‘Musical Missionary Pageant’’ which may be obtained from the Presbyterian 
Book Store in San Francisco might be very effective. 


Mrs. John Hjort pleaded for larger offerings in the Thank Offering Boxes. 
Mrs. Heller, speaking on ‘“‘Why we should give Thanks’’ wove her message 
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around two Scripture verses Ps. 107:1-2 and Ps. 92:1. An outstanding thought 
was ‘‘A singing heart makes for larger thank offerings. Sing more.”’ Mrs. O. 1D: 
Baltzley added the thought, “If we cannot sing we can at least ‘Make a joyful 
noise unto the Lord’.”’ 


Mrs. Hillerman emphasized *‘A daily Gift—a daily Prayer” and suggested that 
the women join in the morning service over the radio. She also said that Thank 
Offerings should be in by December 20th. >

The Committee on Constitution presented the following Amendment and 
By-Law. : 


Amendment to Article IV. Meetings. Section 2. 


Add the words ‘‘and wives of the Pastors of Synod” after the words ‘‘Standing 
Committees’; also the words “‘or fraction thereof’’ after the word ‘‘members’’ 
the article so amended to read: 


Delegates to the Synodical Convention shall be the officers of the Synodical 
Society, its Department Secretaries, Chairmen of Standing Committees, wives of 
the Pastors of Synod and one delegate for each twenty members or fraction thereof, 
in a congregational society. 

By-Laws 


ARTICLE I—-DELEGATES. 


Section 1. The President of the Synodical Society shall be ex-officio a delegate 
from the Conference to which she belongs to the Biennial Convention and the 
second delegate shall be nominated from the other Conference. Each Conference 
shall have the privilege of nominating:its own delegates and alternates. In case of 
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a vacancy the place shall be filled by the Executive Committee of the Conference 
in which the vacancy occurs. 


Amendment and By-Law were accepted as presented. 


Bills for postage, traveling expenses, printing, postage, etc., presented by officers 
and secretaries, amounting to $71.70, were ordered paid. 


An invitation to the women of Convention to attend the Ladies Aid Society 
meeting of the First Church was extended by their delegate. » 


An invitation from Long Beach to hold the next convention in Trinity Church 
there was extended by Mrs. Cutler. 


The minutes of the session were read and approved. 
Convention closed with the Missionary benediction. 


There were 38 delegates and visitors present. Collection was $6.28.
